8 ERMANT (as deſcri- 
@ bed by Ptolemy, and 
other ancient Wri- 


ters) was doubtleſs of 


. a much larger extent 
then the vaſt Country 
which at this day bears 
that name. Tacitus has 
given this account of 

it: © Germany, ſays he, 
*1s ſeparated from Gallia, Rhetia, and Pannonia, 
*by the Rivers Danow and the Rhine. From the 
« Sarmatians and Dacians it 18 divided and deftend- 
*ed by a long Ridge of Mountains, and a mu- 
*tual awc which obliges theſe fierce Nations and 
* the Germans to reſt contented on each fide with 
* their ancient bounds and properties. The reſt 
< of it 1s encompaſſed with the Occan, in ſome 
*of whoſe Iſles ſeveral conſiderable Kingdoms 
© have of late years bcen diſcoycr'd. However 
(notwithſtanding chis aſſertion of 7 acitzs, making 
the Rhine the utmoſt bounds of Germany on the 
borders of Gallia), 'tis certain, That long before 
his time (in the days of the Emperors Fulizs 
and Auguſtus ) ſeveral Colonics of the Germans 
had ſeated themſclyes in the Gallic Territories, 
andinhabited a large plat of ground on the South 
ſide of the Rhine. And 'tis well known, that both 
Germania Prima and Secunda ( ſo often mentioned 
by ancient and modern Geographers) lay on the 
ſame ſide of that River. Wympheling ( in his 
litcle Tract De Rebus ous demonſtrates 
that all choſe Cities which ſtand on the Southern 
bank of the Rhine, did always belong to the 
Germans ; notwithſtanding the pretenſions of ſc- 
veral French Kings to the contrary. Tis true, 
Lewis XI. King of France ( before he came to 
the Crown ) made ſeveral incurſions into A/ſatia, 
upon Pretence of recovering the ancient Rights which

his Anceſtors had challenged upon the Rhine. Burt 
this pretended juriſdiction never ſpred it ſelf fo 
wide as tO => beyond the banks of that River 
on either ſide. For, as Freherus ſhews, the 
ancient Gazls always claim'd a right to the Ri- 
ver Rhine; altho the Germans were Lords of 
the Soil on both ſides. Beſides, the Hermun- 
duri, Marcomanni, and 2uadi ( who were all of 
them Germans ) extended the bounds of their 
Nation beyond the Danow; and ſeated themſelves 
on the South fide of that Riyer. Whence in 
procels of time the name of Ilyricum ( which 
formerly was a word uſed to fignific a fifth part 
of the Celtiſh Nation, containing the Territorics 
of Liburnia, Dalmatia, Noricum, Vindelicia, and 
Pannonia ) was by the Roman writers limited to 
Liburnia and Dalmatia only ; and the other three 
Provinces reckon'd parts of Germany, as being 
almoſt quite overrun with the people of thac 
Nation. 

fEneas 'Sylvins and his followers fancy, that 
Germany 1s at this day a Country much larger 
then it was cver thought to be by the Ancients. 
Bur he that ſhall contider, that the three Nor- 
thern Kingdoms of Denmark, Norway, and Swe- 
den, with their ſeveral Dependences, and all Bel- 
gium ( as 1s {till evident from the Languages of 
cheſe people, which are only ſo many diſtinct 
Dialects of the High-Dutch ) were formerly 
branches of the German Nation ; will be apt to 
conclude with Cluverizs, that New Germany 1s 
ſcarce a third part ſo big as the Old. 

Ar preſent, Germany 1s bounded on the South 
with the Mountains of Italy, beyond the Darow; 
on the Eaſt, with Poland and Hungary ; on the 
Weſt, with the French Provinces ot Picardy and 
Champagne ; on the North, with the Baltic Sca 
and Britiſh Ocean. Monſieur de Pibrac 1s of opi- 
nion, that La German eſt preſque trois fois auſſt

: Al this bg Land ( or ſo much of it at 
leaſt as lies from the Rhine Northwards) was 
by the Ancients look'd upon as a barren, unin- 
habited, and ſolitary Wilderneſs; deſtirute of 
Cities, Villages, Houſes, Fruur, and all other things 
either requiſite or convenient for the ſuſtenance 
of any other kind of inhabitants, then ( ſuch as 
they fancied the Germans to be) a fort of ſavage 
wood-men, little different from the beaſts of 
the field, cither in education or dict. But the 
improvements, or diſcoveries rather, of Jater 
Ages have exceedingly alter'd the cafe; and our 
modern Hiſtorians and Geographers, in ſpight 
of Tacitus's cavils and envious Epithets, have 
been forc'd to confeſs, that the Germans arc a 
numerous and induſtrious people, and their 
Country both wonderfully plcaſant and fruittul. 
A more ſignal inſtance of the plenty of Corn in 
this Country cannot be given, then we meet with 
in the ſtories which the German writers tell us of 
the Emperor Charles the Fifth ; who maintain'd 
an Army for a conſiderable while againſt the 
Turks, conſiſting of 90090 Footmen and 35000 
Horſe. Beſides, the ſame- Emperor, for ſome 
years together, waged a continual war with moſt 
of the Northern German Princes ; during which, 
the Armies on both fides are ſaid to have con- 
liſted of aboye 150000 men. Now ( altho Ger- 
many alone provided all neceſlaries of food and 
provender for theſe vaſt multitudes of men and 
horſes, yet ) we do not read, that any the leaſt 
tamine or ſcarcity of bread enſued hereupon in 
any part of the Dutch Territorics. 


The chief Rivers in GERMANY. 


Here is hardly any Nation in the World 


comparable to this tor the multitude of 

Its noble Rivers; ſeveral of which carry 
Veſlels of a vaſt burthen tor ſome hundreds of 
Engliſh mules. The molt principal of theſe are : 

I. Danubius, or the Danow. Brietius ſavs, that 
this River was anciently call'd Matoas ; which, 
In the old Scythian language, ſigmhes harmleſs ; 
becauſe they fancied it was pretty ſecure ſailing 
upon 1ts waters. Afterwards , when a great 
company of ſtrangers ( unacquainted with this 
Torrent) had here unluckily ſuffer'd ſhipwrack 
and loſt their lives, its name was changed into 
AzryBis, or Adveos ; which word ſome Critics de- 
rive from the Macedonian &«@-, ſignifying ( as 
Plutarch tells us) as much as ©»!6-, Death. Cato 
thinks *rwas firlt call'd Danubizs from the Danes ; 
whom he confounds with the Daciars. Our mo- 
dern Geographers embrace Pliny's opinion; and 


derive the word, by a Metatheſis, a Jugis Adng-

biis z whence 1t has its firſt ſource. The Hunga- 
Hans Call it Dana; the Polanders Denay ; and the 
Germans die Thonaw. The head of this great 
River is in Swaben, ncar a ſmall Village named, 
from the Danow, Tone-Fſchingen ; which1s ſituated 
in a part ofthe Hercynian Wood, call'd by the 1n- 
habicants Schwartz-wald, or Black-forreft. Within 
4 few furlongs of this Fountain 1t receives into 
it two more ſmall Rivolets; ſoon after which, 
dividing it ſelf into two branches, 1t encircles the 
City Vhm with two fair ſtreams; both admirably 
large, conſidering the ſhort courſe of the River. 
Afterwards it paſſes by ſeveral brave Cities in 
Germany and _— z as, Regensburg, Paſſaw, 
Vienna, Presburg, ®c. being largely augmented in 
its paſſage by the acceſhon oft many Navigable 
Rivers. Inſomuch, that it ſeems to challenge 
the character which 0vid long ſince gave of it: 


Cedere Danubius ſe tibi, Nile, negat. 


As ſoon as it comes into /lyricum ( near the City 
Belpradum, which the Germans call Stuhlweiſſen- 
burg ) it looſes it name, and 1s called Iher. At 
laſt, 


Oui centum populos & magnas alluit urbes, 
Euxinum irrumpit bis terno flumine Pontum. 


One of theſe ſix Currents runs with that vio- 
lence into the Exxine Sea, that it is fazd torpaſs, 
thro the mid(t of the ſalt waters, freſh and ſweet 
for near forty Engliſh miles together. *Tis an 
admirable ſingularity in the Danow; that it alone, 
of all the great Rivers in Ezrope, runs with a 
ſtrangely rapid current Eaſtward ; whereas moſt 
others run cither to the Welt or South, ſome 
tew Northwards, but not one fo dirc&ly Eaſt. 
Salomon Schweigger ( a German traveller ) reports, 
that ſweet water is brought from the Danow, by 
Aquzducts, to Conſtantinople ; which is two days 
journey from any part of chis River. Before the 


Danow leaves Germany ( tho Strabo aflerts the con- - 


trary ) 1t meets with theſe three notorious Ca- 
taracts: 1. Der Saw-ruſſel, or The Swines-ſnout ; 
ſo called from a ſharp pointed Rock hanging 
into the River near Lintz in Auſtria; under which 
1s a moſt dangerous and almoſt unavoidable 
whurlpool, which certainly ſucks in all the Veſſels 
which fail near it, except managed by more than 
ordinary care and diſcretion. Ath. Kircher ( in 
his Mund, Subterr..) ſays, that whatever is ſwal- 
low'd by this Whirlpool, is thrown up again in 
a Lake near Caniſche nn Hungary. 2. Der Strudel , 
ſo called from the noiſe which the water makes 
In 1ts fall. This 1s a perilous Cataract, near Grei- 
non 1n Arftria, where the water falling with a 
great violence amongſt the Rocks, diſtracts the 
watermen with its noiſe and ſmoke, and too 
often cither overturns or ſplits their Veſſels. So 
that few or none were formerly ſo tool-hardy as 
to paſs this precipice without the afliftance 
and conduct of ſome expert Boor in the Vice- 
nagc; who for many years had made it their 
buſineſs to underſtand all the little creeks and 
windings 1n this dangerous paſſage. But of late 
years 1t has not been reckon'd a matter of fo 
great difhculty to ſhoot this Gul On the cop 
of one of the higheſt Rocks Rands the ruins of 
anold Caſtle; where formerly, as the report goes, 
ſome notorious Pyrats ( who lived upon the pil- 
lage of ſuch Boats as they could now and then 
hook into ſome of the neighbouring Cliffs) kept 
their reſidence. 3. Der Wurbel, or Whirlpool : 
not much more then a furlong diſtant from the 
Strudel, The Watermen that uſe this paſſage 


arc of late grown ſo expert in ſhunning this Gull, 
| | that 
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that (except your Pilot be drunk, which is here 
no ſtrange mishap ) there is little danger of mil- 
carriage. As ſoon as you have paſt the Whirl- 

ool, you arc ſure to be waited on by a fellow 
ae Bi St. Nicolas's picture (to whom an adjoin- 
ing Chappel 1s dedicated ) and an Alms-box ; 
into which every man caſts what he pleaſes, as 
an offering of thanſgiving to that Saint for the 
late deliverance. On the top of the great Rock, 
which cauſesa great motion in the water, ſtand 
the reliques of an ancient Fort, which the Ger- 
mans call Der Tuffels Thurn, or The Devils Tower. 
The original of which name, according to Aven- 
tinus's relation, was this: *On a time, Bruno 
* Biſhop of Wartzhurg accompanied the Emperor 
* in his paſſage down the Danow. When they 
*came to this Tower, they were ſuddenly ſcar'd 
*by a ſtrange Apparition in the ſhape of a Black- 
« amore; ſaying, I am, Bruno, thine evil Genius ; I 
* ſhall do thee no miſchief at preſent , but thou ſhalt be 
* ſure to meet with me again ere long. When they 
* Were Come to Boſenburg ( a Village within ten 
* Engliſh miles of this Warbel, where paſſengers 
*aſually refreſh themſclyes ) it happen'd, that 
* the Chamber, where the Emperor and the Br- 
* ſhop were a reſting themſelyes, ſuddenly falling 
* down, killed Bruno. 

II. The next great River in Germany, 1s the 
Rhine. Some Etymologilts derive this word from 
the Greek word fv, to flow; becauſe of its rapid 
Current. Others fetch it from an old Celti/h 
word Rijen, which ſignified to divide or ſeparate z 
alluding to the old ſtory (before mentioned ) of 
the ſeparation of France from Germany by this 
River. But the generality of modern Dutch wri- 
ters are plcas'd to fancy, that it comes from the 
ordinary German word Rein, which {ignifies pure 
or clean. Becauſe forſooth, 'twas a faſhion 
amongſt the ancient inhabitants of this Coun- 
try, totry whether their children were legitimate 
or ſpurious by caſting them into the Rhine; which 
would never ſuffer thoſe to fink who were law- 
fully begot, but uſually drown'd the baſtards. 
This ſtory Ceſar tells us in his Commentaries. 
And hence, ſays Schottelius, the Germans to this 
day retain this proverbial ſaying of any notorious 
and ſcandalous crime : 


Das weſchet thm der Rhein nicht ab, 1. c. 
The Rhine can ne're waſh this of. 


Tacitus reports, that the old Germans worſhipp'd 
the Rhine as a God. Martial alludes to ſome 
ſuch thing, when he ſays: 


Nympharum Pater amniumque Rhenus, Q&c. 


And the modern Germans ſeem to be little lefs 
jealous of the repute of this noble River, when 
they give out, that 


Die Thonau iſt aller waſſer ein Frau : aber der 
Rhein mag mit ehren wol ibr Mann Seyn, 1.. 

The Danow is indeed the Lady Paramount of 
Rivers : but the Rhine may well ſeem to 
be her Husband. 


Where note, that the Danow is ( as moſt other 
names of Rivers in the High Dutch tongue are ) 
of the Feminine Gender, but the Rhine of the 
Maſculine. 

There are two Springs in the Rhetian or Cel- 
tic Alps (as ſome Authors call them) from which 
the Rhine has its riſe. The firſt not far trom a 
ſmall Village, call'd by the inhabitants Taverſch, 
out of a conſiderably high Mountain, which the 
Germans call St.Gottardes Geburg. The other Foun.

tain 15 not far from Reinwald in Rhetia. Theſe 
two Fountains are about forty Erglj/ſh miles di- 
ſtant from cach other ; but their Currents meet 
1n one about cight of the fame miles from the 
City Cur. Within three quarters of one of our 
mules from this confluence of the two ſtreams 
the River dilates ic ſelf into that vaſt Lake which 
1s ordinarily ( by a corruption of the name of 
Poomen, a Town on the banks of this watcr ) 
call'd Der Boden-See, | 

The broadeſt part of this ſwift River js be- 
twixt the City Emeric and the ſtrong Caſtle of 
Schenckenſchantz ; where the breadth of it is 
judged ( burlamatraid the tory hasour-ſtretch'd 
te meaſuring-chain ſome furlongs ) to exceed 
ewo Engliſh nules. Immediately after the union 
of the torementioned Currents, the depth of the 
Rhine 1s fo conſiderable, that Veſlels of large 
bulk and burthca might cafily ( if not letted by 
ſcyeral Cacaraits and Rocks which block up 
their way ) fail trom Stein to Fraxcſurt on the 
Meyn, Collen, 1entz,, and all other places of con- 
ſequeace upon tiuis River. 

The Cataracts of the Rhine are reckon'd to be 
nine 1n all; whereof ſeven are but ſmall ones, 
and come far ſhort of thoſe mentioned in the 
Danow. The moſt terrible and dangerous one 
among the nine, 1s a little bclow the Ciry of 
Schafhuyſen 1n Switzerland; where the whole Ri- 
ver falls trom the top of a Rock ſeventy-five foot 
high ( Surizs Carthuſianus ſays, fifty cubits). The 
other great Cataract 1s near Lauffenburg in Switzer- 
land ; which Town has its name from Lauſſen 
(1n tne language of the inhabitants ſignifying a 
Cataract or water-fall ) and Burg, a Cattle. This 
Is not ſo dangerous as that at Schafhuyſen; tor 
ſometimes the Watermen venture their Veſlels 
to ſide down this precipice by ropes, which is 
utterly impoſſible at the former. 

There 1s no {mall diſpute among ancient and 
modern Geographers, about tie ſeveral mouths 
of the Rhine. Formerly there were two known 
Channels of the Rhine ; and every body could 
tell where cach of them empricd it ſelf into the Sea. 
For this great River being divided into twoſtreams 
at Schenckenſchantz , that part of it which till 
rctain'd the name of the Rhine ( paſſing by Arn- 
hem, Rhine, Utrecht, and Leyden ) ran into the 
Sea at Catwic;z whullt the other branch, paſſing 
by Nimeghen, under the borrowed name of the 
Wable, joining 1t felt with the Maes, was in the 
ſame Channel convey'd into the Ocean. Bur 1n 
the year 860 ( or as ſome reckon 1 170 ), amonglt 
many other damages done to the Hellanders by 
an extraordinary Spring-tide, the commocdious 
Haven at Catwic was quite ({top'd up with Sand, 
and the current of the Rhine obſtructed. This 
River ſtill runs, but wich a very ſlow pace, to- 
wards Catwic; but never reaches the ruins of that 
famous Town. What becomes of the water is 
not certainly known : but moſt probable 1t is, 
that it may be ſwallowed up by ſome undiſcern- 
able Abyſs, and by a ſubterraneous channel con- 
vey'd at a conſiderable diſtance into the Sea. 
Another mouth of che Rhine we owe to Druſas, 
who cutting the neck of land berween this River 
and the jel, brought a great Arm of the Rhine 


(along the Sluce, which to this day bears the 


name of Druſus's Ditch) into one Channel with 
the Tſe, along with which it {till continues its 
courle into the Zuyder-See. 
IIL The third great River of Germany, 1s the #13, 
Elb, Albis ; which Bertizs, and others, derive from 
the Saxon word Elve, which in upper Saxcny 1s 
uſed both for the name of this Raver and the 
number of Eleven. Now all Geographers agree, 
that the Elb ſprings from Eleyen currents. Bur 
A 2 whe!

The firſt courſe it ſteers is Southwards ; 1n 
| which it paſſes by the Cities of Dwur, Faromitz , 
|| and Kralowy-Hradetz ( or, the Queen's Hraderz ); 
| at which laſt place it is augmented by the ad- 
|| miſſion of Warlitz and Orlitz ( two large ſtreams 
|| flowing from the confines of Bohemia and Mo- 
ol ravia) into its Channel. At Melnick it meets with 
' the Moldaz ; and ſoon after with the Agra. Aft- 
terwards, it paſſes by the Citics of Dreſden, Miſen, 
Torgow, Wittenburg, Magdeburg , and Lawenburg ; 
and at Hamburg bears Merchant-ſhips of almoſt as 
large a bulk as any trafftick on the Ocean ; and 
char at the vaſteſt diſtance from the Sea of any 
navigable River in Ezrope. The City of Hamburg

Bur theſe, and ſome few more of the like 
bigneſs, are not ſo conſiderable as to merit a 
deſcription in this place ; but may well be re- 
ſcrv'd till we come to the deſcription of parti- 
cular Provinces. Whither alſo we refer the Rea- 
i 1 1 der tor an account of the Forreſts, Mountains,

For Germany 
ought to be look'd upon as a vaſt Collection of 
ſevcral different Nations, and not as one petit 
Kingdom, which may -cafily admit of one and 
the ſame- General Deſcription. 


of 
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Of the Ancient Inhabitants of Germany 3 together 
with an account of the different names of Celts, 
Dutch, Germans, and Almans, 


Luwverius ( in his incomparable Book de An- Ancient 
® tiqua Germania ) affirms, that Aſcenas, No- Inhabi- 
ah's Grear-grandchild, was the firſt that peopled tarts. 


Germany, Britain, Spain, Gallia, and Ilyricum ; 
calling the people of all cheſe five Nations after 
another of bh own Names, Celts. Nay, he is 
ſo poſitive in this aſſertion, as to ſet down the 
very year when this aye Plantation firſt began. 
This, ſays he, hapned in the year of the World, One 
thouſand ſeven hundred ninety-two, and one hundred 
thirty-ſix years after the Flood. The authority of 
this great man has ſo far prevailed with his own 
Countrymen, that you ſhall hardly ( if art all) 
meet with a modern German writer who 1s not 
wholly of his opinion. Some of theſe Dutch 
Antiquaries make uſe of this paſſage in Foſephus, 
Anand ep Aogiratas wu (1.6. Aſcanaxes, or Aſcenas, 
was the Founder of the Aſcanaxi, or Aſcanites) to con- 
firm their doctrine. But this argument 1s too idle 
and precarious; ſince to take for granted, that the 
Aſcanaxi mention'd by Joſephas are Germans, is 
in effe& to beg the Queſtion. The original, I 
ſuppoſe, of this and the like muſtakes, proceeded 
from a miſunderſtanding of ſome ancient tradi- 
tions generally receiyed among all the Northern 
Nations ; which told them "_ ſtories of the 
opling of the Northern parts by one As, and 
Fi retinue. Now theſe Critics ( being reſolved 
to findour, if poſſible, whatthis great man ſhould 
be, and whence he derived his pedigree ) after 
a long and diligent ſearch, could pitch on no 
body whom they could fancy fo well qualificd, 
both in name and time, for the character they 
had met with of the Father of the German Na- 
tion, as this Aſcenas. Whereas, 'tis much morc 
robable, that the old German or Celtiſh Mytho- 
ogiſts meant no more by As, then ſome gene- 
rous Aſian Captain, who had firſt brought their 
Anceſtors out of Afia into Europe. That the Spa- 
niards, Gauls, Germans, and Britains were formerly 
ſo many branches of one and the ſame Nation 
ſeems cyidenr, from the terminations ofthe names 
of ſeveral Towns, Villages, Woods, Paſturc- 
ounds, ©. 1n brig, fort, dun, ham, berg, and the 
ke ; which are a ſufficient teſtimony ot the iden- 
tity of Ianguages, and conſequently of people, 
n all theſe Countries. And ( from the fables 
of the Edda Iſlandorum, and other ancient monu- 
ments found in ſome of the Northern Domini- 
ons ; which all along give their Heroes the title 
of Aſians ,) it ſeems as rational toconclude, that 
the firſt inhabitants of the Northern parts of 
Europe came out of Aſia. Whatclſe can be meant 
by the word. Aſamal ( i.e. the language of Aſi- 
ans ) ſo often made uſe of in the old Runic mo- 
numents to {ignifie the Daniſh tongue? And why 
1s Walden (the grand Captain of the C imbrians ) 
ſo many times, in the Edda before-mentioned, 


ſtyled As, the Aſian ? I am apt to belicye, that 


trom this Woden the Germans have firſt derived 


the proper name of Aſch ( by the Latins turned 
into Aſcanizs) which is to this day in ordinary 
uſc among them. And that hence alſo the Town 
of Aſchburg ( call'd by Tacitus Aſciburgum ) and 
Aſcharic ( a King of the Gauls) had their names,

guilty of fo great a Paradox as

would make it, to find 
the Perſian 
Bochart 1s not 
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many imagine, in afſerting, that our Northern 
Kingdoms have borrow'd both men and man- 
ners from the Phenicians. 

That Celta was a general name for any Nor- 
thern or Weſtern Exropean among the ancient 
Greekand Latin writers, is well known; but whence 
the word ſprung, 1s not eaſily determin'd. C!u- 
werins ( as was cven now faid ) reports, that 4/- 
cenas call'd his followers firſt Celts, from one of 
his own Surnames ; but what that was, neither 
he nor any other Hiſtorian I haye yet mer with, 


- can inform me. Our Country-man Verſtegar 


fetches Celte from the Greek word Kiles, Light- 
horſemen, aſſerting (TI ſuppoſe for the Erymolo- 
gy's ſake) that the ancient Celts were excellent 
Warriors on Horſeback. But it is not neceſſary 
that we ſhould go as far as Greece to ſeck for the 
dcrivation of this word. Ceſar tells us, thoſe men 
whom the Latins call'd Gauls, were uſed to name 
themſelves Celts. And Pauſanias confirms the (to- 
ry, Oz d\ wore, fays he, avlys xandchry TAAATAY 
e-evixnoz, KEATOYE ya, XaT% Ti oP45 To apyajen, x Taps 
Tois &Mois wvopdGorle, 7, e, At laſt it grew a faſhion to 
name them Gauls ( Galatas ); but formerly both they 
themſelves and others calF'd them Celts. It 1s from 
what has been ſaid ( and ſeveral other authori- 
tics, which might be produc'd to the ſame pur- 
poſe) manifeſt, that the Germans, and the reſt 
of the ancient inhabitants of the Weſtern parts 
ot Europe, call'd themſelves Celts ; and did not 
borrow that name from the language of any to- 
reign Nation. Some Dutch Etymologitts derive 
the name from the German word Gelten, i.e. Va- 
Jere, tobe worth ( whence the ordinary Dutch word 
Gelt, money ); grounding their opinion upon the 
authority of Strabo, who tells them, that the Celts 
were ſo called 4s tw inipayuar ; which they inter- 
pret, from the preeminence they had amongſt other 
Nations. So that, with theſe men, a Celt ſign- 
fics as much as a #:an of extraordinary worth and 
accompliſhments. Cluverius, with a great dcal of 
indignation, rejects this opinion ; which never- 
thelefs ( if we conſider the high value the Celts 
uſed to ſer upon their own perſons ) has as great 
a ſhew of probability on us (ide, as his own, bc- 
forcmention'd. I find, that in our old Briti/b 
or Welſh tongue ( which is an undoubted Dia- 
lect ot the ancient Celtic language ) Celi figni- 
fies God. And it ſeems to me as rational, to bring 
the derivative Celtic from this Prinutive, as to 
ferch the word Gothic from Gott,or God, and Teutſch 
from Teut. Of the reaſons of which Etymologies 
we have already given a hint in the Deſcription 
of Denmark; and ſhall have occaſion to treat of 
theſame ſubject more at large in the following 
Paragraph. 

Welce then, that the name Celts was not ap- 
propriatcd to the Germans only ; who made u 
no more then one of the five Provinces into which 
the vaſt Celtic Nation was divided. But other 
particular names we mect with in ancient and 
modern Hiſtorians, which are peculiarly afcrib'd 
to the Germans. Amongſt theſe, the name of 
Teutones or Textonici ( turn'd by the High Dutch 
into Die Deutſchen or Teutſchen 5 by the Nether- 
landers into De Duytſchen ; by the Danes and 
Swedes into De Tydsker; and laſtly by the Engli/h 
into The Dutch ) ſeems to be of the greatelt an- 
riquity. Some very unskilful Ecymologilts have 
endeavour'd to bring this word from the name 
Aſchanaxes (which they read Aſcanes) betore-men- 
tion'd. For by prefixing the German particle tht, 
uſed formerly inſtead of die, to this proper name, 
they preſently turn it ( by che help of an Apo- 
ſftrophy and a German LN is into Th' Aſ-

But (to paſs by other im- 
pertinEncies of thus Fara it muſt nceds 
be allow'd-a grand ſolocciſm in anv language, 
to prefix two Articles to one and the ſame Noun 
which we mult be forc'd toadmit of by fetching 
die Teutſchen from thi th' Aſcanen. The moſt pro- 
bable derivationof Teurſch is from Text, the name 
of one of the ancient Celtic Deities; Lucan talk- 
ing of the Gazliſh Gods, ſays, 


Et quibus immitis placatur ſanguine dirg 
Teutates; 


And 7acitzs giving an account of the manners 
and cuſtoms of the Germans in his days, tells us 

Celebrant carminibus antiquis Tuiſtonem ( ſome 
Copies of good note read Tuitonem ) Dewm, terra 
editum & filium Mannum, originem pentis, condi- 
toreſque, i.e. They ſing Ballads in praiſe of their 
God Tuit, and his ſon Man, the firit founders of 
their Nation. This Text, Theut, or Tuit, ſeems 
to be the ſame with the Phenician Tzz%G-, the 
Egyptian ®aur, and Alexandrian ©#:, all mention'd 
by Bochart. And I doubt not, but that the Gre- 
cian Zews, Aws, and Os, as well as the Latin word 
Dezxs, arc all ſprung from the ſame original. From 
this Primitive, *tis obvious to form the Deriva- 
tive Teutiſch ( which will ſignifie as much as 0ne 
deſcended from the ſtock or lineage of the God Teut ), 
afterwards contracted into 7 extſch. And thus 
1n ſhort, to tell us the whole Nation is deſcended 
from Man ( which the old Egyptians, as well as 
Germans, uſed inſtead of the Hebrew word Adam) 
the ſon of Text; 1s to run up the pedigree of this 
people, as St. Lake has done our Saviour's, unto 
Adam, which was the ſon of God. Nor were the 
Germans only heretofore guilty of this vanity and 
arrogance, but almoſt every Nation under Hea- 
ven. Diodorus Siculus could long ago tells us, 
Ile 7 & ous apyuprilG» & wine 4,upionryon" ENkues, 
ama % Toi F Bapazpa, eaulys al; Jonas Atyarles, Oc.

| From theſe, and the Braſs-cuts commonly 
prefix'd to Cluverius's1ncomparable Work before- 
mention'd, 1t appears, That the firſt inhabitants 
of Germany ( or thoſe at leaſt whom the Romans 
were firſt acquainted with ) were men of a lar- 


per fize then their neighbours ; men generally of 


a vaſt andalmoſt incredible ſtature. Infomuch, 
that if ( as we have noted in the Deſcription of 
Denmark.) the Getes were ſo call'd, becauſe in 
reſpect of the inhabitants of other German Pro- 
vinces,, they were Giants, it will be exceeding 
difficult for us Pigmies to conceive the unrea- 
ſonable dimenſions of ſome of our Northern 
forcfathers. 

We cannot imagine, that ſuch big bon'd fel- 
lows as theſe ſhould be cocker'd in the Cradle, 
or nurſed with that tenderneſs which the formal 
luxury of our Age requires. And accordingly 
the foremention'd Authors ſay, that their wo- 
men ſeldom or never made uſe of a Midwite ; 
but cyery one made ſhift to deliver her ſelf, and 
as ſoon as her ſhort travel was over, return'd un- 
concernedly to her employment. As ſoon as ever 
the child was born, the mother dip'd it all over 
in-cold water, to harden it. Some Commenta- 


cors think Virgil underſtood the Germans in that 
Diſtich of his, 


Durum a ſlirpe genus ; Natos ad flumina primum 
Deferimus, ſevoque gelu duramas & undis. 


Tho others fancy that he rather ſpeaks of the 
Spartans. But however Sidonius ſpeaks down- 
right of the ancient DPutch-men, 


Excipit hic natos glacies, W matris ab aluo 
Artus infantum molles nec Cimbrica durat. 


Frideric Tileman, an ingenious German writer, 
rejects the opinion of Julian, Nonnus, and others, 
who report, that the reaſon of caſting young 
children into the Rhixze ( of which cuſtom we 
have ſaid ſomething before) was to try, by their 
{wimming or finking, whether they were law- 
tully begotten or baſtards. He allows of the ſto- 
ry ; but thinks the deſign was rather to inure their 
infants to cold, and to teach them courage. Or- 
telius ſays, they uſcd to place the intant on a 
Shield, and fo commit it to the River. 

Upon the firſt diſcovery of the innermoſt parts 
of Germany to the Romans, the inhabitants wore 
lictle or no clothes ; the young people uſed to 
go ſtark naked; the elder fort were all, men and 
women, alike habited : but bath ſexes ſo meanly 
clad, that their wild beafts skins( their Coats being 
ſeldom made of better ſtuff) reached no lower 
then their Navels, and never coyer'd their naked- 
neſs. Some of the better fort wore hitle ſhort 
Woollen Mantles; in which, ſuch as were de- 


ſcended of a noble Family had their Coars of 
Arms wrought in colours, and ſometimes in Gold 


or Silver. But ſuch picccs of gallantry were, I 
ſuppoſe, firſt brought in amongſt them upon 


ther acquaintance with the Romans. Others 


had a kind of Suit and Coat all of one piece, 
which reached as far as the muddle of their legs, 
but wanted Sleeves. Such as to this day are 
worn in the Highlands of Scotland, and fome 
parts of Schwaben. Thoſe that wore Shoes ( for 
the common people uſed no ſuch thing, bur went 
barctoort) had a kind of Sandals made of a Bad- 
gers-skin, or other rough uncann'd Leather. The 
Nobility and rich Yeomanry had ſmall Bracelets 
of Gold about their Arms, and Rings on their 
Fingers. 


' Thiey had ſeldom any other Bed then the 


Earth, which ſomctumes they ftrew'd with Hay, 
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or the Leaves of Trees. The more faſhionable 
ſort lay upon the Skins of Dogs, Wolves, or 
Bears. And from this cuſtom the Germans till 
retain the word Barenhauter ( or Bearskinner ) as a 
nick-name of as great reproach and contumely as 
can be put upon any man; which ſeems at firſt 
to have ſignified as much as a /az y loytering fellow 
that never ſtirr'd from off his Bears-shin. ©

different from what it was in former days; yet 
their Victuals ſeems to have been almoſt the ſame 
in all Ages. We find the Ancicnts fedupon Bread, 
wild and tame Fleſh of all forts (eſpecially Pork), 
Butter, Fruits, G&c. They drank Water, Milk; 
and Beer ; which laſt, Cluwerius tells us, was a 
drink peculiar and almoft natural to the Ger- 
mans. Some indeed that liv'd on the borders of 
Gallia drank Wine; but this was only of late 
years. For they were utter ſtrangers to that ſort 
of liquor bcfore the Emperor Probus taught them 
to plant Vines. Julius Ceſar ſays of the ancient 
Schwabes, Vinum ad ſe omnino importari non ſinunt, 
quod ea re ad laborem ferendum remolleſcere homines 
atque effeminari arbitrantur, i. e. They will not 
ſutter any man to import Wine into their Coun- 
try ; looking upon that liquor as a thing which 
ſtrangely weakens andeffemunares thoſe thatdrink 
ſs 


uſcd a great deal of freedom and jollity. Noman 
was to bring his Witc to any of theſe Revels; 
nor his Son, before the twentieth year of his age. 
They fat commonly on the ground 1n a ſemi- 
circle, for the convenience of the Waiters. The 
chick Man, or Maſter of the Feaſt, ſat in the 
middle; and the next honourable places were 
on his right and left hand. If any man wanted 
a ſtomach anſwerablc to his allowance of victu- 
als, *twas ordinary to pouch his Commons till 
the morrow. They had never more then one 
Knife in a Family ; whuch hung in a certain con- 
ſtant place, where any Guclt could ferchit, when 
he had met with a morſel too tough tor his recth: 
for otherwiſe, if poſlible, they devour'd their 
meat without cutting.

And how 1in- 
violably they kept their marriage-vows, the ſame 
Hiſtorian can inform us, Septa pudicitia agunt ; 
mullis (peAaculorum illecebris, nullis conviviorum ir- 
ritationibus corrpte. And in another place, Se- 
vera illic matrimonia. And again, Pauciſ/1ma in tam 
mnumeroſa gente adulteria. Where thus lralian teems 
ſtrangely ſurprized with the admurable chaſtiy 
of ſo populous a Nation ; and wonders at the 
more then ordinary ſtrai-lac'd modeſty of their 


Matrons, 
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atrons, which would not ſuffer them ro 1n- 
prom themſelyes the pleaſure of ſecing a Play, or 
dancing with a friend at a Wake. = 
' The very name of Germans, as before explain'd, 
would teſtific that they were a warlike people ; 
tho nothing of their valiant exploits were to be 
met with upon record. But Florus can tell us, 
*1 what a conſternation the Roman Soldiers were, 


\ when they firſt thought of giving Battel to the 


Germans: infomuch that every man, who had 
any thing to diſpoſe of, made his Will before he 
went to fight; as never expecting to return out 


of the ficld alive. And we do not find that Ger- 


many was ever yet ſubdued by any forcign cne- 
worn Nor can YL be imagin'd, but thoſe that from 
their Cradles ( it ever they had any ſuch thing ) 
were accuſtom'd to lye on the ground, and gO 
naked, ſhould at laſt make good Soldiers. And 
accordingly, we find they ſpent the greatelt part 
of their lives in Martial exerciſes. In ume of 
any general invaſion, every man ( except infirm 
perſons, and ſuch as attended their Sacrifices ) 
that exceeded the age of twenty years, was preſs'd 
to take up Arms. Otherwiſe, in caſe of a 
more inconſiderable quarrel, in which ſome 
few particular Provinces were only concern'd, 
every Gow ('or Village) ſent out an hundred 
fighting men, with a Centurion to command 
them. The greateſt miſchief was, they under- 
ſtood but little Martial diſcipline ; and there- 
fore their chief confidence lay in the number 
and reſolute humours of their Soldiers. Their 
armies uſed commonly to encamp 1a ſome large 
Wood or Forreſt; and there ly skulking till they 
had an opportunity of making an advantageous 
Sally upon the enemy. Many of them fought 
naked; others wore ſome ſlender Armour over 
their Head and Shoulders made of the Hide of 
a Wolt, or ſome other wild Beaſt. Every man 
carricd a Club on his Shoulder (ſuch as Hercu- 
tes 1s ordinarily pictur'd with), and moſt of them 
had Spears in theirhands. When the Romans came 
amongſt them they learned to be more metho- 
dical and orderly in their engagements. By de- 
grees, they came to wear good ſubſtantial Hel- 
mets of Iron; which they adorn'd on the to 
with a tuftt of Horſe-hair, or ſometimes a bunc 
of red Feathers. Whence, to this day, the Ger- 
mans reckon that anancient Coat of Arms, which 
ſhews ſuch a tufft in the Creſt. As 'ris likewiſe 
accounted no ſmall token of Nobility to bear in 
their Coat Pallets of ſeveral colours : ſince the 
old Germans uſed to wear Sluclds on their left 
ſides, ſtreaked with red, blew, white, and ſeve- 
ral other colours for diltinttion's ſake. Some 
of their Commanders, and other great men mn 
the Army, wore a long and broad Sword ontheir 
right ſide ; which they uſed to manage with both 
hands. Theſe are reported to have been ſo 
weighty, that ( when well guided with the whole 
force of a luſty German ) they would cut off both 
the Head and Arm of a Roman at a blow. Their 
Horſemen never uſed any Saddles ; bur, inſtead 
thereof, rid upon painted Clothes. He that had 
ſlain an enemy hand to hand, uſcd to bring home 


his Head in triumph ; which, if *twas the Head 


of an Officer, could not be redeem'd at any rate; 
but was kept as the richeſt picce of furniture in 
the houſe, and ſhown at publick Entertainments. 

Among the ancient Princes of Germany, the 
eldeſt Son ( or other Heir apparent of the Fa- 
mily ) always inherited the whole and entire ju- 
riſdiction of his deceaſed Father ; and the youn- 
ger children had certain Villages and Lordſhips 


 aflign'd them for portions. The Hermunduri arc 
| ſaid to have becn all of one Family; which had 


encreas'd fo largely in the revolution of ſome 
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yearsastoover-ſpreadall that vaſt Province which 
they inhabited. | 

Out of the Nobility the Peaſants choſe them- 
{clves a King or Captain z who had ſupreme do- 
minion over all the Province in which he pre- 
ſided. Cluverius likens this Governor to him 
whom the Lacedemonians and Spartans were uſed 
to ſetover their Commonwealth; who was bound 
by his place to be their General in time of war. 
I am of opinion, that this great Leader of any 
Province had the ſame name which their Dukes 
retain to this day ;z cach of them being, even in 
thoſe days, call'd ein Hertzog z which ( as our 
word Duke ) ſignifies no more then A Captain 
or General of an Army. M. Luther makes this 
ticle as ancient as will ſerve my purpoſe , when 
he derives the word Vercingentorix ( which was 
the name of a German Prince, encountred by 
Fulius Ceſar; and Flurus fancies the repeating of 
It enough to frighten an Army) trom Hertzop 
Hinric, i.e. Duke Henry. 

Tho the Germans, before Charles the Great 
took care to have them converted to Chriſtianity, 
were Idolatrous Heathens; yet we do not read 
that they were guilty of ſuch horrid impieties and 
profaneneſs as their neighbours. They liv'd up 
to the rules of Morality as much as any Nati- 
on that never hcard of God and the true Reli- 
g10n. What a great reſpect they had for Di- 
vine Service ( as they ignorantly call'd their Ido- 
latrous practices ) is manifeſt from their chuſing 
of Pricits out of their Nobility : who, beſides 
the knowledge of their profeſſion, were common- 
ly tolerably well vers'd in Moral Philoſophy and 
Phyſicks; and ordinarily call'd ro Council upon 
debate of any weighty State affair. They had 
Females too amongſt them, who were ſome- 
times admitted to the Prieſtly Office; and had 
as great reſpect paid them as the men. Hiſtory 
makes mention of one of theſc She-Druids, who 
prophcſicd of the Emperor Severus's death; and 
another who foretold the coming of Dioclerian to 
the Empire. They all believ'd the immortality 
of the Soul, and rewards and puniſhments after 
this life. They were great worſhippers of the 
Sun; whom, Cluverius ſays, they look'd upon 
as the only true God. Some, in confirmation 
of this opinion, have made Sorr in the old Teu- 
tonic language, to ſignihe as much as the modern 
Sonders, Sonderlich, i. e. Only. Thus probably 
the Latin word Sol 1s only a corruption of So- 
las. And for the ſame reaſon both the Romans 
and Dutch ( together with all other Nations who 
ſpeak nothing but different Dialects of the La- 
tin or German tongue ) dedicate the firſt day of 
the week to the Sun. Another God they had, to 
whom they uſed to offer man's fleſh; who is ſome- 
times call'dWoden, elſewhere Godan, by ſome Co- 
dan, by others Dan (whence probably the name 
of Danes and Daniſh ;, as well as trom Text, Teut- 
iſch, and from Got, Gottiſh). From him we have 
our Wedneſday ; which the Weſtphalians call Godens- 
dach, or Goensdach ; the Netherlanders write it 
Woensdach , the Danes, Onsdap; and the Swedes, 
Odensdagk. Burt of this ( and their God 7; eut ) 
we have ſpoken before ; and ſhall only add, that 
the word Gedan was after ſome time contracted 
into God or Gott. Another God they workhipp'd, 
who 1s {tiled by Latin writers Taranes ( the ſame 
doubtleſs with the Daniſh Thor, mention'd in the 
Deſcription of Denmark,), and anſwers to the Ro- 
man fupiter, as Woden to Mercurius. They wor- 
ſhipp'd this Taranes as the God of 7, hunder ; which 
1n our old Britiſh ( or Weljh ) language is (ll 


called Taran, but in the Daniſh congue Torder.

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e fame thing. - *Tis very probable, that this 
ame God was by the ancient Celts named Per 
Dr Pin; which in their language, ſignified High 
and Chief. And hence 'tis, that the Auſtrians do 
ill call Thurſday Pfinſtag, and St.Bernard's Moun- 
ain, which the Italians call Monte Jove, was for- 
erly named Mons Peninus. And 'tis as likely, 
hat from their Pen or Pin, the Feaſt of Whitſun- 
ide might firſt be called Pfinſtfeſt ( which name 
t ſtill retains); as that our Eaſter, and the Dutch 
Yoftern, ſhould bear the name of Eſter or 0/tar,

®nd therefore did not (like the Egyptians and 
raelites) worſhip Images. I know not upon what 
rounds Mr. Verſtegan has given us the portral- 
ure of ſeveral Images worſhipped by the an- 
ient Germans. "Tis certain they offer'd Sacrjs

us was deſtroy'd by Charles the Great, after 
had conquer'd Witikind, and converted the 
ons to Chriſtianity. F.G. Schottelius (whom 
ſhall have frequent occaſion ro mention in 
following ſheets ) has publiſhed a Tragedy 
GERMANY. 
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called Irmenſul, which preſents us with a lively 
account of the practices of the ancient Adorers 
of this Idol, and the aboliſhment of it by the 
atorcſaid Emperor. This Play is ſtill in greac 
vogue among the Germans ; and is frequently act- 
cd, with a good applauſe, at Viera, Leipfic, and 
other great Cities of the Empire. Some trag- 
ments of the famous Pillar are {till kept in the 
Cathedral Church at Halberſtad:. 


When any Sacrifices were offer'd, not only the 5 acrifites. 


Pricſts themſelves, but their Offerings alſo were 
crown'd with wreaths of Oak, or ſome other 
ſacred Tree. At a more then ordinary ſolemn 
and publick Offering, they uſcd to facrifice Beals 
of ſeveral forts and colours; but ar leſſer folem- 
nies, they ofter'd only white Cattle. And intheir 
Sacrihces tothe infernal Gods, or Devils,they made 
uſe of none but black ones. Upon ſome occa- 
ſions, they uſed to offer men in ſacrifice; where 
molt commonly their 1dle fervants and notori- 
ous maletactors were brought to ſlaughter : but 
in ſome caſes of extraordinary exigency , they 
would offer up their own children, their ſons and 
their daughters unto Devils. The Prieſts commonly 
ſhot the ſacrifices dead with arrows; tho ſome- 
times the men were crucified. When the Rites 
and Ceremomes were finiſhed, they were wont 
to cat up the ſacrifices ( whether men or bealts ), 
and from the inſpection of the Entrails, prog- 
no(ticate the event of a future war, or other cn- 
terprize, like the Aruſpices among the Romans. 
Theſe Feaſts were held with all imaginable murch 
and jollity ; and after Dinner, tne Prieſts always 
entertain'd their Gueſts with all manner of Mu- 
{ick and Dancing. 


The opinion they had of man's Creation, and p,,--.7- 


the Soul's eternity, made them more readily em- 
brace death then 'twas uſual for Idolaters and 
Pagans to do. Yor tho they had no thoughts of 
a Reſurrection, or future judgment ; yet they 
were verily perſwaded, that the Souls of thoſe 
that departed this life were received into other 
bodies, and lived again in another world. This 
made them generally of this opinion, that 'twas 
lawful for any man to diſpatch himſclt as ſoon as 
he grew weary of the cares and troubles of this 
life. They uſed to lay their dead Corps upon a 
large heap of wood ; and fo, ſetting fre to the 
pile, burn them. When the fire was gone our, 
they gathered together the bones and aſhes of 
the deceaſed, and buricd them. *Twas alſo the 
faſhion to throw into the flames the dead mans 
Horſe and Armour ; nay, we rcad, that amongſt 
the ancient Celts 1t was the cuſtom to burn their 
Wives, Servants, and Dogs with their dead Hus- 
bands or Maſters. As 1t 1s uſual in ſome parts of 
the Indies to this day ( where Polygamy 1s allow'd 
of ) for ſuch Wives as are rcfolv'd neyer to marry 
a ſccond time, and arc ambitious to be cltcem'd 
chaſt, ro leap into the fire atter the Corps of 
their deceaſed Husbands. At the Funcral of any 
Nobleman they uſed to have Tilting and Turna- 
ments; and had ſeveral Rhichms ſung in com- 
mendation of the party deceaſed, contauung a 
regiſter of the brave actions of his life. 7aci- 
tus gives this ſhort account of the*bchaviour of 
the old Germans, upon the death of any of their 
intimate Friends, Lamenta ac lachrymas cito, dolo- 
rem Q& triſtitiam tarde ponunt ; feminis lugere ho- 
neſtum eſt, viris meminiſſe, i.e. they can ſoon wipe 
of their tears, but not ſo cafily conquer their 
ſorrow. Itis for women to bewail, but formen 
to remember only the loſs of a friend. 
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Of the Humours, Manners, &c. of the Modern 
GERMANS. | 


Fneca long ſince obſerved, that men of ex- 
S traordinary large Bodics had commonly nar- 
row Souls. And he gives thisrcaſon for't, becauſe, 
ſays he, grand abilities of both Soul and Body are too 
great a happineſs for one man to enjoy. T1s probable, 
the ſame conſiderations mov'd the Hiſtorians of 
old to repreſent the ancient Germans ( who, as 
we have told you, were a people of a larger 
growth then other men ) as a Nation of a dull 
and phlegmatic conſtitution. 7 acits tells us, they 
were generally ignorant of the uſe of letters. And 
other writers would perſwade us to believe, that 
they were incapable of Learning. , Some of our 
modern Satyriſts endeavour to make the preſent 
Germans anſwer the character which thoſe men 
give of their Anceſtors z and ſtrive to make the 
world belicve, that Germany is to this day a Coun- 
try of Gothamites. It has for ſome years been 
a proverb in the mouth of ſeveral French-men, 
Pour faire un bon temperament, il faut meſler le vif 
argent de France, avec le plomb d Allemagne. 
i. e. That the Leaden temper of a German, 1s to be 
helpt by mingling the French Quick(ilver with it. 
7oſ. Scaliger ( in his poſthumous piece entituled 
Scaligerana ) will notallow the beſt of the High 
Dutch writers to be men of parts; but rails at 
them allasa pack of ſenſeleſs Loggerheads. Bur 
we all know how much that great man was puftt 
up with the ſenſe of his own merit; and how 
unapt he was to confeſs the leaſt grain of ſcholar- 
ſhip in a foreigner. Our whole I{land underwent 
his cenſure, when Mr. Lydiat ventur'd to contra- 
dit his dogmarical poſitions, and the incompa- 
rable Sir Henry Savil to confute his groſs errors 
in Geometry. It is doubtleſs an unpardonable 
rudeneſs in any man to accuſe a whole Nation 
of folly : And he that will take the pains to per- 
uſe ſeveral of the High Dutch writers, and re- 
flet upon the many ingenious inventions for 
which the world is bcholding to this Nation ( of 
which we ſhall have occaſion to ſpeak hereafter ) 
will confeſs this. 

Bur their Morals as well as Intelletuals, un- 
dergo the ſharp cenſure of our modern Scriblers, 
who accuſe all Germans of intemperance, and 
make drunkenneſs a vice proper to that Coun- 
try. *Tis grown an ordinary proverb, Germa- 
norum wvivere eſt bibere, *Tis hard to excuſc 
them all of this fault; nor are they themſelves 
able tro deny the accuſation, but commonly 
rack their brains to find out reaſons why large 
draughts ſhould be more pardonable in them 
then other men. The ſharp air they live 1n, 
is ( they tell us) of fo parching a nature, that 
without a continual ſupply of new moiſture, 
their bodies would ſhrink into nothing. No- 
thing more ordinary in this Country then 
Trinck-bruder ; men that: have created a brother- 
hood, or intimacy of yr mma by being 
drunk together, Ir is the faſhion to bring a ſtran- 
ger an unreaſonable great veſlel of drink to the 
Table; which they call your welcome. And this 
you are obliged in civility to take off, at one or 
more draughts, in a health to the good man of 
the houſe; tho you run the hazard of being drunk 
in cancelling the obligation. Ph. Melanfhon was 
uſed to fay, Wir Teutſchen eſſen uns kranch; wir 
eſſen uns indie Holle, 1. e. We Germans eat our ſehves 
ſick; we eat our ſelves into Hell. Long meals 
might probably occaſion diſtempers ; but glut- 
tony 1s not ſo ordinary a vice among them as 
drunkenneſs. It is indeed no extraordinary thin g 
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to ſit at Dinner from twelve at noon till five in 
the evening, or at Supper from ſeven at night will 
twoorthreeinthe morning: burthen the greateſt 
part of that time is ſpent 1n drinking of healths. 
However, 'tis beſt to wave this accuſation ; leaſt 
in arraigning them we condemn our ſelyes. There 
arc as ſober and temperate men 1n Germany as in 
any Nation of Ezrope. For tho the Courrt of Saxo- 
ny ( of which in 1ts place) has been of late years 
eminent for this ſore of exerciſe, *tis unreaſona- 
ble to bring the whole Empire into the Indite- 
ment. 

I know no Diſh of general uſe in Germany, 
which 1s any great rarity in England, except wa 
From Michaelmas till almoſt Eaſter theſe are caten 
as a great delicacy. You ſhall ſcarce come at a 
Nobleman's Orchard or Garden, in which you 
ſhall not find a Snail-houſe, which furniſhes his 
Table all the winter with this Diſh. They boil 
them 1n the ſhells, and ſo ſerve them up. Their 
other tood 1s Beef, Mutton, Fowl, Gc. none of 
which are ever brought to Table in ſuch large 
quanritics as 1n England. 

Tho the High Dutch have a proverb, Wer wol 
leben und wol Schlaffen wil, der bleib zu hauſs, 1. e. 
He that has a mind to live and ſleep well, ſtays at 
home ; yet no Nation 1n the world 1s more given 
to travelling then they. Not a Court in Erope 
but 15 full of them z and they arc caſicr met with 
on the road then Scotchmen. This general itch 
of ſecing foreign Countries,does doubtleſs ſtrange- 
ly mmpoveriſhtheir Nation; and carries out yearly 
more money then all cheir Silver Minescan afford 
them. For 'tis below the ſpirit of a German Noble- 
man to appear 1n a forcign Court without a Reti- 
nue anſ{werable to his Quality : which picce of 
ſtate will quickly ſwallow up a larger ſum then 
the rent of his ſmall Lordſhipamounts to. There 
was, not many years ago, a ſmall Book publiſhed 
under the title of Itinerarium Germaniee Politicum ; 
wherein the Author carneſtly adviſes his Country- 
men never to go beyond the bounds of the Ger- 
man Empire, except on public occaſions. And 
queſtionleſs, he that ſhall with circumſpeCtion 
vicw all the raritics and Princes Courts in Dutch- 
land ( taking the Netherlands into- the circuit ) 
will return ſufficiently qualitied for a States-man 
without making any further progreſs. 

'Tis the peculiar commendation of the Ger- 
mans to betrue and uprightin their dealings with 
cvery man. Teutſchhertziger ( or Dutch-hearted ) 
1 an Epithet which with them is uſually apply'd 
toan honeſt and juſt man, that ſcorns fattery or 
diſlimulation. A Frenchman gives this character 
of them, La parole d'un Alleman waut un obliga- 
gacion, 2.e. A German's word 1s as good as ano- 
ther man's bond. Which is no more then what 
1 acitus obſerved of their Anceſtors, That no Nation 
n_ Heaven went beyond them at keeping their 
wor 


Another excellent quality they have, which 
many of their neighbours want, To be exceed- 
ing obliging to ſtrangers. Julius Ceſar gives this 
character of the ancient Germans, Hoſpites wio-

the Latin. This made Pomponius Mela ſay long 
fince, that the German proper names were not 
fitted to a Roman mouth. And from hence it 
comes, that in the Latin Hiſtorians, which treat 
of the affairs of Germany, we meet with ſuch 
ſtrange unintelligible monſters of words, when 
they endeavour to put a Latin termination to a 
Dutch word, learnt only by the car. A great 
number of conſonants mecting together in one 
word, arc enough to choak an Italian or French- 
man ; infomuch, that ſome of both thoſe Nati- 
ons, after they have ſpent the greateſt part of 
their lives in Germany, arc ſcarce able to ſpeak 
one intelligible ſentence in High Dutch. The Ger- 
mans tell a ſtory of a French-man, who had ſpent 
four and twenty years in the ſervice of one of 
their Nobles ; who one day, hearing him ſput- 
ter his broken language, ask'd him, If he was not 
aſhamed, after ſo long time ſpent in Germany, to 
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the Table. Which made Caracalla ( ſpeaking of 
the Germans) fay, That no Nation knew how to 
govern their wives, but they that make the Sun of the 
Feminine gender, and the Moon of the Maſculine.

only formal greeting they have, is by a mutual 
touch of the hand. 

Their Marriages and Burials are for the moſt 
part wonderfully expenſive z and in ſome places 
ſo cxtravagantly coſtly, that an ordinary man 
will ſcarce recover the charges of his Fathers Fu- 
neral, or his own Marriage, in ſeven years after. 
They always keep a Marriage-Feaſt ( or Hoch- 
zeit ) according to their quality. Some of theſe 
Entertainments laſt a month ; all- which: time 
the new marricd Couple keep open houſe for all 
comers. They ſend the Bell-man, or common 
Cryer, round the Pariſh to invite 1n all their neigh- 
bours; who ſend in Wine, or ſome other part of 
the Entertainment before them. 

They uſe no Chimneys, unleſs it be to dreſs 
their meat in the Kitchin ; but live in Stoves, 
which are heated ( to what degree they pleaſe ) 
by an Oven inthe corner, or other part of the 
Room. They Iy commonly betwixt two Fea- 
ther-beds, when they are at home ; thoStraw be 
the beſt bedding you meet with on the Road. 


Of the GERMAN Tongue, 


Oſt forcigners that do not underſtand the 
German tongue, arc ſtrangely prejudic'd 

againſt the learning of 1t ; looking upon it as an 
ungentile, barbarous, and rough language. All 
which aſperſions have been firſt caſt upon it, by 
ſuch as were too lazy to take the pains to ſtudy 
it; or clſe too dull, after all their labour, to ap- 
prehend it. The French uſe to ſay, Qu'il faille 
parler par la langue Francoiſe ſeulement aux prands 
Seigneurs , mais par la langue Alemande aux me- 
chanicqueset aux Ruſtiques, i.e. Thata man ſhould 
ſpeak French only to Noblemen, and great per- 
ſons; but confer with Trades-men and Peaſants 
in High Dutch. When Jobn Lang, Ambaſſador 
from the Emperor Ferdinand the Hirſt, refided in 
the Court of Poland, an extraordinary intimacy 
hapned to be contracted berwixt him and Peter 
Royſy, the King of Spain's Miniſter; who hear- 
1ng his own Servants muttering over ſome bro- 
ken pieces of Dutch, which ſome of Lang's Re- 


_ tinue had taught them, told Lang, The Germans 


did not ſpeak, but thunder , and he fancied 'twas in 
this language that God forbid our firſt Parents Pa- 


ſpeak Dutch 0 better? To which Monſieur re- 
plied, I look upon't as a very unreaſonable thing to 
expe that any man ſhould in ſo ſmall a time, as 
twenty-four years, underſtand ſo crabbed a tonoue. 
There are thouſands of words in the High Dutch 
which can neycr poſſibly be pronounced by a 
man whoſe tongue has becn accuſtomed to a 
ſoft and caſic language. How would an Italian, 
Spantard, or French-man, mangle and ſpoil theſe 
and the like compound words, Herb/tfruchte 
Marcktfreybeit, Pfrundpflicht, Sturmſtreich, Slup- 
floch, Dachsjacht, Kornſchacherer, &c. which never- 
theleſs a Dutch boy of four or five ycars old, 
will run over without ſtammering. Pronuncia- 
tion docs exceedingly vary in different Climaces : 
and the inhabitants of cold Countrics have ge- 
nerally a much harſher rone then thoſe who arc 
bred up in a warmer air. But however, the Ger- 
man tongue 18 far from any grating harſhneſs, 
'Tisa noble and manly language; which, as one 
has well obſerved of it, better becomes a Gene- 
ral at the head of his Army, then a Gallant 
courting his Miſtreſs. The excellency of a tongue 
cannot be becter difcern'd, then by reſolving it 
into its firſt principles, and raking a ſtrict ſurycy 
of 1t in its Letters, Monoſyllables, Compounds 
Derivatives, and Syntax. : 
Tho Tacitus be poſitive in aſſerting, that nei- 
ther men nor women underſtood the uſe of Let- 
ters amongſt the ancicnt Germans ; yet we are 
lince ſufficiently convinced of the contrary. The 
Inſcriptions of thoſe many Runic Monuments 
(ſome of which were crected many years before 
Tacitus's days) which have been of late diſco- 
verd in the King of Denmark's Dominions. will 
many donktrare, that ſome part ar leaſt

alike ridiculous ; and therefore it may perhaps be 
worth our ſearch to enquire, whether an apter 
primitive then any of theſe, may not be found 
in the German language? and conſequently, whe- 
ther the Latins borrowed the word /itera; amongſt 
many others, from the Dutch ? Schottelius derives 
it from an old Teutonic monoſyllable Lett or Litt 
(ſtill uſed in Saxony and the Netherlands, thothe 
High Dutch, inſtead thereof, fay Glid ) fignity- 
ing a member or part ; which, in the plural num- 
ber makes Litter or Letter. This is as probable 
a conjecture as any Latin writer can pretend to; 
fince letters are nothing elſe but the ſeveral parts 
and members of a word. And poſlibly the Ro- 
mans had their word Scribere from the Dutch 
Schreiben, or (as 1t was writ formerly ) Scrieven. 
The moſt uſual word for a Letter , amongſt 
the Germans, 1s Buchſtab, 1. ec. einer ſtab des buches, 


or a ſtaff made uſe of in a book, The reaſon of 


which name 1s thus given by Wormius, © The an- 
« cients, ſays he, were wont to make one long 
< {trait line (in faſhion of a ſtaff) as a founda- 
« tjon of whatever they were about to write. 
And indeed the Runic Inſcriptions ſeem to be 
nothing elſe then a company ot ſuch ſtaves, crols'd 
and turn'd as occaſion requir'd. The other mem- 
ber of this compound word, Buch ( whence our 
Book), had the like original with the Latin word 
Liber , being fo called from Buche, which f1gnt- 
fies a Beech-tree. Becauſe, before the ancient uſe 


of paper, the old Cimbrians wrote on this kind of 


wood, and ſtones, as the Romans did on the bark 
of trees. Lazins gives us a ſpecimen of an Al- 
phabet uſed by the Normans, in their Sorceries 
and Incantations, before ever they came ac- 

uainted with the Romans. Dwret thinks, que 
[ Alphabet des lettres des Gots a eſte le premier Al- 
phabet des premieres @ plus anciennes lettres, i.e. 
That the Gothic Alphabet 1s the molt ancient 
one in the world ; and a Copy of the firlt Let- 
ters thar were ever invented. Where by Gothic 
Letters he does not underſtand the Alphabet in- 
vented by Walphilas, Biſhop of the Goths, and 
by him employed m writing his Verſion of the 
four Evangcliſts ( of which the Codex Argenteus, 
publiſhed by the late famous Franciſcus Junius F, F. 
1n the year 1665, 1s a noble tranſcript ) : bur the 
old Runic characters ; which the Biſhop would 
not make uſe of in this pious work, becauſe 
they were uſed in Sorcery and Watchcrafr. 
- Upon the ſame conſideration, 'all other ancient 
Alphabets, uſed in the other Provinces of Ger- 
many, Were laid aide, as ſoon as Chriſtianity ap- 
pear'd in this Country, Thus, upon the firſt 
converſion of the Saxons by Charles the Great, 
the Latin Letters wereintroduced into thoſe parts; 
and their old conjuring characters aboliſhed. 
Mr. Sheringham thinks ( and 'tis more then pro- 
bable) that our old Angto-Saxonic character was 
firſt made uſe of upon the hike occation. For 
that ( before their converſion to Chriſtianity ) 
both they and the Dares in Britain uſed another 
ſort of Letters, ſeems manifeſt from the ſeveral 
fragments of Runic Monuments found at Beau- 
caſtle, Papcaſtle, and other places in the North 
ot England. But when thoſe that had employ'd 
themiclves in the converſion of theſe poor Ido- 
laters, ſaw how theſe characters had been made 
uſe of in their Incantations and 1dolatrous pra- 
Etices, and that ( upon the ſight of them) they 
were always rcady to return to their Sorcerics ; 
they reſolved to remoye them, and give.others 
1n their ſtead. 

It was formerly a grand queſtion among the 
ancient Philoſophers, wherher wards have their 
ſignifications py or b« ; from the natural im- 
port of the words themſelyes, or the will and 
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pleaſure of the firſt author of them ? Plato was 
of opinion, that a reaſon could at firſt have been 
given for the name of every thing in the world; 
becauſe he that gaye every particular being its 
diſtinct name, knew its particular nature; and 
was directed by divine providence in finding our 
a name anſwerable to that nature. In like man- 
ner as Bibliander fancies Adam was directed, when 
henamedevery thing according to its nature. Ma ny 
lcarned men have been curious in obſerving what 
an accurate analogy there is in the Greek and La- 
tin tongues betwixt the voices of birds and beaſts; 
and the words wich in thoſe languages are made 
to {ignihe ſuch and ſuch voices. Julius Pollux 
brings theſe, and many more, examples out of 
the Greek cOngue, Muza2yai , Oyxayai, BrvYurni, 
TpMiCa, [li o, Ba/2aCo, Yaaxlew, KowCw, Wc, And 
7]. Scaliger has collected theſe, among many 
others, out of the Latin, Boare, Magire, Rudere, 
Latrare, Barrire, Blaterare, Tetrinnire, Glocitare, 
Fringulare, Trinſare, &c. But certainly there is 
no tongue more exact at this ſort of Onomate- 
pzia then the High Darch. For cxamyle, the 
Germans (ay, the Ox beelket, the Bear brummer, 
the” Sheep bleeker, the Swine gruntzer, the Dog 
bafſet, the Horſe wihelet, the Cat mauet, the Gooſe 
ſchnatteret, the Hen kakkelt or klukker, the Raven 
kraket, &c. Bcelides, no language comes near 
ch1s, 1n the aptneſs of expreſſing the ſounds and 
noiſes of inanimate creatures by verbs active. 
Which 1s alfo an excellence obſerved in our own 
tongue by the learned and famous Dr. Wallis in 
his Engliſh Grammar. 

No greater argument can be made uſe of for 
the antiquity of a language, then the mulcitude 
of monoſvIlables; which cannot be imagined to 
be derived from any primitive further off, nor 
hardly fancicd to be a corruption of ſo many 
words 1n foreign languages. Simon Stevin, an 
ingenious Hollander, has reckoned up 2170 mo- 
naſyllable primitives ( and the number might 
have been advanced far higher ) in the Dutch 
tongue; whereas, 1n the Latin he can find no 
more then 163; and only 265 1n the Greek, In 
our Engliſh tongue awhole ſpeech might be com- 
poſed ot monoſyllables ; which are all of chcm 
originally Dutch. Indeed, in the High Dutch Dia- 
le& many of theſe ancient primitives are turned 
into Diſlyllables : but if we look back unto the 
old way of writing theſe words, we ſhall find 
that they conſiſted only of one ſyllable. Thus, 
Vater, Muttel, Himmer, Leber, @c. were ancicntly 
written, Vaer, Moer, Himl, Lefr, 4c. 

There are in the German tongue twenty-three 
principal terminations; which ( tho they f1gnt- 
he nothing 1n themſelves, yet) when added to 
another word, do very much alter its fignihca- 
tion. Of which our Engliſh tongue has retain'd 
a great many. As, 1. Er 1n Buyer, Seller, Wait- 
er, Oc. 2. En 1n Golden, Brazen, Silvern, G&c. 
3. Houd ( in Dutch heit ) 1n Manhocd, Prieſt- 
hood, ic. 4. Dom 1a Kingdom, Dukedom, &c. with 
many orhers of the like nature. By che help of 
theſe, and the authority which every man has 
to make uſe of chem as he ſhall ſee occalion, the 
German tongue 1s made exceeding copious. For 
ſometimes you may meet with a word of five 
or ſix ſyllables; of which one only 1s ſignificance 
of it ſelf, and the reſt nothing but ſo many ter- 
minations hudled up together. For example, Un- 
wiederaufloſlich ſignifies indiffolvable 5 1n whuch 
word the ſyllable /os is the prinunive , and the 
reſt ( un, wieder, auf, and ich) only prepolitt- 
ons and terminations annexed to alter the f1g- 
nification. 

The Greek tongue has hitherto been thought, 
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i1 admirable compounds. A. Gellzus ſays, he 
often endeavour'd to render ſeveral Greek com- 
pounds into Latin, but found many of them ſo 
exquiſitely ſignificant, that all the skill he had 
in the Roman tongue, Was too little to furniſh 
him either with a ſingle word or Periphrafis, 
which would fully _ the ſignification of 
any one. The words he inſtances in arc, v%- 
Srpatry prnoUmNy ONWPIAIE, WoAUT poties TAuoxapxic, 9c, But 
however the Latin tonguc may come ſhort of 
the Greek; yet queſtionleſs the High Dutch equals, 
if not excecds it. For in this language you have 
not only words compounded of Adjectives 
and Subſtantives ( as in the Greek words before 
mentioned ) and Verbs or Participles with Pre- 
poſitions ( which is uſual in all languages ); but 
alſo innumerable ones which conſiſt of two Sub- 
ſtantives, or two Adjetives, We have till in 
our Engliſh that great clegancy of compound- 
ing Subltantives on many occaſions; as 1n theſe 
words, Huſwife, Snowball, Football, Nightcap, Oc. 
But the greatelt excellency in this kind of com- 
poſition, 1s 1n altering the ({ignification of the 
word by tranſpoſition of the Subſtantives. As 
in England we ſay Horſemill, and Millhorſe 5 Shoe- 
cloth, and Clothjboe, &c. Examples 1n this kind 
are infinitely more in High Datch then Engliſb : 
but I ſhall not ſtay to trouble the Reader with 
any more then theſe, 

1. Feurſchiff, ſignifies a Fire-ſhip : but Schiff- 
feuer, a Fire on Shipboard. | 

2. Jagthund, any Dog that will hunt: Hund- 
jagt, an Hunting with Dogs. 

3. Schiſſlaſt, the Burthen of a Ship : Laſtſchif, 
a Ship that carries Burthens. 


4. Friedgeld, Money paid for Peace: Geldfried, - 


Peace procured by the payment of Money. 

5. Wafſermubl, a Watermill : Mublwafer, the 
Water which drives the Mill. 

6. Kaufmark, the Market-place : Markkarf, the 
price given for any thing bought in the Mar- 
ket. Sometunes three or tour Subſtantives may 
be elegantly compounded into one word. As, 
Walfiſchfang, the catching of Whales ; Kernobs- 
baum, a Pippin-trec ; Erbkuchenmeiſterampt , the 
Office of the chick Maſter of the Kitchin ; with 
thouſands more of the like. 

The Germans have of late, in ſonie places, 
much corrupted their Language, by admitting 
into 1t a great number of French, Italian, and 
Latin words; which they have turned into Dutch 
by giving them a German termination. Hence 
Parliren, Diſputiren, Informiren, @c. have crept into 
their Language. However, they areſtill ſo ten- 
der of the reputation of their own tongue, that 
(tho they love the faſhion of uſing forcign 
words, yet ) they will never write nor print any 
Latin, French, or Italian word in Dutch chara- 
Cters. 

It will come near an impoſſibility to reckon 
upall che different Dialects in the German tongue ; 
if we conſider, that the old Britiſh, Engliſh, Da- 
niſh, $ wediſh, Norwegian, Iſlandic, and Flandrian 
tongues ( with their interior Dialects) arc only 
ſo many branches of the ſame ſtock. Beſides, 
the differences of Dialects in High Germany it 
ſelf are innumerable; and ſome of them ſo vaſtly 
different among themſelves that a Brandenburger 
will hardly underſtand a Miſnian, nor a Schwabe 
either of them. The Citizens of Leipſic obſerve 
three ſeveral Diale&ts within the narrow walls 
of that ſmall Town. Buſbequizs found a great 
dcal of High Dutch in the Tawric C herſoneſe ; and 
ſome have brought ſeyeral fragments of it our 
of Perſia. But, paſling over the petit inconſide- 
rable diale&ts and ſmall ſhreds of the Tongue, 
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Empire and Netherlands ) 1s uſually divided into 
the two dialects of Saxon and Francic. The Saxon 
( of which our Engliſh tongue 1s a branch ) con- 
t1ins under it the Languages of the Netherlands, 
Weſtphalia, Brunſwic, Holſtein, Mecklenburg, Pome- 
ren, the Marks, Pruſſia, and Liefland. There are 
many reaſons to induce us to believe, that this 
Dialect comes far nearer the ancient German Or 
Celtic then any other whatever. The ſtrongeſt 
argument we canmake uſe of, may be taken from 
that infinite number of German words mention'd 
by ancicnt Latin Authors, which at thus day are 
no-where made uſe of but in the Lower Saxony 
only ; or at leaſt among ſuch Nations as arc 
iſſued thence. Thus, Pliny tells us, the old Gazls 
call'd a Whale Phiſeter, a Fiſh-eater. Our Engliſh 
word Mare ( whence comes the title of Marſhal) 
is loſt in the High Dutch ; but ſtill in uſe among 
the Lower Saxons, who write it Mahre. Pauſa- 
nias aſſures us, that this was a Celtic word ; and 


thence fetches the Marpais Longobardorum, ſpoken 


of by Paulus Diaconus. Duret ſays, Les habitans 
de Saxe fe ſom de tout temps © d anciennete vantez 
de parler entre tous les autres Alemands la plus en- 
tiere pure @ diſerte langue Allemande, i. e. The 
Inhabitants of Saxony have always brag'd of, 
and pretended to the only pure unmux'd and 
ancient German tongue. There was not many 
years ſince, an ingenious Poem publiſhed 
1n the Saxon dialett ; wherein *tis ſhew'n, how 
far, in many particulars, this ſurpaſſes the High 
Dutch, as ſpoken nn Miſnia and Azſtria. But we 
arc not to allow of this determination ; ſince it 
matters not, what alterations are made in any 
dialect, provided it retain manifeſt and unde- 
niable marks of the fountam whence it at firſt 
ſprang. The Greek tongue was no-where ſo ſpoke 
as we find it in the Grecian writers. And tho wos« 
men and boys were admitted into the Roman 
Theaters, to hear ſpeeches; yet none of their wri- 
ters will allow, that theſe people could ſpeak the 
true Latin tongue. That isonly the truc language 
of any Nation, on which the learned menin ic 
have thought fit to ſet their ſtamp. Now, ſeeing 
the Germans have all along pitcht upon the High 
Dutch dialect in all their writings, ever fince they 
ſet pen to paper ; 'tis highly reaſonable that we 
ſhould pronounceit thenobler Diale&, and eſteem 
it the only true German tongue. The Netherlan- 
ders, *tis true, write in their own Dialc& , but 
it 15, becauſe they will not reckon themſelyes a 
part of the Empire ; and fancy they muſt needs 
be eſteem'd fo, if they cannot ſhew a Language 
of their own. But howeyer, there is not one 
man 1n an hundred, of all theſe, who will noc 
readily allow, that the German language far cx- 
ccls his Low Dutch. 

Aventinus tells us, that Charles the Great com- 
poſed a Grammar of the High Dutch Tonguc; 
the rules of which he collected our of a com- 
pany of old genealogical Ballads, which he had 
picked up among the Country Ruſtics. But Tri- 
themins lays, he found itan undertaking too great 
tor him; and neyer liv'd to finiſh it. Aﬀecr his 
days, the Emperor Rudolph the Firſt, in the year 
1273, publiſhed a Decree, ordering all Lawycrs 
to draw up their inſtruments and pleadings in 
this Tongue. Which was afterwards confirm'd 
by Maximilian the Firſt at Colen, in the year 1 512. 
Upon this, the ſtudy and improvement of the 
High Dutch came much in faſhion; and by de- 
grces that Diale& was advanced to the repute 
which it now has ( not only in the Empire, but) 
in all parts of the Northern Kingdoms of Eus 
rope. From thenceforwards, the beſt Scholars in 
Germany have thought it worth their while to take 
ſome pains in trimming and beautifying their 
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mother-tongue. The German Hiſtorians men- 
tion ( beſides that imperfect piece of Charles the 
Great ) ſeveral Grammars, writ by Pierius, Wi- 
ſens, Sunthem, Aventine, Luther, and Meliſs, which 
arc now all loſt. Luther was undoubtedly a man 
chat thorowly underſtood the German Tongue ; 
tho he never attain'd that knowledg and accu- 
racy, which he ſhews in all his writings, without 
a great deal of pains and ſtudy. Sleidan repre- 
ſcents him as the greateſt Maſter of the German 
Tongue, and beſt Tranſlator of any foreign Lan- 
guage into his mother-tongue, that ever wrote. 
His tranſlation of the Bible (now commonly 
made uſe of all Germany over, where the Com- 
monalty are permitted to read the Scriptures) 
ſufficiently confirms the Hiſtorians teſtimony. 
And he himſelf affurcs us, that he took ſuch care 
to have this work exactly done, that ſometimes 
( in the tranſlation of Fob ) he and his afliſtant 
would conſult for a fortnight together about the 
rendring of one word. But of all that have 
hitherto undertaken to give an account of the 
High Dutch Tongue, Mr. Schottelius ( formerly 
Counſellor to the late Duke of Brunſwic-Waulfen- 
buttel ) has done the beſt. He had, at ſeveral 
times, publiſhed a great many litcle Tracts upon 
thus ſubject ( as his Sprachkunſt, Verskunſt, Ge. ) 
which at halt he colle&ted into one entire work 
in five Books, printed at Brunſwic in Quarto, 
A. D. 1663. 

Duefius ( in his preface to his Dutch Grammar ) 
complains, that few of the Nobility of Germany 
are fo good Matters of their own mother-tongue, 
as to be able to write it right. Tho this accuſa- 
tion 15 not altogether warrantable, yer certainly 
the Germans are as liable to this groſnels as any 
other Nation in Exrope. One great reaſon of 
which proceeds (1 ſuppoſe) from the want of 
a compleat Dictionary in their own Tongue. 
For by this means the wits of Italy and France 
have reduc'd their Languageto that purity, which 
at this day makes them ſo much admired by fo- 
reigners. But the Germans have not ( nor eyer 
had) any ſuch helps in their Tongue. In the 
year 1616, George Heniſch ( an ingenious and 
lcarned German ) publiſhed a Book at Argsbarg, 
entituled, Theſaurus lingue & ſapientiz Germanie. 
Which, if ever finith'd , def have prov'd a 
work of great learning and uſe; but the Author 
dying bctore 'twas finiſh'd, it went no further 
then the letrer H. Beſides, there has not that ex- 
actneſs been obſerved either in the tranſcribing 
or printing of it, as might be expected ; for often 
the Primitives, Compounds, and Derivatives are 
nuſplaced, and ſometimes a great many of the 
molt conſiderable Compounds omitted. He that 
would complcat this work, and write an exact 
Dictionary of the High Darch Tongue, muſt 
neceſſarily be a man of indefatigable induſtry, and 
accurate obſervation. For, 1. It will be requiſite, 
that he make a perfect collection of all che Pri- 
mirtive words in the ancient German or Celtic Lan- 
guage. Which he cannot be well ſuppoſed to 
do out of a particular Diale& made uſe of in 
Meiſſen or Auſtria ; but muſt be forced to ran- 
ſack all the ſeveral branches of that copious 
Tongue. For it cannot be expected, but that in 
the Daniſh, Swediſb, Engliſh, Welſb, and Norwe- 
gian Tongues, there are thouſands of words 
which ( tho not now to be met with 1n the Ger- 
man Language, yet nevertheleſs) are originally 
Celtic: And therefore he that would publiſh to 
the world an abſolute and accurate Dictionary 
of the High Dutch, muſt gather up into one 
bundle theſe ſcatter'd remnants. Since mn Ger- 
many you ſhall obſerve a vatt number of Dert- 
yvativcs, in ordinary uſe, whoſe Prinutiyes mult 
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be fetcht out of other Languages. Kilian had 
taken a great deal of pains 1n collefting the old 
Saxon words into his Teutonic Dictionary : but 
his elaborate work ſuffer'd no ſmall injury by the 
Ignorance and avaricc of Bookſellers, who in their 
lacer Editions have left out the greatclt part of 
the old words, as obſclete and out of uſe. Schor- 

telius has made a very conſiderable catalogue of 
theſe lamm-worter ( as he calls them) or radical 

words : but 'tis capable of a vaſt enlargement. 

2. He muſt be exceeding punCtual in ſetting down 

all the different Caſes of Nouns, and the Moods 

and Tenſcsot Verbs: for hence proceeds no ſmall 

varicty in the German Tongue. 3. He mult of ne- 

ccllity converſe with all manner of Tradeſmen, 

and from them learn thenames of their Tools, ><. 

For 1t 1s hard to conceive, what a large portion 

of any Tongue 1s confin'd to Tradesmen's Shops 

and the Husbandman's Stall. The Miners in Ger- 
many have almoſt a particular Language of their 
own; which cannot be underſtood by any Dutch- 
man never concern'd in that employment. oh. 
Mattheſius ( formerly Miniſter at Fochimſthal, and 
an intimate acquaintance of Philip Melanithon's ) 
publiſh'd twenty Sermons in the year 1562, which 
were all preach'd before a congregation of M1- 
ners, and contain an explication of all the Texts 
of Scripture which mention either Mettals or 
Minerals. In which diſcourſes the Author has 
induſtrioufly muſter'd up the greateſt part of the 
words and phraſes peculiar to the Miners. About 
two ycars ago there was printed, at Freyberg in 
Meiſjen , an Alphabetical Dictionary confi(ting 
of nothing elſe but theſe kind of terms and 
phraſes. It by theſe, and ſome other ſuch-like 
means an accurate Dictionary of the German 
Tongue were compleated and publiſhed, the ge- 
ncrality of High Dutch would be able to write, 
as well as ſpeak, their own Language pcrtectly ; 
and foreigners would not find 1t fo hard a task 
to be Maſters of that noble Tongue. And with- 
out doubt the profit would richly recompence 
the pains and coſt. They only betray their own 
1gnorance, who proclaim to the world, that there 
1s nothing worth the reading writ un High Dutch; 
ſince, 'tis well known, the Germans are the beſt 
Mechanics in the world ; and do (till inſtruct the 
reſt of Europe in the Art of purging and rchning 
all ſorts of Mettals. Now mott of thoſe who 
arc employ'd in this Art are men that have nor 
had the opportunity of learning any language 
bur their own; therefore we mult expect, that 
the inſtructions we have from them be writ in 
High Dutch. Another grand advantage whuch 
an Engliſbman will reap trom the- perfect know- 
ledge of this Tongue, wall be an ability of un- 
deritanding much more readily the Hiſtories and 
Cuſtoms of his own Country. For there arc in 
England, and Engliſh writers, innumerable names 
which will NOT rightly explain'd by any man 
utterly ignorant of the German Tongue. Nor 
is it enough to have breath'd in the Germar alr, 
and to return with a little ſmattering ot che mo- 
dern Language ; but our Engliſh Antiquary ought 
to be a man that has traced the Dutch Language 
thro the ſeveral alterations it has mct with, y 
the frequent change cither of time or place. 


The daily ſenſible corruption of our own Corrypti- 
Tongue, is ſufficient ro inform us what we are on of their 
to expect in another, after a revolution of ſome Tongue. 


Centuries. *Tis true, the High Durch arc not 
ſo much cnamour'd of A-la-raode French words 
and phraſes as the Engliſh ; yet 'tis umpoſhi- 
ble bur that cvery Age {ſhould produce ſome 
notable alteration in the belt of Languages. 
What the Language was betore Charles the 
Great's days, we haye no|other way of gueſſing 
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ten by conſulting the proper names of men 
and places mention'd in Latin Hittorians : for 
this Emperor was the firſt that by his own ex- 
ample taught them to write Books in the Ger- 
man Tongue. By his appointment Kaiban, Hat- 
mo, and $trabo tranſlated the Bible into High 
Dutch; and Otfrid, a Monk, turned the four Evan- 
gcliſts into German Verſe ; of which later there 
are ſtill many Copics to be ſeen, one of which 
was printed at Baſil 1n the year 1571. A lictle 
before the Emperor Rudolph the Firſt's public 
Edict for the Pleading and Regiſtring all Law- 
caſes in the German Tongue, we find the life of 
Anno, Archbiſhop of Colen; a Copy of which 
was publiſhed by Martin Opit2 (the Maro of the 
German Nation, as he is uſually ſtiled ) at Dant- 
zic in the year 1639. Melchior Goldaſtus has col- 
Iced, and in the ſecond Tome of his German 
Antiquines, publiſhed a great many old Francic 
(or High Dutch) Edicts, Patents, Oc. beſides ſe- 
veral Gloſſaries, and other ſmall tragments. An 
ancient Paraphraſe on the Canticles written by 
Iilleramus Abbot of Merſeburg, was publiſhed 
( out of an old Manuſcript 1a the Library at 
Leyden) by Raphelengius in the year 1598, and 
afterwards illuſtrated with learncd obſervations 
written and publiſhed by Franciſcus Junius F.F. 
at Amſterdam in the year 1655. The famous 
P. Lambecius, in the account he has given of the 
Imperial Library at Vienna, has publiſhed ſeveral 
fragments in the ſame ancicnt Dialect ; which 
had been loſt for many vears. And the induſtri- 
ous F. Junius ( now mention'd) has collected a 
great company of Francic Gloſſaries, never yet 
publiſh'd. Beſides, we find among that learned 
man's papers (which by his Laſt Will and Teſta- 
ment, he bequeathed to our Univerſity of Ox- 
ford ) Tatian's Harmonia Evangelica in Latin and 
Francic ; upon which he has writ Notes, and a 
large Commentary. All which ( with many 0- 
ther of that incomparable Authors works ) may, 
'tis hop'd, ere long be publiſhed. How much 
theſe ſeveral pieces differ from one another, and 
how valtly all of them vary from the Dutch 
foundin Lather's Tranſlation of the Bible, will be 
beſt diſcern'd by thoſe who ( not without infi- 
nite pleaſure and ſatisfaction ) ſhall take the pains 
to compare them. Nay, as I am inform'd, there 
1s no ſmall difference ( in ſpelling and dialect ) 
berween M. Luther's own Manuſcript Copy of 
the High Dutch Bible ( ſtill kept in the Library 
at Neoremberg ) and the printed Copies that bear 
his name, and have his very words, but alter'd 
according to the modiſh ſpeaking of later years. 
As no particular Age has hitherto given us 
the ſight of an entire German Tongue ; ſo nei- 
ther are we to cxpect to find 1t perfectly ſpoke 
at this day in any one Dukedom or Province in 
the whole Empire. The Citizens of Vienna arc 
thought to ſpeak tolerable good High Dutch; 
tho the reſt of the Auſtrians beitow too much 
breath upon their words, and ſpeak far broader 
then any other Germans, All agree, that the 
Miſnians talk moſt accurately ; and in Meiſer 
the Citizens of Leipſic have uſually the preemi-

Of Learning and Learned men amongſt the 
GERMANS. 


bl } \'Was queſtionlcſs long before the Germars 
| arrived at any great ſtock of Learning: 
tho ( what Tacitus reports of them) that they 


bu and more Scholars in Prague then inhabi- 


were all of them utter —_— to Letters, 1s no- 
coriouſly falſe, as we have ſhewed before. The 
only care they took to preſerve the memory of 
any great man, was by regiſtring' the famous 
actions of his life in Doggerel ; wiuch they uſed 
to ſing among themſelves, but never committed 
any part of it to writing. Their Letters, made 
uſe of chiefly ( if not altogether ) 1n their Idola- 
trous Ceremonies, were reckon'd too ſacred to 
be employ'd in humane affairs. Some Schools 
chey had, wherein the Prieſts, and others that 
ſery'd at their Altars, were educated and 1n- 
ſtructed in the principles of their falſe Religion: 
but none of theſe myſteries were revealed to the 
Commonalty. For altho ( as Clmwerius aftirms ) 
the Pricſts themſelves had ſome knowledge of a 
true God, the Creation of the World, Eternity 
of the Soul, &c. yer theſe ſecrets were deliver'd 
to the Ruſtics in dark Fables and myſterious 
Riddles. After the Germans grew acquainted 
with the Romans ( eſpecially in the Re1gn of Ha- 
drian the Emperor ) ſcveral good Schools were 
erected 1n many places of Germany ; infomuch, 
that their young Noblemen were commonly 
taught to underitand and write Latin. Nay, they 
are ſaid to haye been ſo greedy of learning any 
thing that came from Rome, that the German 
Soldiers would ordinarily return out of the Camp 
perfect Romans, both in Language and Manners. 
Bur moſt of theſe Schools were upon or near 
the banks of the Rhine; and till the Northern 
Germans were deſtitute of all opportunities of 
ſuch good education. Yet afterwards, when the 
Kings of France got footing in Germany, they 
( eſpecially Dagobert and Charles the Great ) found- 
ed Schools wherever they came. One grand un- 
dertaking, which the Governors and Maſters of 
theſe Schools cnter'd upon, was, the reducing 
of the High Dutch tongue to writing ; which 
before that time had never becn tyed up to any 
rules. This they found to be a difhculr task, and 
it was long before they could compaſs their de- 
{1gns; inſomuch, that for many years all man- 
ner of proceedings at Law ( nay, the very rudi- 
ments which were taught to School-bovs, and 
whatſocycr elſe was committed to writing ) were 
conſtantly drawn up in the Latin tongue. But 
by degrees the Germans got their Language re- 
gulated; and thenapply'd themſelves to the ſtudy 
of all the liberal Arts and Sciences. 
And they went on with ſo much zeal, that in 
a ſhort time there were ſeveral Univerſities of ;.; 
OT report of Charles the Grear, gh 
nog : Gymnaſia ( or great public Schools 
or the teaching of the Arts and SCIences ) accor- 
ding to the number of the Letters in the Alph 
bet : many of which mpaadarthng tcl 
| t WICh grew up 1n time to be Uni- 
verlities; which multiplied ſo exceedinely. thar

Juſtus Lipſius affirms, that in his days there were 
ang C 85 3am In Germany thenin all Chriſten- 
om vetides. At this day, they reckon above 
thirty Univerſitics, beſides Gymnaſia, 1n the Em- 
pire; and moſt of theſe arc as well fockr wi h 
Scholars as any Univerfity in Europe. *Tis re DD 
ed, that when the Emperor C barles the Porch 
King of Bohemia, had tounded the Un; rf} ow

gue, and given equal priviledges to Bohemi- 
ans, P olanders, and Germans the Cit W 
burthen'd with Scholars : infomuch Bebe Lode 
reſolved to retrench his favours And wi bh 
week after this Decree was pur ir =? 
wr put 1n execution, no 
_ 24000 Scholars fled out of Prague ; and 
not long after, ſixtcen thouſand more follow'd 


fern here es Weary hatin that one Uni 
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: in thoſe days mort Students 
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tants in moſt great Cities. In the year 1409, 
there was reckon'd forty four thouſand Scholars 
under the Rectorſhip of Fohn Huſs ; which are 
an incredible number, if we conſider how vaſtly 
chey ſurpaſs the ſlender multitudes which any of 
our modern Univerſities can brag of. The Princes 
of Germany are ſtill exceedingly zealous in keeping 
up the ſtate and grandeur of their Unyetſitics ; 
'and there 1s nothing they ſo much pride them- 
ſelves in, as the number of Scholars-which their 
Dominions afford. | 

The Germans are all of them exceedingly in- 
duſtrious in their ſeveral Callings and Profeſli- 
.ons; and their Scholars ſtudy as hard as their 
Ruſtics drudge. The Hebrew tongue 15s no-where 
ſo generally Fudicd as among the Germans ; and 
few attain to ſo great a knowledg of 1t #s they 
ordinarily do. This kind of ſtudy ſeems to have 
had its firſt original from a mutual exchange of 
Languages betwixt this Nation and the Fews; 
ſince no Exropean tongue 1s ſo generally ſpoken 
by the Jewiſh Merchants as High Dutch. The 
greateſt accuſation which foreigners have hither- 
to laid to the charge of the High Dutch, 1s, that 
they are generally troubled with too great an 
itch of printing ; tho they have nothing to pub- 
liſh but the ſtate of a Queſtion, or a few Com- 
mon-places collected our of the writings of their 
Cotemporaries. It were to be wiſhed, that a little 
more moderation were made uſe of in publiſh- 
ing thoſe millions of Suppolitions and Diſpura- 
tions, which yearly overſtock the Fairs at Franck- 
furt, Leipſic,&c. Bur, ſuppoſe, the greateſt thing 
propoſed in printing of theſe Philoſophical Pam- 
phlers is, firſt the hindering of every poor fellow 
trom taking a degree (ſince no man can be a 
Graduate in Germany who has not publiſhed one 
ſuch Diſpuration art leaſt): And ſecondly, the 
maintaining the many Preſſes which arc in cach 
Unverlity. 

There has been in Germany 1n all Ages (ſince 
Learning firſt flouriſh'd in the Weſtern parts of 
Europe ), and ſtill continues to be, a great num- 
ber of famous men excellently skalF'd in all Arts 
and Sciences. Of whom we ſhallnot in this place 
trouble the Reader with a Catalogue ; but refer 
him to the following Deſcriptions of the ſeveral 
Provinces ; where he may expect to find moſt of 
them mention'd, when we come to treat of the 
particular Univerſities, in which they flouriſh'd. 
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Of the ingenious Inventions of the GERMANS, 
and their skill in Mechanics. 


O man, however prejudic'd againſt the 
German Nation, will deny, that they are 
incomparably excellent at the Mechanical part 
of Learning. They arc adnurable at Chymittry, 
Medicinal Compoſitions, and all ſorts of Phyſico- 
Mathemarical Experiments. But, beſides the im- 
provements of theſe, and many other parts of 
Natural Philoſophy, they have had the repute 
of being accounted the firſt Inventors of the two 


great requiſitesof Scholars and Soldiers, viz. Print-. 


ing and Gunpowder. 

Albertus Magnus, a Dominican Frier , was the 
firſt that practis'd Chymiſtry in Germany ; and 
tatght 1t publicly. After him, the greateſt part 
of that,\and ſeveral other Religious Orders, ad- 
dicted themſelves to this kind of ſtudy : for the 
carrying/on of which there arc as great conveni- 
——ences here as in any other Country in Exrope. 

Amongſt the reſt, one Barthold Schwartz ( a Fran- 
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ciſcan Frier) had made a great proficiency in 
this Art; and had, at ſeveral times, communi- 
cated many rare experiments to his Fraternity. 
One time having mingled ſome dry'd Earth, Sul- 
pher, and Saltpeter, with ſome other ingredients, 
in an Earthern Cruſible, and plac'd them on 
a hot fire, in order to ſome preparation or other 
on a ſudden, the Veſſel was broke into a thou- 
ſand pieces, with a wonderful noiſe and violence. 
At firſt he was amazcd at the unexpected events: 
but afterwards, having oftcn repeated the expc- 
riment, he began to imagine there mightbemore 

in the buſineſs then he looke for; and fancied 
that this lucky hit might, if well improy'd, piVC 
occaſion to an invention far beyond his firlt ex- 
pectations. Whereupon, he cauſed a long Iron 
pipe to be made, with a touch-hole. This he 
cramm'd full of thoſe ingredients which he had 
obſerved to contribute moſt tothe foremention'd 
effect, and put ſome ſmall ſtones above them ; 
which were quickly, as ſoon as the combuſtible 
matter was far'd, thrown out with a greater noiſe 
and violence then the firſt accident had produc'd. 
This was the firſt original of Guns; which hap- 
ned ( ſays the Author of the Vera inventa Germa- 
nie) 11 the year 1380 ; but either that Author 
was grolly miſtaken, or his Book is falſe printed. 
I ſuppoſe it ought to be read 1n the year 12330. 
tor ſome time the invention was kept private, 
and communicated only to ſome private triends; 
but 1t was not long before the Germans ( as Vo- 
laterran tells us) diſcovered the ſecret to the Ve- 
netians, when they were beſieged by the Genozeſes. 
And how gratctully they acknowledg'd the kind- 
neſs, 1s manifeſt from the Cities of Padua, Ve- 
rona, ©. which the Venetians ſoon after, by the 
help of Guns, took from the Germans ; and have 
not to this day reltor'd them. If it had been poſ- 
ſible to have confin'd the Art of making Gun- 
vody to Chriſtendom only, the Chriſtians nughe 
ave been 1n a better poſture of detence againſt 
the Zurks ( 1n all parts of the known world ) then 
now they are: And had the Germans kept their 
own counſel, they might by this means have 
made themſelves Maſters not only of Europe, but 
the whole world. So terrible and irrefiſtible were 
great Guns and Mortar-pieces upon their firſt 
appearance. But within a ſhort time, the Jews 
(who always {warm'd in Germany ) had pryed 
into the ſecret ; and immediately, our of ſpite 
to Chriſtianity, and hopes of great gain tothem- 
ſelves, taught the 7wrks the whole Art. For this 
reaſon the Muſcovites do (till mortally hate the 
Fews; and (as moſt pernicious Creatures in a 
Chriſtian Commonwealth ) forbid them to traf- 
fic in their Dominions. After the Venerians, the 
Merchants on the Baltic were the firſt that made 
uſe of Guns at Sea, In the the year 1347, the 
Engliſh took Calais by the help of Guns. The 
French had the Arc from the Engliſh, whom they 
requited juſt as well as the Venerians did the Ger- 
mans ( tho not with fo great ſucceſs) ; tor Eng- 
liſh-men were the fir{t they ſhot at. Soon afrer, 
the Spaniards got the knack ; and they quickly 
handed it over to the Mcors. Tho the common 
vogue has uſually hitherto given the Germans the 
credit of being the firlt inventors of Guns ( and 
is no great matter if we go with the ſtream, yet) 
many of our Countrymen are unwilling to give 
away the honour of inventing the Powder from 
our Engliſh Nation. Roger Bacon ( a Franciſcan 
Frier, | - nn Fellow of Merton-Colledg in 0x- 
ford ), in one of his Epiſtles, inſcribed ad Pariſi- 
enſem, has theſe words, In omnem diftantiam quam 
volumus poſſumns artificialiter componere ignem, com- 
burentem ex ſale Petre, Q& aliis, ( inſtead of aliis 
a Manuſcript Copy in the hands of our late 
E Learned 
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Learned Dr.Gerard Langbaine, Provoſt of Qxeen s 
Colledg in Oxford, had Sulphure @ C arbonum = 
vere), He adds, Prater hc, ſunt alia ſtupenda 
Nature, nam ſoni velut Tonitrus G coruſcationes poſ- 
ſunt fieri in aere, imo majore horrore, quam illa que 

unt per naturam : Nam modica materia adapta, 


ſe. ad quantitatem unius pollicis, ſonum facit howi- 


tilem & coruſcationem oſtendit violentum, © hoc fit

---Tone exſiliente cum fragore ineftimabilt. --Mia 
hec ſunt, ſi quis ſciret uti ad plenum, 1 debita == 
titate & materia, In which words he tells us 
plainly, © That out of Saltpeter, Sulphur, and 
% Coal-duſt, he could make fire which ſhould burn 


« 1twhat diſtance he pleaſed ; that with the ſame 


« Hatter he could cauſe Thunder and Lightning 
« ;n the Air more terrible then that produc'd by 
« Nature; thata City or Army might be deſtroy'd 
« by this kind of fire ; that the flame burſt out 
« with an unſpeakable noiſe, ©&c. Whence ( ſays 
our ingenious Dr. Phott, in his Natural Hiſtory of 
Oxfordjbire ) "us plain, he either invented or knew 
Gunpowder. Dr. Dee, un his Annotauons upon 
the Epiſtle now quoted, fancies he conceal'd the 
invention purpoſely in the word alzis ( for ſo all 
che Copics he had met with read the paſlage ); 
as well knowing what a murdering thing Gun- 
powder would prove, if diſcover'd. But he had 
another reaſon ſufficient to ſtop the diſcovery. 
For his Skill and Mathematics had given occa- 
ſon to ſome of his ignorant acquaintance to take 
him for a Conyurer, and as ſuch tro commut him 
to priſon. Which jealouſies would queſtionleſs 
have been augmented by his railing theſe kind 
of Thunderings in the Air. He dycd 1n the year 
1292; Which was near an hundred years before 
eyer any German pretended to the invention of 
Guns. The relations we have of the Spaniards 
firſt diſcoveries of Mexico and Peru will inform us, 
what ſtrangers the Americans were to the uſe of 
Guns. Thoſe poor Pagans concluded the Spaniards 
muſt needs be Gods ; when, after Lightning and 
Thunder, their Companions fell down dead 
before them. Hereupon, they began to ſacrifice to 
them as ſolemnly as to any of their Idols; till the 
Spaniſh cruelty had given them reaſon to change 
their opinion. They had no other argument to 
put a ſtop to their devotion, then a perſwaſion 
that 'twas impoſhible Heaven ſhould be a Ken- 
nel of ſuch Blood-hounds as they had experienc'd 
theſe men to be; and therefore they reſoly'd to 
try whether theſe Thunderers were not mortal. 
The propoſed experiment they managed thus: 
When a company of them had made a ſhift to 
catch a ſtragling Spaniard, they dipp'd him over 
head 1n water; which they conitnued to do fo 
long till by his being drown'd they diſcover his 
mortality. But it wasnot long before the Ame- 
ricans themſclves grew acquainted with theſe En- 
g1nes of Thunder ; and within a ſhort time the 
Spantards Guns recoil'd upon their Maſters. Both 
Spaniards and Engliſh have ſmartcd in the Weſt 


Indies, tor revealing this ſecret of war to the. 


Pagan Natives. 


Another invention the Germans challenge which 
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thus : This noble Art was invented at Strasburp in 
the year 1440, by John Guttenburg (an Alderman, 
or Schepin, of that City ), and perfected at Menrz 
by the ſame man. In the public Library at Ba- 
ſil they ſhew ſeveral Books printed with the very 
Gr(t characters that were invented by John Gut- 
tenburg ; which were Caſt Letters, ſuch as are 
at this day uſed in Printing Preſſes, though 
not ſo exatt. The moſt conſiderable argu- 
ment the High Dutch have for themſelves, is 
taken from the character in which they find the 
firſt Latin Books are printed : which 1s near ( if it 
be not the ſame with ) that black Letter which 
is to this day uſed by the Germans 1n their ordi- 
nary writings. Now 'tis ikely ( fay they) that 
if any other pcople had been the firſt inventors 


of Printing, they would have made uſe of the - 


characters of their own Country. But the Hol- 
landers are not perſwaded with any arguments 
from any of theſe kind of Topics, to reſfign their 
title, and quit all manner of pretenſions : but 
are aszcalous for Harlem, as the former for Mentz 
or Strasburg. They tcl] us, Printing was firſt in- 
vented by one Fohn Lawrence Cofter, a Citizen of 
good faſhion in Harlem. Who walking one night 
after Supper in the adjoining Wood with ſome 
of his little Grandchildren, he cut ſome pieces of 
the Bark of a Tree into Letters; and printing 
therewith ſome characters upon paper, taught- 
the little Boys their Alphabet by this new con- 
trivance. But obſerving that the invention was 
capable of a further improvement, he immedi- 
ately adyanced ; and within a few days printed 
off ſeveral copies of ſentences and fragments col- 
lected out of divers Authors. Hadrian Junizs ſays, 
he ſaw the firſt Book chat Lawrence printed; in 
which this was obſervable, that the Leaves were 
not printed on both ſides; but two Leaves glued 
together, to avoid the detormuty of vacant pages. 
Afterwards, he changed his Beechen Letters into 
Leaden ones ; and thoſe, not long aftcr, into 
Tin. This done, he contriv'd that glutinous ſort 
of Ink which to this day 1s made uſe of in all 
Printing-Prefſes. The Houſe where he liv'd is 
{till ro be ſhew'n, ncar the Market-place in Har- 
lem ; on the front of which was formerly en- 
graven his Picture, with ſome Verles in com- 
mendation of him. Bur of late they were ſtruck 
out, to take away the occaſion of the Market- 
peoples ſtaring up at the windows. The Burgo- 
maſter and Raedtsherrn of the Town have in 
their cuſtody a ſpecimen of his firſt Eflay ; and 
Junius reports, that in is time they had ſeveral 
drinking-cups ( keptin his houſe beforemention'd ) 
which were made of the firlt Letters heuſed. An- 
gelus Rocha ( who publiſhed an account of the 
Vatican Library, in the days of Pope Sixtus the 
Fifch ) tells us, that Aldus Funior, a learned An- 
tiquary, ſhew'd him a printed Copy of Donatus's 
Grammar in Vellam; in the firſt page of which 
were theſe words, Fohannes Fauſtus civis Mopunti- 
nus, Avus maternus Joannis Schoeffer, primus ex- 
cogttauit imprimendi artem typis ereis : Quos deinde 
plumbeos invenit, multaque ad poliendam artem ad- 
didit ejus filius Petrus Schoefſer. Impreſſus eſt au-

Not- 
withſtanding the common report of the firſt in- 
vention of this Art at Menrz ; yet the firſt hint 


was had from Holland ; where Donatus was printed 


before that time, ( ſpeaking of Guttenburg's firſt 
printing at Mentz). And indeed moſt of the 
German Hiſtorians ſeem very willing to grant, 
that the firſt printing with wooden Cuts was 
invented by this Cofter ( before their Country- 
man found out the way of ſetting Letters, 
compoling words out of the ſeveral different 
characters, and making lines up of words, and 
pages of lines ) ; but this they look upon as an 
Art diſtin& from Typography, and no more then 
(in all probability ) was ſome thouſands of years 
fince practis'd in China ( and perhaps Mez#co 
too ) where they uſed thus to cypher our their 
Hieroglyphicks. But the Hollanders have a ſc- 
cond part of their ſtory ; which, if true, utterly 
confutes whatever the High Dutch can pretend 
to bring againſt them. They tell us further, that 
after Coſtor had improv'd this new-found Art fo 
far as to print with Tin Letters, he began to take 
more Servants iato his Houſe, to enable him to 
carry on his work with greater vigour. Among(t 
theſe there was one John (whom Funizs tancics 
to be Joannes Fauſtus abovemention'd), to whom 
upon his taking an oath of ſecreſie, the whole 
Art was communicated. After this fellow had 
for ſome time apply'd himſclt with all imagina- 
ble induſtry to ſs trade, and attained to as great 
Skill as his Maſter, he refolv'd ac the firit oppor- 
tunity to fly, -and to take with him as many of 
his Maſters Urenfils as he and another ( whom 
he had made privy to his deſign ) could convc- 
miently carry off. Accordingly, on Chriltmas- 
Eve ( which was a night of as great ſfolemmty 1n 
Holland 1n thoſe days, as it 1s {till in the Popiſh do- 
minions ) whullt Cofter and his whole Fanuly were 
attending the uſual Proceſſions, theſe two ſeized 
on as many Caſes of Letter, and other printing 
inſtruments, as they were able to convey with- 
out the danger of being apprehended in their 
flight. With theſe carriages John and his Com- 
panion got fate to Amſterdam ; where, tor ſome 
ſhort time, they privately printed ſmall Books 
and Pamphlets. Thence they removed to Stras- 
burg, and there communicated their Art to Gut- 
ztenburg ; who, carrying on the Prefs at his own 
charges, had the honour of being reckon'd the 
firſt Printer in the world. Ac laſt they ſerled at 
Mentz ; where ( out of danger of being profe- 
cuted by Coftor ) they kept open ſhop, and made 
public profctlion of their Trade. The firſt Book 
they printed 1n this City was Alexander Gallus's 
Grammar, with Peter Hiſpanus's (mall Gramma- 
tical Tracts annex'd. There 1s 1n our public 
Library at Oxford, a Copy of 7 wlly's Offices printed 
by this Fauſtus on Vellam : which, by the irregu- 
lar and unequal cut of the Letter, ſeems engra- 
ven 11 plates or cut in wood; as thoſe Copies 
of Coſter's work which are in che cuſtody of the 
Prince of Orange, and the Citizensof Harlem. At the 
end of 1t we read theſe words, in red Letters: Pre- 
ſens Marc Tulii clarifſimum opus. Johannes Fuſt Mo- 
guntinus civis. non atramento. plumali canna neg; 
aerea. Sed arte quadam perpulcra. Petri manu pueri 
met feliciter eſfect fanny Anno M. CCCC. LXV. 
Funius ſays, that he often has heard his Maſter 
( Nicolas Gale ) tell of an old Bookſeller in Har- 
lem, with whom he was acquainted 1n his youn- 
ger days; Who had been Servant to Cofter, 
and Chamber-tellow witht his Fellow that cheat- 
cd him of this invention. The old man would 
cell the ſtory with ſuch vehemency of paſlion 
as commonly caus'd the tears to guſh from 
his eyes; and he was refoly'd to undeceive the 
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world, but liv'd not fo long as to perform his 
promiſe. Theſe are the reports we have from 
both parties, whereby each of them pretends a 
juſt ticle to the Invention : but whether has the 
ſurer grounds, I dare not venture to determine. 
Some French Authors have engaged their King- 
dom 1n the brawl; and aſſert, that France has as 
good reaſon to lay claim to this point of Ho- 
nour, as either Germany or the Low Countries. 
The grounds they have for this conjecture, are 
exceedingly mcan and inconſiderable. The firſt 
original of their miſtake ( as Wimpheling aflures 
us) was this: About the year 1471 the Art of 
Printing was firſt carried to Rome by one V1laric 
Hahn, a German. Now, Hahn (ia the High Dutch) 
{1gmifhes as muchas the Latin appcllative Gallus, a 
Cock ; whence the Latin writers call'd him v1- 
daricus Gallus, which Campanus, *and others, in- 
terpret Ulderic a Frenchman. And when thoſe Hi- 
ftorians had repreſented him as the firſt Founder 
of Printing 1n Italy; theſe men, very 1llovically, 
concluded he was the firſt Inventor of that Arc 
wich the world ever heard of. Notwithſtand- 
ing theſe brags, Printing was not only us'd in 
Holland and Germany, but in England alſo, be- 
tore ever the French were acquainted with it. 
Stow tells us, the Hollanders firit taught our Na- 
tion this Art; being brought over into England 
by William Caxton about the year 1471 ; and 
adds, that the firſt printing in this Ile was in 
Weſtminſter-Abbey. But it appears the Art was 
ſooner brought hither then he ſpeaks of : For 
there 1s 1n the Archives of our Univerſity of 0x- 
ford, a Copy of St. Ferome's Expoſition of the 
Apoſtles Creed ( given by Mr. Moſes Pitt, the Pub- 
liſher of this ATL As), printed on Paper, which 


ends thus: Explicit expoſicio ſaniti Feronimi in ſim- 
bolo apoſtolorum ad papam laurencium. Impreſſa Ox- 
nie et finita Anno domint. M. cccc. Ixviti. xvii die 


decembris. Mr. Wood ( 1n Is learned Account of 
the Antiquities of our Univerſity at Oxford ) tells 
us, that Robert Tourner ( Maſter of the Wardrobe 
to King Henry the Sixth) was the fir{t that broughe 
from Harlem into England the Art of Printing. 
The King furnih'd him with feven hundred 
Marks; and Thomas Boucher ( Arch-Biſhop of 
Canterbary, and Chancellor of Oxford, who pur 
the King upon this buſineſs ) contributed three 
hundred more, to carry on the delign. For ſome 
time, 7 ourner did nothing but travel upand down 
with Caxton, who traded at Amſterdam and Ley- 
den : and could never come at Harlem ; becauſe 
the Citizens were cautious of adnutting any ſtran- 
ger, that might cheat them of the Monopoly 
of this new Art. At laſt ( after the King had 
ſent him a new ſupply of five hundred Marks ) 
he agreed with Frideric Corſellis ( one that 
wrought at the Preſs) to ſteal away from his 
Trade, and come over with him into England. 
Which, according to contract, he did ; and fer 
upa public Print-houſeat Oxford. Where a ſtrong 
Guard continually attended him, ill others had 
learned his Art ; tor fear he ſhould make an eſcape 
before he had perform'd his promiſe. Not Jong 
after this, there was a Print-houſe ſer up at Weſt- 
minſter, another at St. Albans, a third at Worceſter, 
and many others in ſeveral Monaſteries. The 
oldeſt Book we find printed at Weſtminſter, 1s 
Caxton's Chronicle of the Kings of England; which 
was publiſhed in the year 1480. Boterus (who is 
follow'd by ſome late Authors thatrely too much 
upon hisauchority ) affirms, that the Chinois had 
che uſe of Printing amongſt them above a thou- 


ſand years betore *rwas known in Exrope; and 


that the Ewropeans arc not beholden to their 
own ingenuity for the diſcovery, but the good 
nature of theſe ſtrangers who imparted the ſecret 
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hem. But if this be true, why then did not 
ro Fenny ow bring over the Art with him bo 
Venice, Rome, or Naples ; that fo the Italians nugnt 
have had the credit of being the firſt Teachers 
( or Reſtorers at leaſt, for Boter hardly allows thc 
Germans any better title) of the Art of Printing 
in Europe ? When this queſtion 15 preſs'd home 
© Boter, he is forc'd to confels ( tho unwillingly ), 
1 Tedeſchi ſono flati Inventor della ftampa, dell ar- 
tisliaria, et dell horologio a mota, C oſe | Nobiliſume. 
+ The Germans have been Authors of three 
noble Inventions; Printing, Guns, and Clocks. 

I do not find any great reaſon to believe the 
Germans to have been thefirſt Inventors of Clock- 
work ; (tho they are as likely men, 1t Hiſtories 
would allow usto fix our conjectures upon them, 
2s any in the world ). Burt, I am afraid, Boter 
injures his own Country n aſcribing this to the 
High Dutch. The firſt man whom the Latin Ht- 
ſtorians mention as the contriver of an Engine 
in this kind, is Severinus Boetizs, a famous Phi- 
loſopher and Nobleman of Rome. We meet with 
a Letter from Theodoric _ of the Goths to this 
Boetis, to beg a Clock of him to preſent to his 
Brother-in-law Gundibald King of Burgundy ; 1n 
which Letter he calls this Engine, Machinam 
mundo gravidam, celum geſtabile, rerum compen- 
dium, te. A Machine that encircled the world, 
a portable Heaven, an abſtract of the Univerſe. 
But however, none have more improved the 
Art of making Clocks and Watches then the Ger- 
mans. The Emperor Charles the Fifth had a 
Watch in the Jewel of his Ring; and our King 
James had the like: both which were made in 
Germany. In the Town-hall of Prague there 1s 
a Clock that ſhews the annual and periodical mo- 
tions of the Sun and Moon; the names and num- 
bers of the Months, Days, and Feſtivals of the 
whole Year; the time of the Sun's rifing and ſet- 
ting ; the riſing of the Twelye Signs in the Zo- 
diac; and laſtly, the Age of the Moon, with its 
ſeveral Aſpects. In the Elector of Saxony's Sta- 
ble at Dreſden there is a Saddle, which in the pom- 
mel hath a gilded head, with eyes continually 
moving, and in the hinder part of it a Clock; 
which ſhews exactly the hour of the day. Theſe 
and the like knacks are ordinary in cyery part 
of Germany : but the moſt famous, in its kind, is 
the great Clock at Strasburg ; of which a full 
account ſhalt be given when we come to treat 
of that City. Tycho Brabe tells us, that William 
Lantgrave of Haſſia, had ſpent much ſtudy in 
contrivinga Way to regulate Clocks and Watches 
( chat the former ſhould not gain, nor the lat- 
ecr Joſe any thing, in their motion ): but what 
ſucceſs he met with, that great Aſtronomer does 
not inform us. This in great meaſure is now 
perform'd by the regulation which is given to 
motion by the Pendulum ; and farther emprove- 
ments are projected by ſome ingemous members 
of our Royal Socicty at London; and, 'tis hoped, 
they will be ſhortly able to give the world a good 
and ſattsfactory account how they have fped in 
the enterprize. 

The High Dutch have far outgone the reſt of 
the European Artificers at the T4pncjma, or inge- 
mous knacks and extravagances of Art: then 
which nothing more demonſtrates the excellency 

and curious $kill of a workman. One of theſe 
( not many years ) preſented the Landtgrave of 
Haſſia with a Bear and Lion of pure Gold; which 
were hollow within, and each of them about 
the length of a man's middle finger. Every part 
and lmeament in them was proportionable to 


their length; and both togerher weighed no more 
then a ” no Crown. The moſt \ ne hom man 
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_ inthis kind, which eycr the German Nation bred, | 
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was Johannes Regiomontanus ; who, as Keckerman 
tells the ſtory, when the Emperor Maximilian 
came to the City of Noremberg, made a wooden 
Eagle which flew an Engliſh mile out of Town 
to meet him, and return'd back with him to 
his Lodgings. Peter Ramus reports of the fame 
man, that having invited ſome friends to a Feaſt, 
to divert them, he threw an iron Fly from his 
hand, which flew round the Room and return'd 
to him again. Engraving, Painting, Cutting of 
Seals, &c. arc Arts which the High Dutch are al- 
moſt generally well $kill'd in. 


Of the Religion of the Modern GERMANS. 
\ \ TE have before given the Reader a view 


/ of theIdolatrous practices, Ceremonies, 
and Sacrihees of the Pagan Germans z and ſhew'n 
how zcalous they were in defending the Rites 
and Cuſtoms of their falſe Religion ; and how 
much honour and reſpect they paid their Prieſts, 
and indeed all others who attended upon their 
Altars. Nor ſhall we find them leſs zealous in 
maintaining the true Religion after their Con- 
verſion to Chriſtianity. A ſufficient teſtimony of 
which we may have from the multitude of Mo- 
naſteries, Nunneries, Biſhoprics, and Collegiate 
Churches whuch are every-where to be met with 
in Germany. 

Thus great Country cannot be ſuppos'd to have = 
been all converted at once, but piecemeal ; and 
hardly one Province 1n 1t bur had its diflerent 
Apoſtle. Theodoret mentions Germany, as well as 
Britain, amongſt the Nations converted by the 
Apoſtles. And the Hiſtorian who ( under the 
name of Dorothewus Biſhop of Tyre ) publiſh'd a 
Synopſis of the Twelve Apoſtles and Seventy 
Difciples, reports, that St. Thomas the Apoſtle 
preach'd in Germany. But theſe and the like ſto- 
ries have little of certainty in them ; and there- 
fore we ſhall not inſiſt much upon the credit and 
authority of the Relators. However, the teſti- 
monies we have from Ireneus and Tertullian arc 
unqueſtionable ; and both of them mention the 
German Church. So that we are ſure, that ſo 
much at leaſt of Germany as was made ſubject to | 
the Romans, was a part of the true Church within 
the compaſs of the ſecond Century ; ſince Ire- 
n&us commends the orthodox opinions of the 
German Nation. The Fable of St. Urſula, and 
her 11000 companions, 1s ridiculous; and was 
firſt contriv'd in the twelfth Century. The Roman 
Martyrologers begin now to be aſham'd of the 
{tory ; and therefore in their red letter'd Calen- 
dar, inſtead of Undecem mille Virgines, they write 
Urſula cum Sociis : being loath to defraud the 
Church of an Holiday, yet unwilling to impoſc 
ſuch a palpable and incredible lycupon the Com- 
monalty. *Tis certain, there were two German 
Biſhops preſent at a Council held by Conſtantine 
the Great, in the year 314- But all this proves 
no more then that Germania Prima and Secunda 
( which were in thoſe days two Roman Provinces) 
were converted to Chriſtianity, In the eighth 
Century many of our Engliſh Divines were ſent 
over into Germany by Egbert Archbiſhop of Tork, 
to convert the Infidels in that Country: among 
whom the chief were, Willibrod Biſhop of Utrecht, 
Willibald Biſhop of Aichlat, Swibert of Verdin, Wil- 
libald of Bremen, and Winifrid (who for his good 
deeds got the ſurname of Boniface ) Archbiſhop 
of Mentz, The laſt of theſe prov'd moſt fortu- 
nate in the undertaking, and converted the great- 
eſt = of the Country between the Rhine and 
Weſer. The German writers acknowledg this man 
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* for the great Apoſtle of their Nation. HisEpiltles, 
| publiſhed by Serrarizs, ſhew him to have been a 
| very zealous man 1n his enterprize. Afﬀeer him, 
Charles the Great brought over the Saxons ( tho 
not without much bloodſhed ) to Chriſtianity ; 
and utterly cxtirpated Idolatry in moſt parts of 
his Empire. The Bohemians and Moravians were 
not brought into the Church till ſome: years 
after. But of the Religion of theſe Countrics 


( with the Doctrines of John Huſs and Ferom of 


Prague ) we ſhall ſpeak elſewhere. 

But the firſt beginning of the Reformation 
is that which will for ever magnific the German 
Church. M. Maier reckons this great work a- 
monglt the vera inventa Germanic ; as if the Re- 
ligion cried up by Lzther had been a new thing, 


and not a reſtoring of the ancient Doctrines of 


the Church. This alteration mn Religion was 
thus occaſion'd : In the year 1517, the Arch- 


biſhop of Mentz, being to pay ro the Court of 


Rome a greater ſum of money then he could con- 
veniently raiſe in his own Territories, got leave 
of the Pope to ſtock all the Markets in Germany 


with Indulgences and Pardons for all manner of 


fins paſt, preſent, and future. Whereupon he 
diſpatches one Frier 7ekel his Agent with orders 
to cry theſe commoditics 1n all the Mart-Towns 


in the Empire; and to expoſe them to fale, it 


Cuſtomers came in. The Frier had ſerv'd an 
Apprenticeſhip to this trade ; and theretore knew 
how to make a good market, 1f Lzther had not 
appcar'dagain({t him. Bur he, upon the fir{t noiſe 
of thus bulineſs, firſt proteſted agaialt theſe pro- 
ccedings, and afterwards publicly oppos'd them. 
This was a ſtrange ſurprize to the Popith Agent; 
who warn'd him ( under the penalty of being 
otherwiſe for ever excommunicated and con- 
demn'd for an Heretic ) to reclaim his errors, and 
ſuffer his Holineſs's work to go on. But Martin 
was too ſtout to be diſcouraged with threats or 
orcat words ; nay, they fſerv'd only to provoke 
him the more. In |ittemberg and Leipfic he 1m- 
mediatcly proclaimed war againſt all that ſhould 
pretend to aſlert the Pope's power of granting 
Pardons and Indulgences. Several diſputes were 
held by him and his Converts in the Univerſity 
ar Leipſic againſt the Popiſh party; who, when 
thcir arguments would not reclaim him, branded 
him with the name of Heretic ; and forbad any 
to hear him under the pain of Excommunica- 
tion. But the EleCtor of Saxony's protection 
counterpois'd theſe rants; and how ſuccecſstul 
Luther prov'd, upon this encouragement, 1s well 
enough known to the world. This Elc&tor was 
quickly tollow'd by the Dukes of Brunſwic and 
Lunenberg, Wirtenberg, Mecklenberg, and Pomeren ; 


with the Marqueſs of Brandenburg, Landtgrave of 


Haſjia, and moſt of the Imperial Cities. Theſe 
all jointly gave in a Proteſtation ( containing 
ccrtain points, 1n which they had difſented trom 
the ordinary tenents of the Church of Rome) to 
the Imperial Chamber at Spire, in the year 1529; 
from which time they had the name of Proteſtants. 
The year following they deliver'd in a Conteſlion 
( ſubſcribed by them all unanimouſly ) at Augs- 
burg ; thence call'd Auguſtana Confeſſio. Atter 
this, upon their refuſal to recede from the opi- 
nions they had profeſs'd, the Emperor Charles 
the Fifth thought to force a recantation with 
his Sword. Burt aftera long war, and great ſlaugh- 
ter on both ſides, the Emperor was glad to grant 
them ar Jaſt a Toleration, and authorize their 
Confeſlion ; which was done at Paſaw in the 
year 1552, and afterwards confirm'd to them 
at Augsburg in the year 1555.» In the. firſt be- 
ginning oft the Reformation, Luther took care 
to have the Bible tranſlated into High Dutch, and 
| GERMANY. 
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publiſhed all over Germany. He compiled alſo 
new Catechiſms, to teach the children. 

About the year 1519, Zuinglius (a Canon of 
che Church at Zurich in $ witzerland ) began firſt 
in thoſe parts todiſſent from the Church of Rome, 
and declare againſt the fopperies ot the Maſs, 
Images, Oc. The good fſucce(s which M. Lz- 
ther had met with in the Weſtern parts of Ger- 
many, encouraged him in the undertaking ; and 
It was not Jong after, that his Tenents {pread 
themſelves as wide as Lyther's had done before. 
For in the year 1526, the Maſs was put down by 
an Order of the Senate in Zwrich; and within 
two years after, Images were deſtrov'd at Bern. 
The claſhing between him and Luther abour the 
Sacrament of the Lord's Supper ( the later ailert- 
Ing Conſubſtantiation; and the tormer denying 
the Elements to be any more then bare Signs of 
Chriſts Body and Blood ) did not a little hinder 
the progreſs of Zainglins's Doctrines ; and the 
Populh party were well plcaſed to ſee the Refor- 
mers jar among themſelves. They met at Mar- 
purg 1n Heſſen, to try it they could potiibly deter- 
mine the controverſies betwixt them ; but broke 
of without any agreement. Upon tl:is, open war 
was proclaimed between them, by the names of 
Sacramentarians and Vbiquitarians. However, Lu- 
ther's credit ſtill encreaſed in Saxony, and the 
Territories of the Dukes betore mention'd ; and 
Zuinglius was 11 as great requeſt in Switzerland. 
Fohn Calvin {ucceeded Zuinglins 1a his place at 
Zurich, adding ſeveral new opinions ( touching 
Predeſtination, Free-will, final Perſeverance, 0c.) 
of his own to the Doctrines preach'd by is pre- 
deceflor. This calarged the breach berween the 
Lutherans and Calviniſts (tor fo the Zuinslians 
were now call'd ), and made them irreconcilable 
enenuies. But notwithſtanding the bad languaze 
which Calvir's followers had trom the Lutherans, 
the authority of Calvin prevail d fo exceedingly 
as to be cntertain'd in France, Scortand, ttiie Ne- 
therlands, a great part of Pcland, and many Pro- 
vinces of Germany. Whereas Lutheraniſm never 
reach'd much further then ic was ar firlt ſpread 
by Luther Iimfelt. The Kingdoms of Denmark 
and Sweden embraced Luther's Doctrine very ear- 
Iy ; and the generality of the inhabitants of both 
thoſe Nations profefs 1t to thisday. Bur in the Do- 
minions of the Electors of Saxcny and Branden- 
burg, Luther's credit decays daily, and 1s thrult 
out by Calviniſm. The preſent Elector of Bran- 
denburg 18 a Catviniſt ; and encourages men of his 
own pcrfwation in the Unverſities of Francfiurt 
upon the Oder, Konigsberg, and Roftoc. This makes 
the Scholars of Leipfic ( who arc itrict Lutherans ) 
dread his coming uno their netghoouUrhOOd when 
he comes to take poticijion of ://- ; winch 
falls into Ins hanas upon tae ucat!; of the preſent 
Adminittrator, Azg/tzs Duke of Saxony. For the 
Lutherans hate a Calviniſt as muci1 as a Turk; 1n- 
ſomuch, that 1n the Greac Church art Lerpfic rhey 
have the pictures of the Devil, Jonativs Loyola, 
and John Calvin, hung m one trame with tis 
ſubſcription, The three oreat enemies of Chriſt and 
the Chriſtian Religion. Ar Wittemberg, the only 
ſupport which Lathers Doctrine has lete1s Abraham 
Calovius, an old Gentleman, that has taken great 
pains torundownall oppoſers of hisopunons. But 
the greateſt part of the Univerlity begin to cloſe 
with Calixtus Junior ( one of the preſcat Protetlors 
in the Univerlity of Helm/tadr ) and his followers, 
who are ſtout pleaders for Comprehenfion. 

In the Kingdom of Bohemia, Arch-Dukedoms 
of Bavaria and Lorain, the Territories of the three 
Spiritual Electors , and other Biſhoprics which . 
fill remain in the handsot the Clergy, the Popih 
Religion is {till protels'd, 
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A ſbort Account of the GERMAN Emperors. 


Hat the vaſt tract of Land which to the 
Ancients was known by the general name 

of Germany, was ſubject to ſeveral Princes, and 
never acknowledged the Supremacy of any one 
Governor ( except perhaps in the time of war, 
in which all the particular Provinces were mu- 
eually concern'd to unite and defend themlclves 
fom the aſſaults of ſome potent foreign enemy ) 
before the coming of Charles the Great to the 
Imperial Crown; ſeems plain from the whole 
Hiſtory of that Nation. From thus grear Frince 
we muſt therefore begin to reckon the Germar 


Emperors. 


A.D. 800. Charles ( ſon of Pepin King of France ) 
was Anointed and Crown'd Emperor by Pope 
Leo the Third upon Chriſtmaſs-day. He had 


before this reſcued Italy, and a great part of 


Germany from the tyranny of the Lombards , 
and annex'd the whole Dominions of their 
King Deſiderius ( whom he took priſoner ) to 
the Kingdom of the Franks. In the year 772 
he began to make war upon the Saxons ( at 
that time the moſt potent people in Germany ) 
in hopes to reduce them, which he atlaſt cftect- 
cd, to Chriſtianity. Wherever he conquer'd 
heeſtabliſh'd the Chriſtian Religion, and erect- 
cd Schools for the education of young chil 
dren 1n the ſame Doctrine. He was a great 
Benetactor to the Univerſity at Paris; where 
he would himſelf frequent Diſputations, and 
reward the induſtry of thoſe he found to be 
deſerving men. Beſides, he was the Founder 
of an incredible number of great Schools, and 
petit Univerſities in Germany ; inſomuch, that 
we ſhall (ſcarce, 1n the following Deſcription, 
mention a Town of conſiderable note in the 
Empire, which has not receiy'd ſome fignal 
kindneſs from him. I know not whether it 
were his Acts of Picty or Prowefs got him 
the title of Great : but doubtleſs both deſery'd 
it. After he had been Emperor fourteen years, 
he died at ſeyenty-two years of Age, in the year 
814, and was buricd at Aix la Chapelle, where 
he had built a Church ; and delign'd alfo to 
have eſtabliſh'd the chick Reſidence. of the 
German Emperors. All his Epitaph was, Magni 
Caroli Regis Chriſtianiſſumi, Romanorum Impera- 
torts corpus hoc Sepulchro conditum jacet. He be- 
queath'd his Empire to his Son Ladowic, then 
King of Aquitain. 

814. Ludowic, or Lewis ( for his picty, and zeal 
in promoting the Chriſtian Religion, ſurnam'd 
the Godly ) ſucceeded his' Father. He was 
Crown'd Emperor by Pope Stephen IV. at 
Rheims in France. Soon after his entrance upon 
the Empire, he procur'd a tranſlation of the 
Bible into the Saxon tongue ; Copies of which 
he cauſed to be diſtributed among the Com- 
monalty. The greateſt exploit of war which 
he 1s reported to have done, was the expul- 
ſon of the Saracens out of Italy. Beſides this, 
he took his Nephew Bernhard ( King of Lom- 
bardy, who had cndcavour'd to make himſclf 
Maſter of Italy) priſoner ; and putting out the 
cycs of him and his followers, condemned them 
all to a Monaſtery. By his firſt wife Irmengarde 
he had three Sons, Lotharizs, Ludowic, and 
Pipin; who, overpower'd with the perſwali- 
ons of ſome bad companions, rebelled againſt 
their Father; whom they took priſoner, and 
ſhut up in a Monaſtery, Some ſay his Son 


Ludowic releaſed him willingly ; but the moſt | 
gencrally receiy'd ſtory is, that moſt of his 


beggarly Village in Schwaber. 
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Subjects roſe up in Arms, reſolving toreſcue 
their Emperor. Which Ludowic ſeeing, he ſub- 
mitted himſelf to his Facher, and begg'd par- 
don. After he was ſet at liberty, he march'd 
with his own, and his Son Ludowic's Forces a- 
gainſt Lotharius, who had raiſcd the ſtrongeſt 
rebellion ; but dycd on the way, at Mentz, 
in the twenty-ſcyenth ycar of his Reign, and 
{ixty-tourth of his Age. 


$40. Lotharius, the Emperor Ludewir's eldeſt Son, 


ſucceeded his Father in the whole Empire; ha- 
ving thrown out his two Brethren, who were 
left partners with him. He was the firſt that 
annex'd Auſtrafia ( which was trom him call'd 
by the High Dutch Loth-reich, by the French 
Lot-regne, now Lorreign, i.e. Lotharius's King- 
dom ) to the German Empire. After he had 
rulcd fifteen years, he retired into a Monaſtery 
at Treves; where he lived ſome time atter. In 
his days Pope Joan, under the covert name of 
Fobn VIII. ( as the Hiſtorians of that time ge- 
nerally relate) was Head of the Church of Rome. 


85s. Ludowic II. ( a Prince of wondertul Piety 


and Learning ) ſucceeded in the Empire upon 
his Fathers reſignation. He conquer'd the Sc/a- 
wonians, and converted them to Chriſtianity; 
defended Italy from the incurſions of the Sa- 
racens; and made proviſion in molt parts of 
his Empire tor poor Widows and Orphans. 
He had a great quarrel with the Court of Rome 
for clecting a Pope without acquainting him. 
But the Popiſh writers tell the ſtory otherwile, 
and ſay, That when the Emperor heard how 
that Court had elected Pope Adrian IE into 
the room of Nicolas I. without ſtaying tor his 
voice, he commended them highly tor ſo do- 
ing. Nay, they make him give this reaſon 
for his approbation of their proceedings, Li 
enim fieri poſſet ut peregrinus & hoſpes dignoſcere 
poſſet in aliena republica, quis potiſſimum ceteris 
preferendus fit ? i.e. How 1s 1t potlible that a 
ſtranger ſhould be fo well skill'd ina foreign 
Commonwealth, as to be able to pitch upon 
a man fitteſt for promotion ? Which, ſays 
Wimpheling, was a ſaying that became fo great 
an Emperor. He Reign'd ninetcen years and 
ten months. 


875. Charles the Bald ( a baſe mean-ſpirited man, 


Ludowic the Firlt's Son ) ſucceeded his Nephew. 
Pope Fohn IX. perſwaded him with fair words 
and money to come to Rome for his Corona- 
tion, and there to receive the Imperial Scepter 
from his hands. He Reign'd only two years; 
being poyſon'd, as was ſuppoſcd, by one Sede- 
chias a Fewiſh Phylitian. 


878. Ludowic, ſfurnam'd Balbus, ſucceeded his Fa- 


ther Charles ; but never enjoy'd the Crown 
(1t 1t was, which many queſtion, ever ſet upon 
his head). When he had linger'd out a year 
and an half, he dyed; leaving his Throne to 


879. Charles IL. furnam'd the Groſs, from his 


bulk and fatnefs. He might have been filed 
a ſecond Charles the Great, if he had been as 
ſucceſsful m managing as obtaining of King- 
doms. For, by the death of his two Brothers, 
all Germany, France, and Italy came into his 
hands. He was the firſt chat added the year 
of our Lord to the year of his Reign, in the 
datingot any public Proclamations,Grants, Gc. 
Ar latt (when by ſeveral baſe actions, cſpe- 
cially in concluding a diſhonourable peace be- 
twixt himſclf and the Normans, in which he 
gave them that part of France which is (till 
called Normandy, he had contracted the ha- 
tred of the whole Empire) he was depoſed 
by his Nobles; and dyed miſcrably in a poor 
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998. Arnolph ( Natural Son of Cardloman Duke 
of Carinthia, and King of Bavaria) was elected 
into the room of Charles, thus depoſed ; and 
rul'd the Empire with a ſtrong arm for twelve 
years. He quell'd the Rebels in Moravia and 
Normandy ; and dcteated Guido and Berenga- 
rius, who had made head againſt him in Iraly. 
He ftorm'd Rome, and took it; but ſoon atter 
was poyſon'd there, by the procurement of 
Guido's wite, and dyed in great miſery ; being 
caten up of Lice, which the poyſon bred in his 
body. 

900, Ludowic IV. Arnolph's Son, was ele&ted by 
the Nobles into his Father's ſtead. The Hun- 
garians were continually at war with this Em- 
peror ; Who had ſeldom the good fortune to 
come off the field a Conqueror. In theſe skir- 
miſhes a great part of the German Nobility 
was cut off; which ſhortned his life, and brought 
him to his grave betore he had got a Son to 
inherit his Throne. He dyed an unfortunate 
Prince; and with him the Family of Charles 
the Great was wholly extinct. During his 
Reign there was another Ludowic ſer up for 
Emperor by the Pope 1n Italy ; who was taken 
priſoner, and had his eyes put out, by Beren- 
garius King of Lombardy. 

912. Aftcr the death of the Emperor Ludowic, 
the Princes of Germany proffter'd the Imperial 
Crown to Otto Duke of Saxony ; who had the 


name of the wiſelt man and beſt Soldier of 


his time. But old Age had render'd him (at 
leaſt inhis own conceit ) unfit for Governmenr. 
Whereupon, he made over the profter'd Em- 
pire to Conrad Duke of Franconia; who, upon 
Otto's recommendation, was immediately de- 
clared Emperor. He was no ſooner ſtept into 
the Throne, but his carriage difobliged a great 
many of the Princes of the Empire ; who made 
war upon him, and put him hard to't to keep 
the reins in his hand. Henry ('Duke of Saxony, 
Duke Otto's Son ) engag'd him the ofreſt, and 
with greateſt courage and ſucceſs. However, 
Conrad by his lait Will and Teſtament ( not- 
withitanding the frequent quarrels berween 
him and that Duke ) bequeathed his Empire 
to Henry ; whom he had experienced to be a 


Prince that for his valour and conduct deſery'd 
an Empire. 


a NN 
Patrie, rerum Dominus @ Imperator conferr'd 
upon him. Afterwards, going into Iraly, he 
was taken with an Apoplexy ; of which, to 
the great griet of the whole German Nation, he 


dyed, after he had reign'd ſeven years and ſix 
months. 


936. Ono, the Emperor Henry's Son, ſucceeded 


his Father in the Empire, and equall'd him 
in all his acts of picty, wiſdom, and proweſs; 
whence he was ſurnamed theGreat. He com- 
pell'd Harald, King of Denmark , to acknow- 
ledg the Emperor of Germany's Supremacy, and 
embrace Chriſtianity ; ſubdued the Bohemians 
and forc'd their Prince Bole/lazs to turn Chri- 
{tian; depoſed Pope Fohn XII. and put Leo VIIL 
in his place ; making a Decree, that for the 
future the power of chuſing Popes ſhould be 
in the Emperor alone. The fathion of Chri- 


{tening of Bells was firſt brought up m his 
Reign. 


973. OtholI. ſucceeded his Father 0tho the Great. 


He found the Empire in peace, and ( except- 
ing fome ſmall skirmiſhes betwixt him and his 
Couſin Henry Duke of Bavaria, whom ſome 
malecontent Biſhops had proclaimed Empe- 
ror ) never met with any oppolicion in his own 
Domimons. He overthrew the Zurks in Apulia; 
and was thence ſtiled Pallida Saracenorum mors. 
He reign'd cleven years ; and at his death left 
the Empire, as he found it, in perfect peace. 


984. 0tho I. furnamed the Child, was advanc'd 


to his Father's Throne at ten years of age; but 
quickly grew up to be a Prince of wonderful 
fagacity and prudence. Some ſay, he was 


che firſt that inſtirured the manner of Elect- 
ing an Emperor by the majority of the Voices 
of Seven Electors ( of which more hereafter ). 


He re1gn'd eighteen years, and dyed in Italy; 
being poyſon'd with a pair of Gloves preſent- 
cd to him by the wite of Creſcentizs, a Rebel 
whom he had caus'd to be hang'd. The wo- 
man had been his Concubine tor fome timc 
atter her husbands death ; and was in hopes 
of being married to lum, and ſo made an Em- 
prefs. But when the faw him ready to Icave 
Italy without taking norice of any tormer con- 
tract berwixt them, and preparing tor a return 
to Germany, the was relfolv'd by this expedt- 
ent to ſatisfie her revenge, tho ſhe could not 


919. Henry ( ſurnamed Auceps, from the great 
delight he took in Hawking) was by the Ger- 
man Princes, according to the tenour of the 
Emperor Conrad's Will, proctaim'd King of 


provide for her luft and ambition. 
1902. Upon Otto's death, Henry Duke of Bava- 
114 was chofen Emperor by the Electors. His 


the Romans at Fritzlar. Soon after, the Pope 
fent to proflcr his ſervice in confecrating and 
anointung him Emperor : but it was not ac- 
cepted. For Henry return'd his Holineſs this 
anſwer, that 'rwas enough for him, that Gods pro- 
vidence, and the voices of his Nobility, had made 
him King of the Romans. They that fancied this 
Title too mean, might (in Gods name) go to 
Rome for Conſecration and Uniion : but, for his 
own part, he was ſatisfied with the honour already 
conferr'd on him. He was a valiant and prudent 
Prince ; one that compoſed moſt of the ani- 
molities and quarrels of his own people, and 


bravely defended them from the incurſions of 


the Hungarians , and other foreign Enemies. 
He was the firſt that inſtituted the ſports of 
Tilts and Turnaments ; and fortified the great 
Towns 1n Germany. Ordering, that every ninth 
Bore ſhould remove his Family into a Cuy ; 
and that the Citizens ſhould be maintain'd by 
a Contribution of the third part of the Corn 
and Hay round about the Country. Having 
overthrown the Hungarians at a memorablc 


Battcl near Mersbwg, hc had the title of Pater 


piety got him the Title of Holy ; and a nu(- 
chance in his Childhood ſurnam'd him the 
Lame. Willegiſe Archbiſhop of Mentz ( a Wa- 
goner's Son, whence that City gor a Whe-l 
torits Arms) Crown'd him. He fought many 
great Battels, and from moſt of chem came 
off Conqueror. The Saracens were by him 
driven out of Apzlia and Calabria ; and the 
Wendiſh Armies, which had over-run a. great 
part of Germany, he utterly vanquiſh'd. He 
1s by ſome Hiſtorians ſtiled the Apoft/e of Hun- 
gary; becauſe he was the firſt that chorowly 
converted that Nation. Upon his death-bed 
( after he had reigned rwenty and three years ) 
he is ſaid to have return'd his Empreſs Cani- 
gznda toher friends tor a pure Virgin; in which 
ſtate, by mutual conſent, they boch had con- 
tinued from the firſt day of their marriage. 
Tho we read, that once he 1o tar queition'd 
his Wife's chaſtity, and the pertormance of 
her Vow, as to make her. purge her ſclt by a 
ficry Ordeal. Whach ſhe pertorm'd by going 
barefoot over a red-hot 1ron grate, withour 
the leaſt ſhrink or ſenſe of pain.

of age. He 1s ſaid ( during his reign, which 
laſted fifty years) to have fought fixty-two 
great bartels: which are more then cither 
Marcus Marcellus, Julius Ceſar, or any other 
Roman General could ever brag of. Pope Hilde- 
brand ( who went under the name of Grego- 
ry VII.) caſt oft this Emperors yoke ; and, after 
ſome skirmiſhes, got Rudolph Duke of Schwa- 
ben proclaim'd Emperor 1n his ſtead; ta whom 
the Pope preſented an Imperial Crown with 


his Brother Philip was at firſt elected. Bur ( be- 
cauſe he retuſed to fubmut limſelt to che Pope, 
as his Anceſtors had done) he was ſhortly after 
excommunicated; and 0rto Duke of Brunſwic, 
by the Electors, and the Pope's authority, de- 
clared Emperor. Whereupon, the two Em- 
perors engaged the whole Empire in a long 
and bloody war ; cach aflerting a legal ritlc, 
and refuſing to quit his pretentions, to the 
Crown. Ar laſt, Philip was treacherouſly lain

Petra dedit Petro, Petrus diadema Rudolpho. 
But this Emperor, of the Pope's making, was 
ſoon vanquiſh'd and ſlain. However, within 
a while, the Empire was taken from him in 
good carneſt ; and that by his own Subjects, 
who depoſed him, and elected his Son into his 
room. This Emperor 1s reported to have becn 
brought to thoſe extremities betore his death, 
as to be forc'd to beg a Prebendary of the 
Biſhop of Spire ( ſome ſay Wormes) in the 
Church which he himſelf had built ; which 
was nevertheleſs denied him. 


in his bed ; after he had ruled the Empire ( at 
leaſt the greateſt part of it) ten years. 

1208. Otto ( Son of Henry, ſurnam'd the Lion, 
Duke of Brunſwic ) got poſlcflion of the Em- 
pire, as ſoon as Philip was taken of. He had 
not reign'd four years e're he met with his 
Predeceſlor's fate; having the Imperial Crown 
taken from his head, by the Pope of Rome 
and the Electors, and given to Frideric King 
of Sicily. Otto got ſome ſuccours trom the 
Kings of England and Poland ; but was never 
able to make any conſiderable refiftance. One 
barrel decided the controverhe ; eftabliſhing 
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o6. Henry V. was admitted into his Father's 
Throne by his rebellious Subjects, and crown'd 
Emperor at Goſ/lar. At his Coronation part of 
his Sword was melted with Lightning ; bur 
the Scabbard was untouch'd, and himſelf 
clcapd without harm. He was forc'd to ac- 
knowledg the Pope's Supremacy ; and to quit 
all pretenſions to the power of Ihveſtiture, 
which his Anceſtors challeng'd as their right. 
He reigned ninetcen years; dyed without iflue; 
and was buricd at Spire. 

25. Lotharius, Puke of Saxony, was elected 
to ſucceed Henry V. and receiv'd his Crown 
from the Pope at Rome, in the year 1133. The 
greateſt thing this Emperor did, was the revi- 
ving the practice of the Civil Law in the Ger- 
man Empire; atterit had been baniſh'd thence 
for the ſpace of five hundred years. 

38. Conrad ( Duke of Schwaben, and Lotharius's 
Siſter's Son ) ſucceeded his Uncle; carrying 
the Empire againſt Henry Duke of Bavaria, 


Frideric 1 the Imperial Throne; 0tro being 
deſerted on all hands, and atterwards dycd 
muſcrably at Brunſwic in the year 1218. 


1212. Frideric II. King of Sicily, being by theſe 


means advanced to the Empire, prov'd a wiſe, 
valiant, and learned Prince; 1n every reſpect 
like his Grandfather Frideric Barbarofſa, betorc- 
mention'd. He 1s faid to have underſtood per- 
tectly the German, Greek,, Italian, and T urkiſh 
tongues ; and-to have becn admirably appre- 
henſive at learning all manner of Arts and Sci- 
ences. He was five ſeveral times excommu- 
nicated by three Popes : but could neyer be 
torced to ſubrur. Pope Gregory IX. was de- 
poſed by him; and had doubrlefs loſt his head, 
if he had come into his hands alive. His con- 


tinual quarrels with the Popes, gave the firſt 


occaſion of heats and animoſitics ( which after- 
wards burſt out into a terrible combuſtion 
and flame ) betwixt the Guelphs and Gibellines; 
whercof the former adher'd to the Pope's in- 


terclt, 
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tereſt, and the Jater to the Emperors. After 


he had reign'd thirty-ezght years, he dyed 
( ſome ſay, was poyſon'd ) in Italy. 


After his death follow'd an Interregnum of 
twenty-three years continuance; during which 
time the Empire was govern'd indeed by none, 
but claim'd by theſe ſeven following Princes : 
i. Henry, Landtgrave of Haſſia and Thuringen, 
who was ſlain at the ſiege of Ulm. 2. Conrad IV. 
Frideric the Second's Son, who was elected King 
of the Romans, and (1n the year 1254, after he 
had pretended to be Emperor for three years 
and five months) was poyſoned by his Phyſiti- 
ans. 4. Manfred. 5. William Earl of Holland; 
who was firſt pronounced King of the Romans by 
the Pope, in oppoſition to Frideric Il. He was 
ſlain treacherouſly by the Friſtans. 6. Alphonſus, 
King of Caſtile ; the Author of the famous Aſtro- 
nomical Tables that ſtil] bear hisname. 7. Richard 
Earl of Cornwal, Brother to our King Henry III. 
He is ſuppoſed to have bought the voices of the 
Archbiſhop of Colen and the Elector Palatine of 
the Rhine ; who proclaim'd him King of the Ro- 
mans in the year 1254. But the ſame men that 
ſet him up, depoſed him afterwards; and he was 
forc'd within fix years to return to England, where 


he ended his days. 
1273. Rodolph Earl of Habsburg ( after a long 


and grievous Interregnum ) was by an unant- 
mous conſent of the Electors choſen at Franc- 
furt. His ele&tion was confirm'd by the Pope 
but he retuſed to fetch his Crown from Rome, 
alledging for an excuſe that of Horace, 


---quia me veſligia terrent, 
Omnia te adverſum ſpefantia nulla retrorſum. 


Whereupon, he was Crown'd at Ax la Cha- 
pelle ; and immediately atter his Coronation, 
put our ſeyeral Edicts tor the ſuppreſſing of 
Robberies, Oppreflions, and Tumults ; whuch 
the late licentious Anarchy had produced. 
Theſe Statutes and Proclamations he back'd 
with force of Arms ; till he had at laſt reduc'd 
the Empire to its former peace and tranquil- 
lity. And 'twas no cafie matter to effect this, 
ſince in the ſingle Province of Thuringen, he 
met with no fewer then ſixty ſtrong Caſtles, 
which the Robbers had made almoſt impreg- 
nable. He was the firſt that raiſed the Auſtrian 
Family ; creating his Son Albert, who was atter- 
wards Emperor, Arch-Duke of Auſtria. He 
dyed in the ycar 1271, and was buricd at Spire, 
in the ſeventy-third year of his age. 

1292. Adolph, Earl of Naſſaw, was by the inte- 
reſt of the Elector of Mentz, declared Empe- 
ror ; contrary to the expectation of moſt of 
the German Princes, who thoughthim a Prince 
no way qualified for ſo high an advancement. 
He ſerv'd in perſon, and took pay in che Army 
of our King Edward I. who was at that time 
engaged in a war with France. This was ſo 
highly diſguſted by the Elector of Mentz (his 
late promoter, who thought it ana&tion highly 
infamous in an Emperor to make himſelf mer- 
ccnary ), that he prevail'd with the other E- 
Ie&tors to depoſe him, and elect in his ſtead 
Albert Arch-Duke of Azſtria. Adolph, tho not 
able to manage the Empire, was unwilling to 
oe with the power he had once got into his 

ands ; and therefore ( aſſiſted by 0rto Duke 
of Bavaria, Rudolph Count Palatine of the 
Rbine, and ſcycral of the Imperial Citics ) he 
was rcſoly'd to oppoſe Albert and lus party 
to the uttermoſt. Bur all the forces which he 
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or his friends could raiſe, were not ſufficient 
to ſecure him; ſo that (upon the firſt CNgAge- 
ment, which happen'd near Worms ) his whole 
Army was routed; and he himſelf ſlain by 
Duke Albert's own hand; after he had reign'd 
{1x years and ſix months. The German Hiſto- 
rians obſerye, that all the Officers who corm.- 
manded Albert's Army againſt the Emperor 
Adolph, came to untimely ends, 

1298. Albert, having thus Qlain Adolph, was 
Crown'd Emperor at Aix la C happelle and 
receiv'd his Crown, tho he once retusd to do 
It, at the hands of Pope Boniface VIII. He is 
ſaid to haye been a Prince of quick parts and 
ſolid judgment; a munificent rewarder of men 
of great deſerts, and as ſevere a puniſher of 
delinquents: bur withal, one that too greedily 
gapd after the Territories and Dominions of 
neighbour Princes. He made his Son Rudolph 
King of Bohemia ; and endeavour'd, tho in 
vain, to bring the Kingdom of Hungary under 
his own ſubjection. At laſt, when he hadreign'd 
ten years, he was treacherouſly ſlain by his. 
Nephew, and three Ruffians more of his par- 
ty; who, for this murder, were afterwards 
impriſon'd and executed. 

1308. Henry, Earl of Luxemburg, for his great 
wiſdom and valour was clected into the 
room of Albert. He rul'd the Empire four 
years and nine months; and is reported to have 
been a Prince of ſuch an cycn temper, thatno 
exceſs either of proſperity or adverſity could 
move him; and ſo deyout in the exerciſe of 
religious duties, that he would ſpend whole 
nights in prayer before a Crucifix, and con- 
ſtantly every day receive the Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper. Thus laſt piece of devotion coſt 
him hs life; for he was poyſon'd by a Fran- 
ciſcan Minorite with a Conſecrated Water. 
The Emperor was unmedaately fenlible of the 
Friar's villany , and therefore adviſed him 
to withdraw ſpeedily, left he ſhould be appre- 
hended. Burt the Prieſt neglecting his counſel, 
was ſeized on; firit flay'd alive, and afterwards 
put to death. 


After the murder of this Emperor, enſued a 
great famine 1n moſt parts of Germany ; which 
was ſo terrible in Bohemia and Poland, that in ſome 
Families Parents and Children ted upon one ano- 
ther. Nay, in many Provinces the Malefactors 
that were in the day time executed for Murder 
and Robbery, were in the night ſtoln from the 
Gallows or Gibbet; and carried by the halt- 
ſtarved Bores to their Cottages, and there eaten 
up. Thoſc that eſcaped the Gallows abroad, and 
the jaws of hungry triends at home, had much 
ado to ſecure themſelves from the ravenous 
Wolves, which could hardly be kept off with the 
beſt weapons the inhabnants were able to pro- 
vide. The German Chronologers have made uſe 
of the word Cucullum to bring to their remem- 
brance the remarkable year when this fanune 
firſt begun ( forit laſted three years mall), whence 
the Verſe, 


Ut lateat nullum tempus famis ecce CUCULLUM. 


In which laſt word we have as many Numeral 
Letters as will give us the year 1315; 


1318. Ludowic, Duke of Bavaria ( after an Inter- 
regnum of ſome years) wasElectedand Crown- 
cd Emperor by a majority of the Electors; 
but was oppos'd by Frideric Duke of Auſtria, 
the Emperor Albert's Son, who was ſet up by 
another faction, and Crown'd at Bonna a ſmall 
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for there was nothing in himſelf that could 
deſerve a Crown. In the beginning of his reign 
he gave himſclf up to all manner of vicious 
practices; and towards the Jater end proved 
a cruel, but unfortunate Tyrant. He was twice 
taken priſoner ; but made his eſcape. Ar haſt, 
the Eleors ( weary of ſo ſordid an Emperor ) 
depoſed him after he had rcign'd twenty-two 
years. 
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Town in the Territories of the Archbiſhop of 
Colen. For ſome time the diſpute was ma- 
naged with equal ſucceſs berwixt the two Em- 
perors ; but at the laſt the victory went on 
Ludowic's fide, who ( having utterly routed 
Frideric's Army ) got the whole Empire into 
his own hands. He was a great oppoſcr of 
the Pope's authority ; inſomuch, thatina pub- 
lic Oration, ſpoken by him at Francfurt , he 
declared openly, Qzod nibil Juris Pontifict Ro- 
mano ſit in Imperium, i.e. That the Biſhop of 
Rome had no reaſon to pretend to any Jurif- 
diction over the Empire. He depoſed Pope 
Fohn XXII. and ſet up Nicolas V. in Is ſtead. 
He fleighted the Popes Excommunucations, 
which were daily denounc'd againſt him ; be- 
ing encouraged thereto by 0ccam ( and ſome 
others ), who came in with him for a ſhare 1n 
the Curſe. O0ccam's continual advice to him 
was, 0 mi Imperator, Tu me gladio defende, ego 
Te werbis Q ſcriptis defendam, i. e. Do you, my 
Liege, guard me with your Sword, and [ll 
protect you with words and writing. 

1346. Upon the death of Ludowic, Charles IV. 
( Son of John King of Bohemia) was clected 
and proclaim'd Emperor, by a Gang which 
he had corrupted with large ſums of money. 
He is blam'd by ſome Hiſtorians for taking 
much more care of the public affairs of France 
and Bohemia then thoſe of the Empire, for be- 
ing more ſolicitous in promoting the intereſt 
of his own private Family then the good of 
the Commonwealth ; and laſtly, they repre- 
ſent him as a miſerable penurious wretch, that 
minded more the ſcraping together an Eſtate 
and great Portions for his Children, rather 
then the adminiſtring of Juſtice, and the grand 
concerns of his Empire and people. How- 
ever, 'tis commendation enough to ſay, that 
he was the firſt contriver andeſtabliſher of the 
Aurea Bulla, which contains a regiſter of all 
the Rites and Ceremonies, which for ever are 
to be obſery'd by the German Princes in the 
Election of their Emperors ( of which more 
hereafter), He was doubtleſs a prudent and 
learned Prince z one that took great delight in 
the reading of Books, and enjoying the com- 
pany of Scholars. There were three more Em- 
perorselected againſt him at ſeyeral times; but 
none of them contended with him for the 
Crown. The firſt of theſe was Edward III. 
Kang of England, whoſc brave exploits in France 
had made him famous all Exrope over. But 
he, finding employment enough in the ma- 
nagement of his own Domintons at home, 
very gencrouſly refus'd the Imperial Diadem 
when it was offer'd to him. The ſecond was 
Frideric Landtgrave of Thuringen,z who for a 
good ſum of money very willingly quitced his 
pretenſions. Gunther Earl of Schwartzburgh, was 
the third; who was Crown'd at Aix [a Chap- 
pelle, and drew up his Forces near Francfurt, 
intending to have given his Rival battel. But 
Charles was loath to encounter ſo great a Sol- 
dicr; and hazard an Empire at one engage- 
ment, which had coſt him ſuch large ſums as 


Frideric, Duke of Brunſwic, was elected into 
the room of Wenceſlaus z but never liv'd to enjoy 
the Imperial Crown. For, returning from the 
Election, he was barbarouſly ſlain by _ Count 
Waldeck.; who, with a company of Rufhans, lay 
in ambuſh for him near Fritzlar, Where- 
upon, the Electorsimmediately return'd to France 
fart, and choſe 


1400. Rupert, Ele&tor Palatine of the Rhine. A 
Prince of great valour, tho never engag'd in 
any war but by conſtraint. The greateſt en- 
terprize he ever ſet upon, was the recovery of 
the Dukedom of Millain, which his predeceſ- 
ſor Wenceſlaus had ſol. But Fohn Galeazzes 
( at that time Duke of Millain) quickly routed 
his Army ; and forc'd him to retire back into 
Germany. Hedyed1a peace, after he had reign'd 
nine years and ten months, and was buricd at 
Spire. 

1410. Fodocus Barbatus ( Marqueſs of Moravia, 
and the EmperorCharles the Fourth's Nephew ) 
ſucceeded Rupert. He reign'd no longer then 
five months; being no way qualified for an 
Emperor ; and having nothing remarkable in 
on but his beard, which ſurnam'd him Bar- 

atus. 

1411. Sigiſmund (Wenceſlaus's brother, King of 
Hungary and Bohemia ) was choſen into Fodo- 
cxs's place, by an unanimous conſent of all 
the Electors. Hiſtorians repreſent this Empc- 
ror as a Prince of incomparable piety, Icarning, 
and valour; who wanted nothing but ſucceſs 
in his undertakings, to make him compleatly 
happy. He wasa great promoter of the Coun- 
ci] of Conſtance, held in the ycar 1415, where- 
in Fohn Huſs and Ferom of Prague (notwith- 
ſtanding the Emperors Paſs, and promiſe that 
they ſhould return ſafe to Bohemia ) were con- 
demn'd to be burnt alive for Heretics. This 
ſo incenſed the Hufſites, that they immediately 
rebelF'd againſt Sigiſmund, under the com- 
mand of their General Zyſca, who had been 
bred up in the Emperors Court. This Zyſca 
prov d ſo fortunate in the field, that he van- 
quiſh'd the Emperors Army fourteen ſeveral 
times. He was a Captain of that courage, that 
( after his death ) his Soldiers cover'd a Drum 
with hisskin; imagining, that the noiſe thereof 
would ſtrike terror into the heartsof the ſtouteſt 
of their enemies. Sigiſmund having reign'd 
twenty-ſeven years ( moſt of which time was 
ſpcnt in a continual war with the Hufites ) 
dycd, and left his Empire to his Son-m-law 

1449. Frideric III. ( or IV. if we reckon the Duke 


he was obliged to pay to ſome of his Vorarics. 
He ſtill fancied his Gold was the beſt weapon 
he had to truſt to; and ſo indeed it prov'd. 
For therewith he hired a Phyſitian to poyſon 
Gunther's body ; which made him unfit for go- 

vernment. That done, he compounded with 

his Children, and a ſmall picce of money

1378. Wenceſlaus, Charles the Fourth's Son, ſuc- 
cecded his Father, upon his carncſt encreaty ; 


of Brunſwic, who was (lain at Fritz/ar, for one) 
Duke of Auſtria, was unanimouſly clected into 
the Imperial Throne, upon the deceaſe of the 
Emperor Albert ; and was Crown'd Emperor 
at Rome by Pope Nicolas V. He made ic his 
whole buſineſs to procure and eſtabliſh an uni- 
verſal peace in Chrittendom; and to that end 
procured the calling of the Council of Baſil. 
He married Leonora daughter of Alphonſus King 
of Portugal 3 Whence the Houſes of S pain and 
Auſtria were united into one Family. He reign'd 


titty and three years ( the longelt of any of 


the 
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the German Emperors), and dyed, as ſome ſay, 
of a Surtet by cating too much of a Melon 
tho he was never tax'd for being guilty of any 
manner of intemperance in meat or drink, but 
always c{teem'd a ſevere puniſher of drunken- 
neſs and gluttony. 
1493. Maximilian ſucceeded his Father Frideric ; 
having been, before his Fathers death, Crown'd 
_—__ the Romans, in the year 1486. From 
his birth till he was almoſt nine years old, he 
is{aid to have beenutterly ſpeechleſs; bur after- 
wards he gain'd the uſe of his tongue, and 
prov'd one of the moſt eloquent and learned 
Emperors that Germany oh He married 
Mary the only Daughter and Heireſs of Charles 
Duke of Burgzndy ; upon which marriage, all 
the Dukedoms, Marquiſats, Earldoms, and 
other Domumons of which the ſaid Charles 
had been Lord, were for ever annex'd to the 
Territories of the Houſe of Auſtria. The wars 
he was engag'd 1n againſt his neighbours on 
all hands ( eſpecially the Venetians) were al- 
moſt innumerable; tho for the moſt part he 
was forc'd to take up Arms in his own defence. 
"Tis reported of him, that he would never paſs 
by a Gallows or Gibber without a reverent ſa- 
lute, 1n theſe words, Salve ſanta Fuſtitia. For 
five years before his death ( which happen'd 
in the twenty-fifth year of his reign) he had 
his Coffin always by him, and carried after 
him 11 every expedition he undertook ; which 
gaveſome of his retinue occaſion toconjecture 
that he had ſome great treaſure 1n it, and that 
the pretence of its putting him in mind of mor- 
tality, was only a talſc veil to blind the vulgar. 
1519. Charles V. ( Son to Philip King of Spain) 
was elected Emperor, and Crown'd with the 
greateſt pomp imaginable at Aix /a Chappel. 
A puiſlancand brave Prince; who well deſery'd 
the ſurname of Great, conferrd on him by 
Pope Paul III. The whole Hiſtory of his Lite 
ſeems to be nothing elſe but a Catalogue of 
his Conqueſts. The writers of thoſe times 
mention torty great victories obtain'd by him; 
and ſeventy bartels from which he came off 
the field a Conqueror. The Pope of Rome and 
the French King were at the ſame time his 
priſoners. He quaſh'd the League made by 
the Proteſtants at Schmalcade, and took the 
 Elector of Saxony and Landtgrave of Haſſia 
priſoners. He forced the Great 7urk to relin- 
quilh Vienna; and afterwards won the King- 
dom of Tunis. At laſt ( having reign'd thirty- 
cight years), loaded with victories and honour, 
he relign'd the Empare, and betook himſelf to 
a Monaſtery ; where he was uſed to ſay, That 
he had more pleaſure and ſatisfafion in the retired 
and ſolitary enjoyment of one day in a Monk's Cell, 
then ever he could perceive in all the fortunate 
Triumphs that attended the reſt of his life. 
1558. Ferdinand I.- ( upon the voluntary reſigna- 
tion of his Brother Charles V.) was by an una- 
nimous conſent of the Electors declared Em- 
peror; tho Pope PiusIV. refuſed to pronounce 
the Election valid, becauſe Ferdinand had grant- 
cd the Lutherans a toleration. But, ſome ſay, 
the ſame Pope was afterwards ſo far reconciled 
to him, as to grant him the priyiledg of re- 
cciving the Sacrament of the Lords Supper in 
both kinds. He was a mild, peaccful, and tem- 
perate Prince; a hard ſtudent, and perfect 
Maſter of the Latin tongue. He was exceed- 
ing courteous to all ( cyen the meanclt of) 
his Subjects; and had a certain hour un cvery 
day, in which he attended the ſuits and com- 
plaints of poor men. When ſome of hus Cour- 
ticrs objected to him the inconyenicnces that 
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would follow upon the permiſſion of fo caſic 
an acceſs to all manner of ſupplicants, he an- 
lwer'd, That himſelf could expe3t but harſh uſage 
at Gods Throne, if beggars were hinder'd from ap- 
proaching his. He dycd of a Catarrh in the 


ſixty-firit year of his age; after he had reign'd 
{ix years. 


1564. Maximilian II. ( Ferdinand's Son, and King 


ot Bohemia ) was elected into his Fathers room; 
being firſt proclaim'd King of the Romans at 
Francfurt, and afterwards Crown'd King of 
Hungary. This Emperor prov'd as great a fa- 
vourer of the Proteſtants as his Father ; inſo- 
much that ſome Roman Catholics have not 
ſtuck to call him the Lztheran Emperor. He 
renewed the Articles of Peace agreed upon be- 
tween the Proteſtant and Popiſh parties at 
Paſſaw; and granted ſome of his Nobility (and 
branches of the Auſtrian Family ) a free cxer- 
ciſe of the Lutheran Religion. Qui in conſcien- 
tiis Imperium ſibi ſumunt, conantur celi arcem in= 
vadere, 18 a ſaying which Hiſtorians know not 
whether toattribute to this Emperor, or Maxi- 
milian 1. but *tis moſt probable it was the for- 
mer's, ſince he 1s known to have been the 
grcatelt tavourer of the Proteſtant perſwaſion 
that ever rul'd the German 2h He dyed 


at Ratisbon 1n the year 1576, having reign'd 
twelve ycars. 


1576. Rudolph, Maximilian's Son, was elected 


Emperor immediately upon his Father's death. 
Some curious Chronologers have fancied his 
coming to the Imperial Crown in this year 
ſomething ominous ; ſince the Numeral let- 
ters 1n RUdoLphUs IMperator AUgU/tUs make 
up the number 1576. He was a Prince exceed- 
ingly addicted to the ſtudies of all manner of 
Arts and Sciences ; eſpecially the Mathema- 
tics and Mechanics. In both which he receiv'd 
great aſliſtance from the tamous Aſtronomer 
Tycho Brahe ; who dyed in his Court, where 
he had ſpent the greateſt part of his baniſh- 
ment. Several Cities and Provinces in Germa- 
ny, at his requeſt, began to make uſe of the 
Gregorian account ; tho many Ambaſſadors, 
ſent from the Electors to Rotenburg to treat of 
this particular, rejected it. The greateſt war 
he engaged himfclt in was againſt the Turks ; 
with whom art laſt he concluded a Peace, in 
the ycar 1600. Burt the truth 1s, he nunded 
his book more then Arts of Chivalry ; and was 
a greater Scholar then Soldier. Which gave 
his Brother Matthias opportunity of under- 
mining and cheating him of the Kingdoms of 
Hungary and Bohemia and forcing him to con- 
rent himſelf with the Arch-Dukedom of Av/iria 
and the Empire. 


1612. Matthias, upon his Brother's death, was 


Elected and Crown'd Emperor at Francfurt. 
The Proteſtant Religion was as much perſc- 
cuted by this Emperor, as it was encouraged 
by his predeceſſor. Which harſhneſs and feve- 
rity gave occaſion to that bloody Civil-war 
which broke our firſt in Bohemia, and hadatter- 
wards like to have ſet the whole Empire 1n a 
fame. When the oppreſlion, which the Pro- 
teſtants lay under, had occaſioned ſome dan- 
gerous ſcditions 1n a great many conliderable 
Cities and Market-Towns in the Kingdom of 
Bohemia, the Emperor order'd a Synod to be 
call'd at Prague ; deſigning to allow the diſſent- 
ing party ( as they term'd the Lutherans ) ſome 
ſmall priviledges, bur ſuch as ſhould be far 
ſhort of the large Charter given and confirm'd 
to them by his Brother Rudolph. Ar this meet- 
ing the Emperors Ambaſladors (William Sla- 
bate and Juriſlaw Bazius) where thrown - 
2 0 
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«f ee window for their dominecring carriage, 
ET es This mightily incenſed the 
Emperor; who, endeavouring to be reveng d, 
nad like to have ruin'd himfclt and his Em- 
pirc. He dyed without ifſue; having reign'd 
ſeven years. 
1619. rr mera of Gratz ( Arch-Duke of Auſtria, 
andGrandſon to FerdinandI. by hisSon C harles ) 
facceeded Matthias in all his Titles and Do- 
minions. The Bohemians, fearing he might 
prove as ſeyere a perſecutor of the Proteſtants 
in that Kingdom as his predeceſſor had been, 
refusd to acknowledg him their King ; but 
immediately upon his being proclaim'd Em- 
peror, proffer'd the Crown of Bohemia to Fri- 
deric V. Count Palatine of the Rhine ; who, 
accepted their kindneſs. Which ſo highly en- 
raged the Emperor, that he reſolved to uſe 
his utmoſt endeavours wholly roruin and over- 
throw the Proteſtant party. Whereupon en- 
ſucd that bloody German war, of almoſt chirty 
years continuance ; which was at laſt happily 
concluded by the Weſtphalian Treaty of Peace 
in the year 1648. After a troubleſom reign of 
ſeventeen years (ſpent in a continual Civil 
war, which had ruined and laid waſte the great- 
eſt part of the Empire) he dycd at Vienna; 
leaving his diſtracted Empire to his Son 
1637. Ferdinand II. who the year before his Fa- 
thers death was elected King of the Romans. 
He carried on the war, which his Father had 
begun, with variety of ſucceſs. He obtain'd 
a great victory over the Proteſtant party at 
Ratisbon ; and broke the vaſt power of the 
Swedes at the battel of Norlingen. But after- 
wards, being forſaken by moit of the Princes 
of the Empire, he was forc'd to think of pro- 
curing a peace by fair means and Treaty. Ac- 
cordingly, the Articles of Peace between the 
Emperor and the other Princes and Eſtates of 
the Empire, were ſcaled at Munſter and Oſna- 
burg (the Popiſh Agents keeping their reſidence 
at the former of theſe Cities, and the Prote- 
 ſtants1nthe latter) A.D. 1648. In the year 
1653, Ferdinand IV. ( this Emperors eldeſt 
Son ) was clected King of the Romans at Augs- 
burg, by an unanimous conſent of all the E- 
lectors; and within a month after, ſolemnly 
Crown'd at Ratisbor. But dying within a year 
after his Coronation, he never liv'd to inherit 
the Throne of his Father ; who ſurviy'd till 
the third of April in the year 1657. 
1658. Leopold ( the preſent Emperor of Germany, 
and Son of Ferdinand III.) was cle&tcd on the 
cighth day of 7zly, after a vacancy of fifteen 
months, into his Fathers Throne; and Crown- 
cd at Francfurt the twenty-ſecond day of the 
ſame month. He 1s a mild, peaceful, and re- 
1:gious Prince ; a great lover and encourager 
of Learning; and more converſant in the ſtudy 
of Books then Arms. Whether his young Son 
now living (who is not yet full three years 
old) will be cle&ted King of the Romans. or 
the growing Intereſt of : A French King may 
cngagea party ſtrong enough for the Dauphin? 
1s a queſtion that time only can reſolve. 
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Of the Power of the Gz R Ma Emperors. 


l 'HO the words Imperator and Rex ſeem to 


{ignific the ſame thing ; yet the general 
connng of all Nations hath op "mn — di- 
inguiſh d between an Emperor and a King, and 
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given the former the preeminence. All the Ez- 
ropean Monarchs, that write themſelves Kings, 
do willingly and readily give place to the Em- 
peror of Germany; whoſe Ambaſladors, in foreign 
Courts, are always firſt admitted to Audience, | 
David Ungnade (the Emperor of Germany's Am- 
baſſador at the Court of Conſtantinople ) having 
defign'd to take formal leave of the Sultan, was 
adnutted to Audience for that purpoſe ; but ob- 
ſerving the molt honourable place in the Preſence- 
Chamber taken up by the Perſian Ambaſlador, 
and not like to be refign'd, he flung away ,z and 
had left the Sultanand Courtina huff itthe Perſian 
had not (which he afterwards was forc'd to do) 
uy him the place and ſeated himſelf below 
im. 

'Tis well known, that from Julius Ceſar the 
Roman Emperors got the name of Cares; and 
every one of them, after 0Xavian, got the trick 
of ſurnaming hinaſelf Auguſtus. In Germany the 
Emperor is to this day ſtiled Der Keyſer, or Ceſar; 
and he always writes himſelf zur aller zeit Mehrer 
des reichs ; which the Germans make to ſignthe 
the ſame with ſemper Auguſtus. Further, it 1s the 
generally receiy'd opinion amongſt the Com- 
monalty ( and the tradition 1s ſtifly aſſerted and 
maintain'd by many of their moſt famous wri- 
ters) that the German Empire is the ſame with 
that which the Romans anciently pretended to ; 
and hence it 1s, that they call cheir Emperor Der 
Romiſcher Kayſer, that is, The Roman Ceſar ; and 
the German Empire Das heilige Romiſche Reich, that 
iS, The holy Roman Empire. I ſhall not here ſtay 
to enquire after the large extent of the old Ro- 
man Empire, or the power and authority of their 
Emperors. *Tis ſufficient to know, that Petro- 
nius's Verſe 


Orbem jam totum Vitor Romanus habebat. 


was only an hyperbolical rant. And when St. Luke 
tells us, there went out a decree from Ceſar Auguſtus 
that all the world ſhould be taxed, he means no 
more by the word vw then the ſeveral Pro- 
vinces and Territories of which the Romans had 
then made themſelves Maſters. So that tho we 
ſhould grant ( which we ſhall find bur little rea- 
ſon to do) that the whole power and authority 
of the Roman Ceſars deſcended upon the German 
Emperors; it will not thence follow ( what ſome 
of the High Datch writers endeayour to make 
out ), that all the Princes of Ezrope, to go no 
further, ought to pay ſome homage or acknow- 
ledgment to the Emperor of Germany. But we 
cannot indeed allow them ſo much as this, that 
the German Emperors have any right or ticle 
to the ancient Roman Empire. The original of 
this conceit ſprung hence: Charles the Grear, in 
the year 800, coming to Rome ( upon ſome re- 
Iigious account or other, and not to lay claim to 
that City ) was unexpectedly faluted by Pope 
Leo II. and the Citizens, by the title of Rom a- 
NORUM IMPERATOR AuGusSTus But 
what a ſorry kind of Empire the Remans could 
then pretend to, 1s well known. The Weſtern 
partsof their ancient Empire, Germanyand France, 
were already in Charles's poſſeſſion ; and the So- 
veraignty which that City once challenged in 
Spain, and other parts of Exrope, was quite loſt. 
Nay, in Italy it ſelf the Pope and Citizens of Rome 
had nothing left to diſpoſe of cxcepr that City 
and ſome tew ſmall Towns which this Charles the 
Great and his Father had taken from the Lom- 
bards by torce of Arms, and annex'd to the Do- 
minions of the Biſhop of Rome. Whence it will 
appear, that Charles the Great got little more 
then a bare Title at Rome ; and thar ſome ocher 


conſiderations 
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conſiderations ( as the vaſt extent of the Germa# 
Empire, beyond the narrow compaſs of any Ez- 
ropean Kingdom ) has moved all the Weſtern 
Monarchs to give place to the Emperor. Belides, 
the crafty Biſhops of Rome have always made it 
their buſineſs to diminiſh the Emperor's power 
and grandeur ; leſt it ſhould eclipſe their own. 
By which means the Authority which the Empe- 
rors do ſtill retain, 1s ſcarce ſufficient to ſecure 
them from contempt; and the Imperial Crown 
brings little more dominion along with it, tho 
much more honourable, then that of an infe- 
rior Monarch. 

It 1s an undoubted prerogative of every great 
Monarch in the world, to confer Titles of Ho- 
nour (as Dukes, Marquiſles, Earls, Lords, G&c.) 
on whom they pleaſe; and to grant the privi- 
ledges of the molt ancient Famulies, of what Or- 
der ſoever, within the bounds of their own King- 
doms, to any who they fancy deſerves their ta- 
your. But in this the Emperor ſurpaſſes them all, 
in that he challenges a power of creating Kings; 
which 1s a piece of Authority never pretended to 
by any other Potentate. Thus the Emperor 0tho III. 
made Poland a Kingdom, in the year 1001 ; which 
before that time was govern'd by a Duke. Hen- 
ry IV. did the like for Bohemia, m the year 1086; 
and Charles the Brave, Duke of Burgundy, defired 
the ſame kindneſs of the Emperor Frideric IIL 
but could not obtain it. ThePopes of Rome have 
for a long time laid claim to this Prerogative ; 
as appears from their frequent excommunicating 
and depoſing of Kings in every Country in Chri- 
ſtendom. Nay, they go further, and challenge 
a power of depoſing the Emperor himſelt at their 
pleaſure, and creating a new one m his place; 
as has bcen ſufficiently ſhew'n 1n the foregoing 
Chapter. Burt how empty and vain theſe pre- 
tenſions are, may be learned from the ſingle ex- 
ample of Pope Pius V. who cndeavourcd to create 
Coſmo di Medices Great Duke of Tuſcany. For the 
Emperor Maximilian 1l. oppoſed the defign; and 
firſt made Coſmo receive the Title from him, and 
afterwards forced the Pope to confeſs, that he 
had excecded and tranſgreſs'd the bounds of his 
power. | 

If any Prince in Germany chance to be a noto- 
rious delinquent, and diſturber of the common 
peace of the Empire; 1t 15 not 1n the power of 
the Emperor alone to diveſt ſuch an oftendor of 
his Honour and Dignity, or to baniſh him the 
Empire. Such puniſhments cannot be inflicted 
without the conſent of the Eleftors ; who are to 
judge of the nature of the nuſdemeanor, and 
gIve 1n their opinions to the Imperial Chamber. 
Where the States of the Empire view the deter- 
mination, and take care the ſentence be executed 
according to Law. 

The Emperor, at his Coronation, 1s ſworn not 
to infringe or violate the Priviledges and Proper- 
ties of any free State in the Empire ; and there- 
fore cannot mitigate or augmentany Tax or Sub- 
ſidy which cither a Prince Regent of the Empire, 
or an Imperial City thinks fit to levy amongſt 
their own Subjects. Beſides, he has no authority 
to puniſh a malefactor, or raiſe money 1n the 
Territories of theſe Free States: Nor 18 it lawful 
for him to advance a Subject of any of theſe 
States to any Honour but what ſhall be conſiſtent 
with the Allegiance he owes to that particular 
dang or City whoſe morc immediate Subject 

E 1S. 

In time of War, he cannot command any 
Free State or Prince to aſliſt him with men or 
money ; but muſt be forc'd to undergo the whole 

hen thereof himſelf ; except it be the pri- 
vate intereſt of ſome peculiar Prince to ſtand by 
| GERMANY. 
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him. However, (tho they are not very read 
to take his part in every offenſive mathe: he _ 
gages himfelf in; yet) moſt of them ſtick cloſe 
to him when invaded by a foreign enemy, and the 
common intereſt of the Empire lies at ſtake. And 
indeed it nearly concerns the Free States of the 
Empire, to be cautious of aſliſtingand encourage- 
ing the Emperor's engaging himſelf in any other 
then a Defenſive war. For, if he ſhould by con- 
queſt enlarge his Dominions, they were in dan- 
ger of being curb'd and brought under : bur if 
on the contrary, the victory ſhould go on the 
encmies fide, they would all certainly ſuffer as 
his Accomplices. 

The overgrown Authority of the Popes of 
Rome has ( amongſt other encroachments upon 
the Imperial Prerogative) rob'd the Emperor of 
his ancient Right of conferring Ecclefiattical Be- 
nefices and Biſhoprics on whom he pleaſes. 'Tis 
well known in what ſubjection the Biſhops of 
Rome liv'd under the Government of their an- 
cient Emperors ; however they have Lorded it 
for theſe Jate years. As ſoon as the Emperor Con- 
ſtantine the Great removed the Empire trom Rome 
to Conſtantinople, the Popes began to have more 
eldow-room and taking hold of the opportu- 
nity, laid the firſt foundation of their own great- 
neſs upon the ruins of the decaying power of the 
Emperor 1n Italy. Another advantage they made 
of the blind zeal of the neighbouring Princes ; 
who were exceeding feryent in carrying on the 
Catholic cauſe, till they had enabled the Popes to 
arrogate to themſelves the Title of Univerſal Bi- 
Jhops. Bur ſtill che Lombards, who had overrun 
the greateſt part of Italy, kept theſe Uſurpers un- 
der ; unul Pepin and his Son Charlemaigne under- 
rook their protection, and added to their Riches 
the Revenue of ſeveral Towns and Provinces ta- 
ken from the Lombards. Theſe good offices ob- 
liged the Roman Biſhops to a return of gratitude ; 
which they expreſs'd by doing homage to the ſaid 
Princes for the Territories of Ravenna and Penta- 
polis, or Romagnia ( which Pepin had liberally 
beſtowed on them ) and making over to Charles 
the Great for ever, the Right and Prerogative of 
chuſing Popes. After this Emperor's death, ſome 
of the ambirious Clergy, who found chey had 
not intereſt enough in the Emperor's Court to 
compals their ends, went to Rome ; where they 
got themſelves choſen Popes, and prevail'd with 
the caſie Emperors of Germany to confirm the 
Ele&ion. From theſe beginnings they aroſe by 
degrees to that height, as to take upon them the 
power of electing and degrading ot Emperors at 
their pleaſure ; nay, of trampling the Majelty ot 
che Emperors under their tect, as Pope A/exan- 
der III. ferv'd Frideric Barharoſa. And we cannot 
imagine, that they who had thus magnified chem- 
ſelves above all Temporal Monarchs ( as they 
were plcaſed to diſtinguiſh) ſhould ſtick co the 
old Decree of accepting the Popedom at the Em- 
perors hands. Accordingly, Leo IX. having re- 
ceiv'd the Biſhopric of Rome from the hands of 
Henry IV. repented of his ſo doing ; and diveſt- 
ing himſelf of his Papal Robes, march'd to Rome 
as a private perſon; where he was clected anew 
by the Clergy. After which time the Popes be- 
gun to invert Charles the Great's Statute 3 order- 
ing, that-none ſhould be honour'd and obey'das 
lawful Emperor of Germany, but thoſe who re- 
ceiv'd the Imperial Crown at their hands. And 
ſome of them were ſo inſolent as & affirm, chat 
there was as much difterence berween Popes and 
Emperors as berwixt the Sun and Moon: intend- 
ing from thence to infer, chat as the Moon has 
no light but what ſhe borrows from the Sun, ſo 


the Emperor has no power or Majclty but yo 
r ; 
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ows on him. But they did ont al- 
A ſuch tame Emperors as would 
undergo their yoke; and ſince Charles the Fifth's 
time ( who took the Tope of Rome priſoner ) 
ehere has not been one Emperor that has fetch d 
his Crown from Rome. The houſe of Auſtria have 
in a great meaſure recover d the ancient power 
and priviledges of the German Emperors z and 
probably the Pope's Authority would have de- 
cayed a great deal more in this time, had not 
the Jeſuites ( who ſwarm in the Court of Vienna ) 
been diligent in working the mild temper of ther 
preſent religious Emperor into a compliance with 
whatever they buz into his cars. How the Em- 
perors loſt the power of Inveſtiture, Ge. we ſhall 
ſhew more at large when we come to treat of 
the Eccleſiaſtical Eſtate of the Empire. 

In all Proclamations, Patents, Decrees, &c. the 
Titles of their preſent Emperor run as follows: 
Leopold 1. by the Grace of God, Emperor ( Kay- 
fer) of the Romans, always Auguſtus ( Mehrer des 
Reichs ), ©c. King of Germany, Hungary, Bohe- 
mia, Dalmatia, Croatia, Slavonia, Bulgaria, Boſnia, 
Servia, and Reſcia ; Arch-Duke of Azſtria, Duke 
of Burgundy, Brabant, Styria, Carinthia, Carniola, 
Luxemburg, Wittenberg, rogether with the higher 
and lower Sileſia; Marqueſs of the Holy Em- 
pire, Burgaw, Moravia, with the higher and far- 
ther Lyſacez Earl of Habsburg, T yrole, Ferrete, Ki- 
turg, Goritia, &c. Landtgrave of Alſace ; Lord of 
Windiſchamrck,, Portnaw, and Salins. 

For what more peculiarly relates to the Em- 
peror as Arch-Duke of Avſtria, we refer the Rea- 
der to the Deſcription ot that Country ; where 
he may alſo expect an account of the grandeur 
of the Emperors Court, Retinue, Servants, ©c. 


Of the Elefion and Coronation- of the GERMAN 
EMPERORS. 


T HE principal Members of the German Em- 
pire, next to the Emperor himſelf, are the 
Eight Electors, viz. the Archbiſhops of Menrz, 
Triers, Colen ( who are alſo Arch-Chancellors of 
the Empire; the firſt in Germany, the ſecond in 
France and the Kingdom of Arles, and thethird 
in Italy), the King of Bohemia ( Cup-bearer to 
the Emperor ), the Duke of Bavaria ( Great 
Steward of the Empire ), the Duke of Saxony 
( Grand Marſhal or Conſtable ), the Marqueſs 
of Brandenburgh ( Great Chamberlain), and laſty, 
the Prince Palatine of the Rhine ( Cheif Treafſu- 
rer of the Empire). Theſe Eight ( for ſo many 
they have been ſince the Weſtphalian Treaty, tho 
heretofore only Seven ) have Right and Autho- 
rity to Elect the Emperor ; and alſo to Depoſe 
him, when by his enormous crimes, or unmanly 
idlenefs, he negle&s the Honour of the Empire, 
the public good, and the duty of his place. Thus 
they ſerv'd Wenceſlaus; tho advanc'd to the Im- 
perial Throne at the requeſt of his Father Charles 
the Fourth, who had deſery'd far better things 
at their hands for compoſing the Aurea Bulla, 
of which more hereafter. The Archbiſhop of 
Mentz has ſeveral times taken upon him to re- 
mind ſuch Emperors as have not ſuited with his 
humour, of this grand power of the Electors ; 
and to threaten them wath the execution of it, if 
they ſhould not alter their courſes. 

At what time the power of chuſing the Em- 
perors, was firſt committed to thoſe Princes, who 
to this day bear the Title of Electors, is not ca- 


lily determin'd. lr is certain, -that Charles the 


Great tranſmitted the Imperial Dignity to his 
poſterity by way of Succeſſion. And the ſame 
Right continued for ſome ages 1n his Family, 
until ſome of his Succeſſors, falling far ſhort of 
this incomparable Emperor, were thought unfir 
to Govern. Whercupon, the Empare was offer'd 
to Otho Duke of Saxony ; and upon his refuſal, 
given to Conrad Duke of Franconia. After his 
death, Henry, Duke Otho's Son, was Elefted Em- 
peror by a general conſent of all the Princes and 
Eſtates of the Empire z and was ſucceeded after- 
wards by his Son 0thoI. who obtain'd the Crown 
by the ſame means. This way of Succeſlion from 
Father to Son, was obſery'd till Henry IV. who 
coming to the Crown when he was a Child, and 
managing it very ill when he wasof years to have 
govern'd better, was contemn'd and fleighted by 
the Lords of the Empire. And Pope Gregory VII. 
(taking this opportunity of magmitying his own 
Authority in the German Empire ) excommuni-, 
cated him, and declaring him unfit to ſway the 
Imperial Scepter, order'd him to be depoſed; 
which was a thing before that time never heard 
of in the Empire. Whercupon the Rebel Princes 
thinking themſelyes abſolv'd from their Allegi- 
ance, Ele&ed Rudolph Duke of Schwaben into the 
Emperor Henry's place; and made a Law, That 
the Right of Succeſſion ſhould be therein aboliſhed, 
and the Power of chuſing Emperors committed to the 
people. What Anarchy and contuſion follow'd 
upon this Decree, the German Hiſtories will ſuffi- 
ciently inform us. But in proceſs of time the leſs 
conſiderable part of the Rabblec of Electors were 
depriv'd of their late gain'd right and priviledge 
of chuſing Emperors ; the whole power being 
uſurp'd by a few of the chict Officers in the Im- 
perial Courr. 

From the year 1250 till 1500, it was the ge- 
neral opinion of all Hiſtorians, that the Emperor 
Otho II. and Pope Gregory V. reduc'd the num- 
ber of Ele&ors to Seven; only in this the Au- 
thors of thoſe times cannot agree, Whether the 
Emperor or Pope had the greater Authority in 
ſettling the Aﬀair? Burt this opinion has of later 
years been ſtrongly oppos'd by moſt learned wri- 
ters; and 'tis highly probable, that more then 
Seven had voices in the Election of Emperors 
until the time of Frideric II. For 0tho Friſincenſis 
aſlures us, that Henry II. was choſen by al the 
Lords of the Empire ; and after his death, Con- 
rad Duke of Franconia was advanced into his 
place by the conſent of the ſame Eletors. Hen- 
ry III. Conrad's Son, was likewife Elected ; tho 
we are not told by whom. The Abbot of Urs- 
perg tells us, that HenryTV. was raiſed to the Im- 
perial Dignity by the Biſhops of Germany ; that 
Henry V. was choſen by an unanimous conſent 
of all the members of the German Empire ; that 
Lotharius II. was made Emperor by two Arch- 
biſhops, cight Biſhops, with ſeveral Abbots and 
Lords of the Imperial Court; that Conrad III. was 
admutted into the Throne, the Duke of Saxony 
not being call'd to the Election, and the See of 
Mentz being then vacant; that Frideric Barbaroſſa 
was choſen by all the German Princes ; that Phi- 
lip was Elefted Emperor by the Suevians, Bava- 
rians, and Saxons; that Otho IV. had the Sceptcr 
trom the Citizens of Colen, Strashurg, and ſome 
other Imperial Cities. This 0tho was afterwards 
excommunicated by the Pope of Rome, and Fri- 
deric King of Sicily Elected into his room by the 
voices of the King of Bohemia, the Dukes of Au- 
firia and Bohemia, the Landtgrave of 7; huringen, 
and ſeveral other Princes of the Empire. Hither- 
to we ſce the Emperors were not choſen by any 
ſctnumber of Electors ; tho it is likely, that thoſe 
Princes who haye now got the ſole power into 


their 
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their hands, had even 1n thoſe times the greateſt 
ſhare of authority 1n all Elections, as being the 
moſt potent members of the Empire. But when, 
after the death of Frideric IT. no man for many 
years took care of the ſupreme Government; in 
this deplorable condition of the German Empire, 
Seven of the chuct Princes ( by taking upon them, 
as is probable, the management of all public 
affairs ) laid the firſt foundation of the Electoral 
dignity ; which was afterwards confirm'd tothem 
by the Emperor Charles the Fourth's Aurea Bulla. 


The reaſons why the number of Ele&ors was 


reduced to Seven was this, becauſe that if in any 
Election fix of the voices chanc'd to be cqually 
divided, the ſeventh Elector might caſt the bal- 
lance to that fide where he could rationally ſup- 
poſe there was the moſt merit. And 'twas pru- 
dently order'd, that three of the Electors ſhould 
be Churchmen, that they ( having no proſpect 
_ of being themſelves Elected into the Imperial 
Throne) might curb the ambition of any ſccu- 
lar Ele&or, who without deſert ſhould pretend 
to the Crown. 

Amongſt the many acts of abſolute Soveraign- 
ty whereby the Emperor Ferdinand II. diſobliged 
a great part of the States of the Empire, the trans- 
ferring the EleQoral Dignity from Frideric V. 
Count Palatine of the Rhine to Maximilian Duks 
of Bavaria, was the highlieſt reſented. And at 
the Weſtphalian Treaty the Ambaſſadors found 
It no ſmall difficutty to reconcile the differences 
which hereby were occaſion'd between the two 
Princes. The Duke of Bavaria utterly refus'd 
to conſent to the Peace, except he might be ſut- 
fer'd quietly to enjoy the Electorate; which he 
fancied his deſerts might juſtly challenge, and 
the Emperor as lawfully confer on him. On the 
other ſide, the Prince Palatine as obſtinarely de- 
manded a reſtitution of the Dignity taken from 
lum ; alledging the juſt Title his Anceſtors always 
had to this Honour. Both their pretenſions were 
thought plauſible ; and both of chem mer with 
reſolute Aflertors in the Treaty. Ar laſt it was 
agreed, that the Duke of Bavaria ſhould have 
an Ele&orſhip confirm'd to him and his poſte- 
rity, and an Eighth ſhould be new Ercctcd for 
Charles Ludowic Prince Palatine of the Rhine ; pro- 
vided, that if the Wilhelmine branch happen'd to 
fail before the Rodolphine, the Princes Palatine 
ſhould re-enter upon their ancient Electorate, 
and the Title of the Dukes of Bavaria to any (ſuch 
Dignity be wholly aboliſhed. 

The Right of Electing is not conferr'd on rhe 
perſon of any of the Electors, but annex'd to 
their Electoral Principalities and Eſtates; info- 
much, that if the King of Bohemia can make out 
his Title to that Kingdom, the Prince Palatine to 
the Palatinate, the Duke of Saxony to his Duke- 
dom, and the Marqueſs of Brandenburgh to his 
Marquifate, they may all juſtly lay claun to the 
Title and Dignity of Electors. So that as long 
as there 15 any male iſſue in any of the Electoral 
Families, the power of giving a voice 1n the Ele- 
tion of an Emperor cannot be taken away from 
that Houſe. 

The Elcftoral Dignity is ſo great, that ſome 
have thought it equal to Regal Authority; and 
in this indeed the Electors excel Kings, in that 
they have power to create Emperors ; which no 
other Potentates in Chriſtendom can pretend to. 
The King of Bohemia ( except when in a Diet for 
the Election of an Emperor ) uſcd to give place 
to ſeveral of them. And there were hot diſputes 

heretofore berween the Elector of Brandenburgh 
and Rodolph II. King of Hungary about prece- 
dency. Bur certainly there is little reaſon that any 


| Eector ( excepting the King of Bohemia) ſhould 


pretend to ſtand upon &tual terms with a Mo- 
narch. The laſt Duke of Buena of the Blood 
Royal of France, demanded and obtain'd prece- 
mr. of all che EleQtors at the Council of Baſil 
tis obſcryable, that ſo long as the Elecor 
of Bohemia was only a Duke, he had the loweſt 
place in every Election; but havins once ob- 
tain'd the Title of King, he took place of all his 
Collegues; becauſe it was not thought fit that 
a Royal perſon, Crown'd and Anointed, ſhould 
p1ve place to thoſethat were but barely EleQors, 
The order of precedency which the Electoral 
Princes obſerve amongſt themſelves, is as follows: 
1. The Archbiſhop of Mentz, Arch-Chancellor 
of Germaty, takes place of all the reſt. As ſoon 
as the Imperial Throne is vacant, *tis his Office 
to warn his Collegues to repair ( either in their 
own perſons or by their Deputies ) within three 
months after the date of his Letters Patents to 
Francfurt upon the Meir, in order to the Eleti- 
on of a new Emperor. 2. The Archbiſhop of 
Triers, Arch-Chancellor of the Kingdoms of France 
and Arles ( where by France we are not to under- 
ſtand all the Territories ſubject at this day to the 
French King z but ſuch only as were formerly 
parts of the Kingdom of Burgundy, and came 
into the hands of the Germars in the Eleventh 
Century ). He has the firſt vote in the Election. 
3. The Archbiſhop of Coler, Arch-Chancellor of 
Italy ; that 1s, of the Kingdom of the Lombards, 
and the ſmall remains of the ancient Roman Em- 
pire. He has the ſecond vote; and uſually puts 
the firſt ( or German) Crown upon the head of 
the new choſen Emperor. 4. The King of Bo- 
hemia z; to whom the Sachſenſpiegel ( or Body of 
the old Saxon Laws) denies a vote in any Ele- 
tion, tho the Aurea Bulla ſays expreily, he has 
the third vote in the Diet. Whence it appears, 
that themanner of Elections was alter'd in Charles 
the Fourth's tume from what it was 1n the Thir- 
teenth Century, when the Sachſenſpiegel was firſt 
publiſhed. 5. The Count Palatine of the Rhine, 
who has the fourth yote at Elections. *Tis his 
peculiar prerogative to fit Judge ( at the Imperial 
Court) when any Suit 15 commenc'd againſt the 
Emperor. 6. The Duke of Saxony, Arch-Marſhal 
of the Empire. He 1s Sword-bearer to the Em- 
pcror, and has the fifth voice at an Election. 
7. The Marqueſs of Brandenburgh, Lord Cham- 
berlain of the Empire ; who, 1n any folemn pro- 
ceſlion, bears the Scepter before the Emperor, 
and has the ſixth vote at his Election. 

Note : This account 1s to be underſtood of the 
State of the Electors before the quarrel berween 
the Prince Palatine and the Duke of Bavaria, up- 
on the Emperor Ferdinand's ſuſpenſion of the tor- 
mer inthe year 1623. Tho the caſe be now al- 
ecr'd upon the Duke of Bavaria's Right conftirm'd 
to him by the Weſtphalian Treaty betore-men- 
tion'd; yet ( ſince the Ele&tor of Bavaria pre- 
tends to no other Title then what anciently be- 
long'd to the Princes Palatine, and the Dignity 


may poſlibly return again to that Houle ) theſe 


rules of precedency may ſtill hold good. | 
Notwithſtanding the account already given of 
the Order and Rank of the Electors, the Duke 
of Saxony and Prince Palatine may ſeem to haye 
the preeminence before any others. For theſe 
two ( the former in all parts of the Empire go- 
vern'd by the Saxon Law ; the latter in Schwa- 
ben, and all places where the Francic Laws are 
obſery'd ) rule the Empire in time of an Inter- 
regnum. Many late writers of the Roman Church 
have been zealous in attributing this Prerogative 
to the Pope; whom they would have to be the 
Emperor's Vicar, as wellas Chriſt's. Bur this afſer- 
tion is contrary to the tundamencal Laws of rhe 
H 2 German 
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* mbire: and we cannot hear of any Re- 
G_—_— which wall teſtifie er 
that ever any fuch power Was granted by : c 
Emperor. The ſaid Electors have power ( ” 
ring the vacancy of the Imperial Throne) to > 
termine all manner of Law-ſuitsz to gather = 
revenues and incomes of the Crown z and 1n the 
name of the whole Empire, to tender and require 
an Oath of Allegiance. Only they may not dif- 
poſe of the Lands of any Prince of the Empire, 
or others of the Nobility that have their Lands 
confirm'd to them by the Ceremony of the Ban- 
ner ( fabnenlebnen); nor alienate any parcel of 
the Crown-lands or revenue of the Empire. In 
ſhort, whatever they do is to undergo the cen- 
ſure and approbation of the next Emperor. In 
the late Interregnum, upon the death of the Em- 

eror Ferdinand II. there was no ſmall quarrel 
Teak the Duke of Bavaria and the Prince Pa- 
Jatine about the Right of Prote&torſhip ; the for- 
mer pretending, that this Dignity was annex d 
to the Office of Chicf Sewer, which had becn 
transferr'd from the Prince Palatine to himſelf. 
Whercupon, as ſoon as the Emperor was dead, 
he immediately givesnotice to all the neighbour- 
ing Princes and States of the Empire, of his a(- 
ſuming the Ticle of Vicar. On the contrary, 
che Prince Palatine laid claim to the ſame Autho- 
rity; and complain'd of Bavaria's encroachment 
upon his priviledges. Each afſerted his right in 
public Remonſtrances ; and printed Pamphlets 


flew thick on either hand. In this juncture, moſt 


unprejudic'd perſons were of opinion, that the 
Palatinate writers had the greateſt ſhare of rea- 
ſon on their fide; and very many were loath to 
approve of the Duke of Bavaria's proceedings, 
thounwilling or afraid to appear in public againſt 
him. Art la{t, the quarrel was ſtop'd ( tho not 
finally determin'd ) by the preſent Emperor Leo- 
pold's ſucceſſion to his Fathers Throne. 

The Area Bulla orders, that the Ele&tion ſhould 
be hadat Francfurt; which is commonly obſerv'd. 
But however the Ceremony has not been confin'd 
to any particular place. For Henry I. was choſen 
at Mentz, Henry Il. at Aix la Chappel, Henry V. 
at Colen, Lotharius Il. at Mentz, and after him 
Maximilian, Rodolph II. and Ferdinand III. receiy'd 
that honour at Ratisbon. But afterwards, the E- 
IeQor of Saxony queſtion'd the Election of Fer- 
dinand I. becauſe 'twas at Colen, in the year 1530. 

The whole Ceremony of the Ele&tion is per- 
form'd in this method : The Elector of Mentz, 
within a month after he has notice given him of 
the Emperors death, ſignifies the ſame to his Col- 
Iegues, and ſummons them toa new Election. Im- 
medately ( upon warning receiv'd, or at the 
day appointed in the Arcabiſhops Letters ) the 
Electors repair to Francfurt,or ſend their Ambaſſa- 
dors, who havefull power to act as their Deputics- 
Formerly it was a cuſtom for the City to ſend out 
a Body of two hundred Horſe to meet the Ele- 
ors, and conduct them in at the Gates : but 
this faſhion has not of late years been ſo punctu- 
ally obſcry'd. During the Eletion, all ſtrangers 
and forcigners are commanded to withdraw and 
leave the City. Thar done, the Electors proceed 
to Election; which is always had in the Quire of 

St. Bartholomew's Church. Afcer Maſs is ſaid, they 
come Pp to the Altar, where they ſeverally take 
an Oath to Elect the fitteſt man, that ſtands, to 
be Emperor. The Elector of Mentz takes the 
Votes 1n the order before-mention'd ; and laſt of 
all gives his own voice. Every Ele&tor gives his 
vote under his Hand and Scal; and the majority 
of voices creates the new Emperor. If the num- 
ber of votes ſhould be equal ( which may ca(ily 
happen, now there are Eight Electors ) the con- 


troverſie would be hard to determine; fince ng 
proviſion has been made forany ſuch occurrences, 
As ſoon as the votes are cxamin'd, the Electors 
return to the High Altar ; where the Archbiſhop. 
of Mentz pronounces the Elc&tion, and tells the 
Congregation whom they have made choice of 
for their Emperor. 

The Temporal Electors haye power to name 
themſelves; tho the Eccleſiaſtics have no ſuch 
paſſive or reflexive voice. Yet none of them haye 
ſo abſolute a power of giving any ſecular man 
their voices, without ſome reſtraint. For it 15ne- 
ceſſary, that he who 1sby their votes rais'd to the 
Imperial Dignity be 1. Of an Illuſtrious Family, 
becauſe it cannot reaſonably be ſuppoſed, that 
ſo many great Princes, as are his Subjects, would 
willingly pay homage and yeild obedience tOa 
perſon of low and mcan extraCtion. 2. A Prince 
of good Eſtate, and large Revenue that his in- 
comes may maintain him (without oppreſſing 
his Subjects) in that ſplendor which becomes 
his Imperial Majeſty. 3. A German; leſt being 
a ſtranger, he ſhould transfer the Seat of the Em- 
pire to ſome other place z and either wholly de- 
prive Germany of that Prerogative, or put it up- 
on a neceſſity of defending it by force of Arms. 
Indeed before the Emperor Charles IV. had pub- 
liſhed the Avrea Bulla, it was not neceſſary that 
the Emperor ſhould be a natural German ( and 
we know many of the ancient Emperors were fo- 
reigners) ; but ſince that time it has become a 
Law, That whocver 1s adnutted into the Impe- 
rial Throne be a German, at leſt by extraction. 
And no other plca could be pretended by Charles 
and Ferdinand I. \ince the former was born in the 
County of Flanders, and the later at Medina in 
Caſtile. And when Francis I. King of France al- 
ledg'd, that he wasa German ; he did not intend 
the Electors ſhould belicve chat Angouleſme was 
in Germany, but that his predeceſſors were ori- 
ginally Germans. 

Immediately after the Election is over, thenew 
choſen Emperor takes upon him the Titles of 
Ceſar and Auguſtus ; and, if he pleaſes, confers 
Honours and Priviledges, and executes all other 
acts of Soycraignty. It he be pretent, he Dines in 
public ; and then the Eccleſiaſtical Electors ſay 
Grace and hold the Seals ; the EleQor of Bran- 
denburg g1ves him water to waſh; the Elector 
of Saxony executes the office of Marſhal ; the 
Prince Palatinepreſents him thefirſt Diſh of Meat, 
and the King of Bohemia the firſt Glaſs of Wine. 
If any of the Electors be abſent, his office is per- 
form'd by his Licutenant ; and not by his Am- 
baſſador, who is only his Deputy in the Eletion. 
The three Eccleſiaſtical Ele&tors are ſuppos'd al- 
ways to be perſonally preſent; and theretore have 
no Licutenants. Bur the Vicars of the four anci- 
ent Secular Electors are the Lords and Counts of 
Limburg, Walpurg, Papenheim, and Hohenzolleren. 

Atrer the Reign of Charles the Great, none of 
the German Kings would for many ages take 
upon them the Title of Emperor, till } of had 
receiy'd the Crown of the Roman Empire at the 
Pope's hands; and of later years ſeveral of them 
have been very critical in diſtinguiſhing between 
the Titles of Kayſer and King of Germany. Whence 
ummedaately atrer the ceremony of the Election 
was finiſh'd, they would ſtile themſelves only 
Emperors of Rome Elc&, but actual Kings of 
Germany. Whereupon, ſome Authors tell us, 
that every one of them uſed to be Crown'd at 
Aix la Chappel with an iron Crown, as King of 
Germany, at Milan with a Silver one, as Kin 
of Lombardy ; and at Rome with a Golden one, 
as Emperor. What grounds there might be for 
any ſuch tradition I know not; but 'tis certain, 


that 


as 

that Charlemagne's Crown, which is now a days 
ſer on the Emperors head at Aix /a Chappel, is of 
purc Gold; and the Emperors do not uſe to ſcek 
a Crown at Rome or Milan. The Aurea Bulla calls 
the Crown uſed at the Emperors Coronation In- 
fula; and anciently all the Diadem made uſe of 
at ſuch a ſolemnity was a wreath of white Scarffs, 
wherewith they bound the heads of their Kings. 
The Elcctor of Coler for a long time perform'd 
the Ceremony of Coronation; but becauſe the 
Archbiſhops of that See have not been Prieſts for 
many years, the Archbiſhop of Mentz has exe- 
cutcd the office for thislaſt Century. At the Co- 
ronation of the Emperor Ferdinand 1II. there aroſe 
a grand diſpute betwixt the Elector of Colen( who 
at that time was a Prieſt) and the Archbiſhopof 
Mentz, the former demanding a reſtitution of 
the Honour which did formerly belong to his 
See, and the later aſſerting his right from the cx- 
ample of his Predeceffors, who had long enjoy'd 
it. However, the Archbiſhop of Colen was over- 
thrown, and the Archbiſhop of Mentz perform'd 
the office; and in fo doing (ſome ſay) only pre- 
ſerv'd a right which many ages before had be- 
long'd to his predeceſſors. At the Coronation 
the King of Bohemia carries the Crown ; the E- 
lector of Bavaria bears the Globe; the Duke of 
Saxony the Sword; and the Marqueſs of Bran- 
denburgh the Scepter. 


Of the King of the RoMaNs. 


Hat there may be a King of the Romans cho- 
ſen while the Emperor 1s living, 1s a mat- 
ter of fact which none can be 1gnorant of, who 
are converſant in the writings of the modern Ger- 
man Hiſtorians. Thus Charles IV. Wenceſlaus, 
Maximilian I. & II. Rodolph II. Ferdinand III. & IV. 
were all clected in the life-time of their Prede- 
ccſlors. However, many of their Civihans que- 
ſtion the lawfulneſs of the Election ; fancying, 
that by this means the Electors may diſturb the 
peace of the Empire, by ſetting up two Princes 
at once who by Election have a juſt Title to the 
Imperial Crown. The conſequence indeed may 
be dangerous ; but there 15 no diſputing the Au- 
thority of thoſe who doubtleſs have as great power 
in appointing the Emperor a Succeſſor when they 
pleaſe, as they have mn depoſing him. 

'Tis ordinary in ſome of the High Dutch wri- 
ters, to mean the Emperor when they ſpeak of 
the King of the Romans ; and till of late years 
there was no difference between them. But now 
there are many marks of diſtin&tion : As, 1. The 
King of the Romans bcars for his Arms the Eagle 
with one head ; the Emperor with two. 2. The 
former 1s only (tiled Avguſtus ; but the later Sem- 
per Auguſius. 3. The Emperor in his Letters Pa- 
tents dirccted to the King of the Romans, begins 
his Compellation with Unſern Liebten, i.e. To our 
Beloved &c. bur the King in his Anſwers comple- 
ments the Emperor with the Title of Ihre Ma- 
Jeſtaet, i. e. Your Majeſty. Laſtly, the King of the 
Romans always acknowledges the Emperor his Su- 
pcrior ; and has no authority of his own during 
the Emperors life. When the Emperor 1s abſent, 
or employed in other affairs, he uſually takes 
upon him the adminiſtration of the Empire; and 
attcr the Empcrors death ſuccceds withour any 
turther Election. 

The firſt occaſion of Elccting a King of the 


Romans, proceeded from a politic contrivance of - 


the Emperors ; who by thus means got the Im- 
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perial Crown ſecurcd to their own Family. For 
making uſe of their power and authority while 
themſelves fat in the Throne, they could cafily 
obtain the favour of the Electors to chuſe a Son, 
Nephew, or other Relation, to be King of the 
Romans z which at laſt being grown cuttomary 
prov'd almoſt as conſiderable kindneſs to the 
Houle of Azftria, asf they had entail'd the Em- 
pire upon that Family. For das Heilige Romiſche 
Reich (or the Holy Reman Kingdom ) \1gnifies the 
ſame thing in the German Tongue as the Sacred 
Empire; and 'tis all one to chuſe any Prince King 
of the Romans, as toElet him Emperor. 


Of Dukes, Counts, and other Orders of Nobility in 
the GERMAN Empire. 


TY the ancient Germans had litle or no Dukes. 
Magiſtracy amongſt them1n time of peace; 

yet both Julius Ceſar and Tacitus agree in this, 
that whenever they were engag din war they had 
one ſupreme Governor, who ruled the Armics 
and gave lawsto the multitude. This ſuperinten- 
dant of their forces they call'd Heertog or Heer- 
20g (a name which their Dukes to this day re- 
tain ) which ſignifies as much as the Latin word 
Dax, or our Duke, i.e, A Leader or Commander 
of an Army. He was uſually choſen in a general 
Aſſembly of the whole Country by a majority 
of voices; and as ſoon as he was elected they ſer 
him upon a Banner, and bore him upon their 
ſhoulders. Which ceremony, as Cluverizs proves, 
was afterwards obſerv'd by later Germans 1n the 
Election of their Kings, and by the Roman Sol- 
diers at the Coronation of their Emperors. Fulizs 
Ceſar tells us, that theſe Dukes had power of lite 
and death ; but Tacitzs, who was better acquaint- 
ed with the ſtate of Germany, aflures us, they 
had no ſuch authority. They could indeed give 
counſel and orders to the Soldiers; but had no 
power to puniſh offenders, or correct the obſtt- 
nate. For, in all probability, there was not any 
manner of Judges in the Land that had the power 
of ſentencing any offender to death. 


When any controverſie aroſe amongſt the Cquyrs cy 
Commonalty, they were wont to chuſe a Judg Ger. 


out of the Nobility of the Village where the quar- 
rel begun. Theſe kind of Judges they call'd Gra- 
fen or Graven; and their office was to determine 
all crifling diſputes in their neighbourhood. Mez- 
bomins (1n his learned Tract of Irmenſul ) tells us, 
that all Germany was anciently divided into Vil- 
lages, call'd by the inhabitants Gouwen; and that 
each of theſe had their peculiar Judges, thence 
nam'd Gowgraven. Ein Graff (favs the Author of 
the Gloſſary upon the Saxon Spiegel ) bedeut nach 
altem Sachſiſchen Deutſchen ein Richter, i. e. Graf 
ſignifies a Judg in the old Saxon language. Die 
Grazen ſignifies properly the grey headed or elders 
of the people; whence our King Edward che Con- 
feſlor ( in the thirty-fitth Chapter of his Laws, 
afterwards confirm'd by William the Conqueror ) 
cells us, that the Low Dutch Greve 15 1n cttect the 
ſame with the Engliſh cotsenmen NOW Aldermen. 
This was the ancient ſtate of the Dukes and 
Farlsin Germany, before the Romans overran ſome 
arts of that Land; bur whatever came into their 
nds was immediately divided into Provinces, 


and govern'd as they themſelves pleaſed. Whence 
Duces and Comites were created by them 1n ſeve- 
ral places ; bur ſuch as had another kind of power 
committed to them then rhe aforcſaid Hertzogert 


and Graven could pretend to. In Roman Fltort- 
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answe meet with a great many of this ſort; ſuch 
as Dux Germanic prime, Dux Mogunttacenſts, Dux 
Sequanice, Dux Rbetie prim# & ecunde, 7 Be « 
gice ſecunde, &c. And Ammianus Marcellinus\peaks 
of one Carietto, whom he calls Comes perutramque 

| Germaniam. Theſe had authority to raiſe Iaxcs ; 
and were inveſted with many other priviledges 
in the adminiſtration of juſtice which the others 
wanted. 

But the Romans having never got any conſide- 
rable footing on the Eaſt-ſide of the Rhine, could 
not fix any of their faſhions of Government in 
the Northern parts of Germany. So that theſe 
ſtill retain'd their ancient forms; until the Frarks, 
having made themſelves Maſters of all, introduc'd 
new modes, and eftablith'da new ſort of Govern- 
ment eyery-where. For theſe Conquerors, 1im1- 
eating the Romans, reduc'd all Germany into Pro- 

vinces ; over which they appointed ſo many 
Dukes, who had authority to govern, and to 
adminiſter juſtice according to the tenure of their 
reſpective Commiſſions. To theſe Dukes they 
ſometimes added Afliſtants; who were from their 
office (which was to aid the Dukes 1n the ma- 
nagement of great and weighty affairs ) call'd 
Counts, or Comites. The Dukes were always 
ele&ted by the King and Nobility out of ſome 
illuſtrious Family ; yet fo, that if the deceaſed 
Duke's Son were capable and worthy of his Fa- 
ther's honour, he was ſcldom rejected. Ar laſt 
the power of theſe Dukes grew exceedingly great 
and terrible ; inſomuch, that 'twas ordinary for 
ſeveral of them to deny to pay homage to the 
Emperors. Which when Charles the Great ob- 
ſerv'd, he deſtroy'd the two great Dukedoms of 
the Francic Kingdom ( Aquitane and Bavaria), by 
dividing them 1nto ſeveral ſmaller Counties. But 
not long after Charles's death, the Emperors 
created new Dukes in moſt places where he had 
chang'd them into Counts. Whereupon the Em- 
pire was quickly reduc'd to the former ſtraits ; 
every Duke pretending to, and exerciſing Regal 
authority in his own Province. The firſt of theſe 
that grew formidably potent was 0tho Duke of 
Saxony, afterwards elected Emperor ; who (tho 
he retus'd the Imperial Diadem, and got it con- 
ferr'd on Conrad Duke of Franconia) was always 
look'd upon as the moit powerful Prince of the 
German Empire 1n his time. After Otho's death, 
the Emperor Conrad uſcd all means poſlible to 
reduce the overgrown power of the Duke of 
Saxony to ſome tolerable mediocrity ; but his 
endeayours prov'd unſucceſsful, and Duke Henry 
ſtoutly maintain'd the Honours and Priviledges 
which his Father 0tho had enjoy'd without diſtur- 
bance. From that time forward the Emperors 
lay under an obligation of creating new Dukes; 
who, gctting into their hands the government of 
ſeveral potent Cities, ſet up for almoſt abſolute 
Princes. 

Our Learned Antiquary Mr. Selden, reckons 
up {ix ſeveral ſorts of Graves or Counts ; which 
are theſe: 1. Schlecht-Graver,, or ſimple Counts. 
2. Counts Palatine ; which ( as will be ſhew'n 
anon ) are ſubdivided into ſeveral other branches. 
3. Counts of the Empire. 4. Murck:Graves, or 
Counts of the Frontiers. 5. Landt-Graves, or 
Counts of Provinces. 6. Burg-Graves, or Counts 
of Citics and great Towns. There was anciently 
a ſeventh fort ( Here-Graven) who anſwer'd ex- 
actly to the primitive Dukes or Her-tzogen , for 
as the ofhce of theſe was to conduct and govern 
the Soldiers ; fo the others were to determine all 
cont:overlies as Field-Judges. The Gefurſiete 
Graven do not make a diſtinct ſpecies; being no- 
tiung elſe then fuch Cuunts as, betides their or- 
dinary Title, may challenge that ot Furſt, or 
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Prince. In the old Laws and Conſtitutions of 
the Empire, we meet with almoſt an innumera- 
ble company of inferior Officers who have the 
ticle of Graven beltow'd on them. Such are, 
1. Cent-Grave ; he that had the government of 
an Hundred. We may Engliſh the word High- 
Conſtable. 2. Holtz-Grave, or Wald-Grave; Over- 
ſeers of the Woods and Forelts. 3. Gograf; of 
which before. 4. Spiel-Grave z the Maſter of 
the Revels. 5. Hans-Grave z, a Title formerly 
given to the Chief Judg in all matters relating 
to Trade debated in the Dict at Ratisbor. Bur 
we ſhall not weary the Reader with inſiſting upon 
theſe obſolete Titles of Honour ; contenting our 
ſelves with a ſhort account of the fix firſt kinds, 
which are all our famous Antiquary beforemen- 
tion'd has thought worthy his taking notice of. 


The firſt arc ſuch as are ſtiled barely Counts, Schlzy} 
without the addition of any more then the place graven, 


which gives them that Title. As Der Graf wor 
Eiſſenburg, Der Graf von Ortenberg, @'c. There were 
formerly only four of this kind in the whole Em- 
pire, who were ordinarily called Die vier Graven 
deſs Heiligen Romiſchen Reichs, i.e. The tour Graves 
( or Counts) of the Holy Roman Empire. Theſe 
were the Counts of Cleve, Schwartzenburg, Ciley, 
and Savoy. But ( ſince the Counts of Cleve and 
Savoy were advanced to Dukes, and the Fanuly 
of the ancient Counts of C:iley was extinct, which 
happen'd about two hundred years ago) the 
Count of Schwartzenburg 1n T huringen 1s the only 
Princethat bears that Title; ſtiling himſclt uſually 
to this day, der vier Graven deſs Reichs Grave zu 
Schwartzenburg, i. e. of the four Counts of the 
Empire, Count of Schwartzenburg. Belides him, 
thereare now-a-days ſeycral other German Counts 
who may juſtly be referr'd to this head; tho they 
have no Inveſtiture into any Graffschaft or County, 
but are only ſftiled Counts of ſome ſmall Caſtle 
or inconſ(iderable Territories of which they are 
Lords. Such are the Counts of 0ttingen and Zol- 
lern; who are ſuppoſed to be of the poſterity of 
ſome of the ancient Counts of the Empire, and 
thence retain the ticle, tho not the grandeur and 
power of their Anceſtors. 


Counts Palatine ( call'd by the Germans Pfaltz- Cqunts 
Graven, or Deſs Heiligen Romiſchen Reichs Hoſfe- Palatine.) 


Graven ) are ſuch as have in their Title a certain 
eminence of their Dignicy from a relation ( as 
their name denotes) to the Emperors Court or 
Palace. For Palatinus is but the poſleſlive of Pa- 
latium ; and ſignifies no more then an Officer of 
the Houſbold with us in England. But this Title 
1s twofold : 1. Originally Feudal, and annex'd to 
the name of ſome Territory or Grafschaft, with 
ſuch jura Imperii @& Majeſtatis as other ordinary 
Princes of the Empire have not; as we ſee in the 
Title of the Counts Palatine of the Rhine. 2. Meer- 
ly Perſonal, without the addition of any particu- 
lar Terricory proper to him that hath the Dig- 
nity. Both the Title and Nature of this later 
kind are originally to be fercht from the Exam- 
ples of the old Roman Empire : but the former 
( tho the Nature of it may be found in the an- 
cient Conſtitutions of the Roman Empire, under 
the name of Prefetus Pretorio, yet) was in or- 
dinary uſe, as to the Name and Title, only in 
the Fraxcic Kingdom. For there was in the Court 
of the Francic Kings ( long before their King- 
dom was chang'd into an Empire) a chief Of 
cer known by the name of Comes Palatii, or Count 
Palatine, who had a Vice-Regency under the 
King, 1n like ſort as the Prefe4i Pretorio in the 
clder Empire, or the old Chicf Juſtice of Ene- 
land under our ancient Kings z that is, he had 
the exerciſe of ſupreme Juriſdiction ( in the name 
of the King ) in all caulcs that came to the Kings 
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immediate audience. I ſuppoſe the Office of 
Hofmeiſter, uſed tothisday in every German Prince's 
Court, 1s a relique of this Palatinate. And that 
Comes Palatii might eaſily ſignifie the ſame thing 
with Prefefus Pretorio or Hofmeiſter, will not 
be difficult for any man to imagine that ſhall 
conſider the ſignification which the word Comes 
hadamongſt the ancient Romans in the uſual com- 
pellation of Comites and Amici, ufed by their Em- 
perors to the greateſt Officers in the Court and 
State; whence afterwards in the Eaſtern Empire 
we meet with Comites ſacrarum largitionum, Comi- 
tes metallorum, Comites rerum privatarum, Comites 
Patrimonii, Gc. 1 all which expreſſions Comes 
manifeſtly ſigmfes the ſame thing as Prefetus 
or Magiſter. The reaſon why the name of Pala- 
tine ( which, as we have ſaid, denotes only ſuch 
as are members of the King's or Emperor's Houlſ- 
hold ) ſhould afterwards be join'd with a Pro- 
vinceremote from the Court, ſeems plain enough. 
For, whereas other ordinary Counts had only a 
power ſubordinate to that of the Counts Pala- 
tine, who cxercis'd ſupreme Juriſdiction in the 
Emperors name ; theſe had all the Royalties and 
Fara Imperii in their reſpective Provinces, which 
rhe Counts Palatine enjoy'd at Court. And the 
like forms of ſpeaking we meet with (among 
the old Romans ) in the Offictary Dignities of Pre- 
fetus Pretorio Orientis, Prefelus Pretorio Illyrici, 
Prafefius Pretorio Italiz, and Prefetus Pretorio 
Galliaram. Where we ſee the Title of the Houf- 
hold, or Emperors Palace, transferr'd to theſe 
ſeycral Provinces; to denote, that they who bore 
thoſe Offices ( being as ſo many Vice-Rovs in 
their peculiar Territories) ſhould enjoy like Power, 
Juriſdiction, and Dignity 1n their reſpective Do» 
minions, as if by the name of Prefeii Pretorio 


they had always liv'd with the Emperor in his 


Court. The additional Title of Palatine hath 
been conferr'd upon the Counts of Habſpurg, Tu- 
bing, Witelenſpach, Schiern, Ortenberg, and ſeveral 
other Princes of the Empire. In ſome old liits of 
the German Princes we find mention made of four 
Ertz-Pfaltz-Graven, or Archi-Palatini, wiz, Rheni, 
Saxonie, Francie ( or Franconiz ), & Hungarie. 
But at tlus day the Counts Palatine of the Rhine 
are ſo ſingularly eminent Princes by this Title, 
that commonly no other place is underitood by 
the general name of the Palatinate but only their 
Territories. However Saxony 1s ſtill a Pfalrz- 
graſfschaft or Palatinate, and the Duke thereof 
hath the Soveraignty of a Count Palatine ; tho 
he be not ſo tiled, becauſe che Title of Duke is 
rarely join'd with Palatinus. Of the Authority 
and Power of the Counts Palatine of the Rhine, 
we ſhall ſpeak more at large hereafter, when we 
come to a particular Deſcription of their Terri- 
tories. 

What the Dignity of a Count of the Empire 1s, 
may be learn'd trom the Patent granted by the 
Emperor Rudolph 1I. to Thomas Arundel of War- 
dour 1n Wiltſhire ( atterwards made Lord Arundel 
of Wardour by King James ) for the creating of 
him a Count of the Empire ; which Title his Heirs 
have kept to this day. That the Title 1s here- 
ditary appears from this paſſage in the Patent, 
Te ſupradiflum 1homam Arundelium qui jam ante 
Comitum conſanguinitatem a majoribus acceptam in 
Anglia obtines, omnesque & ſingulos liberos hare- 
des, poſteros & deſcendentes tuos . xewhens utriuſque 
Sexus natos &ternaque ſerie naſcituros, etiam wveros 
ſacros Romani Imperii Comites & Comitiſ/as creavi- 
mes, fecimus, & nominavimus, Ge. The learned 
Mr. Cambden ( in his Hiſtory of the Reign of 
Queen Elizabeth ) ſpeaking of this Patent, tells 
us, that whoever hath the Title of Count of the 
Empire conferr'd on him, has withall a Scar af- 
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ſ1gn'd him, and may give his voice, in the Im- 
perial Diets; he may purchaſe an Eſtate in any 
=_ of the Emperor's Dominions ; may liſt Vo- 
untcers, and cannot be ſu'd in any Court of Ju- 
dicaturefaveonly theImperial Chamber. By ver- 
tue of the aforeſaid Patent the Title of Count 
of the Sacred Empire, is at preſent enjoy'd by 
the Right Honourable Henry Lord Arundell of 
Warder. 

Thoſe of the Nobility whom the ancient Fran- 
cic Kings made Governors of ſuch Provinces as 
were of the Frontiers of the Empire, were {tiled 
Mark-Graven, from the old word Marken, which 
[1gnthes the outmoſt Marks or Limits of the Em- 
pire; in theſame ſenceas weuſe the word Marſhes, 
ſpcaking of the bounds betwixt England and Scor- 
land, or Wales. From the High Durch Mark-Grave 
the Latins borrow'd their Marchio and Marg- 
gravius ; the Italians, Marcheſe ; and the later 
Greeks their Mapxeo:©- and Maypzeoiyn, inſtead of OUr 
French Marquis and Marchioneſs. Some Etymo- 
logiſts have endeayour'd to bring the Title of 
Mark-Grave from the old Francic word Mare 
( ſometimes written March) ſignifying an Horſe; 
and theſe fancy there was no great difference for- 
merly between the Titles and Offices of Marſchal 
and Mark-Grave, or Mar-Grave ( as they write 
it). In the Feuds we read, Qui de Marchia in- 
veſtitur Marchio dicitur. Dicitur autem Marchia 
quia Marcha & ut plurimum juxta mare ſit poſita. 
Where what is ſaid of the derivation of the word 
Marchio trom Marcha 1s truc ; but if by ut pluri- 
mum juxta Mare the Author means, that the word 
Mare bears a part 1n the original of Mark-Grave 
or Marquiſe, he is maniteſtly miſtaken. For altho 
the Marca Anconitana and Trevigiana 1n Italy, as 
alſo the Marquifate of the Holy Empire in Bra- 
bant, and the Marca Normanica and Britannica in 
France, be adjoining to the Sea ;z yet the Mar- 
quiſates of Miſnia, Luſatia, Brandenburg, Moravia, 
Auſtria, Mountferrat, and Suſa 1n Savoy are inland 
Countrics, but had the name of Margrafchaften 
fixt on them; becauſc they were ſuch Provinces 
as were the Limuts or Frontucrs of the German 
Kingdom. When Marquiſes, as well as Dukes 
and Counts, began to multply uw the Germar 
Empire, there were four of them who had the

four High ( or Chief) Marquiſes. Theſe were 
they of Brandenburg, Merhern ( or Moravia ), Meiſ- 
ſen, and Baden ; whoſe Territories arethence call'd 
die vier hohen Markgrafchaften, i.e. The four Chict 
Marquiſates. 


In the Titles of Landrgrave and Burggrave, the 7 ,,q;. 


termination grave {ignihes the fame thing as 1n 
Markgrave. Landt 1n the German tongue figni- 
hes no more then a Province or Territory : fo 
that the word Landtgrave, 1t literally tranſlated, 
mult be render'd Comes Provincialis, a Count that 
has ſupreme Government in ſome particular Pro- 
vince. Landtherr was anciently a Title of che 
ſame ſignification, and conferr'd upon the Lords 
of Verona ( who were of the Family de /a Scala, 
or the Scaligers), of Mirandula, Padua, and Mit- 
lain; who were lookt upon as Princes cqual in 
power and dignity to as many Counts Palatine. 
The Germans uſually reckon up four Landtgraves 
( as well as four Dukes, four Counts, four Mar- 
quiſes, and four of moſt other Dignitics) as 
moſt eminentin the Empire; theſeare, the Landt- 
graves of Thuringen, Heſſen, Alſace, and Luchten- 
burg ; of which the Landrgrave of Heſſen 1s at this 
day a Prince of the greatclt note. The molt an- 

cient Creation of a Landtgrave which we meer 

with in Hiſtory, is that of Lzdowic III. Count of 
Thuringen ; who, by the Emperor Lotharius his 

Father-in-Law, had his Title alccr'd into Landt-

"Ks in the Teutonic tONgUC, ſignifies a Caſtle 
or Fort ; whence Burggrave is no more then = 
feAus Caſlellanus, a Grave or Count of a Caſtle 
or any other fortified place. The four cluet Bur- 
graveſchafts of the German Empire, are thoſc of 
Stromberg, Noremberg, Magdeburg, and Rheineck; 
beſides which there are ſcveral of [eſs note. The 
Territories which anciently belong'd to the Bt- 
ſhoprick, are now ( ſince the late death of 
Auguſtus Adminiſtrator of Halle and Magdeburg ) 
come into the hands of the Elector of Branden- 
buro. But the Title remains ſtill with the Dukes 
of Saxmy, to whom both Title and Territory 
were heretofore given by the Emperor Redzlph I. 
who at the ſame time annex'd the Burggrafschaſt 
of Noremberg to the Graves von Zollern, which 
is ſince made a part of the Marquiſate of Brar- 
denburg. How great the power of theſe Marg- 
graves was formerly, the Author of the Saxon- 
Spiegel informs us, when he ſays, Palatinus ſeu 
Palanſgravius Imperatoris Fudex eft ; Burggravius 
zero, id eſt perpetuus Caſtellanus, Fudex Marchio- 
nis, i.e. a Count Palatine may fit Judg 1n a Cafe 
wherzcia the Emperor 15a Party ; and a Burggrave 
has the priviledg of paſſing ſentence upon a Mar- 
quiſs. And Beſoldus aſſures us, that the Biſhops 
alſo were under the Juriſdiction of a Burggraf. 
Aliquando etiam ( ſays he, ſpeaking of this Title 
of Honour ) in Epiſcopatibus exercebant Jurisdifio- 
nem; unde Peucerus lib.s, Chronic. eos illarum ter- 
rarum Judices eſſe cenſet, que Imperatorum donatione 
Eccleſiis acceſſerunt. Bur all this 1s to be under- 
ſtood of the four chict Burggraves before-men- 
tion'd ; and not of others of an inferior rank, 
who had little more then the name of Burggrave; 
or at molt never had any Juriſdiction more then 
the bare and naked figniication of their Title 
would allow them, which was only to be the 
Governors of ſome Caſtle or Fort. Such I fancy 
were the Anceſtors of the Noble Family of the 
Waſſenaers in Holland ; who, as Grotius tells us, 
were formerly Burggraves of a great Caſtle erect- 
ed 1n the place where Leyden now ſtands, which 
City had bcen before dettroy'd by the Normans. 
For tho thoſe men were Lords of the Rhine, and 
as ſuch demanded Toll of all Veſlels that traded 
upon that River as far as their Territories reach'd 
( which priviledg cheir Succeſſors always after- 
wards challeng'd ); yet they never advanc'd to 
that heigth as to have any inſpection over Mar- 
quiſles. In old Memorials, and other papers of 
Nate regiltred by the High Dutch Antiquaries, 
V'e ſhall often mcet with the words Burggraf and 
Landtgrave mn a literal (ignification; and not as 
Titles of Honour, in which ſenſe we have hither- 
to ſpoke of them. For tho Bwrgorave in the or- 
dinary acception of the word ( and as a Title of 
Honour) denotes one that hath the command 
of ſome eminent Fort in theEmpire; yet it may 
be alſo ( and is often in ancient Dutch writers ) 
uſed to ſignifie one that hath the command of 
any obſcure and inconſiderable Caſtle ; whereby 
tnc Governor obtains the name of Burggrave, tho 
c cannot reach the Dignity. And becauſe Land? 
igmfics a ſmall as well as larger Territory, and 
Grave may properly enough be uſed to denote 
any man inveſted with any ſort of Jurisdiction ; 


therefore the word Lardtgrave is ſometimes a 
plied to ordinary Barons, F 
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Next after theſe ſeveral forts of Counts or Farls 


the Freyberrn, or Barons, take place in the Cara- 
logue of the German Nobility. The word fig- 
nifies as much as Domini liberi, free Lords or Ba- 


rons; ſuch as are not Tenants to, nor have any 
dependanceupon any ſuperior Landlord. So thax 
ſometimes we find Freyen and Freyherrn uſed fy. 


nonymouſly by ſome of the German writers; and 


then an High Dutch Freyberr 1s no more then a 


Scorch Laird ; which is a Title any Scotch man will 
pretend to, who has got but as much free-land 


as will yeild him twenty ſhillings a year. But or- 
dinarily the Title is only giyen to ſuch as hold 
conſiderable Territories and Jurisdictions from 
the Emperor ; and are Proceres proximo poſt Co- 
mites pradu ornati, as Paurmeiſter defines Barone. 
And the molt conſiderable Heraulds and Lawyers 
of the German Nation have maintain'd the aſler- 
tion, That a Freyherr differs only from a Grave 
in Name and Tile, but 1s the ſame thing in Dig- 
nity and Juriſdiction. Beſo/dus determines the dit- 
ference thus, Ex moribus noſtris Comiti Baro equi- 
paratur, nullumque inter eos cenſetur e/ſe diſcrimen, 
niſi quod Baro non eſt inveſtitus de Comitatu ; qui ta- 
men aliis in rebus ſuſcipiendis honoribuſque admini- 


ſftrandis haudquaquam Comite inferior cenſetur, i.e. 


By our (German) Cuſtoms a Baron 1s equal to 
a Count; only the former is ceremonioully In- 
velted into [us Territories, but in no other thing 
( as conferring of Honours, and the like) is he in- 


ferior to the later. Some reckon up fix kinds of 


Barons in the German Empire, and give them 
their ſeveral names thus : 1. Such as are ſtiled 


ſimply Freyen ( without the additional Title of 


Herr), that is, Free-men; of whom before. 2. Frey- 
herrn, or Free Lords ; ſuch are the Freyberrn zx 
IWalpurg, zu Aulendorff, and the like. 3. Semper- 
Freyen, or Semper Liberi ; which 1s a Title given 
to the four chict Barons of the Empire, who are 
ſometimes otherwiſe {tiled ſimply Freyherrn zu 
Limburg, Duſſts, Weyſterburg, und Alwalden. 4. Herrn, 
or Lords; ſuch are the Herrn zu Plauwen, Herrn 
zu Krannichfelt, Wc. 5. Edle Herrn, or Noble 
Lords; as the Counts of Mansfelt write them- 
ſelves Edle Herrn zu Heldrungen, &c. 6. Such as 
are (tiled barely Fdlen, or Noblemen; as the Ba- 
ron of Overfurſt 1s uſually tiled Edle wan Over- 


furſl. Sometimes,the word Edle is put after the 


mention of the Barony. Thus in an old Char- 
ter granted by Magrzs Duke of Brunſwic in the 
year 1360 (as'tis cited by Paurmeiſter) we read 
Evert von Werberge de Edle, for Everard Baron of 
Werberg. But 'tis doubtleſs true, what ſome of 
the German Lawyers affirm, that Freyen, Frey- 
herrn, Edlen Herrn, and Herrn are only ſo many 
different words which ſignifie one and the ſamc 


Order and Dignity ; and may each of them be 
Engliſh'd Barons.

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Whether the Title of Semper-Freyen be a word Sem!" 
which diſtinguiſhes the rank of the four above- Freys 


mention'd chief Barons of the Empire from all 
others, 1s a queſtion diſputable enough. Some 
draw the original of that Title from the ſolemn 
words of ſemper ingenuus exiſlat ; which, as they 
pretend, may be met with in ſome Copies of old 
Manunuſhons. And hence they pier 12 that 
ſuch as to this day retain the name of Freyberrn, 
are deſcended from ſuch Anceſtors as were an- 
cient Barons 1n the Empire. Others more pro- 
bably gueſs, thatthe word Semper was only ſuper- 
added to the Title of Freyherr to denote the an- 
uguity of thoſe four ( who bear this name ) in 
the rank of Barons. Pawrmeiſter gives his opinion 
of the caſe propoſed in theſe words: Ego Baronum 
genera nulla eſſe arbitror , & quocunque nomine Sem- 
per-Freyen, Freyberrn, Edle Herrn, vel /ingulariter 
Freyen, Herrn, Edle wel Die Edle, appellantur, No- 

bilitate 
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bilitate ac Dipnitate paves eſſe, Omnes enim penerali 
wocabulo Herrn comprehenduntur ; ut perpetuo habet 
Decretorum Comitiorum ſubſcriptio, Von der Graven 
and Herrn wegen, i.e. I do not think there are any 
different kinds of Barons ; but that whatever 
Title they may have (whether Semper-Freyer, 
Freyherrn, Edle Herrn, Freyen Herrn, or Edle ), 
they are all of them notwithſtanding of equal 
Nobility and Dignity ; ſince they all agree in 
the general Title of Herrnz as we find the De- 
crees anciently paſs'd in the Diets ſubſcribed, 
Von der Graven und Herrn wegen, i.e. by aſſent and 
authority of the Counts and Barons. And as 
Herrn 1s a common name for all ſorts of German 
Barons, fo 1s Herrſchaft a general name tor a Ba- 
rony ; which two words the High Dutch uſe in 
the ſame ſenſe as we do Lord and Lordſbip. 

We ſee then what the Title of Frey-herr ſigni- 
fies: And in the modern writings of the Germans 
we ſeldom or never meet with the word Baron; 
tho this 1s as ordinary 1a Spar, Italy, France, and 
England, as the former is in Germany. However, 
Schottelius ( who made as diligent enquiry into 
the ancient monuments and records of the Ger- 
man Nation as any man whatever) aſlures us, 
that Bar or Baar, in old Teutonic manuſcripts, 
ſignifies a Baron; and 15 commonly there uſed 
inltead of the more modern word Frey-herr. And 
poſlibly there may be as jult grounds for deri- 
ving Baro from the High Dutch as either the La- 
tin or Greek, For the Latin word Vir ( {ignitving 
a man ſeparate and diſtinct from the vulgar by 
his virtue, whence the generality of Critics de- 
rive Baro) has 1in all probability been borrowed 
of the High Dutch ; in whoſe ancient Laws Baro, 
or Barus, and Fzmina, do uſually occur for a 
man or woman. The Engliſh Saxons call'd a man 
yep Or pan 3 Which the old Franks turn'd into 


Ber, and afterwards Paro. In Funius's Edition of 


the Codex Argenteus the Gothic word Wair 1s uſcd 
for man, and Waire in the plural for men. 
Sometimes inſtead of Baron the Germans uſe 


the Title of Banner-herr, or Panner-herr ; which 


may be render'd Dominus vexillifer, and {1gnthes 
the ſame thing with Bannerer. I cannot certainly 
affirm that the word Banner-herr ( tho ordinarily 


met with in German writers) 1s ever made uſe of 


to denote any High Dutch Title of Honour; but 
only to expreſs the Honorary Titles of other Na- 
tions. What a Chivalier Banneret, or Knight Ban- 
neret, ( which the Germans uſually render Ban- 
ner-herr ) does ſignifie, may be learn'd trom the 
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Eques ab Equo is ſaid of yery right, 
And Chevalier 1s ſaid of Chevalry, 
In which a Rider called is a Knight. 
Arragoners done alſo ſpecific 
Caballiero through all that party 


Is name of worſhip and ſo took his 'ginning 


Ot ſpores of Gold, and chiefly Riding. 


The firſt original of dubbing of Knights with 
a Sword, came probably from the ancient cu- 
{tom of the Northern Nations of girding their 
young men with a Sword as ſoon as they were 
able to bear Arms. Nihil ( ſays Tacitus ſpeaking 
of the ancient Germans ) neque public neque pri- 
vate rei niſt armati agunt. $ 1 arma ſumere non 
ante culquam moris, quam Civitas ſuſfeAurum proba- 
verit. Tum in ipſo concilio vel Principum aliquis, 
vel Pater vel Propinguns, * wy frameaque Fuvenen 
ornant. Hac apud illos Toga, hic pricaus Juventz 
honos. Ante hoc Domus pars videntur ; mox Reipub- 
lice. Belides this Ceremony of giving a Lance 
or Target to ſuch as were admutted members of 
the Empire, they had another way of adopting 
Sons per arma. Thus Theodoric King of the Eaſtern 
Goths 1n Italy, adopted the King of the Herul: 
by a Charter ſtill extant in Caſſiodorus's Northern 
Hutory. And hence Ju/tin the Elder being abour 
to adopt Coſroes the King of Perfia's Son, was ad- 
viſed by Proclus his Chancellor #: * ( as Procopius 
{peaks ) 5 Pap/3apa aprona, SWovim, Y 221uuamy 91 lp 2a 
pol TYS malls mg. AN G7rAaWv ox; 1,e. That it 
ſhould be done according to the cuſtom of the barba- 
rous Nations, who did not adopt Sons by Writing but 
by Arms. 

Therearenot ſo many ſeveral Orders of Knight- 
hood in Germany as in moſt other European Na- 
tions; if we except thoſe who have any Honour 
and Title of ſome particular Order ſent them 
from the Kings of Spain, England, and Denmark. 
For from theſe Princes ſeveral Dukes, Counts, 
and other Grandees of the Empire, receive the 
honorary Titles of Knights of the Golden Fleece, 
the Garter, and the Elephant. The 7eutonic Or- 
der of Knighthood (of which we have ſpoken 
ſomething before 1n the Deſcription of Pruſſia ) 
was firſt inſtituted under the walls of Acorn, or 
Ptclemais 1n the Holy Land; altho Facob de Vi- 
triaco, Polydore Vergilius, Gretſer, and ſeveral other 
Hiſtorians of good note make the Order much 
more ancient. After rhe City was taken by the 
Chriſtians, theſe new Knights ( who were moſt 
of them Ciuzens ot Lubec and Bremen ) fix'd them- 


ſelves at a Church dedicated to the Virgin Mary; 
from whence they are ſometimes ſtiled Equites 
Mariani. Here they were ſecled under Herry 
Ialpot ( von Paſſenheim ) their firſt Great Maſter, 
in the year 1190. Afterwards, when the Chriſt 
ans were beaten out of Syria, they remov'd to 
Venice, and thence to Marpurg in Hafjia ; where, 
as in ſeveral other parts ot Germany, their Con» 
vent was endow'd with fair revenues. Whence 
ſome fancy they firſt got the name of Equites 
Teutonici, or the Dutch Knights ; tho in all like- 
lihood the Order had this name betorc it was 
brought into theſe parts, confiſting ar its firlt 
inſtitution chiefly of Germans. Bcing call'd into 
Pruſſia, ſay ſome, by the Muſcovite ( or, as others, 
ſent thither by the Emperor Frideric Il.) they ſear- 
ed themſelves at Marienberg, about the ycar 1340 
(after a long engagement in a bloody war againſt 
the Natives ), under the thirteenth Great Maſter 
of their Order Sigefrid de Feuchtwangen. In the 
year 1450 they were forc'd to ſubnut to Caſe- 
mir IV. King of Poland; and at Jaſt the Order - 
was ſurrender'd by Albert Marquiſe of Branden- 
burg (the thirty-fifth and laſt Great Maſter of the 
K Order )

Which ſtory of main- 
raining fifty men under him to accompany his 
Banner, 1s in the end of the old printed Copy of 
Geſta Romanorum in French, notwithſtanding the 
aſlertion of ſome late Authors, that a Bannerct 
nced have no more then twenty-five (ſome fay 
ten) men under him. 

The Germans call a Knight Ritter, for the ſame 
reaſon as the Latins ſtiled him Eques: becauſe 
this Title was formerly never conterr'd upon any 
man that had not perform'd ſome gallant ex- 

loit in the field ; and who was dubb'd Knight by 
ing accoutcr'd with a Sword and pair of Spurs. 
One of our ancient Engliſh Pocts, Dan. Lydgate, 
gIVcS us a full cxplication of the Title of Ritter, 
in theſe words :

Knights as diſreliſhed this action of their n - 
Albert, retir'd into Germany 3 where they choſe 
one Walter Croneberg Maſter of their Order. Af- 
terwards the Title was confer d upon Maximi- 
Jian, one of the younger Sons of the Emperor 
Maximilian 11. But the Order never flouriſh d, 
but decay'd daily, ſince the days of Albert betore- 
mention'd ; and is at this day an obſcurc honour 
of lictle or no repute in the world. The only 
Ocder of Knighthood at this day known 1n Ger- 
many, or taken notice of for Knights of the Em- 
pire, are the geſchlagenen Rittern, Or dubb'd 
Knights; on whom the Emperor confers that 
honour by touchingchem lightly upon the ſhoul- 
der with a naked Sword, and faying to cach of 
them Eſto Miles Dei & Sandi Stephant. 

The Title of Armiger, or Eſquire ( as we and 
the French uſe the word ), 1s wholly out of uſe 
in the Empire. Yet in ancient Dutch Records we 
read of Slilthnaben and Wapeneren ; both which 
words have one aad the ſame ſignification, and 
are properly render'd Armigeri. And theſe had 
their Tidle and Dignity conferr'd on them by 
delivery of a Sword only ( without girding it on ) 
with a blow on the check or car ; which gave 
them the liberty of bearing a Sword, or other 
Arms, in attendance on a Knight or Ritter ge- 
ſcblagen, but not of wearing it girded on as the 
Kniglit himſelf did. For it was not lawful for-

Of the Preſent State of the German Church ; with 
a view of the Power and Dignity of the Arch- 
biſhops, Biſhops, Abbots, and other Eccleſiaſtical 


Orders therein contain d. 


OW much ſeyeral of the Provinces and 
F Principalities of the German Empire differ 
among themſelves in points of Religion ( ſince 
the firlt beginning of the Reformation by Mar- 
tin Luther) we have ſhew'n betore ; and it can- 
not be expected, that where the DoCctrines are 
ſo diſſonant there ſhould be an Uniformity in 
Church Diſcipline. The intolerable greatneſs 
which the Roman Church had uſurp'd 1n all parts 
of the Emperor's Dominions was the firlt thing 
which render'd it uneaſic ; and therefore *twas 
no unexpected change ( when Lzther's opinions 
had prevail'd with ſo many of the great Princes 
of the Empire ) to fee Bilhoprics conyerted into 
ſecular Principalitics, and a new form of Church- 
Government ſet up inſtead of Epiſcopal Dignity 
which had been ſo much abuſed. 


The Archbiſhops and Biſhops of the Roman Prely;" 
Church, who to this day bear rule in ſuch parts of the 
of Germany as have not embraced cither Luther Romn® 


merly for any ſubject whatever 1n the Empire to 
bear Arms excepting ſuch as had the Emperors 
more eſpecial licence fo to do. 


The Gentry in the Empire are expreſs'd 
by the general name of Edel-lute ; which ( as 
our Gentleman ) 1s an univerſal name for all ſuch 
as cither from the blood of their Anceſtors, the 
favour of their Soveraign,- or their own virtue, 
are raiſed to an eminency aboye the multicude. 
Hence Edel-dom and Edel-heit are uſed to f{igni- 
fie Nobility ; and Veredelen and Edel-machen, to 
Enoble. Some (ingularly eminent Gentlemen in 
Franchen, Schwaben, and Rhein-land, who are tree 
from Taxcs, and ſubject to no other Court but 
the Empcror's, have the Title of die freye vom 
Adel, or die freye Adeliche Reichs Ritterſchaft, i.e. 
the free Gentlemen, or Ordo Equeſtris of the Em- 
pire. Our Engliſh Saxons uſed the word #sel in 
the ſame fſ1gmhication ; whence, in Alfric's Gloſ- 
ſary, Generoſitas 1s 1aterpreted feclbopynneyre, No- 
ble Birth ; and generoſa 1s render'd by + F*ele, or 
a Noble Woman. Indeed Atheling, Etheling, or 
Adeling, was commonly uſed by our Saxon An- 
ceitors to dcnote the Kings eldeſt Son, or Heir 
apparent to the Crown ; who afterwards got 
the Title of Prince of Wales. Hence Edgar Etheling, 
ſo often nam'd in our Engliſh Hiſtorians, had his 
Surname; whuch Rebert of Gloceſter in his Poem 
upon-King Harold ( a manuſcript Copy of which 


ay be ſecn1n Sir Zobn Cottor's Library ) explains 
thus :

| Bur, if we ſearch into the Etymology of the 
word, we ſhall find that Fetor is only a patro- 
nymic trom the primitive Eel ; and ſignifies no 
more then Nobilis ortu, or Generoſus, i.e. one de- 
ſcended from him that was £*«, or a Noble- 
man. Thus in King - £lfred's Saxon Verſion of 


and Counts, who at this 


or Calvin's Doctrine, have more power, and ex- Chr 


erciſc a greater authority in their ſeveral Biſhop- 
rics thenany other Prelatcs in Chriſtendom. Moſt 
of them are great Princes, and challenge as ab- 
ſolute a dominion over the Temporality of their 
Dioceſles as any Secular Eletor can pretend to 
over his own Lands and Inheritance. Hereto- 
fore, beſides the three Eccleſiaſtical Electors, there 
were five Archbiſhops and thirty Biſhops that had 
Seats and Voices in the Afſemblies and Diets of 
the Empire. But their number has exceedingly 
decreaſed of late ; ſince the Archbilhoprics of 
Magdeburg, Bremen, and Riga, together with the 
Bihoprics of Halberſtadr, Minden, and IVerden have 
been chang'd into Secular Principalities ; thoſe 
alſo of Beſanſon, Verdun, Mets, and Toul cut off 
from the Empire, and inſeparably united to the 
Territories of Spain and France ; and laſtly, thoſe 
of Valeſia, Loſanna, and Chur aboliſhed by tlic 
Sziſes. Infomuch, that at preſent, in the Col- 
ledge of Princes of the Empire, only the Arch- 
biſhop of Salrzburg ( beſides the Eccleſiaſtical E- 
lectors) and about twenty Biſhops haye Votes. 
By thus ſecularizing three Archbiſhoprics and ſix 
Biſhoprics, the Proteſtant Princes ( ſome of them 
at Ica(t ) have loſt the opportunities of providing 
for their younger Brethren in as plentiful a man- 
ner as they could have done before the Treaty 
of Munſter. For whillt the Archbiſhopric of Magde- 
burg was 1n the hands of the Elector of Saxony ; 
that of Bremen in the poſſeſſion of the King of 
Denmark, and the reſt of the Spiritual Dignties, 
which are now cut off from the Church, werein 
thegitcofother Princes of the Empire;conſiderable 
maintenance was provided tor many young Dukes 
| time can get nothing 
but the bare Title of their Elder Brethren, and 
are not permitted to have the leaſt ſhare in the 
Inheritance and Temporal Eſtate of their Ance- 
ſtors. The Biſhopric of Lubec remains till an 
Eccleſiaſtical preterment, tho in the hands of 
the Lutherans ; and ever fince the death of Bal- 
thazar of Rantzau ( which hapned in the year 


1547) 
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1847) has been 1n the gitr of the Dukes of Sleſ- 
wic and Holſtein. The preſent Biſhop 1s a youn- 
cr Brother of the Duke of Holſtein ; and keeps 
bis reſidence at Eutin, a fair Palace ſituate on a 
Lake about two German mules from Lubec. 

Among the Roman Prelates, the Archbiſhop of 
Saltzburg 1s chiet; being born Legate of the Pa- 
pal See, and giving placeto none but the Electors 
in the public Diets of the Empire. How fair and 
ſtrong a City Saltzburg 1s, and what riches it brings 
in yearly to this Prelate by the abundance ot Salt 
here vended ; we ſhall have occaſion to ſhew 
hereafter. 

Biſhops of the Roman Church, who ſtill enjoy 
a Seat and Suftrage in the Afſemblies of the 
Empire, are, Bamberg, Wirsburg, Wormes, Spire, 
Eichſledt, Augsburg, Conſtance, Hildeſheim, Pader- 
born, Munſter, vi Oh Paſſau, Strasburg, Friſinguen, 
Liege, Trent, Brix, and Baſil. Amongſt which 
Oſnabrug belongs to the Lutheran Princes bv turns; 
and ſince the death of Francis Count of IWirtem- 
berg, the Bilhopric came into the hands of the 
preſent Biſhop Erneft Auguſtus, Duke of Lunen- 
burg, youngelt Brother of the Houſe of Zell. And 
ſince the late decayed power of the Elector of 
Celen ( who challenges the Biſhopric of Hilde- 
ſheim ) the laſt Duke of Hanover took polletlion 
of the Dioceſs of Hilde/heim, and kept it by a 
ſtrong hand : And whether his Brother Erneſt 
Aruguſtus ( Biſhop of Oſnabrug, who has lately ſuc- 
ceeded him in the Dukedom of Hanover ) will 
reſtore 1t to the Archbiſhop of Coler, I cannot 
determine. 

There had long been a quarrel between the 
Emperors of Germany and the Biſhops of Rome 
about the Right of Ele&ion and Inveſtiture of 
Biſhops in the Empire ; before the Council of Trent 
determined the controverlie, and gave the ſole 
power of conferring of Digmities and Prelacies (not 
only 1n the German Empire, butinall other parts of 
Chriſtendom ) to the Pope. How unjuſt an uſur- 
pation this was, the Pope's own Canons will 1n- 
form us; where we meet with Pope Leo begging 
leave of the Emperors Ludowic and Lotharizs to 
conſecrate one Colonus Biſhop of Riete ; with ſe- 
veral other the like examples. And an infinite 
number of Hiſtorians, and other ancient Authors 
( many of which the Reader may find quoted by 
the learned Author of the Review of the Council 
of Trent ) aflure us, that the Emperors always 
peaccably cnjoy'd this Right of inveſting Biſhops 
and Abbots, till the days of Pope Gregory VII 
who ( altho himſelt had receiv'd Conftirmation 
from the Emperor Henry IV. yet ) thunder'd out 
an Excommunication againſt all Emperors, Kings, 
Dukes, Marquiſes, Earls, and all other ſecular 
powers that thould lay claim to the Right of In- 
veltiture into Biſhoprics or any other Ecclcl1a(ti- 
cal Dignitics ; and againſt all thoſe that (kould 
receive any ſuch preferment at their hands. This 
Decree has been obſerv'd by Gregory's Succellors 
as an inviolable Statute of the Apoſtolic See ; and 
cnroll'd in their Books of Decretals. After many 
wrreconcilable broils and bickerings betwixt the 
Pope and Emperor ( after this Excommunica- 
tion was iflued out ), the one cndeavouring to 
keep, the other to regain the ſaid Right; at laſt, 
Henry V. was forced to ycild to Pope Calixtus, 
and diveſt himſelf of that Right which his An- 
ccltors had always challeng'd, and to which molt 
of them made good their ticle and plea. Thus 
poor Empcror, I fay, ( abandon'd almoſt by all 
the world, and combated by his own Subjects, 
thoſe cſpecially of the Clergy ) was conltran'd 
co quit his claim to all manner of Inyvcititure by 
this tormal Declaration : ©I Henry by the Grace 
* of God Emperor of Rome, tor the Loye of God 


M A N Y. 
. and of the Holy Roman Church, and of Pope 
L Calixtus, and for the benefit of my own Soul 
- do reſtore unto God, and to his bleſſed Apo- 
; {tles St. Peter and St. Paul, and to the Holy Ca- 
- cholic Church all kind of Inveſtiture made by 
the Ring and Staff. and permit that Elections 
*and free Conſecratio15 be made in all Churches. 
Now ( tho the terms of this renunciation ſhew 
chat It was only perſonal, and that it laid no ob- 
ligation on his Succeſlors to follow his exam- 
ple, yet ) by virtue of this ſurrender, the Popes 
of Rome have for more then five hundred vears 
pretended to an unqueſtionable Right of Inve!:j- 
rure of all ſorts of Ecleliaſtical Dignified perſons, 
And that Emperor's Succeſlors have always want- 
cd cither courage or ſtrength enough to reo2in 
ther loſt prerogative. : 
There are two ways of adyancing theſe Pre- 
lates in the German Church ; whereof the one 
15term'd Eletion, and the other Poſtulation. When 
the Chapter of any Cathedral, being Canonically 
aſlemblcd, chuſes any particular member of their 
own body to be head thereof ( which is ſup- 
poſed to be lawfully done, whea two thirds of 
the Canons give him their voices) he is {aid to 
be Archbiſhop or Biſhop by Ele: But it the 
ſame Canons think fit to promote to that Dig- 
nity ſome Prince or Prelate who is not of the: 


own body, they call that kind of proceeding Po- 
ftulation. 


Beſides the Archbiſhops and Biſhops there are Abbots. 


ſeycral other Eccleſiaſtical Princes of the Em- 
pire, who have Seats and Voices in the Diets. 
The chief of theſe 1s the Maiter of the Teutonic 
Order ( tho he has nothing bur a bare Title from 
his Order ); who keeps uſually his Reſidence at 
Manenchal or Morkenthal, and has a Yote in all 
Aſſemblics immedutely after the Archbithop of 
Saltzburg. The reit are the Abbots of Fulda, 
Hirſesfeld, Murbach, Kempten, Corbay, Prum, Sta- 
bel, and Ludeors, the Grand Prior of Malta, the 
Provoſts of Elvang and Bereſolagaden; whohave 
Voices after the Biſhops. | 


There are three and twenty other Prelates, and 43}e/es, 


fourteen Abbelles that come atter the Secular 
Princes; who ( tho they have Seats in the Dicts, 
yet) have no voices bur 1n a full body, no more 
then the Counts. The Abbeſles are they of 2zed- 
limburg, Eſſen, Hermord, Nidez, and Obermunſter 
at Ratisbon, Lindau, Herenroda, Buchau upon the 
Lake, Federſic, Rottemmuſter ncar Rottevil, Hag- 
baen, Guttenzel, Beind, Dandelau, and Gunderthem. 
Theſe Ladies are obliged to ſend in their Depu- 
rics to all public Aſſemblics of che Empare ; be- 
ing excus'd a perſonal preſence becauſe of their 
Sex. However they have as good a right to chal- 
lenge Seats in the Dicts as any Prince whatever. 
The three and twenty Prelates have each of them 
che Title of Abbor, Provoſt, or Baylitt of ſome 
particular place; and have commonly ſo large 
revenues annex'd to their Titles and Dignines, 
that if cheir riches were employ'd to the belt ad- 
vantage, they would be able to ſtrike terror into 
any ſccular power that ſhould dare to atiront 
them. 


All the reform'd members of the German Em- Reformed 
pire ( both Lutherans and Calviniſts ) agree 1N this, Church. 


That they make all their Clergy acknowledg the 
Supremacy of that Prince under whom they live; 
who is appeal'd to, by an unanimous conſent of 
both partics, as ſupreme Judg over Spiritual as 
well as Temporal Dclinquenes. Bur 1n interior 
Orders, and points of Church Diſcipline there 
is-ſomc ſmall difference berwixt rhe tollowers of 
theſe two different opinions. Where the Calzi- 
riſts have got the power into their own hands, 
we find no mention made of Archbiſhops or

that upon Gold ; to ſhew that (as that metal 
is the moſt excellent and incorruptible of all 
others, ſo) the matters contain'd in that Bull 
were indeed the principal Laws of the Empire, 
and ſuch as ſhould be always inviolably obſerv'd, 
without the leaſt alteration. On one ſide of this 
Golden Seal ( which is faſtned to ſmall Cords 
of yellow and red Silk) is ſhewn the protraicture 
of the Emperor Charles IV. ſeated upon his 
Throne, with his Imperial Crown on his head, 
the Scepter in one hand, and the Ball in the other 
having on his right hand the Arms of the Em- 
pire, and thoſe of Bohemia on the lefr, with this 
Inſcription writ round him, Carotus guartus, Di- 
vina favente clementia, Romanorum Imperator, ſem- 
per Auguſtus, ® Bohemie Rex. On the other {ide 
you have a Caſtle with two Towers, thus ſub- 
ſcribed, Aurea Roma ; and theſe words in the cir- 
cumference, Roma caput mundi regit Orbis frena 
rotundi, Some of the Statutes herein contaia'd 
( notwithſtanding the pretended immutability ) 
have, fince thepromulgation of them, been vyio- 
lated and broken. For example, r. The Aurea 
Bulla ſays poſitively, that the Election of a King 
of the Romans ought to be had at Francfurt ; and 
yet Ferdinand I. was Elected at Wormes, and Fer- 
dinand III. at Ratisbon. 2. The Bull orders, that 
the number of Electors ſhould not exceed Seven; 
and yct the Treaty of Munſter has alter'd this 
Decree, and given Eight ſeveral Princes Voices 
1n the Election of an Emperor. 3. *Tis order'd 
in the Bull, that all che Electors ſhould be pre- 
ſent at ſaving of Muſs, before they proceed to 
the Election ; whereas, ſince the Reformation 
overſpread fo large a part of the Empire, ſcye- 
ral Proteſtant Princes are exempted from their 
attendance at Church until the Ceremony of the 
Maſs be over. | 

IT. The next conſiderable part of the Munici- 
pal Laws of the Empire is contain'd in the Capi- 
tulatio Ceſarea; which is a Collection of forty- 
one Articles of Agrecment between the Electors 
and Emperor Elect, to which the later 1s bound 
ro ſubſcribe ( after his having firſt raken an Oath 
to obſcrve punctually every thing therein con- 
tain'd) before his Coronation. When theſe are 
ſo often tranſcribed as that cach Elector may 
have one Copy, ſign'd and ſcal'd by the Empe- 
ror'sown hand, they arcdeliver'd to, and kept by 
the Eight ſeveral Princes that have voices 1n the 
Election, as Sureties for the new choſen Empe- 
ror's good behaviour, and faithful adminiſtra- 
tion of the affairs of the Empire ; before which 
Ceremony 1s over, the Election 1s not held valid 
and irrevocable. The chief things which the Em- 
peror promiſes upon Oath, and ſubſcribes to in 
theſe Articles, are : To maintain and preſerve all 
the Priviledges and Royalties of the Electors, 
Princes, and other inferior Eſtates of the Empire : 
That he will not a&t any thing contrary to the 
Decrees contain'd in the Golden Bull, but ſuffer 
the Electors to aſſemble at what times, and 
upon what occaſion they ſhall think fit : That 
he will not waſte or diminiſh any part of the 
Revenues of the Imperial Crown ; nor bring in 
any forcign forces into the Empire without the 
conſent of the EleQors and the other Eſtates: 
That no ſtranger ſhall be by him adnurted into 
any public Office ; but that, on the contrary, 
all great places at Court, and in the Ficld or 
Gountry, ſhall be ſupplicd by truc Germans, dc- 
ſcended from ſome Noble Family in the Em- 

ire, @c. Theſe, and ſome other Articles of the 

ike importance, being by the new choſen Em- 

pcror ſubſcribed and ſworn to, the Election 1s 

confirm'd, and the Emperor ſolemnly Crown'd 
GERMANY, 
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and admitted to the Imperial Throne. 
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III. The third Claſs of the Laws of the Em- Receſſus 


pire, arc ſuch Acts of Parliament ( fo we may 
properly enough call them) as arc eſtabliſhed 
by Authority of the Empcror and Eſtates of the 
Empire afſembled in public Diets. Theſe the 
Germans call Abſchiedte, which is commonly ren- 
der'd by Latin Authors Receſſus Imperii ; becauſe 
they are Enacted at the breaking up ( or upon 
the retirement) of the Aſſemblics of the Eſtates 
General of the Empire. Theſe kind of Statutes 
are Enactcd 1n che tollowing manner : Firſt, the 
Electors and other chicf Princes, who have par- 
ticular Votes in the Dict, take the Bill propoſed 
into conſideration; and, after ſome conſultation 
and debate, pur it to the vote. If it be not re- 
jected by a majority, the Deputics from the ſe- 
veral Cities are called in; to whom the Decree 
of the Princes is communicated. If theſe think 
they haveany thing to ſay which may reaſonably 
be objected againit the ſentence of the Electors, 
they may be heard as Counſellors; but have no 
vote 1n altering or eſtabliſhing any Decree what- 
ever. This done, the Archbiſhop of Merrz ( in 
the name of all the Electors, and other Princcs ) 
propoſcs the matter to the Emperor, as he had 
done before to the Depurics. If his Imperial Ma- 
jelty approves of the ſentence, the Bull is paſs'd 
and becomes a Statute; but 1t he rejects it, the 
reaſons on both ſides are ſcann'd betwixt him 
and the Princes, tll one party yeild. When they 
arc agreed upon the thing debated, the Acts of 
that Seſſion are drawn up in form of Laws, and 
read to the whole Dict. Afterwards ( as ſoon 
as they are fign'd by the Emperor, two Spiri- 
tual and two Temporal Princes, one Abbot, one 
Count, and the Common Council-men of the 
City where the Diet 1s held) they are publiſh'd, 
and become Statutes obligatory through the 
whole Empire. When they are thus Enacted, 
two authentic Copies are made; whereof one 
remains 1n the cuſtody of the Emperor, the other 
of the Archbiſhop of Mentz. The relt of the 
Eſtates have oaly the priviledg of tranſcribing 
the original Copies. 

IV. To the three former may beadded a fourth 
ſort of Decrees in the Empire, call'd uſually by 
the German writers Sanitio Pragmatica de Pace 


publica ; which contains all the Statutes ( con- a 


firm'd by many of the Emperors 1n ſeveral Diets ) 
to be put incxecution againſt all diſturbers of the 
public peace of the Empire. Herein 'tis decreed, 
that whatever Prince, or any other member of 
the Empire, ſhall endeavour by open hoſtility 
to diſturb the public peace of the whole body ; 
he ſhall be cut off from che other members, and 
look'd upon as an Out-law. Bur *tis hard to 
imagine, that this ſhould be put 1n execution 
again(t any offender; it the interpretation which 
ſome High Dutch Lawyers have put upon 1t be 
allowable. For they tell us, that to qualihe a 
man for the proſcription herein mention'd, 1t 1s 
neccſlary, 1. That the forces he raiſes be atroces 
& majores quam quibus reſiſti queat, 1.e. ſuch as the 
whole Militia of the Empire is not able to with- 
ſtand. 2. That his Army conſiſt not of Volun- 
tecrs, but Soldiers preſs'd to Rebellion. 3. That 
the perſon thus offending have evil deligns in 
his head ( as 'tis indeed a thouſand to one bur 
he has ), and an intention of overthrowing the 
eſtabliſh'd Government. Any one of theſe accom- 
pliſhments is not cnough, they ſay, ro make a 
compleat diſturber of che peace; but 'tisneceſlary 
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that they all concur, bctore the Law can take 


hold of any man as a delinquent. 
To theſe four heads may be referr'd all the

Laws. However in particular Provinces = 
Principalitics we mult expect to find other Bodics 
of Statutes; ſuch are the Sachſen-S piegel, _— 
ben-Spiegel, Das S achſiſche Weichbild, &c. of whic 
more at large when we come to treat of the ſe- 
veral Princes Dominions where they arc ob- 
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canſs it is not poſſible we ſhould in thus place 
give the Reader an exact account of the Laws 
peculiar to Germany, and others COMMON to the 
Empire with other Nations; therefore we ſhall 
refer him, for the ſatisfaction of his curioſity 1n 
this particular, tothe works of thoſe many learn- 
ed Lawyers which have treated at large of this 
ſubject. Among whom Hermannzs Conringius 
( late Profeſſor of Phyſick at Helmſtadt) is uſually 
reckoned the molt eminent ; Arumers, Beſoldus, 
Speidelins, Hippolytus a Lapide, Paurmeiſter, Lam- 
padizs, and others, have done their Country 
grcar ſervice in collecting together, and com- 
menting upon, the Municipal Laws of the Ger- 
man Empire. The Receſſus Imperit (or Statute- 
Lawsof the States aſſembled in the public Dicts ) 
arc collected into one body, and ſometimes 1llu- 
ſtrated with accurate notes by the Author of the 
Comitiologia, Panvinius, Gotlieb von Hagen , and 
moſt eſpecially by the induſtrious and learned 
Author of a ſmall book entituled Grundfeſte des 
Heiligen Romiſchen Reiches. Monſieur Rachel (Plc- 
nipotentiary from the Duke of Holſtein-Gottorp 
in the late Treaty of Peace at Nimeguen ) pub- 
lihed a ſmall Treatiſe this preſent year 16580, 
entituled Introduftio ad Fus Publicum Germanicum 
wherein he gives a conciſe, but learned account 
of the Hiſtorical, Chronological, and Geogra- 
phical parts of the whole Common-Law practis'd 
in the German Empire. 


Of the DiETs of the Empire, and the matters 
therein tranſafted. 


HE Supreme Court of Judicature in the 
German Empire 1s the Diet ; which is no- 
thing elſe but a General Aflembly of all the 
Eſtates of the Empire. It anſwers 1n all things 
to our High Court of Parliament ; whether we 
reſpect the Perſons that conſtitute it, or the 
Afairs uſually therein tranſacted. 
When the Emperor, by advice of the Electors 
who are of his Council) has a mind the Eſtates 
ſhould afſemble, he iſſues out his Summons by 
Letters to the ſeveral Princes and other Eſtates 
of the Empire, who have Seats and Votes in the 
Dict, acquainting them with the time and place 
appointed for their ſitting. Every member of 
the Diet 1s bound by his Allegiance to appear at 
the day appointed, either in perſon or by proxy. 
In the old Francic Kingdom, the ſeveral Princes 
of the Empire were bound to make their perſo- 
nal appearance, and never permitted to ſend De- 
pu in their places; except upon a juſt and 
awtul pretence, to be approv'd of by the Em- 
peror and Electors. Whence it happen'd, that 
in thoſe days there would not appear above two 
or three Deputies at moſt in a Diet : whereas 
now the better half conſiſts uſually of ſuch Sub- 
ſtitutes as have no yoices of their own, but come 
there to vote for their Maſters. The chicf rea- 
ſon tor ſuch an alteration ſprung from the grow- 
Ing luxury of later Ages; whuch oblig'd ſome 
poor Princes to keep away, for fear of being con- 
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train'd to live at a rate beyond what their Purſe 


would bear, tho no more then what their Quality 


required. Hence proceedings in the Diet come 
6 6 ſo flow pac'd, and every matter in debate 
is held much longer in agitation ( before any 
thing be finally reſolv'd on ) then it would be, 
if cyery Prince were obliged to Ivey appea- 
rance. For it muſt needs often happen, that in 
ſeyeral particular caſes brought betore the Diet 
the Deputies want full inſtructions; and ſo, not 
daring to act beyond their Commallion, are forc'd 
to expect new Orders from their Maſters before 
they will venture to proceed. Nay, fince the 
days of Maximilian the Emperor ( and for ſome 
ſhorttime before) many of the Eſtates have taken 
the liberty of ncither appearing in perſon, nor 
by their Ambaſſadors. However, in ſuch caſes 
all matters tranſacted in the abſence of theſe 
Eſtates or their Deputies, have as much force 
as if they were preſent ; as appears from the Reichg 
abſciede zu Trier und Colln A. D. 1512. S. Es ſolly 
auch, Gic. But when ſome grand and importance 
affairs of the Empire require the perſonal ap- 
pearance of the Members themſelves, the Em- 
peror commonly urges them by his Summons 


to repair in perſon to the place appointed. Thus 


Ferdinand King of the Romans ( 11 the year 1555) 
not only by his Letters Patents, but by Ambaſſa- 
dors requeſted of the particular Eſtates, that they 
would give their perſonal attendance, and not 
leave matters of ſo great importance ( as were 
then like to be brought before them) to be taken 
into conſideration by Deputies only, who could 
not make ſo ready a diſpatch as the weight of 
the affairs before them would require. Afﬀer 
ſuch a preſſing Summonsas this, the Eſtates ( that 
abſcnt themſelves) either ſend in no Deputics at 
all, or elſe make their Ambaſſadors Plenipoten- 
tiaries, by giving them as full power and autho- 
rity to vote and act in the Aſſembly as if they 
themſelves were preſcnt. 

The old Roman Emperors uſed to call Aflem- 
blies of their Eſtates at Roncale ( a pleaſanc place 
upon the River Padus); where the Princes, and 
others, gave their votes in the open fields. Afﬀecr- 
wards they removed their meetings into great 
Towns and Cities; which was a cuſtom beforc 
Charles the Great pitcht upon Mentz as a place 
moſt convenient for the ſetting of the Diet. The 
Aurea Bulla orders, that whoever is choſen King 
of the Romans, ſhould hold his firſt Diet at No- 
remberg; but with this proviſo, Niſt legitimum 
obſteterit impedimentum, i. e. Except a lawtul rea- 
ſon may be given for the contrary. Hence 
Charles V. gives this reafon why he did not ob- 
ſerve the Statute of the Bull, Dieweil er der Ster- 
blichen lufſt halber den Reichſtag 2u Nurnberg nicht 
habe halten wollen, habe er ſolchen gen Wormbs an- 
geſetzet, i.e. Since he could not conveniently hold 
a Reichſtag ( or Diet) at. Noremberg, becauſe of 
thebad and unwholſome air ; therefore he 
thought good to remoye it to Worms. The 
like reaſons were given by the Emperor Maxi- 
milian for removing the Dict to Augsburg, and by 
Ferdinand III. for calling one at Regenſpurg. By 
Charles the Fifth's Cs 'twas order'd, that 
It ſhould be lawtul for the Emperor to call a Dict 
at what placc he pleaſed; provided it were not 
without the bounds of the German Emparc. But 
becauſe there ought to be had a reſpect to the 
convenience of the ſeveral Princes and Eſtates 
as well as the Emperor himſelf; therefore in the 
Capitulation ſworn to by the preſent Emperor 
Leopold, "us cxpreſly ſaid, Und ſunderlich keinen 
Reichſlag auſſerhalb des Reichs Teutſcher Nation, 
auch ehe und bevor wir darzu umb der fieben Chur- 
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ſehickung angehalten, und uns mit denſelben ſo wobl 
der zeit als mahlftat vergleichen, oder fie von ſelbſten 
des Reichs anliegen halber uns darumb unterthanip 
angelanget und erinnert, vornehmen oder auſſchrei- 
ben, i. e. And eſpecially no Diet without the 
bounds of the German Empire, nor before by an 
expreſs Ambaſſador wehave obtain'd the conſents 
of the ſeven Electors, and conſulted with them 
about the time as well as place of the Diet's ſit- 
ting ; or they themſelves, taking the public good 
of the Empire into conſideration, ſhall humbly 
deſire Us to call ſuch an Aſſembly. Ar preſent 
the Diet 1s uſually held at Ratisbor ; as a place of 
a convenient diſtance from the Courts of moſt 
of the Princes, and other Eſtates, of the Em- 
Ire. 
| As ſoon as any of the Eſtates, or their Am- 
baſſadors, arc come to the place appointed, the 
firſt thing they do 1s to beg audience of the Em- 
eror, to whom they ſhew their Summons, thank 
ry Imperial Majeſty for his gracious calling a 
Dict, and promiſe their utmoſt endeavours in 
promoting the general good of the Empire in 
the following Aflembly. The Ambaſladors are 
bound to give the Emperor an account of the 
reaſons of their Maſters abſence ; according to 
an Order of the Dict to that purpoſe, as appears 
from the Reichs Aſcheide zu Trier und Colln, A. D. 
1621. F. Es ſollen auch die Churfurſten, &c. This 
done, they are to acquaint the Marſhal of the 
Empire ( Count Papenheim ) with their arrival, 
that he may be the better able ro execute his 
Office; which 1s, to provide cach may a lodging 
ſutable to his Quality , and to write down the 
names of every particular member. Laſtly, they 
are to givc in their names to the Chancellor's (or 
Archbiſhop of Mentz's) Office; and there to ſhew 
their Credentials. 

The propoſal of every thing to be diſcuſſed 1n 
the Aſlembly belongs to the Emperor alone, 
and not to the Eſtates or Members of the Diet. 
And altho in his Summons a particular day be 
always nominatcd for their Seſlion, yet 'tis 1n 
the power of his Imperial Majelty to defer the 
propoſal of any bufincſs for ſome time longer. 
Infomuch that oftentimes the Eſtates ( to ſave 
charges) have made a later appearance then 
was appointed in their Summons. When che 
lace Emperor Ferdinand III. had call'd a Diet at 
Ratisbon in the year 1654, three months were 
almolt lipt over, after the day appointed, before 
any thing was propoſed to the Aſſembled Mem- 
bers. When, ar laſt, the Emperor 1s pleaſed to 
make the States acquainted with their bulineſs, 
the Vice-Marſhal gives warning to every parti- 
cular Member to attend his Imperial Majelty at 
ſuch a ſet time. At which time appointed, the 
Electors, and the reſt, give their attendance, and 
wait on the Emperor to Church ; where public 
prayers are had for the happy ſucceſs of al cheir 
conſultations in ſettling the Afﬀairs of the Em- 
pire. Which done, they all return to the grand 
Council Chamber ; where the Emperor 1n his 
Robes declares to the Eſtates the reafons why 
they are aſſembled, and propoſes to them the 
heads they areto treat of in the tollowing Diet. 

The controverſic about taking place in the 
Diets has been long ſince deternuned amongſt 
the Electors by the Golden Bull ; but the other 
Princes, and Deputies for the Imperial Cities, 
have continual quarrels at every meeting ; inſo- 
much that ſometimes the Diet is ready to break 
up in confuſion ; and would doubtleſs often do 
it, if ſome milder ſpirits then the reſt did not 
compoſe the ſtrife by yeilding their places to their 
Antagoniſts with: a reſerved proteſtation againſt 
making uſe of this ſingle inſtance as a preſident 
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for the future. The order obſerved by the Ele- 
ctors 1n the Aſſembly, is ſomewhat different from 
what jt was before the Treaty of Munſter ; Up91 
the account of the Duke of Bavaria's being made 
one of the number. Ar this day they ſeat them- 
ſelves thus : Firſt, the Elector of Mentz chal- 
lenges the chief place, and firs always in the 
middle. On his right hand are placed the Ele- 
Ctors of Treves and Colen, by turns : and. after 
one of them, the Bavarian and Brandenburgher 
On the left ( after one of the abovenamed Spi- 
ritual Ele&tors) the Duke of Saxony and Prince 
Palatine of the Rhine. The Ambaſladors of the 
Electors take the ſame place among themſelyes 
as it their Maſters were perſonally preſent ; bur 
it any one Elector appear in his own perſon, the 
Ambaſladors of all the reſt yeild him the place, 
tho perhaps he ſhould haye ſat below all their 
Maſlters. 

The Princes of the Empire divide themſelves Princes of 
into two Benches ; Die Geiſtliche und Weltliche ( as the Em- 
they call them, or ) the Spiritual and Secular. pire. 
In the Diets of the old Francic Kingdom, the 
Bikops, or Prelates, and Secular Princes made 
ewo diltinct and ſeparate Bodics ; as they do to 
this day in Provincial Courts. And the reaſon 
was the ſame ; becauſe the Prelates uſed not to 
intermeddle with matters of State, but concern'd 
chemſclves only inſctlmg the affairs of the Church, 
with which the Secular Princes were never con- 
cern'd. Burt afterwards, when the Biſhops of Rome 
had removed the debate of all Ecclchatitical at- 
fairs from the German Aſlemblies to their own 
Courts, the Prelates of the Empire appcar'd no 
more 1n the public Diets as Biſhops, but as Tem- 
poral Princes; ſuch as had no Secular Jurisdiction 
being ſhut out of the Court. On the Spiritual 
Benchfit che Arch-Dukes of Auſtria, and the Dukes 
of Burgundy ( who were permitted this honour 
becaule Princes, tho Secular, yct of a more then 
ordinary eminence 1n the Empire ) ; the Arch- 
biſhops and Biſhops, that are not Electors; ſeve- 
ral Abbots ( ſome of which had Princely Digni- 
tics conferr'd on them by Charles the Great ) ; 
and laltly, the Maſter of the Zeztonic Order. The 
Lutheran Prelates were tormerly wholly excluded 
from all appearance at any General Aſſembly 
of the Eitares of the Empire ; againſt which 
hard uſage their often repeated Proteſtations 
prov'd unſucceſsful. Ar Jalt, matters were ſo 
order'd in the Weftphalian Treaty of Peace, that 
they obtain'd a Seatin the Diets; but not amongſt 
the Roman Prelates, nor the Secular Princes, but 
on a Bench by themſelves, betwixt both the other. 
But becauſe the Archbiſhopric of Magdeburg ( by 
vertue of the ſaid Treaty ) 1s turn'dinto a Duke- 
dom ; and the Biſhoprics of Lubeck and Oſnabrug 
into Secular Principalties by turns;theretoreat this 
day all the Reformed Princes ( excepting thoſe 
that are Electors) (it on the Secular Bench,which is 
appointed for all Princes, Counts, and Baronsof 
the Empire, who have votes 1n the Diets. 

All the Eccleſiaſtical Members of the Dict Prelates. 
have not cqual votes; as neither have cheſecular 
ones. The Eccleſiaſtical as well as Secular Princes 
of the Empire ( as alſo all other Prelates that 
have Princely Dignities annex'd to their Sacred 
Functions, together with the Maſter of the 7eu- 
tonic Order ) have ſingle voices; and give intheir 
votes to the Vice-Marſhal by turns. But others, 
that can lay no claim to any Temporal Princi- 

ality, give their voices by companies. Of this 
Ja ſort there are at this day two Benches, die 
Schwabiſche and Rheiniſche. Formerly, the Counts 
and Barons of the Empire had no more then two 
voices; and were therefore ( as the Prelares are 
now ) divided into two Benches, call'd by the 
L 2 | Ger-

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*\ thoſe days die Wetterawiſche und Schwa- 
tug Afeerwards, in the Diet held in the 
year 1641, the Counts of Franconia had a pecu- 
jar voice allow'd them ; and not long after (1n 
the year 1654) another vote Was g1Ven to the 
Counts of Saxony and Weſtphalia. So that at pre- 
ſont there arc four Benches of Counts ( che Schwa- 
biſh, Wetterawiſh, Francic, and Ieſtphalian ) who 
have votes in the public Diets of the Empire. 

The Deputies or Delegates of the Imperial 
Cities make up the third and laſt rank of the 
Members of a General Diet or Aſſembly of the 
Eſtates of the Empire. What time the Cities 
that have now votes, and go under the known 
name of Imperial Cities, Came to have that pri- 
viledg, cannot certainly be learn d trom the Ger- 
man Hiſtorians. The Author of the Chronicle 
of Spire endeavours to prove, that ſcycral of theſe 
Cities were inveſted with this honourinthe twelfth 
Ceatury. The Oath taken by the Emperor Fer- 
dinand 1, may ſeem to countenance thus relation, 
In Chriſti Nomine Juro, non ſolum Principum, ſed Ci- 
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Univerſitatis tralanda eſe. But this paſlage 1s not 
to be underſtood of the Citics of Germany ( which 
in this Emperor's days were 1n too Mean a COn- 
dition to offer to concern themſelves in the Go- 
verament of the Empire ), but of thoſe 1n Italy; 
which many years before had been call'd to pub- 
lic Aſſemblies in the Italian Kingdom. The moſt 
probable opinion 1s, that the Imperial Cines 
( thoſe I mean in Germany which at this day bear 
that name) were not admutted to the Diet be- 
fore the fourteenth Century ; not long before 
they werereckon'd up by the Emperor CharlesIV. 
(in his Golden Bull) amongſt the other Eſtates 
of the Empire. Their Deputies at preſent are 
divided into two Benches ; whereof the one is 
called Die Rheiniſche, and the other Die Schwa- 
biſche Bank. On the former, fit the Deputies of 
Lubec, the free Cities upon the Rhine, in Witteraw, 
Alſace, Saxony, and 7 huringen. On the latter, 
the Delegates from the free Cities in Schwaben 
and Franconia. The Deputies of the City where 
the Diet is held, fit ata Table by themſelves, and 
there take an account of the voices of other De- 
legates; whichare broughtto them, and regiſter'd 
by the two Regiſters of Ulm and Spire ; whereof 
the former repreſents the Cities in the Rheiniſh 
Circle, and the latter thoſe of Schwaben. 

Some Hiſtorians will tell us, that the greateſt 
diſputes which happen at a German Dict,arc about 
precedency ; and that more time 1s ſpent in rank- 
ing the Members in their due places, thenin de- 
bating the Emperor's Propoſals when they are 
ſect down. Another fourth part of their time 
( or rather more ) they will have to be ſpent in 
ſer drinking matches. Whence the Emperor Fer- 
dinand 1s ſaid ſharply to have reprehended the 
intemperance of the greateſt part of the Am- 
baſſadors ſent to .the Diet from the ſeveral 
Princes and Imperial Cities. A third quarter of 
their time 1s employ'd in diſputing the Priviledges 
and Prerogatives of a Diet; and ſhewing in what 
caſes 1t may, or may not be curb'd or controll'd 
by the Emperor. The fourth and laſt part they 
ſpend upon the buſineſs propoſed by the Empe- 
ror; which is commonly concerning ſome Ar- 
ticles of Peace with ſome foreign Nation ; the 
making or renewing ſome Laws of the Empire; 
the regulating of Coinage ; raiſing of Taxes; or 
ſome ſuch State affair. 
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Of the Imperial Chamber, and other General C ourts 


of Judicature. 
I the days of Charles the Great, and ſome 


Eccleſiaſtical cauſes. The Prelates, Counts, and 
other perſons of Quality, who had any Suits of 
Law to commence, were heard at the firſt in. 
ſtance in the Emperor's Court; but the Secular 
Princes could not be judged but in the General 
Dicts of the Empire. Afterwards when Law-= 
ſuits began to multiply in proportion to the 
growing malice and wickedneſs of men, the in- 
finitenumbers of Clients that overſtockt the Court 
became burthenſom to the Emperor, who could 
not poſſibly attend and hear all Cauſes brought 
before him. Beſides, the Emperor's Court be- 
ing not always kept in one place, both parties 
concern'd in any controverhie were forced to fol- 
low the Emperor for a deciſion into the remoreſt 
arts of Germany. Upon theſe conſiderations, 
Maximilian I. ( taking compaſſion upon his quar- 
relſom Subjects, and defiring as much as poſli- 
bly he could to fave both their labour and mo- 
ney ) ſetled a Sedentary Parliament at Worms or 
Francfurt in the year 1495, which was ſoon after 
brought to Spire ; whence 1t cannot be removed 
withoutaconſent of allthe Eſtates of che Empire, 
except in time of Plague or War, 

Ar firſt the Aſſeſſors, appointed as Judges in 
this Court, were only ſixteen ; but their num- 
ber has ſince been encreaſcd to fifry, who are all 
nominated by the Head and principal Members 
of the Empire. The Emperor names the ſupreme 
Judg ( who is always a Count or Baron, and well 
Skill'd in the Civil and Municipal Laws of the 
Empire) and four of the principal Officers. Each 
Elector names one Aſſeſſor; and the reſt are pro- 
moted to that employment by the ſeveral Circles 
or Benches of Voters in the Diets. Now, as 
thoſe Princes and Eſtates of the Empire who 
have power to nomunate the Aſſeſſors in this 
Court, are of different Religions ( ſome adhering 
to the Doctrines of the Church of Rome, and 
others profeſſing the Reform'd Religion, and em- 
bracing the opinions cither of Luther or Calvin), 
ſo arc alſo the Aſſeſlors themſelves. 

Tho there lies no appeal from the 
Chamber to any other Court of Judicature; yet 
if the Judg and Aſleſſors of this Court be accuſed 
of any unjuſt proccedings in the determination of 
any controyerſie, execution of the ſentence pro- 
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nounced 1s deterr'd till the Viſiters of the Cham-. 


ber cxamine the reaſonableneſs of the complainr, 
and redreſs the grievance it juſtly alledg'd. Whence 
It woos that the Aſſeſlors themſelves thar ſit 
at this Tribunal are not the ſupreme Judges of 
the Empire ; but that their Vifiters may morc 
juſtly claim that Title. For ſome time before the 
concluſion of the Weſtphalian Treaty of Peace, 
It was almoſt ;mpoſſibl. to procure any ſuch Vt 
ſtation, becauſe of the continual quarrels be- 
tween the Princes of the Roman and Lutheran pcr- 
ſwaſion ; the former of whom denicd the later 
the power and authority of Viſiting the Impe- 
rial Chamber, which by the Fundamental Laws 
of the Empire was conferr'd upon them. 

All Appeals from other interior Provincial 
Courts of Judicature are made hither z tho few 
croublc this Court but ſuch as are very quarrel- 
ſom themlclyes, or forc'd to give their atten- 
dance by others that arc ſo. For Juſtice is here 


but ſlowly admuntſtred, by reaſon ( chiefly) of 


the vaſt number of old Suits, commenced many 
years ago between ſcycral great Princes of the 
Empur =

of his Succeſlors, the Biſhops and Officers of Impergl 
the Crown jointly with the Emperor decided all any 
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phalian Treaty , the Evangelical ( as they tile 
themſelves) or Lutheran Eſtates of the Empire 
made a general complaint of the abuſes put upon 
them by the Aſſeſſors of the Imperial Chamber, 
in which; among(t other things, they tell the 
Proteſtant Princes and Ambaſladors aſſembled 
at that Treaty, Daſs es mit der Adminiſtration der 
Tuſtitz, 2u Speyer dermaſſen langſahm und verzug- 
lich zugehet, daſs die gerichtliche Proceſs bey eines 
Menſchen lo offtermals kindes und kindes kinder 

antzen lebenzeiten kaum zu threm endlichem be- 
Rpluſe i.e. That the adminiſtration of Juſtice at 
Spire 1s ſo intolerable ſlow-pac'd, that ſometimes 
a Law-ſuit cannot be finiſh'd in a man's whole 
life-time ; but muſt be left to be manag'd by 
his Grandchildren. But ſince in the foremen- 
tioned Treaty matters were in part compoſcd 
between the Proteſtant and Popiſh party, the 
Lutherans are not ſo much abuſed as formerly 
nor are they forc'd to attend any longer for the 
adminiſtration of Juſtice then others Members 
of the Empire. Thoſe that are immediately 
ſubje& to the Emperor, have all their ſimple 
Law-caſes tried at this Court; but others that 
are only mediately his Subjects, make no ap- 

carance, ſave only upon appeal from ſome 
Lee Court. 

Another High Court of Judicature 1s in the 
Emperor's Palace, wherever he keeps his reſi- 
dence ; call'd by the Germans Der Reichs Heffrat, 
which we may Engliſh, The Dutch King's Bench. 
The Emperor Ferdinand I. publiſhed the Laws 
and Ordinances to be obſcryed in the Trial of 
all Law-Caſes in this Court, in the year 1549. 
Which orders were afterwards cnlarged by Maxi- 
milian Il. 1596. And laſtly reviſed and amended 
by the Emperor Matthias in the fourteenth year 
of this Century. In this Court the Emperor 
himſelf is ſupreme Judg; being aſſiſted by a cer- 
tain company of Aſſeſlors, whereof ſome arc 
Proteſtants and others Papiſts. The Emperor's 
place 1s uſually ſupplied by his Repreſentative 
or Preſident of the Court; who is always a Count, 
or Baron at leaſt, of the Empire. 

'Tis a point much controverted by the Ger- 
man Lawyers, Whether the Authority of this 
Court or the Imperial Chamber at Spire be the 
greater ? Moſt of them appear vigorouſly for 
the later; and tell us, That even the Emperor 
himſelf falls under the cogmiſance of this Court, 
tho he be Judg in the other. For proot of thus 
they produce ſeveral authentic Records, where- 
by it appears, that the German Emperors have 
been ſummoned to appear as Defendants before 
the Aſſeſſors at Spire. But let them conſider, 
that the Imperial Chamber is under the inſpe&tion 
of Viſitors, who have power to correct all errors 
and miſdemeanours in the proccedings of the 
Aſleſfors ; whereas the Reichs Heſſrat 1s not ſub- 
ject to any ſuch Superviſors. Again the Hoffrat 
rakes immediate notice of all manner of Caſes 
in_the Empire ; many of which che Imperial 
Chamber cannot take into conſideration, except 
they are legally removed from ſome inferior 
Court. Laſtly, by whom was an Emperor ever 
ſummon'd to appcar at the Imperial Chamber 
in Spire ? Queſtionleſs not by the Judg and Aſ- 
ſcffors of that Court; who could never pretend 
that their borrowed power was greater then their 
Maſter's that lent it them. No. But whenever 
the Emperor was ſummon'd to appear, 'twas 
done by his own permiſſion; and the ſummons 
always run in his name. For cxample, one of 
theſe papers begins thus : Wir Maximilian, erwehl- 
_ ter Romiſcher Kayſer, entbieten dir Maximilian Ert2- 
Hertzogen zu Oeſterreich, &ic. Where Maximilian

milian Arch-Duke of Auſtria ( the ſame mn) 
to make his appearance. And I cannot ſee how 
from hence any man can rationally conclude, that 
the power of the Judg and Aſſeſſors in the Impe- 
rial Chamber at Spire reaches further then the

Hat the whole Empire of Germany ( if the 

| Members thereof were firmly united ) 
would be the moſt potent and invincible Nation 
in Ezrope, 1s without controverlie, and aſſerted 
by the unanimous conſent of all modern Poli- 
titians. But as long as the Princes and Counts 
(who by their carriage declare themſelves no 
more then nominal Subjects to the Emperor, 
but real and abſolute Lords in their own Terri- 
tories ) arc at a continual enmity amongſt them- 
ſclves, Ephraim againſt Manaſſes and Manaſes 
againſt Ephraim z they ceaſe to become a terror, 
and are made a prey to their neighbours. Hip- 
politus a Lapide's grand rule for fixing the Em- 
pire 1n a flouriſhing condition ( by healing up 
its breaches, anduniting its disjointed members ) 
was queſtionleſsa ſoveraign receipt; which would 
infallibly have cured all the diſcaſes of the then 
miſerable Empire, if it could have been made 
practicable with as much caſe as *twas propoſed. 
But ( as the learned Pxfendorf, under the covert 
name of Monzambanzs, has obſerv'd ) 'tis in vain 
to preach up ſuch doctrines in the Empire, till 
we are aſſured that all the Princes of Germany 
are. wiſe men, and know how to govern their 
mp" according to the cxacteſt rules of mora- 
ity and true policy. 

What muſeries their own animoſities and quar- 
rels brought upon them, all Hiſtorians ( who 
g1VC us an account of the brave exploits of Guſta- 
vis Adolphus ) will acquaint us. Different opi- 
nions 1n Religion firſt bred jealouſtes berween 
the Emperor and the chict Princes of his Em- 
pire ; which afterwards broke out into a flame, 
and ſet all Germany on fire ; nay, and brought 
the whole Nation into ſo miſerable a condition 
that there was not a Province 1n 1t which had 
not ( by fire and ſword, by plague and famine ) 
loſt half its inhabitants. The Swedes had Gar- 
riſons in one hundred twenty and five ſeveral 
places in Germany ; the French in forty-ſix ; and 
che aſhens in thirty-nine; and all theſe torces 
brought againſt the Emperor at the requelt of 
his own diſcontented Subjects. 


It will not be amiſs in chis place to take a ſhort Treaty of 
abſtract of the Articles ſigned in the Treaty of Munſter. 


Munſter ; as far as they rclatc to the new Acceſſ1- 
ons obtain'd by other Kingdoms and Principa- 
lities, and the loſſes ſuſtain'd by che Emperor in 
the late Civil wars. Since from hence we ſhall 
not only perceive what the nuſcries were which 
their own diſſentions brought upon them ; bur 
alſo lcarn in what condition the Empire was after 
the Rarification of the ſaid Weſtphalian Treaty. 
Firſt then, it was agreed, That the ngeried: 
ſhould pay to the Crown of Sweden five nulli- 
ons of Gold to defray the charges of the War, 
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-d part whereof was afterwards laid out 
(0 oY and disbanding ſome of the S 3 
diſh Forces, another was g1Ven AWAY 1) rewards 
eo ſach Officers as had ſhewn their gallantry 
che Wars, and the third was diſpoſed of 1n _ 
ralities by the Queen ). Beſides this money, thc 
Empire quitted, and annex'd to the c_—_— 
of Sweden, all the hither Pomeren, with the Ifſan 
and Principality of Ragen, the Cities of Stetin, 
Garts, Dam, Holnau, the Ile of Wollin, the River 
Oder, and the part of Friſchehaff; the Collation 
of all the Eccleſiaſtical Benefices which the Dukes 
of Pomeren challeng'd before the Treaty 1n the 
Biſhopric of Camin, with the Reverſion of that 
Biſhopric, nay of the reſt of Pomerania, and the 
new Marquifate of Brandenburgh, 1n caſe the 
Heirs male of that Family ſhould happen to fail. 
Add to theſe Wiſmar, a ſtrong Port-Town on 
the Baltic Sea; the Fortreſs of Walfiſch, the Bauli- 
wic of Poel and Neuclofter ; and laſtly, the Arch- 
biſhopric of Bremen, and Biſhopric of Werden, 
both converted into Dukedoms ; together with 
the City and Bailiwic of Wil/bazſer. So that by 
that Treaty the King of Sweden got the Titles 
of Duke of Bremen, Werden, and Pomeren, Prince 
of Rugen, and Lord of Wiſmar. And in all theſc 
Lands and Territorics had ſupreme power and 
authority to Ere& Univerſities, ſet Impoſts upon 
all Commodities, either exported or imported, 
and the like; paying only to the Emperor a ſmall 
homage, as is done by other great Princes of the 
Empire. II. To the King of France, and his Suc- 
ceſſors for eyer, were given ( by the ſame Trea- 
ty ) the Cities and Biſhoprics of Metz, Toul, and 
Verdun, with Moyenvic, Pignerol, Briſac, the Landt- 
gravedom of Alſatia, the Bailiwic of Haguenar, 


and the Fortreſs of Philipsburg. By this bargain 


the French were great gainers; and the Empe- 
ror loſt not much. The former, beſides the 
conſiderable enlargement of their Territories, 
cut off all poſſibility of the Spaniards uniting his 
Italian Forces with thoſe in the Low Countries ; 
which might eaſily be done as long as Alſace 
and Lorain were in the hands of the Arch-Dukes 
of Auſtria. The later, by giving up his right in 
Alſace, made the Kingdom of Bohemia heredi- 
tary to his Houſe; and therefore catcht as much 
with one hand as he loſt on the other. What 
the acquiſitions or loſles of particular Princes 
were, We ſhall take occaſion to ſhew in the De- 
ſcriptions of the ſeyeral Principalities which they 
now poſleſs. 

We ſee into what condition the Emperor of 
Germany was brought by engaging himſelf in a 
Civil war with the Princes of his Empire ; how 
much of his Dominions were ſnatcht away by 
the Swedes on the one hand, and the French on 
the other. This was the poſture of the German 
affairs, till the late wars with France and Sweden 
alcer'd the ſcene; for the French enlarg'd their 
conn in the German Territories, and the 
Swedes loſt a great part of the Dominions which 
the Weſtphalian Treaty had made them Maſters 
of ; and more they had parted with, if the over- 
jooen power and authority of the French King 

ad not forc'd the Elector of Brandenburgh to 
reſign a great many places which he had bravely 
won. How matters will at laſt be adjuſted be- 
tween France and the Empire, is hard to deter- 
mane ; ſince the French King lays claim daily to 
fome new Rights or Priviledges in the Emperor's 
Domumions. However, Strasburg 1s ſtill reckon'd 
the Imperial Bulwark againſt the French fury ( as 
t has always been efteem'd ), notwithſtanding 
the pretenſions of their King to ſeveral Rights 
of this City. 

And as the Empire ſeems ſecured from any 
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ſ1dden incurſion of the French by Strasbargh 
ſo it is from all invaſions of the 7zrh by Fs 
of the Polander by Uvratiſlaw ; of the Dane by 
Hamburgh and Lubeck; and of the Hollander; by 
Colln. So that there is no great fear of being 
injur'd by a forcign enemy, it all the Germay 
Princes would unanimouſly join hands in defeng. 
ing the ſtrong Holds, and ſecuring the bound, 
of that Empire whereof they pretend to be Mem. 
bers. Burt as long as cach petty Prince is only 
ſolicitous about the cnlargement of his own 
{mall Demefne, and the ſtrongeſt permitted to 
annex as much of their: neighbour's Territories 
to their own as they can lay their hands on, the 
German Empire 1s in great danger of being de. 
ſtroy'd by its own Members. The Elctors in- 
deed, and all the other great Princes of the Em- 
pirc pay ſome ſmall Homage and Acknowledg. 
ment to the Emperor; but all the while exer- 
ciſe as abſolute a Monarchical Dominion in their 
ſeveral Principalities as the Emperor himſelf does 
in Azftriaor Bohemia. So that Germany1s not really 
a Nation ſubject to one ſupreme Head and Go- 
yernor, bur a combination of ſeveral lictle Com- 
monwealths and Kingdoms; whoſe general inte- 
tereſt conſiſts in maintaining an inviolable confe- 
federacy amongſt themſelves, and an unanimous 
deſire to ſecure rather then enlarge their Domi- 
nions. Ina word, © The Foreign Intereſts of the 
*Empire (to ſpeak in the language of the in- 
* comparable Sir William Temple ) are the defence 
© of the Eaſtern parts againſt the 7zrk, and the 
© preſcryation of the Weſtern Circles againſt the 
* growth of France; the Domeſtic, are thelimited 
* Conſtitution of the Imperial power, and the 
*balance of the ſeycral tree Princes and States 
* of the Empire. 


Of the H a Ns-Topns. 


Efore we come to a particular Deſcription 

of Hamburgh, and other great Cities on the 

Northern and Weſtern parts of the Empire, 'twill 

be convenient to premiſe ſomething of the Hans- 

Towns 1n general; thatthe Reader may the bet- 

ter underſtand what we mean by that word, when 
he ſhall meet with it in the following ſheets. 

By Hans-Towns then the German writers under- 
ſtand a certain number of great Cities all along 
the Sea-ſhore, from the Finnic Bay down as far 
as the mouth of the Rhine; which ſeveral ages 


ago enter'd into a ſolemn confederacy for the 


advancement of Trade, and the better ſecurity 


of cheir Territories againſt the incurſions of any 
foreign Encmy. 


In what year this League was made, is not/her 
certainly known ; and Chytrezs ( who was as di- Cott 


- or and curious in enquiring after theſe kind rate 
Antiquities as any Hiſtorian of the German 
Nation ) tells us, that very few of the old Re- 
cords he had met with in any of the Hans-Towns, 
could give him the leaſt hint of the year when 
they'were admitted into thar number. However, 
he gueſſes the Sociecy was firſt inſtituted a little 
before the reign of the Emperor Ferdinand IL. 
about the year 1200. And the noble Hiſtorian 
Thuanus erabraces his opinion in this as well as 
molt other particulars ot the German Hiſtory 
which he meddles with. John Angelius Werden- 
hagen ( an impertinent Author; who has ſcribled 
four large Tomes De Rebus publ. Anſeaticis ) gives 
no polinve account of the brit original of this 
Contederacy ; but ſcems to bring ir down ow 

che 
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the time of Henry Duke of Brunſwic, ſurnamed 
the Lion. Henry Suderman ( who was ſometime 
Counſellor to the Hans-Towns) fetches its Inſti- 
tution far further then the beginning of the thir- 
teenth Century, or later end of the twelfth ; 
which is the time uſually pitcht upon by other 
Hiſtorians. With how little probability theſe 
opinions are back'd, 1s cafie to obſerye , tho per- 
haps, after the moſt diligent enquiry, we ſhall 
not be able to gueſs right our felyes. For Lu- 
beck, has been always look'd upon as the chicf of 
all the Hans-Towns, and for that reaſon their 
High Court of Judicature was kept there. There- 
fore 'tis very likely that this City was one of the 
firſt that enter'd into that ſolemn League and 
Covenant. Now 'us certain, that Lubeck was 
only built towards the later end of the twelfth 
Century ; and 1t is hard to imagine, that this 
Town and Hamburg would enter into any ſuch 
League as long as they were under the yoke of 
the then incon(iderable King of Denmark; which 
they did not ſhake off before the year 1226. Be- 
ſides, if Lubeck were then one of the Hans-Towns 
we ſhould meet with an account of ſome ſuccour 
ſent her when ſhe was engaged in war againſt 
Waldemar ahd his two Sons, Eric Abel and Chriſto- 
pher, Kings of Denmark ( which was ended about 
the year 1259); and yet no Hiſtorian of thoſe 
times mentions any ſuch thing. We may there- 
fore probably enough conclude, that the ſaid 
Cities enter'd not into any Confederacy till after 
the {ixtieth year of the thirteenth Century ; at 
which time Peace was firſt concluded with the 
Danes, and Trade bcgan to be improv'd in theſe 
parts of che German Empire. What Angelius re- 
ports of his having ſeen ſome Charters and Pri- 
viledges granted tothe united Hans-Towns, which 
are dated 1n the year 1194, 1s as little to be cre- 
dited as the ſtories which others of the German 
Hiſtorians relate of our King Henry the Thurd's 
granting of Jarge Priviledges to the ſame Cines 
in the 1206; whereas 'tis well known, that this 
Prince was not advanced to his Fathers Throne 
before the year 1216, and was then only nine 
years of age. Polydor Virgil ( to whom we know 
what credit to give, in thoſe particulars eſpeci- 
ally wherein he difſents from the reſt of our Erg- 
liſh Hiſtorians ) witneſſes indeed for theſe men, 
that Henry the Third did grant ſome ſuch kind 
of priviledges to the Hans-Towns as they men- 
tion; but the ſame Author will tell them, that 
this King reign'd till the year 1273. And Ange- 
lis, when he comes to ranſack old Norwegian 
papers for teſtimonies of the Antiquity of this 
Socicty, can produce nothing of unqueſtionablc 
authority ( as he phraſes it) written before the 
year 1278. Afterwards, when he comes to give 
us a ſhort Compendium of their Laws (which 
he has tranſcribed out of Domannzs ); the oldeit 
amongſt them does not bear date beyond the 
year 1312. So that poſſibly this Company was 
no propcr Body Politic before that time. 

But the German Hiſtorians differ as much in 
aſſigning the derivation of the word Hans, and 
the reaſons why theſe Confederate Cities ſhould 
call themſelves by thatname; as they do in pitch- 
ing upon the time of the firſt Inſtitution of cheir 
Contederacy. We ſhall give the Reader a ſhort 
catalogue of the moſt probable opinions ; and 
lcave it to his judgment to embrace or reject any 
of them as he ſhall ſee cauſe. Firſt then, ſome 
derive the word Hanſe, or Anſe ( tor in Latin Au- 
thors we meet with Urbes Anſeatice and Anſati- 
c#, as well as Hanſatice) from the Dutch am zee 
or am ſee, {ignitying near unto, Or upon the Sea- 
Jhore ; becauſe, ſay they, the Hans-Towns were 
at firlt only a company of Cities which ( lying 
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upon the Sea-ſhore) enter'd into a Confederacy 
meerly tor the advancement of Trade by Navi- 
gation. And that this was the ſole end of their 
entring into a League ( and not the ſecuring of 
their Territories, which was the thing which ſome 
Cities upon the Rhine propoſed to themſelyes 
upon their entring into the like Confederacy ) 
they prove from the teſtimonies of C hytreus and 
Crantzius ; who are Authors of good credit and 
authority. 2. Others bring the word from Hanſa, 
which in the old High Dutch tongue ſignifies a 
Common Counal. Thence the Greeh word 
ov:Bu\tureslo (Mat. xXV1. 4. ), which our Engliſh 
Interpreters have render'd they conſulted, is in ſome 
ancient Dutch Verſions tranſlated fie haben ej 
Hanſa gemacht. 3. Webner tells us, that in old 
Charters of ſome of theſe Cities inſtead of Hanſe- 
Stadte (as the Germans now-a-days uſually write 
the word ) he has metwith Hayn-Stadte ; which 
ſignifies, 1n the ancient Saxon Dialect, a City {e- 
tuate in a Wood ( ſuch as are a great many of the 
Hans-Towns 1n Saxony), and not, as ſome ex- 
plain 1t, a Town in a pleaſant Valley or plain Field. 
4. The fourth opinion ( and laſt, that looks like 
a probable conjecture ) 1s, That they had the 
nameof Hans-Towns from that preeminence and 
precedency which they juſtly challeng'd amongſt 
the reſt of the German Cities ; for the ſame rea- 
ſon as great Lords and Princes of the Empire are 
ſometimes ſtiled Groſſe Hanſen, Gewaltige Han- 
ſen, &c. And hence ſeveral old German proper 
names fetch their original ; as Anſelmus ( Hans- 
helm), a man famous for lus Helmet ; Ansbrech- 
tus ( Hanswert ), one that deſcrves to be made 
a Lord; Ansfridus ( Hansfried ), a Prince of a 
peaceable temper ; and the like. And the ordi- 
nary naimec of Hans ( uſed at this day all Germany 
over) 1s not, as many think, a contraction of 
Fohannes ; but a part of thoſe others abovemen- 
tion'd, But at preſent Hans 1s not ſo honoura- 
ble a Title as formerly ; for the Germans call an 
impertinent medling fellow ( ſuch as the old La- 
tins would have named Ardelio, and the Greeks 
wumpdyua) Hans in allen gaſſen; and Hans un 
mubt, Hans filtzmaul, Hans ſparmund, Praal Hans, 
Bauer-Hans, and the like, are looke upon as Nick- 
names of the higheſt 1gnominy and diſgrace. Ir 
would be worth a critical Erymologiſt's while to 
enquire, whether the word Hans ( amongſt other 
of its ſignifications) did not denote ſomething 
relating to trade and merchandiſe ; ſince to this 
day he that determines ( as Judg ) all contro- 
verſies amongſt the Merchants and Tradesmen 
of Ratisbon, 1s call'd Hans-Graff. 


The Hans-Towns of Germany are uſually di- Number, 


yided into four Circles, diſtinguiſhed by the names 
of the four principal Cities amongſt them, 12. 
Lubeck, Colln, Brunſwic, and Dantzig. To the 
Circle of Lubeck belong the Cities of Hamburg, 
Roſtock, Wiſmar, Stralſund, Lunenburg, Stetin, An- 
clam, Golnau, Gripſwald,Colberg, Stargard, Stolpe,Ge. 
To that of Colln, Weſel, Duiſsburg, Emmerick, War- 
burg, Unna, Hammen, Munſter, Minden, Oſnabrug, 
Dortmund, Soft, Herferd, Paderborn, Limgow, Bille- 
feld, Warberg, Lippſtadr, Coſsfeld, Nimwegen, Sut- 
phen, Rurnmund, Arnheim, Venloh, Elburg, Harder- 
'wic, Thiela, Bommel, Deventer, Campen, Swol, Gro- 
ningen, Bolſswerder, Gorcum, Hinlopen, Staveren, 
Embden, Briel, Wieringen, Middelburg, and ſome 
more of leſs note. To Brunſwic belong Magde- 
burg, Goſslar, Einbeck,, Gottingen, Hildeſheim, Han- 
nover, Ulſen, Buxtehude, Staden, Bremen, Hammel, 
and Minden. In the Curcle of Dantzig are rec- 
kon'd Konigsberg, Colmar, Torn, Elbingen, Bruns- 
berg, Riga, Derpt, Revel, &c. In each of the four 
chief Cities was held an High Court of Judica- 
cure; where all caſes were pleaded chat concern'd 
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the particular members of that Circle. 
wh _ reckon'd the Headand Metropolis 
of all the Hans-Towns ; as lying che moſt con- 
venient for Trade, and being beſt fortified and 
moſt populous, amongſt them. Hence all the 
reſt of the Cities mentioned made uſe of the Seal 
of Lubeck. in all their public Letters ; and that 
City kept an Adyocate in the Imperial Cham- 
ber at Spire, to plead all manner of Cauſes 1n 
which any of the Hans-Towns ( in matters of 
Trade) were concern'd. This City had alſo the 
ſole power of calling, by her Letters Fatents, an 
Aſſembly of the Eitates of the whole Society ; 
in caſe of any extraordinary exigence that con- 
cern'd their whole Body in general. Theſe 
kind of Aſſemblies were commonly held at Lz- 
beck.; but if the Radts-herrn of that City thought 
fir, they might ( and ſometimes did ) appoint 
ſuch another place of meeting, as lay morecon- 
veniently for the generality of the members con- 
ccrn'd. 
Privi- This Society in ſhort time became ſo conſ1- 
ledges derable as' to obtain Jarge priviledges in moſt 
and Gran- places of Trade in Europe; nay, they were fome-

time grown ſo formidable as to be able to wage 
war with the moſt potent Monarchs in Chriſten- 
dom, and to come off honourably. The chict 


Mart-Towns they reſorted to in foreign Nations 
(m cach of which they had extraordinary privi- 
ledges and immunities granted to them, and kept 
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their Storchouſes and Exchanges ) were theſe 
four, London here in England, where their Store. 


houſe was call'd Szae/-hof, becauſe the greateſt 


commodity they traded in with the Eneliſh was 
Steel; Nowogrod ( andatterwards Narva ) in Ruſſia, 
Bergen in Norway ; and Bruges in Flanders, whence 
(after ſome time) they removed to Antwerp in 
Brabant. 

But after the year 1500, their Trade began 7 


to fail daily, and the Society to dwindle into no- 1 
0 


thing; inſomuch , that in the year 1570 there 
was ſcarce a City to be found that would offer 
to challenge the ancient priviledges formerly a]. 
low'd to Hans-Towns. Afterwards, there were 
ſome who appcar'd very zcalous in endeayouring 
to renew the decay'd Confederacy ; but all their 
endeayours prov d ſucceſslefs and vain. For many 
of the leſſer Cities found themſelves impoveriſh'q 
rather then enrich'd by continuing the League; 
ſince they were obliged to contribute to all pub- 
lic charges of the Socicty, tho they gain'd little 
or nothing by the bargain. Beſides, within a 
whule the great current of Trade was turn'd from 
Germany into England and Holland; and the Hans- 
Towns render'd thereby unable to maintain fo 
great a Flectas formerly. Sothat, by degrees, the 
Society fell in pieces; and there nothing remains 
of it at preſent but the bare name in the memory 
of the Germans and their neighbours. 
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Ltho at this day the Up- 
\ pcr and Lower Saxony 
take up but a very ſmall 
ſhare of the German Em- 
pire; yet 'tis maniteſt; 
trom the writings of the 
beſt Antiquaries, that 
tormerly the better part 


of the inhabitants of 


that Nation were known 
by the general name of Saxons. Gens Saxonum 
ſaith Ethelwerd (an ancient Engliſh-Saxon Hiſto- 
rian, who flouriſh'd about the year of Chriſt 950 ) 
in toto erat maritima, a Rheno flumine uſque ad Do- 
niam urbem que nunc vulgo Dan-marc nuncupatur. 
Since Mr.Cambden could not find out what City 
this Author, and the men of his time, call'd 
Donia or Dan-marck; | ſhall not pretend to enquire. 
But we may from hence fately conclude, that 
all the ancient inhabitants of Futland, Sleſwic, 
"Holſtein, the Biſhopric of Bremen, County ot 01- 
denburg, both Friſlands, and a great part of Hol- 
land, were comprehended under the common 
name of Saxozs. This aſſertion 15 confirm'd by 
a notable paſſage in the old Belgic Chronicle, 
written 1n rythm near four hundred years ago; 
wherein the Author tells us, 


Oude bocken hoor ich gewagen, 

Dat al t land beneden Nyemagen, 
Willen neder Saſſen hiet. 

Alſoo als die ftroom werſhiet, 

Van der Maze ende van den Rbyn, 
Die Schelt was dat weſt ende Syn. 


"I hear, ſays he, that old Books report, that 
| all the Country below Nimmegaen was tormer- 
' Iy call'd Nether Saxony; which was bounded 
- on the welt with the Skelt ( a River on the 
' coaſts of Flanders), that iſſues out of the Maes 
"and Rbyne. The German Antiquarics give Weſt- 
phalia the name of Old Saxony; and out of this 
Country, *tis probable, ſome of our Engliſb- 
Saxons came ; as Wc ſhall ſhew anon. Mr. She- 
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ringham ( 1n his learned Treatiſe De Anglorum Gen- 
tis origine ) makes Alſace a part of the ancicnt 
Saxon Territories; telling us, that the name 
which to this day it retains was borrow'd from 
its Saxon inhabitants. For theſe men call'd their 
own Country Safer, as well as chemiclves Die 
Saſſen z and thence named this part of their Do- 
minions (which was the pleaſantelt and richeſt 
piece they were Maſters of }) Edel-Safſen, or No- 
ble Saxony. Which name was caſ:ly turn'd ( by 
changing the High Dutch termination into a La- 
tin one) jnto Edelſa/jia ; and at lalt contracted 
into Elſatia, or Alſatia. 

"Tis a difhcult task to pick up a true and ra- 
tional account of the name of Saxon out of the 
frivolous conjectures of ignorant Monks, or the 
equal 1mpertinencics of 1llitcrate Erymologitts. 
Ihidore Hiſpatenſis will needs have the Saxons to 
terch their name from the Latin word Saxwn ; 
and he gives this reaſon tor his fancy, guod fit 
durum Q walidiſ/imum genus hominum & praſtans 
ceteris piraticis, 1. e. becauſe they were always 
aſtrong and hardy people, and archer pyrats than 
any of their neighbours. Bur why ſhould the 
Saxons be bcholden to the Romans tor their name; 
ſince they inhabited the ſame Country, whereot 
their own offspring arc {till Maſters, long bctore 
Rome was built? Belides, we do not hnd that 
the Romans gave any new names to the Nations 
they conquer'd; any otherwiſe then by giving 
them a Latin, inſtead of their barbarous, ternu- 
nation. Crantzizs tells us of ſome ( and him- 
ſelf ſeems not altogether to diſhike their opint- 
on) who derived the word Saxon from Askenas, 
the greas Leader of the A/ians, who fit peopled 
Germany. But why theſe people ſhould any more 
retain the name of that grand General of the 
Aſian Army, then the Goths, Franks, or any other 
branch of the ancient Dutch Nation, he cannot 
inform us. Goropius ( who 1s follow'd by Ciſ- 
ner, Cambden, and ſcvcral other learned men ) 
brings the Saxons trom Sace a Scythian people ; 
from whom they were firit call'd Sacaſors, or the 
Sons of the Sace, and by contraction Saxons. 
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Theſe Seythians ( he tells us, and —_ the 
Anthority of Strabo to confirm his ſtory ) —_ 
their ancient Seats, CONqUET d — X ns 4 
good part of Armenia ; thence they pa 4 _ 
Capadecia, and for ſome time inhavited that 
part of 1t which bordereth on the Euxin Sca ; at 
Jaſt they paſs'd thro the Hercynian woods into 
Germany, and gave the name of Sacaſena ( after- 
wards turn'd into Saxonia) to the Country that 
here, by their Conqueſts, they had made them- 
(-lves Maſters of. Strabo indeed ſays ( and we 
may believe him) that the Sace did leave their 
ancient Scythian Scats; and Mr. C ambden obſerves 
well, that Prolomy places his Zoos near that part 
of Scythia whence thele men arc ſaid to have 
(allied out. But that they ever paſs'd the Her- 
cynean woods, is one of Goropius's Forgeries 3 and 
a ſtory not to be met with in Strabo, or any 
other Author of credit. I wonder moſt, that 
Mr. Cambden ( who was ſo great a Maſter of our 
old Engliſh-Saxon tongue ) ſhould not diſcern 
the abſurdity of this etymology. For 1n that lan- 
guage rex in the ſingularnumber ſigns a Saxon, 
25 well as Sachs to this day in the High-Dutch 
dialect ; and reax, yeaxna , and Jeaxena ( as alſo the 
modern Dutch words Sachſen and Safer ) arc 
plurals. Now if yeax and yeaxen be only broken 
remnants of facron and facyonep» WC ſhould In all 
probability meet with the entire words in ſome 
of our ancient Saxon Monuments ; which could 
never yct be produced by the belt of Antiqua- 


ries. Wherefore ( to omit other impertinences 


of this kind ) the moſt probable opinion 1s, that 
the Saxons had their name from a ſhort kind of 
weapon (call'd in their language Seax ) different 
from what any other Germans wore, and pecu- 
liar only to their own Nation. In confirmation 
of this conjecture, ſome of our Engliſh Hiſtori- 
ans gIve us a relation of a treacherous parly be- 
twixt Hengiſt ( the firſt Saxon that landed in Bri- 
tain) and King Vortigern. It was agreed, that 
both parties ſhould meet on Salrsbury-Plain un- 
arm'd ; but the Saxons, intending nothing but 
creachery, carried privately under their Coats 
ſhort Daggers, which upon the watch-word ( nem 
eomr Seaxes, Or take your Seaxes ) they immedi- 
ately drew out theſe weapons, and flew no leſs 
then three hundred of the Britiſh Nobility. The 
like ſtory ( and as equally true) ſome of the 
German writers relate of a treacherous maſſacre 
committed by the ancient Saxons in Thuringen. 
Pontanus urges the reaſonableneſs of this Erymo- 
logy more home when he tells us, that Saxony 
11 1ts ancient Arms bears two Seaxes, or Hangers, 
croſs-ways ; which, fays he, is an undoubred 
proof of cheir firſt denomination. And 'tis faid, 
that Erkenwyn, King of the Eaſt Saxons, gaye for 
his Arms three ſhort Daggers Argent in a Field 
Gules. A Sythe 15 full call d Saiſer in the Nether- 
lands ; and Scher-Sax in the High Dutch ſignifies 
as much as ( ein meſſer damit man ſcheret ) a Ra- 
zor. Wormius tells us, that $ ags Or Saks in the 
Rznic Dialect, ſignifiesa Sword or Dagger, whoſe 
Hilt and Blade were almoſt of equal length. Nor 
IS 1t at all extraordinary for people to take their 
names from the ſeveral ſorts of weapons uſed by 
them in battel. Thus moſt learned men agree 
that the Scythians had their name fromethe Ten. 
tonic word Scytan, to ſhoot ; becauſe they were 
excellent Bow-men. The Picards are thought to 
have been firſt called by that name from Pikes, 
a ſort of weapon they beſt underſtood. We may 
therefore venture to conclude with the Latin 
Rythm of the Learned Engelhus, 


Leippe brevis gladius apud illos Saxa wocatur, 
Inde ſibi Saxo nomen traxiſſe putatur, 
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From the account which 1s given us of this My," 
people by Zoſimus, Marcellinus, Diaconus, andother * 
ancient writers, we may learn, that they were men 
of a vaſt bulk of body, and proportionable 
ſtrength ; the moſt renown'd Warrors In Ger- 
many, and the moſt terrible enemies which the 
Romans ever encounter'd. Mr. Cambden ſays, they 
were ſuch notorious Pyrats ; and molt of them 
ſo accuſtom'd to live at Sea, that they were a- 
fraid to appear on dry land. Which agrees with 
the relation which Iſidoras gives of them, Gens 
Saxomm, ſays he, Myoparonibus non viribus nitun- 
tur, fuge potius quam bello parati, Hence it was, 
that all along the coaſts of Britain and France, ag 
far as the borders of Spain, the Romans maintain'd 
continual ſtanding Regiments under the com- 
mand of ſeveral Generals ; who ( from their 
Commiſlion and Office, which was ro ſecure the 
Inhabitants from the ſudden and frequent incur- 
ſions of the Saxon Pyrats ) were ſtiled Comites 
litoris Saxonici per Britanniam @ Galliam. Sidg- 
nius, 1n one of his Epiſtles, gives this character 
of a Saxon Pyrat, © That he 1s an enemy formi- 
* dable beyond compariſon; one whom frequent 
* Shipwracks recreate rather then terrific, as be- 
* ing not only acquainted, but grown famuliar, 
*with the perils of the Ocean, Gc. 


Their whole Nation was govern'd by Twelve Ga 


of the chief Nobles in the Land; who were E- 
lected to that Dignity by the Commonalty. In 


time of war, they chuſe a King out of theſe #® 


Twelve chick Commanders ; who exccuted Re- 
gal authority over the reſt as long as the war laſt- 
cd; but as ſoon as peace was concluded, was 
degraded into his former quality. This cuſtom 
continued amongſt them until the concluſion of 
their wars with the Emperor Charles the Great; 
at which time Wittikind ( a Nobleman of Angria 
in Weſtphalia, and one of their Twelye Rulcrs ) 
had the name and authority of a King conferr'd 
on him. But when he was afterwards conquer'd 
and converted to Chriſtianity by that Empcror, 
this fading Title was turn'd into the more du- 
rable one of Duke; and his Eleven Compani- 
ons were adyanc'd to the Honourable Titles and 
Dignities of Earls and Lords, from whom the 
greateſt Princes at this day in the German Em- 
pire derive their pedigrees. 

Some have imagined, that from this Duo- 
decemviral Government of the ancicat Saxons 
our modern way of Judicature by the Verdict 
of Twelve Jury-men, had its firſt original. Whe- 
ther this opinion be wholly allowable, I ſhall not 
ſtand to diſpute ( having ſaid ſomething of this 
matter 1n the Deſcription of I/land). But 'tis 
ccrtain, that under the Reigns of ſome of our 
Engliſh-Saxon Kings, this way of proceeding was 
practis'd in the deciſion of moſt Cauſes both Ci- 
vil and Criminal, For proof hercof, I ſhall only 
quote an old Law made in King Ethelred's time, 
wherein (cap.3.de Pignore ablato) "tis cnacted, that 
Tpelp lahmen xcylon pehrce Tzccan pealan anv FEnglan. 7% 
England J Tyx Pylizce, policn caller per hy agon gig hi poh 
Tz-en, opþe xelabian hi Þ hu ber ne cuþon, i.e. All contro- 
verſies betwixt the Engliſh and Welch ſhould be 
determin'd by Twelve men skill'd inthe Law, ſix 
of cach Nation; whoif they paſs'd ſentence con- 
trary tothe Law, ſhould forfeit their whole Eſtates; 
except they ſhould excuſe themſelves by acknow- 
ledging their error, and bewailing cheir want of 
judgment 1n the caſe propoſed. Which penalty 
1s near akin to the attainder to which our mo- 
dern Juries arc liable when they bring in a falſe 
and corrupt Verdict. 

Tho we have oven before of the Heatheniſh yner® 
Gods worſhipped in all parts of Germany, and 
among(t the reit of Irmenſeul, the great Idol of 
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Saxony ; yet a more accurate deſcription of that 
Image, ſo long worſhipp'd by our Saxon Ance- 
ſtors, and peculiar to that branch of the German 
Nation, was purpoſely reſerved for this place.

Some 
again ( obſerving how the Image, according to 
the relation of Hiſtorians, repreſented the God 
Mars rather then Mercury ) reject this Erymo- 
logy ; and derive Ermenſewl from Arms-ſewl, and 
that from "Aprs-ſewl, the Pillar of Mars the God 
of War. But ſuch Etymologiſts as theſe take 
r0O great pains to make the ancient Germans ſpeak 
Greek. The learned Schedius, with a great deal 
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It 1n an Inſcription, which ought to have been 
underſtood by all the worſhippers of this Idol, 
and conſequently the wholc Saxon Nation. Where- 
as, on the contrary, the beſt Hiſtorians will in- 
torm us, that before the coming of Charles the 
Great into theſe parts, the Saxons were a very 
rude and illiterate people ; wholly ignorant of 
all manner of Learning and Letters, excepting 
only a few barbarous Runic ſcrawls,; and thoſe 
too but very rarely uſed in this Country.

From 
which laſt words of the Hiſtorian we may ratio-

the Northern Princes endeavour to fetch their 
pedigree. And they furcher add, that theſe

trom the Saxons, Angles, and Jutes. From Jut- 
land came the inhabitants of Ment and the Ifle 
ot Wight. From Saxony ( I mean, ſays Bede, that 
Country which we now call Old-Saxony ; which 1s 
the ſame, as ſhall be ſhew'n hercatter, with Weſt- 
phalia ) came the Eaſt, South, and Welt Saxons.

As ſome ingenious men have fancied 
that Kent and Picardy were herctotore join'd by 
2 narrow Iſthmus ; which in time was waſh'd 
aſunder by the waves of that rough Sca which 
at this day runs through the Channel berwixt 
Dover and Calais, or clſe cut at the charge of ſome 
of the Britiſh Kings.

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Theſe Seythians ( he tells us, and alledges the 
Anthority of Strabo to confirm his ſtory ) leaving 
their ancient Scats, conquer'd Baftriana, and 4 
pood part of Armenia ; thence they pals'd into 
Capadocia, and for ſome time inhabited that 

art of it which bordereth on the Exxin Sca ; at 
aſt they paſs'd thro the Hercynian woods into 
Germany, and gave the name of Sacaſena ( after- 
wards turn'd into Saxonia) to the Country that 
here, by their Conqueſts, they had made them- 
ſelves Maſters of. Strabo indeed ſays ( and we 
may believe him) that the Sace did leave their 
ancient Scythian Scats; and Mr. Cambden obſerves 
well, that Ptolomy places his Z00rs near that part 
of Scythia whence theſe men are ſaid to have 
{allied out. But that they ever paſs'd the Her- 
cynean woods, is one of Goropius's Forgeries z and 
a ſtory not to be met with in Strabo, or any 
other Author of credit. I wonder moſt, that 
Mr. Cambden ( who was ſo great a Maſter of our 
old Engliſb-Saxon tongue ) ſhould not diſcern 
the abſurdity of this etymology. For 1n that lan- 
guage rex in the ſingular number ſignifies a Saxon, 
as well as Sachs to this day in the High-Dutch 
dialect ; and Fcax, Jeaxna , and 7eaxcna ( as alſo the 
modern Dutch words Sachſen and Saſſen ) arc 
plurals.

to themſelves; and ſuch as were not known to 
be given to any men, either before or ſince their 
time. The firſt occaſion, I ſuppoſe, of the ge- 
neral miſtake, came from the Saxoz Army's bear- 
ing a young black Horſe (which was afterwards, 
upon the converſion of Witikind tothe Chriſtian 
Faith, changed into a white one, the Creſt of 
che Houſe of Brunſwic's Arms to this day ) in their 
Flags. Now, Hengiſt or Hengſt (in the old Saxon 
diale&t) ſignifies a Stallion ; and that Horſa 1s a 
word of the ſame fignification, I need not tell 
the Enyliſh Reader. So that the Captains of the 
ancient Saxon Troopsſeemto have had the names 
of Hengiſt and Horſa given them, for the ſame 
reaſon that ſome writers have enigmarically 
called the Emperor the Eagle, the King of France 
the Lilly, &c. i.e. from the Arms they bear. 
The excellency of the Municipal Laws ob- 
ſerved in Saxony, even inthe times of Heatheniſm, 
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appears from Charles the Great's confirming a 
great part of them; and that at the ſame time - 
when he alter'd the Laws as well as Government 
of moſt other Provinces in Germany. His exam. 
ple has been follow'd by the ſucceeding Empe- 
ror's down to our days. Inſomuch, that the 
Saxons are ſtill govern'd by the Laws of their 
Anceltors ; whereof a great part are compre- 
hended in thoſe two famous Digeſts of their Laws 
entiruled Der Sachſen-Spiegel and Das Sachſiſche 
IVeichbild. Of which more hereafter. 

For an account of the O0rdeal ( their famous 
way of determining controverſies, ſoon after 
their being converted to the Chriſtian faith ) we 
reter the Reader to what we have already ſaid on 
that ſubject 1n the general Deſcription of Den- 
mark. Tho I am apt to belicye that this picce 
of Judicature was never practis'd by any other 
Saxons then the Engliſh ; and 'tis certain, they 
Were not (6 0 gen with 1t till ſome time after 
they had ſetled themſelves in this Iſland.

HE general name of 
the Lower Saxony ( by 
ſome late Geographers ) 
has been made to com- 
prehend the Archbi- 
ſhoprics of Magdeburg 
and Bremen; the Biſhop- 
rics of Halberſtadt, Hil- 
deſheim, Lubeck,, Swerin, 
and Ratzeburg ; the Ter- 

ritories of the Dukes of Brunſwic and Lunen- 
burg, Holſtein, Mecklenburg, and Saxon-Lawenburg. 
Amonglt theſe, an account of the Dukedom of 
Holſtein has been alrcady given in the Deſcrip- 
tion of Denmark; and nothing within the pre- 
cincts of his Dominions ( excepting Hamburg 
In Stormaria, and Lubeck in Wagerland ) 1s at pre- 
ſent reckon'd a part of the German Empire. Of 
the commodities, preſent ſtate, Ge. of the reſt 
We ſhall endeavour to give the Reader an account 


n the following ſheets. Beginning with a De-

Of the famous City of Ha MBuRG, and the Coun- 
try adjacent. 


CE Hence this great City ſhould have 

| its name, 15 not ea(ily agreed on 

by the German Hiſtorians. Some 

derive the word from the Hams 

of Bacon brought hither from 

all parts of Saxony, and here 

fold to forcign Mariners. Others again fetch 

t from Jupiter Ammon, whoſe Image ( they tell 

us) was worſhipp'd in theſe parts until Charles 

the Great had cxtirparcd Idolarry, and planted 

riſtitanity in this and the neighbouring Pro- 
GERMANY. 
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vinces. Crantzius ſays, *twas firſt call'd Ham- 
burg from one Hama, a {tout Saxon Champion, 
who was here ſlain by Starcater, a Daniſh Giant. 
Dreſſerus brings it from Hain, which ſignifies a 
pleaſant Grove. The moſt probable opinion is, 
that this City firſt had its name from the Foreſt 
Hamme, which tormerly lay between the Rivers 
Bille and Alter, and gave the Title to the anci- 
ent Lordsot Ham; who, about the time of Charles 
the Great's leading his Army into theſe parts, 
built chemſelves here a Caſtle, which ( from 
their own names) they call'd Hamburg. This 
conjecture 1s embraced by Sylvius Hamburgenſis, 
Andreas Angelus , P. Bertius, Iſac. Pontanus, and 
molt other Authors of repute who have given 
us any hiſtorical account of this City. Ponta- 
nus tells us, that Ham in the old Saxon Dialect 
ſignifies a Foreſt or Chaſe ; and proves 1t from 
Suderham and Norderham , two large Foreſts in 
Dithmars. ' 

But Authors are as hardly reconcil'd about 
the ſituation as name of the place. The great- 
eſt part of Writers tell us, the City ſtands in 
Stormaria, a Province in the Duke of Holſtein's 
Dominions. But ſome German Hiſtorians are 
very zealous in aſſerting, that 1t 15 a true Saxon 
City, and the ourmolt bounds of Saxony and 
Stormaria ; adding further, that to a diligent ob- 
ſerver it will evidently appear, that the greateſt 
ſhare of the Town ( even at this day ) 1s ſepa- 
rated from the Continent of Stormaria by ſome 
(mall arms of the River E/b. 

Some Antiquaries have endeayour'd to ſhew, 
that this noble Hans-Town was in the days of 
Albion (the grand Captain of the A/bingi, who 
was afterwards Chritten'd at Minden with Wite- 
kind) a conſiderable Village. After the ny

*« Alhion ( about the year 785 ) Charles the 
mayo ef part of the Country to Utho, one 
of his Noblemen and Attendants; who ( to {c- 
cure hinfſelt trom the frequent incurſions of the 
Vandals, and others his Heatheniſh neighbours ) 
began firlt to fortifie the place in the year 787 
( or as ſome fay 789). But theſe firſt founda- 
tions werequickly ſhaken, and tho s rude draught 
of a ſtrong City was utterly defac'd. For che 
Vendals pouring in upon him and his ſmall reti- 
nue, ſack'd the Town and laid 1t waſt in the 
year $10. This, ſays Conringius, 18 that which 
the Author of an ancient Chronicle means when 
he tells us, Anno $10 Caſtellum nomine Hochbuci 
Albi flumini contiguum, in quo Odo Legatus Impera- 
toris © Orientalium Saxonum erat Prefidium, 4 
Wilfis captum. From hence we mult conclude, 
that the Saxons had no place that deſerv'd the 
name of a City before Charles the Great's time; 
and that Hamburg was one of the firſt, tho in 
great danger of periſhing 1n 1ts Infancy. The 
year following the Emperor regain'd this Coun- 
try from the inſulting and barbarous Vandals, 
and rebuilt the Town; which was afterwards, 
by his Son Ludovicus Pius, advanced into a con- 
{iderable City. | oe 

The ſame Emperor made it an Archbiſhop's 
See abour the year 333, beltowing it upon Anſgar 
( the great Saint of the City of Hamburg, call'd 
by ſome of their Writers Anſcharizs, by others 
Anſagrius or Anſearius) who firſt converted the 
inhabitants to Chriſtianity. Within a while after, 
the whole Province round about embrac'd the 
Chriſtian Faith; and ſeveral Evangclical Preachers 
ſubjected themſclves to the Archbiſhop of Ham- 
burg. Afterwards the Archbiſhopric was tranfla- 
ted from this City to Bremen ( as we ſhall have 
occaſion to ſhew hereafter); and for ſeveral 
Ages laſt paſt there has been neither Archbiſhop 
nor Biſhop of Hamburg. 

After the Hamburgers were eſtabliſhed in the 


# Chriſtian Religion, and began to trade, rhey had 


daily large and ample priviledges conferr'd on 
them by moſt ſucceeding Emperors; to whom 
they paid homage. But we muſt needs con- 
clude, that they were ſometimes obliged tochange 
their Maſters, according as contrary intereſts of 
their neighbours prevail'd. Whether the Earls 
of Schawenburg had not formerly a more then 
ordinary Jurisdi&tion over this City, 1s a point 
which to this day the Hamburgers do not care to 
diſpute. Crantzius, Chytreus, and other Hiſto- 
rians can inform us, that Woldemar Duke of Sleſ- 
wic ( by the aſſiſtance of his Brother Canutus VI. 
King of Denmark) took Hamburg out of the hands 
of the Empcror 0tho IV. which City ( when him- 
ſelt wasafterwards advanc'd to the Daniſh Throne) 
he ſetled upon Albrecht Earl of Orlemund and his 
Heirs for ever. But the ſame Albrecht, as Chy- 
treus reports, fold his whole Right and Title to 
the Citizens for fifteen hundred Marks of good 
Silver; and ſo made the City a free and indepen- 
dant State of it felt. Afterwards, Adolph IV. Earl 
of Holſtein confirm'd the ſaid Liberties and Pri- 
vilcdges to this City ; which example of his was 
follow'd by his Succeſſors down to Adolph XIV. 
( and laſt Earl of Holſtein and Schawenburg of that 
Family) who dycd 1n the year 1459. Upon his 
death the Province of Holſtein ſubje&ed them- 
ſclves, by a formal Capitulation, to Chriſtian I. 
King of Denmark ; whom they freely Elected 
their Prince, and paid him homage under the 
Title of Duke of Holſtein. Ar the ſame time 
the Citizens of. Hamburg enter'd into an agrec- 
ment with the ſaid King, promiſing thart ( aslong 
as the Kings of Denmark, ſhould continue their 
priviledges to them, which King Chriſtian upon 
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che ſigning of this Compact confirm'd to them) 
they would always be ready to maintain the like 
friendſhipand correſpondence between theCrown 
of Denmark and themſelves, as had becn formerly 
preſery'd betwixt them and the Earls of Schawey- 
burg. To theſc conditions the King aflented with- 
out demanding any manner of homage or token 
ot ſubje&tion. However, his Succeſlors haye al. 
ways had an itching defire to get Hamburg wholly 
into their own clutches; and therefore have en. 
deavour'd by all means imaginable to perſwade 
the Citizens to ſubmut themſelves to the protecti- 
on of their Crown. Bur all their artifices haye 
hicherto prov'd unſucceſsful ; and every one 6f 
their Treaties and Capitulations brought to an 
end Salvo jure Caſaris © Imperii, & ſalvis liber- 
tatibus Civitatis ab Imperiali culmine obtentis. In 
a Diet held at Augsburg 1n the year 1510, the Em- 
peror Maximilian I. ( together with the Eſtates 
of the Empire then and there aſſembled ) de- 
clard Hamburg a free Imperial City; and ſum- 
mon'd the Duke of Holſtein to make his appca- 
rance before the Imperial Chamber at Spire, and 
there to make good or renounce all pretenſions 
ro the ſaid City. What ſucceſs the late quarrels 
of the preſent King of Denmark ( Chriſtian V.) 
had in the year 1679, we have already told the 
Reader in the Deſcription of Denmark; where a 
particular account 1s given of the Interim's Receſs, 
ſigned at Pinneberg between the ſaid King and 
che Deputies of the City of Hamburg. 

The continual jealoufies betwixt the two Nor- 
thern Crowns are a conſiderable ſecurity to the 
Citizens of Hamburg; who would be in great 
danger of being utterly overthrown and enſlav'd, 
it both thoſe Kings ſhould confpireto ruine them. 
Burt when the King of Denmark endeavours to 
annoy and incommode that City by the oppor- 
tunity of the Fortat Gluck/tadt (which commands 
the River E/b, and can cafily ſtop the Merchant 
Ships which fail that way ) the Swediſh Garriſon 
at Stade oppoſe him and protect the Merchants 
from the nuſchict deſign'd them. Another grand 
Bulwark of this great City conſiſts in the prodi- 
g10us riches of 1ts1nhabitants; which are reckon'd 
by ſome fo inexhauſtible, that ſhould both the 
Northern Kings join their Forces, the Senate of 
Hamburg would be able to oppoſe them, and to 
preſerve their own Liberties by the expence of 
their Treaſure. 

Hamburg 1s ten good German (or betwixt forty 
and fifty Engliſh ) miles diſtant from Labeck; 
being for the moſt part of it an Iſland, naturally 
well fenc'd in the middle of the River Elb, which 
runs in many little arms and ſtreams thro ſc- 
veral of 1ts ſtreets. It conſiſts of two parts, the 
old and new Town, ſeparated from each other 
by a Wall ; both which are well fortificd, and fo 
cloſe united that they may well paſs for one City. 
From the tops of Towers and the City-walls you 
have a curious and pleaſant proſpect every way. 
There are only four great Gates that lead into 
the City : 1. Altenaver Thor, or the Gate which 
leads towards Altenaw, on the weſtern ſide of 
the old Town ; call'd commonly by the Citi- 
zens the Millers Gate. 2. Das Dam-T, hor, or the 
Gate which lcads to the great Trenches. on the 
North-ſide of the Town. 3. The Stone-Gate, 
leading Eaſtward. 4. The South-Gate, which 
Icads to the Iſlands in the Eb, call'd by the in- 
habirants (for what reaſon I have not yet learn'd) 
das Dihiane Thor. The ſtreets are generally crook- 
ed; or would otherwiſe vye with ( if not out- 
ſtrip) any in Germany. The Buildings are mot 
of Brick; and exceeding high and ſtately. On 
the North the Alter drives all the Mills which 
ſupply che whole Town with Meal.

The great Bulwarks of the City were not 
thrown up till within theſe few years; and very 
much mended upon the late fright the Citizens 
were put into by the King of Denmark's near ap- 
proach to Penneberg. The better part of thoſe 
valt Rampires and outworks, which now ſo (c- 
curely guard the Town from the fury of any 
that ſhall venture to beſiege it, was fimſh'd in 
the ſpace of four years ; and remains to this day 
a ſufficient teſtimony of the inexhauſtible rrea- 
ſare of the inhabitants. 

The Town 1s every-where excceding popu- 
lous. Thoſe that have ſeen an ordinary Jahr- 
Markt ( or Fair ) at Francfurt or Leipſic, will ad- 
mire where thoſe little Citics can find lodgings 
for ſo many gueſts as commonly reſort thither : 
but at Hamburg each Street 1s daily as much 
throng'd as thoſe other two trading Towns are 
ewice or thrice a year; and you are here conti- 
nually as in a Fair. He that ſhall at noon or in 
the evening take a view of their public Exchange 
(a neat piece of Building, but inferior to ours 
at London ), may poſlibly meet with a greater 
number of people in one hour then at Leipſic in 
a whole Michae/'s-Meſs. 

The whole Town conſiſts of a great many 
little INands in the Elb and Alfter ; out of one 
- znto another you are led by a great number of 

Bridges, which are almoſt as plentiful here as at 

Amſterdam. The Sea flows up theſe ſmall Chan- 

nels ; and ſometimes ( when a tempeſt is rais'd, 

about the change of the Moon, or in a Spring- 
tide ) does much harm in ſeveral parts of the 

City, often hurrying along with it whole 

Houſes and Fanuſes. Such a miſhap as this be- 

tcll the Town 1n the Spring of the year 1651, 

which ruin'd ſome conliderable Families, and 

endamaged a great many more. 

The moſt famous Home Commodity which 
the Hamburgers have, 1s Beer; in Brewing of 
which there are a vaſt number of men employ'd 
in molt parts of the Town. Thus 1s reckon'd one 
of the beſt taſted Liquors which the German Na- 
tion affords; and is ordinarily exported into moſt 
of the neighbouring Towns and Villages. The 
Bores in Holſtein are ſo great admirers of this 
ſort of Drink, that ſome whole Villages are fully 
perſwaded *twould be preſent death to change 
their Liquor. Art Labec 1t 1s elteem'd one of the 
choiceſt commodities which their City has from 
Hamburg ; and indeed the Germans have gene- 
rally ſo good an opinion of 1t, that it is ſome- 
timCcs brought as tar as Francfurt upon the Main; 
and there ſold at an higher rate then their belt 
Rheniſh Wane. 

Belides, the Hamburgers have good ſtore of all 
other neceſlaries for the furniſhing out a good 
and commendable Table. The Hellanders have 
taught them to ſtock their Gardens ( which ly 
without the Gates of the City ) with all man- 
ner of fruits and potherbs. With theſe, and all 
ſorts of freſh-water and Sca-fiſh their Markets 
are daily ſtored trom morning tll night. 

'Twould be needleſs to inform the Reader, 
that few (or no) places in Europe have grea- 
ter opportunity of providing themſelves with 
the choiceſt commodities of foreign Countries 
then the Citizens of Hamburg ; ſince cvery man 
knows what ſwarms of Merchant Ships, from the 
moſt conſiderable parts of the known world, 
daily reſort to this City. This is the great (1 
might ſay, only) Mart-Town in Germany; which 
furniſhes the other Cities and chict Towns of the 
Empire with the richeſt Merchandiſe of all other 
Nations. _— 

The Haven is ſo commodious, and the River 
(even up to the walls) of that depth, that the 
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largeſt Merchant-men that trade on the main 
Occan may with great eaſe be brought up tov 
the Town ; excepting only ſome few of more 
then ordinary bulk and carriage, which are forc'd 
co ſtrike anchor at the New Mills ( about four 
Engliſh mules from the Town) and there to un- 
lade their Cargo into ſmaller Veſſels. 

Notwithſtanding the many heavy burthens 
which are continually brought up the River to 
this Town, the mouth of the Elb is reckon'd to 
be eighteen Dutch ( or ſeventy-two Engliſh) miles

diſtant from Hamburg ; and yet the Tide comes 
ordinarily ſixteen Engliſhmiles beyond the Town, 
as high as the common Ford betwixt this City 
and Lunenburg. So that the whole race of the 
Flood up the River Elb will amount to cighty- 
eight of our miles, atleaſt ; a much larger courſe 
then any other navigable River in Europe ( not 
excepting our Thames, which only pretends to a 
ſccond place) can brag of. 

The Trade which our Engliſh Merchants have, Engliſh 
for many years laſt paſt, brought to this City "3-4 
ſcems more conſiderable then any commerce | 
they have hitherto enter'd upon with other fo- 
reign Nations. And therefore there is good rea- 
ſon that our Hamburg Company ſhould be treat- 
ed with that civility and reſpect which has of late 
been ſhew'n them in this place. Our Merchants 
have the priviledg granted them ( which 1s de- 
nied to moſt other foreigners) of pleading and 
trying all kind of Suits, wherein they themſelves 
are more immediately concern'd, before their 
own Reſident; who determines all cauſes in a 
public and ſtately Hall, built at the charges of 
the Company. They are alſo permutted tne free 
exerciſe of their Religion; whulſt men of other 
Nations and Confeſſions are forc'd to go as far 
as Altenaw to ſay Maſs or hear a Sermon. 

The chief Church in Hamburg 1s dedicated to Churches. 
St. Peter. It was formerly a Cathedral, as long 
as the Town continued an Archbilhoprick ; and 
there is ſtill kept a kind of Dean and Chapter, 
who keep here an Eccleſiaſtical Court trom which 
an Appeal lics only to the Imperial Chamber at 
Spire. In this Church ( which ſome ſay was firit 
built in the year 801, others in the years 830) 
ly buricd a great many of the Earls of Schawen- 
burg and Holſtein; whoſe names arc writ in a 
fair Catalogue ( next after Charles the Great and 
his Son Ladowic) of their Benefa&tors, which 
hangs up in the Body of the Church. This, a- 
mongſt other things, may be thought an argu- 
ment ſufficient to perſwade any unprejudic'd man 
tobclieve, that the Princes of Holſtein and Schawene 
burg had formerly a power more then titular over 
this City, whatever the Hamburgers may nOW-4- 
days pretend to the contrary. The other Churches 
of note are, St. Nicholas's, St. Facob's, St. C atha- 
rine's, the greater and leſs St. Michael's, and the 
New Church in the New Town. In cach of 
theſe they keep a Regiſter of poor and diſtreſſed 
pcople in the ſeveral Pariſhes; who have money 
weckly diſtributed amongſ(t them, and a compc- 
tent yearly allowance for clothes and fucl. The 
leſſer Churches are, St. Gertrude's, St. Mary Magda- 
len's, and that of the Holy Ghoſt. Near the laſt 
of theſe is the oldeſt Hoſpital in the Town; which 
is endow'd with ycarly maintenance for one hun- 
dred and fourteen poor people, ſuch as are old, 
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are poor and ncedy. For hardly any great City 
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nificence) can ſhew more public Hoſpitals, and 

larger allowances for the maintenance of the 

miſcrable, then this Town. For example, t. For 

G1ch as live in any part of the Territories belong- 

ing to this City, and not 1n the Town, they have 

an Hoſpital in the Suburbs; into which are rca- 
Jy admitted all ſuch diſtemper'd or decay'd 
perſons as are not able to maintain themſelves 
any longer in the Villages adjacent. Thus Hoſ- 
pital ( dedicated to St. George) was founded about 
che year 1250; and endow'd with a ſufficient 
falary for the maintenance of a vaſt number of 
poor people, with ſervants, and a Prieſt to attend 
them. 2. For ſuch as are diſabled with the French 
Pox, and not able to pay for their own cure, they 
have a kind of Peſt-houſe ; where ſuch as arc 
troubled with thatdiſcaſe are provided with Diet 
and Medicines convenient for their recovery. 
This was built in the year 1509, and named 
St. Job ( for this reaſon without doubt, becauſe 
delign'd for ſuch as were ſmitten with Boils, as 
Job was). 3. For poor fatherlels and mother- 
leſs Orphans they have their Wayſen-hauſs ( as 
they call it) or Orphanotrophium ; where ſuch C1- 
tizens children as arc left by their deceas'd Parents 
unprovided for, and incapable of procuring tor 
themſelves any competent maintenance, are care- 
fully lookt after, and furniſh'd with all manner 
of neceſſarics. They that are too young to be 
inſtructed in the School, are attended on by 
Nurſes; and the reſt are kept cloſe ro conſtant 
prayer, reading, writing, caſtung accounts, Oc. 
Sometimes near three hundred Infants are at the 
charge of the Hoſpital (the whole yearly reve- 
nue of which 1s ſaid to amount to 21000 R1x- 
dollars) put tonurſe abroad ; and taken into the 
Houſe as ſoonasthey are well able to dreſs them- 
ſelves. Such Boys as the Schoolmaſters ( who 
arc five in number) obſcrye to have parts, are 
fitted for, and ſent to the Univerſities ; and there 
maintain'd upon the public ſtock of the Hoſpi- 
tal, till they may be well ſuppos'd to be in a con- 
dition of providing for themſelves. The reſt of 
them are pur out to ſuch Trades as the Truſtees 
think them moſt qualified for; and the Girls ( as 
ſoon as they have learn'd to read, write, ſpin, 
kmt, G&c.) are ſent to credible Services to earn 
their living and make their fortunes. 4. They 
have a common Pelt-houſe for ſuch as are ſick of 
the Plague, or any other infectious diſeaſe ; whi- 
ther not only poor people, but others of the 
beſt rank and quality arc brought to be cured 
of their virulent diſtempers. For the good and 
Skilful attendants which all manner of diſcasd 
perſons arc ſurc to meet with in this place, ren- 
ders it exceedingly preferable to any conveni- 
ences they could expect at home. 5. They 
have a large and ſumptuous Hoſpital for ſick 
ſtrangers ( Das Gaſt. und Krancken-hauſs ) firſt 
builc in the year 1632, where a Phyſinan, Chi- 
rurgion, and all ſorts of neceſſary Medicines 
and Salvecs are provided for ſuch poor Travyel- 
lers as are fall'n fick upon their road, and arc 
not 1n a condition to provide for themſelves, 
6. For diſtreſſed, aged, and decay'd Sea-men, the 
Burger built and hberally endow'd a fair Hoſpi- 
tal in the year 1556, which ſince that time has 
been very much augmented both in its buildings 
and reyenues. In this Hoſpital there is not only 

a conſiderable maintenance allotted for a great 
number of maimed, aged, and feeble Mariners 
of all forts ; but alſo an ample proviſion is made 
for all ſuch poor Widows and Orphans as have 
loſt their Husbands or Parents at Sea, and are 
hereby reduc'd to want and beggery. In which 
particular the Hamburgers may ſeem to have out- 
done the munificence of the preſent King of 


France in his ſumptuous Hoſpital ( Hoftel des In- 
zalides) built lately near Parts for maim'd and 
decay'd Soldiers. For tho this noble and brave 
ſtructure may juſtly challenge a preeminence be- 
yond any in its kind that ( perhaps) Emrope or 
the world could ever ſhew ; yet there wants in 
it a proviſion for the poor Wives and Children 
of ſuch as have loſt their Imbs or lives in His 
Majeſty's ſervice ; which would in all probabj- 
lity prove as cffectual a motive and encourage- 
ment to all his Subjects to venture their lives and 
fortunes in his Army, as any expedient hitherto 
thought on; ſince ſome men are not ſo ſoon de- 
terr'd from venturing into the Camp upon a 
proſpect of the danger of lofing their own lives, 
as a foreſight of an inevitable ruin to their Fami- 
lies at Home, if they ſhould chance to be taken 
off or maim'd in the Field. Beſides theſe, there 
are a great many more leſs and inconſiderable 
Hoſpitals for ſet numbers of poor Widowers, 
Widows, Orphans, Oc. together with a large 
number of Free-Schools, endow'd with compe- 
tent ſtipends, for the education of the Children 
of poor Burgers; who are in theſe places com- 
monly furniſh'd with Clothes and Books out of 
the public revenues of the Schools where they 
are inſtructed, nll fitted for a Trade or the Uni- 
verſity, as their Friends are able or willing to 
diſpoſe of them. 

To theſe Hoſpitals I think I may add their 
Bridewell, or Houſe of Correction ( Das Werck- 
und Zucht-Hauſs); ſince to reclaim lazy vaga- 
bonds from their 1]] courſes by hard labour and 
ſevere puniſhments, 1s as great a piece of charity 
as to cloth the naked or feed the hungry. This 
Houſe was ſet on fare, and burnt down, by ſome 
of the wicked Varlets that had been committed 
to this Priſon, in the year 1666 ; but ſoon after 
nobly rebuile at the public charge of the Ciry. 
This ſtructure conſiſts of two parts; whereof 
the firſt is appointed for ſuch poor and needy 
people ( whether foreigners or domeſtics ) as 
are willing to earn their livings with the ſwear 
of their brows, but are at a Tos for maſters to 
ſet them at work. Here they may be ſure to find 
employment, and have an opportunity of pro- 
curing bread by their labour ; according to the 
motto written over the door of their Work- 
houſe, LABORE NUTRIOR. The other 
part of the Houlc is reſcrv'd for Thieves, Whores, 
Vagabonds, and ſuch kind of licentious perſons 
as arc difobedient to the Magiſtrates of the City, 
or regardleſs of the commands of their Parents 
or Maſters. The motto or inſcription over the 
door of this partition is, LABORE PLECTOR. 


That the City of Hamburg is a Free Imperial 4 Fee 
State of 1t felt, and wholly independant upon Fate, 


ror ( who only challenges a ſmall acknowle 

ment or homage from this as well as other Im- 
perial Cities ), will appear from the following 
priviledges the Hamburgers have for many years 
cnjoyd: 1. The Burgomaſters and Common: - 
Council-men of the City have power to abrogate 
or enact what Laws they pleaſe; and to paſs 
ſentence, and proceed to execution in all cauſes 
Criminal or Civil; without acquainting the Duke 
of Holſtein, or any other neighbouring Prince, 
with their intentions. 2. They have power to 
raiſe Soldiers, grant out Commiſſions to Com- 
manders, and levy what Taxcs and Contributi- 
ons they judg neceſſary for the ſecurity of their 
own Commonwealth. 3. They can enter into a 
League (Offenſive or Defenſive) with whatever 
Prince or Potentate they pleaſe. *Tis true, it 


any ſupreme power whateycr, except the = 
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has for many years been a cuſtom for the City 


of Hamburg to preſent yearly the Dukes of Sege- 
berg 
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bert and Gottorp with a Pipe of Wine, an Hogs- 
head of Serbſt Beer, an hundred weight of Rice, 
and half an hundred of Almonds ; but this 1s 
no more a {ign of Tribute or Homage paid to 
either of theſe Princes, then their ordinary re- 
turaing of the Complement with a Preſent of 
Veniſon 1s'an argument of their depecndance 
upon the Hamburgers. By a Statute made by the 
Emperor Frideric I. (and confirm'd by Ferdi- 
nand Il.) the Citizens of Hamburg are exempted 
from all manner of Tolls and Cuſtom-money 
duc to the Emperor as Lord of the Elb, betwixt 
their own City and the Ocean ; but by the ſame 
Decree, they are bound to ſecure and detend the 
Kiver from the outrages of all Pirats and Free- 
booters. Whercupon, in the year 1402, no leſs 
then ſeventy Pirats were brought priſoners into 
the City at one time, and not long after (in the 
ſame year) cighty more. But Chriſtian IV. King 
ot Denmark, by force of Arms robb'd the Ham- 
burgers for ſome time of the priviledges the Em- 
pcrors had granted them; compelling their Mer- 
chant-men to pay Cuſtom to the Crown of Den- 
markas they paſs'd the Caſtle of Gluckstadr. This 
iatringement of their Liberties gave occaſion to 
a great and durable rupture berwixt the Danijb 
King and the Citizens of Hamburg ; which was 
at laſt made up by a Treaty of Peace in the year 
1645, whereby it was agreed, that the Hambur- 
gers ( upon payment of 120000 Rix-dollars to 
the ſaid King's Officers ) ſhould reafſume their 
ancient Rights and Priviledges. And the 220000 
Rix-dollars which ( as appears from the fourth 
Article m the Interim's Receſs, ſet down at large 
in the Deſcription of Denmark) where paid the 
laſt year ( 1679 ) by the City of Hamburg to the 
preſent King of Denmark, was, as 'tis there phras'd, 
in conſideration of His Majeſty's being graciouſly 
pleaſed to receive the Burgers of that City again 
into his favour. Nay, and in all probabilicy, the 
like ſums will be ready, whenſocver the King 
ſhall ( at che front of as great an Army as he 
latcly brought before this City ) demand them. 
The Magiſtracy of the City conſiſts of four 
Burgomaſters and twenty Schepins or Aldermen 
who were formerly all of them Civilians or other 
learned men, but are now choſen out of the 
Merchants and rich Tradesmen in the Town. 
Bel1des theſe they have twelve Common-Council- 
men ( call'd in their language Die Oberalten, or 
chict Elders) who conſult together and order 
the public affairs of the whole City. If any mat- 
ter of more then ordinary moment be brought 
before them, they join with ſixty more grave 
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Citizens ( whom they call Die Burger-alten, or 
Elders of the City ); and if theſe dare not ven- 
ture to give a final determination in the matter 
propos'd, the whole bulineſs is referr'd to a gc- 
neral Aſſembly ot all the Freemen of the Town. 
The Hamburgers haye one notable cuſtom a- 
mong[{t them tor the ſpecdy reparation of any 
loffes by fire. In moſt great Streets, and other 


paris of the Town, tis the faſhion for ſuch a 


number of the Citizens to enter into a ſolemn 
Covenant and Agrecment; whereby they unani- 
mouſly engage themſelves to contribute a cer- 
tain ſum of money towards the rebuilding of 
any houſe which ſhall be burnt down within the 
circle of that Company to which they belong. 
Now any man has the liberty to engage him- 
ſelf 1n as many Companies as he pleaſes. So that 
ſometimes 1t happens a conſiderable improyc- 
ment of a Burger's Eſtate to have his Houſe burne 
down, when the contributions he receives from 
the ſeveral Companics, of which he has made 
himſelf a member, amount ( as often they do) 
to more then his Houſe was worth at the firſt. 


The Territories belonging to this City contain Territc- 
a ſmall circle of Stormaria; wherein nevertheleſs ries. 


are ſeveral fair Villages, and fome Noblemen's 
Palaces of good note. 
A great many of the little Iſlands in the Iſlands 


4n the Eb, formerly ſubject to the Dukes of Lz- 


nenburg or Lawenburg, are now under the Domi- 
nion of the Hamburgers. To whom alſo belongs 
the ſtrong Caſtle oi Ritzenbutrel ; the beſt Fort 
in Hadderland, or thc Country betwixt the mouths 
of the two great Rivers Elb and Weſer. A little 
below this, to the North-Weſt, they have ano- 
ther conſiderable Fortreſs call'd Das newe Werck 
buile for the convenient harbouring of ſuch 
Merchant-men as fail that way. But the great- 
eſt Royalty the Citizens of Hamburg can pretend 
to without the limits of their own City 1s from 
the Cuſtom-houle ar 7ollenſpicker, not tar from 
IVinſen ; where all paſſengers pay a certain Toll 
for themſelves and their carriages. There arc 
other places of leſs note that are equally ſubject 
to this City and Lubeck; and pay an acknow- 
Iedgment to both Corporations. 

The moneys currant in Hamburg, and the ad- 
jacent parts, are the ſame as inthe Empire ( thoſe 
c{pecially of the Emperor's coining ) and the 
Kingdom of Denmark. Some ſmall pieces are 
coin'd by the authority of the Burgo-matters 
and Radtsherrn of the City ; and the Coins of 
all trading Nations in Europe wall paſs here at a 
good value.

d H E Dukedom of Bre- 
| men 15 bounded on the 
Eaſt with the Territo- 
ries of the Duke of Lz- 
nenburg ; on the South 
I with the Weſerz on the 

Weſt with the German, 
or Britiſh, Ocean; and 
on the North with the 
Elb. Which large plot 
of ground was anciently inhabited by the Cazct; 
a valiant and warkke people, and ( probably ) 
the anceſtors of thoſe who to this day mherit 
this part of Germany. 

The whole Dukedom 1s fubdivided into ſeve- 


ral leffer Provinces ; amongſt which rhe chief 1s 


the Biſhopric of Verhden, on the borders of the 


Dukedom of Lxxenburg. The next in order and 
greatneſs is the Land of Bremen ( ſtrictly ſo call 'd) 
containing a Circle of ſome miles round that 
large and famous City. The third conſiderable 
Province 1s Wurſterland, on the Sea-coaſt, from 
the Weſer down to the mouth of the Elb. The 
inhabitants of this Province are reckon'd men 
of as good ſpirits and as brave Soldiers as any 
Subjects of the Empire whatever. Their fre- 
quent rebellions under the Archbiſhops of Bre- 
men firſt inur'd them to war; and they have 
ever {ince delighted in following the Camp. *Tis 
reported of them, that in the height of their 
obſtinacy ( for which they were often ſeverely 
laſh'd by many of the Archbiſhops ), they never 
built themſelves any Cities, or Forts of defence ; 
but relied wholly upon the ſtrength and courage 
of their Companions, which they fancicd a 

cient bulwark againſt the ſturdieſt enemy that 
ſhould dare to aſſault them. And they have Ri 
this character given them, That the Wurfterlanders 
will fight and drink, with the beſt men in Dutchland. 
After theſe come the inhabitants of Hadelia, or 
Hadeliria ( das landt Hadelen ); a proud and ig- 
norant people ; ſo ſtrangely cnamour'd of gay- 


Dukedom and City 
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clothes, that their neighbours ( alluding to this 
picce of vanity ) ſay proverbially of them, There 
are no Peſants in Hadeland. Some part of this 
Province ( upon the mouth of the Elb, where 
ſtand the Forts of Ritzenbuttel and New-IWerck. ) 
was, as we have ſaid, formerly in the hands of 
the Dukes of Saxon-Lawenburg ; and is now ſub- 
ject to the Citizens of Hamburg. Another con- 
{iderable portion of it ( in which 1s ſeated the 
Caſtleand Town of Atterndorff, which commands 
the greateſt part of the Province ) 1s ſtill under 
the dominion of the ſaid Dukes, and no part of 


the Dukedom of Bremen ; to which no place of 


any conſequence in Hadelland 1s ſubject, except 
the Village and Caſtle of Nyen-huſs, on the mouth 
of the Ofte. Nextafter Hadel-land comes Kedinger- 
land, in which is ſeated the City of Stade ; and 
beyond that Alt-land, or Old-land; a pleaſant 
and fruitful Country of about fourteen Engliſb 
mules 1n length. 

He that ſhall traycl the road betwixt Bremen 
and Stade, will be apt to have a very mean opi- 
nion of the whole Dukedom of Bremen; mect- 
ing with nothing but barren Sands and Heaths, 
a waſt and uninhabited Country. And yet elſe- 
where there is not any Country on the Northern 
parts of the German Empire fuller of pleaſant 
Fields and Meadows, fruitful Orchards, and all 
other neceſſaries or delights. Whence ſome witty 
Geographers have pleafcd themſclyes in fancying 
the Dukedom of Bremen to be mighty like a 
ſpred Cloak; the two flaps of which (contain- 
ing the Countrics along the banks of the Elb 
and Weſer) are lined with Velvet or Pluſh, but 
the muddle part ( which reaches from Vehrder 
up as far as the mouth of the 0fte) is nothing 
but courſe Canvas or Buckram. 

Before the Weſtphalian Treaty, in the year 1648, 
this Tra&t of Land went under the name of an 
Archbiſhopric ; and all the Princes, under whoſe 
ſubjcEtion it was, were ſtiled Archbiſhops of Bre- 
men. Of whom (with thcir three Biſhops) the 
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G E R 
account we have left us 1s, in ſhort, as fol- 
lows : 


1. Withad (or, as ſome of the German Hiſtorians 
call him, Willibald ) an Engliſh Prieſt, was at 
the requeſt of Charles the Great ſent over 
into Germany by Egbert Archbiſhop of 7ork, 
about the year 788, where he was employ'd 
in converting the Infidels of that Country ro 
Chriſtianity ; and for his meritorious perfor- 
mances at laſt advanc'd to the Biſhopric of 
Bremen. After he had ſpent ſeveral years in 
4 vigilant execution of his Office, he died in 
the year 790, and was buried in the Cathe- 
dral at Bremen; where to this day they pre- 
tend to ſhew his Tomb. 2. Willeric, another 
Engliſh man, 1s ſaid to have ſucceeded Wil- 
had; tho many of their ancient Chronolo- 
gers do not mention any ſuch Biſhop. And 
indeed the whole account we have of him, 
is only, That having for ſome unknown time 
( ſome, upon what grounds I know not, ſay 
till the year 840) enjov'd this Juriſdiction, 
he left his See ro 3. Laderic, a German. The 
old Saxon Chronicle calls him Lenderic ; and 
tells us, that for his intolerable pride and ar- 
rogance he was depoſed by the Emperor Lu- 
dowic the Godly, Charles the Great's Son ; who 
chang'd the Biſhopric of Bremen into an Arch- 
biſhopric, by ſetting up into this man's place 
4. Anſgar ( of whom we have ſaid ſomething 
before ) the firlt Archbiſhop of Bremen and 
Hamburg ; who was remov'd to Bremen upon 
the ſacking of Hamburg by the Vandals in the 
year 850, from which time till his death (in 
the vear $65 ) he kept both the Tules. The 
Archbiſhop of Colen (toutly oppos'd this union; 
alledging, that the Bithops of Bremen had al- 
ways been Suffragans to his See, and that 
therefore 'twas an encroachment upon his 
Jurisdiction to convert that place intoan Arch- 
biſhopric. But the Emperor took no notice 
of theſe nurmurings ; proceeding to confirm 
this newly conterr'd dignity to Anſgar and his 
Succctlors ; ordering [= by his Diploma, thill 
extant, does appcar ), that within the Province 
of the Archbiſhop of Bremen and Hamburg 
ſhould be reckon'd all the Biſhops in Denmark, 
Sweden, Norway, Groneland, Halſingland, Island, 
and thereitof the Northern Countries. 5. Rem- 
bert ( St. Anſgar's Scholar, and adopted Son) 
was, immediately upon his predeceſlor's death, 
advanc'd to the Archbiſhop's Seat ; which he 
kept tweny-three years, and died 1n the year 
855. Wihad, Anſpar, and this Rembert arc rec- 
kon'd the three great Apoſtles of the Saxons ; 
many of which Nation have taken the pains 
to write their lives. But the ſtories they tell 
us of them contain as many incredible things 
as the molt Romantic Popiſh Legends. How- 
ever, the Saxon Commonaley have till their 
memories and names 1n great veneration ; 
and would as foon part with Chriſtmas-day 
as St. Anſgar's ( which 1s the eighth of February ) 
out of their Almanacks. St. Wilhad's day is kept 
on the eighth of November ; and St. Rembert's 
on the fourth of February. 6. Rembert was 
fucceeded by one Adelgar, a Monk of Corbey 
( of whom nothing is recorded worth the 
taking notice of). 7. Hoyer, who was elected 
ico the Archbiſhop's See in the year 909, and 
dyed the year following, The Bremen Chro- 
nicle reports, that about an hundred and twenty 
years after his death his Grave was open'd ; 
where noching was found but a Pillow which 
had been laid under his head, and a Croſs, 
both treſh anduncorrupted. Whercupon the

men, Who thereupon tor ever quitted the Title 
of Archbilkop of Hamburg. 18. Humbert, the 
firlt chat ever ſtiled himſclt barely Archbiſhop 
of Bremen. 19. Frideric. 20. Adalbar. 21. Hart- 
wic. 22, Baldwin, whoſe ſucceſlor ſome have 
made one Barthold, but without any good 
authority.

Jobn Frideric, who was at the 
ſame time Biſhop of Lubec, and ( having cn- 
joy'd the Archbithopric of Bremen tor the ſpace 
of thirty-cight years) died in the Monaſtery 
near Bxxtehude in the year 1634, and was bu- 
ried in the Cathedral at Sleſwic. 48. The 
laſt Archbiſhop of Bremen was Frideric Duke 
of Holſtein, Son to Chriſtian IV. King of Den- 
mark, and Father to the preſent Daniſb King 
Chriſtian V. But betore this Frideric came to 
the Crown of Denmark, he had nothing letr 
but the bare Title of an Archbiſhop. For, in 
the ycar 1644, the prevailing Forces of t 

Swediſh King overran the Archbiſhopric of 
Bremen and Biſhopric of Vehrden ; as they had 
before many other Provinces of the German 
Empire. Afterwards, in the Treaty of Maun- 
fter, it was agreed upon, that ( ut ſatis fieret 
Sereniſſime Regine Suecia pro locorum hoc bello 
captorum reftitutione, Pacique Publice in Imperto 
reſtaurand# condignt proſpiceretur, as ts worded 
in the Tenth Arricle ot that Treaty ) amongſt 
other places there mention'd, the armay"es i

and annex'd to their own Territories and Do-

trn'd into a Dukedom ; which Title it full 


retains. 


Whence the City of Bremen ( which gives 
name to the whole Dukedom) is ſo call'd, 
there are ſeveral different opinions amonglt the 
Germans Writers ; ſome of which, tor che Rea- 
der's diverſion, I ſhall hear repeat, leaving 1t to 
himſelf to embrace any one, or reject all, as he 
ſhall ſeo cauſe. One tells us, there was formerly 
a Ferry croſs the IWeſer inthe place where the great 
Bridg at Bremen now ſtands; and therefore will 
have the City fo call'd from the flat bottom'd 
Boats ( in the tongue of the Neder-Saxons nam'd 
Pramen) wherewith they us'd to ferry over pal- 
ſengers. Another fancies Bremen may be tetch'd 
from the abundance of Broom (in their tongue 
Brame ) which grows in this Country. M. Mar- 
zinius ( aman of no contemprible parts and learn- 
ing ) gueſles, that becauſe the Land of Bremer 
is the outmoſt bounds of the German Empire 
towards the Ocean, therefore the City was call'd 
ein Brame ; which word ſignifies properly the 
outmoſt ſcam or ſelvidge of a Garment. To 
omit the impertinences of other Etymologiſts, 
all agree in this, that Prolomy's $aGiexv (whence 
ever that word had its original ) 1s the fame with 
Bremen. Cluverius allowing of this opinion, adds 
further, Nec nomen omnino abhorret; nam dempta 
pricre ſyllaba reliquum BIRANUM ſatis aperta 
weſtigia gerit vocabuli BREMEN. Et quid ſcio 
annon apud Ptolomaum M corruptum fit in N, in- 
tegrumgque vocabulum fuerit FABIRAMUM? 

Amongit the old rubbiſh of ancient German 
writers, and the ſmall fragments of Antiquity 
whuch arc at thus day to be met with in that Coun- 
try, *ewill be a difficult task to find out the firſt 
original of this City. Tis certain, one great 
part of 1t ( which 1s known by the name of 
S. Stephani Statt ) 1s of a later foundation then 
the main body of the Town; and another grand 
acccilion ( call'd Die New Statt, or the New City ) 
has beenadded within theſe hundred years.''What 
time this City was firſt fortified we have no other 
account then 1n the general, that the Cities of 
Saxony ( and 1n all probability Bremen amongſt 
the reft ) were firſt wall'd round by the orders 
of Henry Duke of Saxony, furnam'd Axceps, 
or the Fowler, abont the year 1000. For this 
Prince had found by experience, that his naked 
Towns were not able to withſtand the fury and 
outrages of the Vandals; who in thoſe days mi- 
ſcrably infeſted the Northern parts of the Em- 
pire. All the modern Hiſtorians will inform us, 
chat the Suburbs of St. Nicelas ( which at this 
day make up a conſiderable part of the City of 
Bremen ) were firſt tenc'd round in the year 1623, 
and the a-la-modern fortifications of the Newe- 
Statt, on the other {ide of the IWeſer, cannot pre- 
tend to any greater age. 

At this day Bremen is a large and well-built 
Town. The Streets generally ſtrait and even, 
excepting only near the Cathedral, which ſtands 
upon a ſmall riſing. The great Trade brought 
to this City by the Shipping, and the fruitfulncſ 
of the neighbouring plain ( which is continually 
ſtockt with vaſt droves of Cattle) has ſtrangely 
enrich'd the inhabitants of late years, and ren- 
der'd the place exceeding populous. Nature, as 
well as art, has made this City very ſtrong; and 
were the walls beat down, *twould be a difficult 
task to take it, if reſolutely defended. For, be- 
Ing {ituate on a level, the Citizens canimmediate- 
Iy drown the ncighbouring plain with the Weſer ; 
which uſually oncea year, like another Nile, over- 
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flows its banks, and thereby mightily improves 
the adjacent ſandy fields. | 

The Haven at Bremen 1s not fo convenient for 
Ships to harbour in asthat at Hamburg; and ſome- 


' times a great flood caſts up ſuch banks and ridges 


of ſand, as makes the Weſer tor fome nules un- 
navigable for Merchant Ships of any great bur- 
then. So that oftentimes the Citizens of Bremen 
are at vaſt charges to cleanſe the paſſage ; and 
yet can ſcarce clear the River fo far as that Vel- 
ſels of greater bulk then ordinary can be brought 
within fix Engliſh miles of their Bridge. Ar this 
diſtance from the Town the Rahts-berrn and 
Magiſtracy of Bremen haye a Cuſtom-houſe , 
where all foreign Commodities are unladed and 
brought up to the City in flat-bottom'd Boats, 
or ſmall Veſlels. 

By the Weſer the Citizens of Bremen tranſport 


all their own commodities ( as Timber, Wool, Comm. 
Corn, and Minerals) into other Nations ; and **:. 


by the ſame ſtream convey the commodities of 


foreign Countrics into Weſtphalia, the Dukedom 
of Brunſwic, Haſſia, Thuringen, and other parts 
of the German Empire. They have here an cx- 
cellent art of dreſſing of Leather and Cloth; 
vaſt quantities of both which are ſometimes 
brought hither out of other Countries, and re- 
mitted to the great gain of the inhabitants. Ano- 
ther conſiderable commodity of this City 1s their 
Fiſh; which 1s caught in the Sea and Weſer, and 
hence tranſported into moſt neighbouring Coun- 


tries. Every month they have a ſeveral fort of 


Fiſh in ſeaſon ; and within. the very walls of the 
Town many thouſands of Salmons and Lam- 
preys are caught yearly, and ( after they arc 


pickled up, or dry'd in the ſmoak ) ſhipp'd

Soon after the Reformation ( whuch was firſt 
begun at Bremen in the year 1522), the Burgers Gm: 
built a Free-School, and endow'd it with a fair 


revenue. This was afterwards advanc'd into a 
Schola Illuftris ( as they term it) or a College, 
wherein were profeſs'd and taught the four ſu- 
perior faculties, of Divinity, Law, Phyſic, and 
Philoſophy. Ar laſt it became a Gymnaſium ( or 
little Univerſity ); and 1s at this day the moſt 
noted one in Germany; famous for the education 
of Nat. Chytreus, Chr. Pezelius, Urban Pierius, Mat- 
thias Martinius, Joh. Lampadius, Lud. Crocius, Joh. 
Combachins, Joh. Coccejus, and ſcycral other learned 
men. 

The Magiſtracy of the Town conſiſts of four 
Burgomaſters, and four and twenty Raths-herrn, 


four Claſſes. So that one Burgomaſter and ſix 
Rahtsherrn may be allotted for cach quarter of 
the City. If any of the Burgomaſters or Rahts- 
herrn dy, or bebrought ſolow in the world asnot 
to be able to bear his office any longer, they are 
bound to chuſe another into his place within 
four and twenty-hours after his burial or reſig- 
nation. The election is carried on in this man- 
ner: Outof cach Claſs one Elector is pitcht upon 
by lot; and the four that are at laſt ſer out for 
that office take an oath to chuſe a perſon ( out 
of the moſt conſiderable freemen of the Town) 
whom in their conſcience they think the fitteſt 
tor the place vacant. This done, they are ſhut 
up together in a Chamber by themſelves ; and 
not ſuffer'd to ſpeak to any man before they 
have finiſh'd the Election. All manner of Law- 
Sults ( tam Civiles quam Criminales, Fiſcales ac 
Conſiſtoriales ) are tried before theſe Magiſtrates; 
trom whoſe Court no Citizen can appeal to 
the Imperial Chamber art Spire, without being 


liable to pay a fine of fifty Gold-gulders ro the 
common Treaſury. 


This 


Mayi- 
or Common-Council-men ; who arc divided into [#19 
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This is one of the moſt conſiderable Imperial 
Cities in the Empire; and was always reckon'd 
che third Hans-Town, after Lubec and Colen. Its 
frlt great priviledges were granted to it by the 
Emperor Henry V. 1n the year 1111, in remem- 
brance of the valiant performances of the Ciri- 
zens of Bremen in the Holy War. For thus the 
words of their Charter run, 0b obſequiorum promp- 
ritudinem, multasque Deificas virtutes, viriles aflus 
&& non modicos labores @ expenſas, quos & quas 
Bremenſes per mare ſuis navibus W per terram fece- 
runt, in paſſagio ultra mare ad terram ſantam, quan- 
d Civitas Hieroſolymitana capta eſt, Oc. 

Bat before this Emperor's time ,'twas certainly 
a free City; as appears from the Statua Reolan- 
dina, which is ſtill to be ſeen in the Market-place, 
bearing the Arms of the Empire (a ſpread-Ea pic ) 
with this inſcription, in the old Neder-Saxon lan-' 
guage,

I am a teſtimony of the Liberty which Charles 
( the Great) and many other Emperor's 
have granted to this City. For which I ad- 
viſe you to return God thanks. 


"Twill not be amiſs in this place to give the 
Readcr a ſhort account of the reaſons which mo- 
ved the ancient Germans ( eſpecially the inhabi- 
rants of the Upper and Lower Saxony ) to erect 
theſe kind of monſtrous Statues in their Cities 
and great Towns. The tradition uſually recciv'd 
amongſt the Saxons 1s, That Charles the Great 
overran their Country by the help of one Ro- 
land, a Gigantic General in his Army ; and that 
thereupon the Emperor order'd his Image to be 
{ct up 1n all the Cities of note which he con- 
quer'd ; with this priviledg, That ſo long as they 
kept up ſuch Statues they ſhould have a right to 
ſevcral Regalia, not allow'd to other Citics inthe 
Empire. But the truth or probability of this 
ſtory depends wholly upon the credit and au- 
thority of the common people; for trom them 
ſome of the German Hiſtorians have borrow'd 
the relation, and afterwards ( without any fur- 
ther enquiry ) impos'd it upon the world for a 
picce of authentic Hiſtory. How ridiculous and 
abſurd would it be for a triumphant Emperor 
to cre&t Trophees to the honour of Comman- 
ders in his Army, where himſelt is acknowledg'd 
to be the Conqueror ? Beſides, it appears ( from 
tie unqueltionable teſtimony of the beſt Dutch 
Records ) that ſeveral of thoſc Cities which ſhew 
ſuch kind of Statues as theſe, were built many 
years after the death of the Empcror Charles the 
Great. Nor can the moſt accurate German An- 
tiquary prove, that there was any ſuch thing 
as a Statua Rolandina ever heard of in the Em- 
pire before A. D. 1000. Again, what could per- 
wade the Emperor to beſtow ſuch ſignal kind- 
neſles upon mean and contemptible Villages in 
Saxony ( as ſome to this day are ; which never- 
thcleſs dare ſtill pretend to ſhew one of theſe an- 
Client Statues ); whereas we do not find, that any 
of the brayc Cities upon the Rhine had ſuch pri- 
viledges and immunities granted to them ? If 
there be any probable account to be given of 
this cuſtom, Goldaſtus's conjecture is the molt 
likely to hic the mark. Now he fancics, that Ro- 
land, or Ruland, is not a proper name, but an 
appellative, deriv'd from the old Dutch word Ra- 
gen, {ignifying to judg or paſs ſentence in any 
Law-Caſe. So that by Ruland, or Rugeland, no- 
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thing elſe (as he thinks) can be meant, then 
ein Mahlſtadt da man frey Kayſerlich Gericht belt, 
ze. a City or great Town on the utmoſt borders 
of the Empire, where the Emperor has been 
pleas'd to appoint a Seſſion of Judges and Adyo- 
cates to try and determine, in his name, all Law- 
Suts and Controverſies. And this power and 
authority committed to the Burgers of ſuch cer- 
tain Cities was repreſented ( as it is ſtil} at Bre- 
men, Magdeburg, and many other great Towns 
in Saxony ) by the portraiCture of a great Giant 
( miſtaken for one Roland, whom they make 
Siſter's Son to Charles the Great ) repreſenting 
the Empcror, and bearing the Arms of the Em- 
pirc. And they were anciently fo ſuperſtitious 
In erecting or pulling down theſe Statues, accor- 
ding as they had the right of Judicature con- 
ferr'd on, or taken from them, that when the 
Emperor Charles the IV. had obliged the Ham- 
burgers to ſubmit themſelves to the Dukes of Hol- 
ftetn, they broke their Statue in pieces, Luan 
(ſays Crantzius ) pro ſigno libertatis olim ereflam 
habuerant. To conclude, 'tis a ſufficient argu- 
ment that theſe Statues were not firſt ſer up in 
Saxony ( nor cyer appropriated to that Country ) 
in remembrance of General Roland their Conque- 
ror, that we mect with the like monuments in 
Kinsberg, Prin/law, and ſome other places in the 
Marquiſate of Brandenburg ; where we never read 
that Roland commanded an Army. 


The money currant in Bremen, 1s chiefly the Myyey, 


Emperor's own Coin. Some pieces they have 
out of Sweden ; tho there cannot be any great 
treaſure exported out of ſo poor a Kingdom. I 
have not ſeen any notable coin of their own, 
except their Bremiſcher Grot, or Vier-pfenninger ; 
which is worth little more then an Engliſh halt- 
penny. From this Nether-Saxon word Grot, uſed 
inſtead of the High-Dutch Groſch, our Engliſh Groat 
had probably its firſt original ; for their Gror, as 
well as ours, is valued at four Pence; alcho a 
Penny at Bremen, as well as in Scotland, be not 
worth above a fixth part of one of ours. 


The Arms of Bremen arc a Key Argent 1n a 4,,y;, 


Field Gules; to denote the power of the Citt- 
Zens to open or ſhut (at their pleaſure) the 


paſſage of any Ships which traffic upon the 
Weſer.

up into the hands of the Swedes, rogether with 
the Archbiſhopric ( under the name of one cn- 


tire Dukedom ) at the Treaty of Munſter. Bruſ- 
chius (in his Hiſtory of the German Biſhops ) tells 
us, that Charles the Great tounded this Biſhop- 
ric at Konende upon the Weſer ; others ſay Barde- 
wic, about the year 776; whence not long atter 
it was remov'd to Yehrden, which even in thoſe 
days was (if the Saxons had any ſuch ) a ſtrong 
and populous City. Crantzizs reports, that the 
firſt Biſhop of this Dioccls was one Swibert an 
Engliſh man, who dicd in the year 708 ( near 
ſeventy years before the firſt toundation of the 
Biſhopric, according to Bruſchius's calculation) 
and was ſucceeded by one Patto a Scot. Bur 
Emmins (in his accurate Friſtan Hiltory ) hows 

that

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« Hiſtorian miſtook Szidbert the Friſlan- 
- bs was indeed the firſt Biſhop of Vehrden, 
for one of the ſame name who came over into 
Germany with Wilhad the frſt Biſhop of Bremen, 
And yet this correction of Crantzizs's relation 1s 
not to be approv'd, unleſs we read 788 or 795 
inſtead of 70$ ; ſince, as we have before inform'd 
che Reader, one of our Engliſb Archbiſhops firlt 
furniſh'd Bremen with a Bilhop, at the requeſt 
of the Emperor Charles the Great, in the year 

88. 

: We may from theſe contradi&tions eaſily ga- 
ther what credit is to be given to the account 
which German writers are able to give us of the 
ancient State of this City ; and the preſent 1s nor 
worthy of a large deſcription, having nothing 
in it extraordinary or remarkable. The River 
Alter (upon which 'tis ſeated) brings in all the 
Trade of the Town; ſince up the Weſer, into 
which River the Aller emties it felt, nor far 
from Vehrden, are brought flat bottom'd Barges 
of a conſiderable bulk, laden with all foreign 
and domeſtic commodities which the Market of 
Bremen will afford. Count Tilly took this Town 


- at the firſt aſſault in the year 1626; and after- 


wards (in the year 1631 ) the Imperial Army 
gave 1t a ſecond blow, which it has felt eycr 
lince. 

IL OT TERSBERG. A ſmall fortified Town, 
not far from Bremen ; beautified and defended 
by a ſtrong Caſtle, the ancient reſidence of ſome 
of their Archbiſhops. Chytreus tells us, that the 
Caſtle of Ottenberg bore a part for many years 
with the Citizens of Bremen 1n a rebellion againſt 
their Archbiſhops; to whom they were at laſt, 
upon ſome condition agrecd to-by both parties, 
forc'd to ſubnut themlclves in the year 1547. 
In the laſt Civil Wars of Germany this Caſtle 
was twice taken and plundcr'd by the Impe- 
rialiſts; and once by Count Coningsmark the 
Swediſh General. | 

IIL RoTTERBERG. A ſmall City ſeated 
on the River Wein, at about four Engliſh miles 
diſtance from 0ttersberg. In the place where 
this City now ſtands, Nicolas the thirty-ſeventh 
Biſhop of Vehrder builc a Palace for himſelf and 
ſuccetlors ; which was afterwards fortified with 
ſtrong Walls and a deep Ditch, about the year 
I 500, by Barthold the forty-ninth Biſhop of that 
Dioceſs. Art the fame time the adjoining Vil- 
lage, or Suburbs, were Wall'd in, and made a 
ſmall City ; which by degrees is grown to be a 
pn of ſome trade, and 1s conſiderably popu- 
OUs. 

IV. BUXTEHUuDE. Seatcd on the River E/a, 
not far from the Eb, in as pleaſant and fruittul 
a Country as any in the whole Empire. This 
1s one of the Granarics of Hamburg ; and fur- 
niſhes that great City with a large portion of 
their proviſion both for man and hore. 

V. STADE. The ſecond City of note, next 
after Bremen, 1n the whole Dukedom ; ſeated 
on the mouth of the River Zwinga and banks 
of the Elb. Bertius, and other writers skill'd in 
the ancient Geography of theſe parts, would 
have this City look'd upon as a place of the 
greateſt antiquity of any in Saxony; eſteeming 
t the fame with Prolomy's Ziarerdits, Tho I 
think the Longitude and Latitude which Ptolomy 
aſſigns to that old Town ( being 29 deg. of 
Long. and 51 deg. 20 min. of Lat. ) will ſcarcc 

come near this City. 
 Fhis large and ancient City was formerly ſub- 
ject to Earls and Marquiſes of its own; and 
thence we find the inhabitants in and abour the 
City named by the Latin Hiſtorians Stadenſes, 


Stadingi or Stedingii, as a people diſtinct of them-. 
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ſelves and independant upon any of the neigh. 
bouring Princes. Of theſe Earls and Marc. 
Graves the Reader may meet with a Catalogye 
in Crantzius, or Angelius a Werdenhagen. 

In the year 1234, the Stadenſes were the oc. 
caſion of a bloody and terrible war 1n the Arch. 
biſhopric of Bremen; which happening in the 
very infancy of Chriſtianity in theſe parts, had 
like to have ſtifled Religion 1n 1ts Cradle, This 
bloodſhed was occalion'd by a revolt of the 
Citizens of Stade from their obcdicnce to the 
See of Bremen. Whereupon the Clergy of thar 
City (being refolv'd to keep by a ſtrong arm 
what their enenues had cndeavourd to wreſt 
from them ) rook up arms, and engaged ſeveral 
of their neighbours in the broil. But this ex- 

edient did not meet with the cxpected ſucceſs, 
lakes after a long quarrel, only weaken'd both 
parties, and in no wiſe vindicated the Archbiſhop's 
Title. Art laſt, a volley of curſes and excom- 
munications from the Biſhop of Rome frighted 
the Citizens of Stade into ſubmuſlion, and ob- 
liged them to yicld obedience ( as formerly ) to 
the Archbiſhop's of Bremen. 

Hercupon Philip, Duke of Schwaben and Earl 
of Stade, annex'd the whole County to the Arch- 
biſhopric ; reſerving only to himſelt the City 
with its aricient priviledges and immunities. In 
which ſtate it continued nll ( in the Civil wars 
of Germany ) it fell into the hands of the Swedes; 
and was confirm'd to that Crown, as a part of 
the Dukedom of Bremen, by the Treaty of Mun- 
ſfter. And poſſibly, we may have ſome reaſon 
to call this the Metropolis of the whole Coun- 
try which is now ſubjcct to the King of Swe- 
den as Duke of Bremen ; ſince the City of Bre- 
men it ſelf was exenited trom the Homage pay- 
able to that Monarch from the Archbiſhopric 
by vertuc of that Treaty, and 1s to this day a 
free Imperial City, inumediately ſubject to the 
Emperor, and to him only. 

Notwithſtanding the vaſt Rampares and Bul- 
warks wherewith this City 1s fortified, and the 
natural ſtrength of the place, it was belicg'd 
and taken in one day ( April 13, 1645 ) by the 
Swediſh General Count Coningsmark ; who having 
at the firſt aſſault taken the Fortreſs on the mouth 
of the Zwinge, betwixt the City and the Elb, 
preſs'd forward with his whole Army to the Gates 
of Stade, andforc'd his way into the City. Where- 
upon the Burgers were glad to ſurrender up the 
Caſtle and other ſtrong Forts upon any condi- 
tions the Conqueror was pleas'd to propoſe. 

The Town 1s at preſent in a flouriſhing con- 
dition ; being ſeated in a wholeſom Air, and a 
pleaſant rich Country. The Burgers ( who have 
the character of the moſt civil and: courteous 
people in this part of the Empire) have com- 
monly Orchards and Gardens of pleaſure with- 
out the walls of the City, well ftocke with all 
manner of Fruits and Flowers. Their Haven 1s 
large and commodious ; and Ships of larger 
carriage and burthen come up to Stade then are 
able torcach Hamburg, The Market-place, Raht- 
hauſs (or Town-Hall ), Exchange, and ſeveral 
of their Churches, arc Buildings worthy a Tra- 
veller's ſight. 

Many and great have becn the priviledges by 
ſcycral Emperors granted: to this City. It was 
always reckon'd a-Sanctuary for fugitives; info- 
much, that all manner of malefactors ( whe- 
ther Germans or Foreigners ) that could reach 
Stade before vengeance overtook them , were 
ſure to find! ſhelter here, and be ſecure from the 
hand' of juſtice. Beſides the priviledg of coin- 
ing money, authority to hunt in the neighbour- 
ing Forcſts ( and the like prerogartiyes challeng's 

id 
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by all Imperial Cities), they have power to de- 
mand a certain Toll or Cuſtom of eyery Mer- 
chant-man that paſſes up the E/b to Hamburg 
eyery ſuch Veſſel being oblig'd to ſtrike anchor 
at the mouth of the Zwinge, and there to tarry 
till diſmiſs'd by the Matters of the Cuſtom- 
Houſe. Theſe pretenſions occaſion'd ( not many 
years ago) a quarrel between the Citizens of 
Stade and the Hamburgers ; the later pretending, 
that 'twas an infringement of their prerogative 
( who were abſolute Maſters bf the E1b below 
their own City) for Stade to lay claim to any 
ſuch priviledg. But the controvcrhe ſoon after 
was amicably compos'd ; and eachCity hasfince 
peaceably enjoy'd its own peculiar Regality. 

This ancient Hans-Town (being one of the 
frſt that was enroll'd into that noble ſociety ) 
was once reduc'd to a mean and beggarly con- 
dition by the overgrown trade and riches of the 
Hamburgers ; inſormuch, that it was forc'd to fell 
( almoſt for bread, the public ſtock not amount- 
ing to ninety pounds ſterling a year ) to theſe 
upſtart thriving Merchants its ancient priviledges, 
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and put it felf under the prote&tion of the Arch- 
biſhops of Bremen. But in this low condition it 
did not long continue, before the Engliſh Mer- 
chants ( upon ſome affront the Hamburgers had 
ofter'd them) remov'd their commerce to Stade. 
By which means this City, in a ſhort time, re- 
cover'd its former grandcur ; and grew on a 
ſudden rich and populous. 

VI. BxEMER-VERDbeN. A wall'd Town, 
on the road betwixt Bremen and Stade; diſtant 
from the later about twelve Engliſh miles, and 
from the former near twenty-cight. It was firſt 
built by Lzder Duke of Saxony; and afterwards 
made a Palace for the Archbiſhops of Bremen, 
who had here their uſual reſidence. In the Ca- 
ſtle (which commands a great part of the ad- 
jacent plain ) the Swedes haye commonly a ſtrong 
Garrifon. The Town would otherwiſe be of 
little note; not having the convenience of any 
trade, except what is brought by the reſort of 


paſſengers that travel this way to Bremen or 
Stade,

HE Dukedom of Lune- 
burg, or Lunenburg, 1s 
bounded on the South 
with the Dukedom of 
Brunſwic, on the South- 
Eaſt with Magdeburg ; 
on the Eaſt with Bran- 
denburg ; on the North 
with Lauwenburg and 
Holſtein, on the North- 
on the Weſt with ſome 

part of Weſtphalia. 

The Metropolis ( which gives name to the 
whole Dukedom ) 1s thought by ſome to have 
had its name from the Moon ( Lunus or Luna) 
worſhipp'd by the ancicnt Idolatrous Inhabitants 
of this Land. Others derive the word from 
the name of the River Elmena, or Ilmenow, on 
whach the City of Luneburg is ſeated, which ( they 
tell us) was formerly call'd LunofromTjis the Egyp- 
tianGoddeſs ; who coming into Germany to vilit 
her Kinſman Gambrivius ( who was in thoſe days 
Lord of that part of the Country where Ham- 
burg now ſtands ), was here Deified and wor- 
ſhipp'd under the Image of an Half-Moon. Sc- 
veral of the Saxon Chronologers report, that 
this Idol was firſt brought hither by Julius Ce- 


far; who queſtionleſs (if we belicye the more 


credible Roman Hiſtorians) never ſaw this Coun- 
try. However, that the ſtory in the main is 
true, and that the inhabitants of theſe parts did 
indeed worſhip an Image of the Moon, 1s agreed 


. on by all the Dutch Antiquaries; altho they are 


at a loſs to find out how their Anceſtors came 
came by the Latin names of Lunus or Luna. There 
arc to this day ſeveral Rivers and Towns in this 
Dukedom, and the Marquiſate of Brandenburg, 
which till retain the name of Lune. The old 
Annals of the Cathedral Church at Vehrden ſay, 
that this 1dol ( which ſtood on the top of a 
mountan far from Lwuneburg, call'd at this day 
Kalk:Berg, from the abundance of Lime found 
there) was firſt deſtroy'd by Egiftus, one of the 
ſcyenty Diſciples that firſt planted Chriſtianity 
in the German Empire. Yet afterwards, when the 
inhabitants of theſe, as well as many other parts 


of the Empire relaps'd into their ancient Idola- 
try, the Image was again ſet up and worſhip'd 
until at laſt it was finally remoy'd by Swibert ( nor 
IVibert, as ſome of their Hiſtorians write the 
word ) the firit Biſhop of Vehrden ; who, in the 
ſame place where this Goddeſs's Temple ſtood, 
built a ſplendid Monaſtery about the year 780, 
which was by him dedicated to St. Mary. 

Cluverius tells us, that the whole Country 
about Luneburg and Ultzen ( which is a City 
about twenty Engliſh miles diſtant from Lune- 
burg,towards the Sourh) was firſt inhabited by the 
Cathulci; whom he gueſles to have been a Pro- 
vince of the Cheruſci, whoſe Territories reach'd 
much farther up into the Empire. 


The Dukedom of Luneburg is every-where Nato'! 
full of large Woods and Foreſts ( many of which thei 


are noted in the Map) abounding with all ſorts 
of Deer, wild Swine, and other kinds of Veni- 
ſon. The moſt noted Foreſts ( wherein the Duke 
of Zell uſually ſpends the hunting ſeaſon of the 
year, accompanicd with ſeveral of the neighbour- 
ing Princes, Counts, and other Nobles of the 
Empire ) are Raarbroock, die Rofſkhammer, Grode, 
Bergerwald, Kralingerbroeck, im Ringelow, im Lewen, 
and im Dromeling. Another great part of the 
Country 1s taken up with vaſt Heaths and Waſts; 
the largeſt of which ( known by the name of 
Die Lunenburgurgiſche Heyde ) lies on the Welt 
of the City Laneburg, being a great ſhare of the 
Dukedom ( for ſeveral German miles together ) 
wholly defart and uninhabited. 


The inhabicants of this Country are look'd Mam" 
upon by the reſt of the Germans, as the molt of tle! 


ruſtical, both in language and behaviour, of any habits 


in the Empire. Tacitus can informus, what ſtout 
Warriours the Dapublini ( who were of the Na- 
tion of the C or 7 and as he gueſles, ancient 
inhabitants of theſe parts) were in the days of 
the Emperor Arzguſtus. For having rebell'd a- 
gainſt Quintilius Varus ( the Emperor's proud 
Lieutenant in the room of Druſus ) under the 
command of their Captain Arminius, they put 
the Roman General and his whole Army, con- 
liſting of three Legions, to the Sword. Which - 
ſudden and ſhametul overthrow ſo far diſtracted 
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he Emperor, as that he was afterwards often 
obſerved to beat his head againſt the poſts, and 
(in the bitterneſs of his paſſion and anguiſh ) 
to cry out, Redde mihi Legiones, Cuantili Vare. 
The Luneburgers have not indecd of late given 
any ſuch Heroic teſtimony of their yalour as 
this; but are howeyer eſteem'd good and hardy 
Sldiers, being from their Cradles accuſtom'd 
0 a cold Climate and ſlender fare. 

What kind of Government the ancient Saxons 
( of which great Nation the preſent inhabitants 
of the Dukedoms of Brunſwic and Laneburg arc 
only two ſmall branches ) were ſubject to, we 
haye alrcady given the Reader an account. And 
in the ſame ſtate of Anarchy and confuſion they 
had probably to this day continued, if the Em- 
peror Charles the Great had not new modell'd 
cheir Government, and made them ſenſible of 
the convenience of being conſtantly ſubject and 
obedicnt to ſome ſupreme Rulers and Magiſtrates. 
But this he could never effect by Conqueſt or 
che Sword ; only Religion by degrees reduc'd 
them into a formal Commonwealth, and the 
precepts of Chriſtianity firſt taught them how 
to obey the Laws of Temporal as well as Spiri- 
cual Princes. For the foremcntion'd Emperor 
( having won over the greateſt part of the Na- 
tion to the profeſſion of the Chriſtian Faith) got 
{cycral Biſhoprics creed in many parts of the 
Land; and perſwaded the neighbourhood to 
pay Tithes and other Church dunes to the Pre- 
lates he had fet over theſe new Diocelles, And 
this was the only Government known for ſome 
ages after inthe Territories which now arc known 
by the names of the Dukedoms of Brunſwic and 
Luneburg. Foraltho we read, that the Emperor 
Lotharizs raade Ludolf ) great Grandchild to the 
famous Wittikind that encountred Charles the 
Great ) Duke of Saxony; yet Crantzius 1s of opi- 
nion, that neither this Ludolf nor his Succeſſor 
0tho had any thing to do with the Lower Saxony; 
but were only made Princes of 7 huringen, Meif- 
ſen, and ſome other Provinces of the Upper Saxo- 
ny. Indeed Wittikind ( an Author of great crc- 
dit ) ſeems to aflert the contrary ; telling us, 
1 the firſt Book of his Hiſtory, that Orho ( the 
firſt German Emperor of that name ) being ad- 
vanccd to the Imperial Throne, left behind him 
one Herman, a Baron's Son (fo the learned Mei- 
bomius proves him to have been, tho moſt of 
the Dutch Hiſtorians ſay he was deſcended from 
much meaner Parentage ) whom he made his 
Lieutenant 1n theſe parts ; and to encourage him 
faithfully ro diſcharge his Office, ſertled ſeveral 
Lands and Tenements upon him and his Heirs 
for ever. Soon after, the ſaid Emperor return- 
Ing out of Italy, (where for ſome conſiderable 
time he had, for weighty rcaſons, been forc'd 
to keep his Reſidence) was ſo well pleas'd with 
Herman's acquitting himfclt bravely of the Truſt 
repoſed in hum, that inmediatcly he made him 
Duke of North-Saxony, containing all the Terri- 
tories now ſubject to the Dukes of Luneburg and 
Lawenburg, together with a great part ot the 
Duke of Holftein's Dominions. This hap'ned in 
the year of our Lord 966. 

By this means the great Dukedom came to 

divided; and a new Dukedom (the Princes 
whereof however tiled. themſelves Dukes of 
Saxony ) erected out of it, which was governed 
by Herman and his Succcllors Bruno, Bernhard, 
Artolf, and Magnus. The laſt of theſe died with- 
out any Heirs male ('tho not in the Emperor's 
Priſon, as ſome Hiſtorians have confidently rc- 
Ported, but at home in his own Houſe) 11 the 
year 1106, Whereupon the Dukedom ot rhe 
Lower Saxony was given by the Emperor Henry V.

to Eotharius Baron of Ouerfurt. After Lotharius's 
death Henry Duke of Bavaria ( ſurnam'd t'1: 
Proud ) got poſleſſion of this Dukedom ; which 
he challeng'd upon a double account, as having 
married Lotharius's Daughter, and being him- 
ſelt the fon of Wolfbilde Daughter ro Duke Mag- 
nas, Lotharius's predeceſſor. But Albert ( ſur- 
nam'd Vrſus ) Marquiſe of Brandenburg, oppos'd 
him with ſo good ſucceſs at firſt, that he was 


forc'd to quit the City of Lunenburg, anda great + 


part of the adjoining Territories; out of which 
nevertheleſs he made a ſhift to beat back Albert 
at laſt, and ſo made himſelf Maſter of the 
whole Dukedom. The pretenſions which Al- 
bert had to this Dukedom, were grounded upon 
his being Son to Duke Magnzs's eldeſt Daugh- 
tcr Elicke ; whereas Henry was only deſcended 
from the younger, and therefore had the worſe 
Title, if his Father-in-Law Lotharizs's Right had 
prov'd inſignificant. 

This Henry left behind him one only Son, 
Henry ſurnam'd the Lion ; a Prince of f. great 
and fortunate undertakings in war, that the 
German Chronicles are full of his exploits. Some 
of the Dutch Hiſtorians tell us, he extended his 
Domunons from the Rhine to the Elb, others 
ſay, from the Adriatic co the Baltic Sea ; a third 
ſort go yet further, and make him Lord of Hol- 
ftein and a great part of Denmark. Certain it 
1s, he was a victorious Prince, and Ruler over 
more Provinces then any of his Succeflors could 
lay claim to. But his large Dukedom was bro- 
ken 1n pieces by the Emperor ( as we had occa- 
ſion to tell the Reader before), and himfſclt re- 
duc'd from a great Duke of Saxony, and Lord 
of all the neighbouring Territories, to a mean 
and inconſiderable Duke of Brunſwic and Lune- 


barg. 
| Ferre we have found the Dukedoms of þ,y,, cf 
Brunſwic and Luneburg united and ſubject to one  ,,,,.... 


Prince. Bur upon the death of this Henry ( which 
hapned in the year 1195 ) they were divided. For 
Henry the Lion had three Sons, viz. Duke Henry, 
who was afterwards made Prince Palatine of the 
Rhine ; Duke Otho, who was advanced to the 
Impenal Throne, and Duke William, who 
ſucceeded his Father in the Territories of Lune- 
burg ; but only filed himfſclt Dominus de Lane- 
burg. And indeed he had bur little reaſon to take 
upon him any greater Title ; ſince his two Bro- 
thers were ſharers with him in the Eſtate of his 


deceaſed Father. For Otho took pollcition of 


the City and Country of Brunſwic, and Duke 

Henry (cizcd upon Zell, Bremen, and Stade. 
About the ycar 1213, Duke William dv'd, and 

was ſucceeded by his only Son Ortho, who atter- 


wards (in the year 1235 ) was made Duke of 


Brunſwic by the Empcror Frideric the Second's 
Diploma, which is at this day to be ſeen 1n the 
Duke of Zell's Archives. 

Duke William dying in the year 1252, left 
behind him two Sons, Albert and John ; Albert 
kept all his Fathers Dominions in his own hands, 
bur at laft reſign'd the Dukedom of Luneburg 
to his Brother John. Since that time the Duke» 
doms of Brunſwic and Luneburg have been always 


reckon'd two diſtin Principalicies, and uſually 


ſubjc& to two different Princes: 

After this diviſion of the two Dukedoms, Duke 
John governed the Dukedom of Lanebarg abour 
cight years; and then ( dying in the year 1276) 
let his Eſtate to his Son Orbo. By the way we 
may take notice of a notorious Parachromſm in 
Dr. Heylin's Coſmography, wherein ( reckon- 
ing only the cight years Government of Duke 
Fobn, without mentioning any power enjoy'd 
by hs Brother Albert in the Dukedom of Lune- 
wr | R burg ) 


burg. 
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\ be britigs Orho I. to the Dukedom in the 
w_ yen which is fifteen years (exactly the 
me that Duke Albert kept poſſeſſion of both Ius 
ather's Dukedoms) before his Father's death. 

tho having reign'd 03 ycals, and dying 11 
the year 12330, Iett behind him two Sons, Otho 
and William, who were joint-Governors of the 
Dulkedom of Luneburg tor the ſpace of four 
and twenty years. After which (upon the 
cath of Duke 0the without any Heirs male) Wil- 
liam was the ſole Governor for ſome ſmall 
term of years. | 

But conſidering, that upon the failure of 
i(Cae from himſelt and his Brother, the Line of 
Luneburg was like to be extinCt;he reſolv'd (during 
his life-time) to choſe himſelf a Succeſſor. Where- 
upon, at firſt, he pitcht upon Albert Duke of 
Saxony, his Brother's Daughter's Son; but afcer- 
wards changing his reſolution, he refign'd the 
Dukedom to Ludowic Duke of Brunſwic, who had 
married his eldeſt Daughter Mechtild. 

Duke Ludowic having govern'd three years, 
and dving without iſſue, in the year 1358, was 
ſucceeded by Magnus (ſurnam'd mit der kefter, 
or Torquatus ) ; to whom the Lunebzrgers ſub- 
mitted themſelves upon condition, that he ſhould 
protect them againſt all a_— ofter d them 
cither by the Emperor Charles IV. or any of the 
Dukes of Saxony. Soon after 7orquatus, upon 
his Father's death, got poſſeſſion of the Terri- 
tories of Brunſwic ; and ſo both Dukedoms were 
Once more umtcd. 

But notwithſtanding the great confidence they 
repos'd in their new Prince, and the vaſt pro- 
naſes he made them; Albert Duke of Saxony 
( aſliſted by the foremention'd Emperor Charles 
the fourth, in purſuance of his Right as being 


deſcended from the elder Brother's Daughter ) 
by force recover d the Dukedom of Luneburg 
in the year 1372, and enjoy'd 1t fourteen years. 

After his death there were great wars betwixt 
che Houſes of Branſwic and Saxony; cach of them 
laying claim to, and contcnding for this Duke- 


dom. Ar laſt, in the year 1388 Bernhard Duke 
Magnus's Son obtain'd the Government. But 
ſoon aſter Frideric Duke of Brunſwic being ſlain 
1 his rcturn from Francfurt ( where he was 
newly choſen Emperor ) Bernhard was removy'd 
to Prunſwic, and the Dukedom of Luneburg gi- 
ven to his Nephew Henry ; who before had tome 
ſhare with him in the Government. 

Henry, having been fole Duke of Luneburg 
for the ſpace of ſixteen years, dyed A.D. 1416. 
and was ſucceeded by his Son William; who, 
within-a while after, falling out with his Cou- 
fin Otho, Duke Bernhard's Son, made ſeveral in- 
curſions into the Dukedom of Brunſwic, many 
of the molt conſiderable Cities whereof he laid 
ſizge to, and took. 

Some while after, the quarrels betwixt the 
two Dukes were compoſed upon this condition, 
that they ſhould change Dukedoms ; which was 
accordingly done in the ycar 1428; and fo 0tho 
was made Duke of Lzneburg, and William remo- 
ved to Brunſwic. 

Otho's Brother, Duke Frideric, ſucceeded him 
(tho Dr. Heylin makes him his Predeceſſor) in 
the Dukedom of Luneburg ; and having g0- 
vern'd about fourteen years, quitted the Duke- 
dom, and ſhut himſelf up m a Monaſtery at 
Zell i the year 1459. 

Hereupon the Government was committed 
to lis two Sons Bernhard and Otho; the former 
ot which dyed within five years, and the latter 
(furving about ſeven years ) left behind him 
only one young Son, abour three ycars old. 

Thus forced the old Duke Frideric, in his ex- 
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creme dotage, to reatlumec tne Government till 
his Grandchild ſhould come to maturity;he man- 
naged the Affairs of his Dukedom for ſeycn years 
longer, dying in the year 1479. 

The young Duke Henry, bcing not aboye ten 
years of age at Is Grandfather's death, was 
aſſiſted in the Government by his mother for 
ſome years. Ten years bcforc his death, which 
hapned in the year 1532, he ſetled the Duke- 
dom upon his three Sons, Otho, Erneſt, and 
Francis. | . 

The firſt of theſe, prefcrring a retired life to 
the ſtate and grandeur of a Dukedom, relign'd 
his Right to his Brother Erneſtus during his Fa- 
ther's life ; demanding only a certain annual ſti- 
pend, ſuflicient for the maintenance of himſelf 
and a ſmall tanuly. 

This Erneſt ( together with his Brother Fran- 
cis, who ſhared with him inthe Government til 
the year 1539, but was afterwards put oft with 
the Lordſhip of Giffhorn and Monaſtery of Iſen- 
hagen ) brought 1n the Reform'd Religion in the 
year 1530. Hedicd in the year 1546, and was 
ſucceeded by his Son 

Francis Otho; who, having govern'd about 
thirteen years, dyed without Iflue male, and left 
the Dukedom to his two Brothers 

Henry and William. Theſe two rul'd peace- 
ably together for the ſpace of ten years; but 
afterwards they ſeparated themſelves, and agrecd, 
that William ſhould have the ſole government 
of the Dukedom of Luneburg, and Duke Henry 
be content with the Revenues of the Lordſhip of 
Dannenberg and Monaſtery of Scharnebeck ; to 
which were afterwards added, the Lordſhips of 
Hitzaker, Luchau, and Warbke. 

In the year 1592, Duke William dicd; and 
was ſucceeded by his Son Erneſt ; who keptthe 
Dukedom of Luneburg till the year 1611, In 
which he left it to lis Brother 

Chriſtian ; Ele& Biſhop of the Dioceſs of Min- 
den. This brave Prince govern'd the Duke- 
dom 1n great peace and proſperity two and 
twenty years; and enlarg'd it with the Princt- 
pality of Grubenhagen. 

After his deccaſc, in the ycar 1633, the Duke- 
dome of Luneburg tell to his Brother Auguftus, 
Elect Biſhop of Ratzebarg ; upon which incom- 
parable Prince ( of whom the Reader may cx- 
pect a larger account in the deſcription of the 
Dukedom of Brunſwic) deſcended not long after, 
by the death of Frideric Ulric, the Dukedom of 
Brunſwic. | 

| Whereupon the Dukedom of Luneburg was 
given to Duke George, Licutcnant General of all 
the torces of the Lower Saxony, . in the year 1636. 
He lett four Sons, whereof the eldeſt 

Chriſtian Ludowic,, for ſome years, govern'd 
the Luneburgers ; paying cach of his younger 
Brethren an annual ſtipend of 12000 Ric-dollars. 
Upon his death the ſecond Brother 

George William ſucceeded in the Government, 
and kept ( as he doth to thisday ) his Reſidence 
in his Brothers Palace at Zell 

By the Treaty of Hildeſheim the Dukedoms of 
Calenberg and Grubenhage were aſlign'd over to 
the third Brother John Frideric ; who kept his 
Relidence at Hannover in much greater ſtate then 
his Brother at Zell. | | 

Theſe, and all other Territories ſubject to 
the late Duke of Hannover, are now in the pol- 
[cſſon of che youngeſt Brother Erneſt Auguſtus ; 
who, by the Treaty of Munſter, was made Bt- 
ſhop of Oſnabrug, and is now ( upon the death 
of his Brother Fohn Frideric this laſt ycar 1680 ) 
Duke of Hannover. He married the Lady $0- 
phia, youngeſt Siſter ro our Prince Rupert ,

of this City; and but little more 

$ can be ſaid concerning 1ts farſt 

Founders, and thoſe that fortified it. The ſtory 
of Julius Ceſar's laying the firſt foundation of a 

City in this place, 1s (at beſt ) incredible and 
- groundlefs. There's hardly an ancent City in 
Europe which does not pretend to ſome vene- 
rable piece or other of Fzlins's Architecture ; 
which tho ordinarily adnuir'd by the vulgar, yer 
i5contemn'd and laugh'd at by men of ſence and 
knowing Antiquaries. The beſt reſtimony of 
its age I can meet with 1s Dithmarus Mersburgen- 
fis's mentioning Luinberg, by the name of Civi- 
tas, in ſpeaking of an Earthquake which hapned 
in the days of the Emperor Henry II. But 'tis 
calic to obſcrve, how the Hiſtorians of thoſe 
times were wont to compliment any mean V1l- 
lage with the title of Civitas. Yet Lambertus 
Schafnaburgenſis ( an Author of almoſt as great 
antiquity as the tormer ) 1n his account of the 
tranſactions of the year 1073. gives this chara- 
er of Luneburg, that *'rwas then Oppidum maxi- 
mum Ottons Ducis Saxonie, ſitum in confinio Sax0- 
num © Juticiorum. 

Ar preſent the Town contains about two Erg- 
liſh nailes nn circumference ; being not buile 1n 
exact ſquare, but rather an oblong figure. The 
Streets are broad; and moſt of the Houſes to- 
lerably well built, Over againſt the Town-hall 
( which 1s a neat and compact picce of building 
ftands the Duke's Palace ; where the Duke of 
Zell and his Family are lodg'd when he has a 
mind to relide at Lunebure. 

The chict Trade of the Town 1s in Sale; which 
the Citizens make in great abundance, out of 
certain pits of ſalt water, which ſpring within 
the walls. Their Salt-houſes are tenc'd round 
and continually guarded ; as being the main 
ſupport of the City. Theſe bring in the Duke 
a conliderable yearly Revenue ; and beſides pro- 
vition 1s hereby made tor a great number of 
poor labouring men, who might otherwiſc ſtarve 
tor want of cmployment. 

IT. BakpeEwick. At this day a Village 
within a mule of Lyneburg ; but ancicntly a ſtrong 
and populous City. Some Authors fancy it to 
have been the firſt City in Saxony. And ſo que- 
ſtonlefs ic was, it it be true ( as they pretend 
to be able to demonſtrate ) that it was built 
990 ycars bctore Chriſt. Over the door of the 
Cathedral ( which is now the only Church left 


of nine ) are wrote in an old Gothic character 
theſe hobling verſes: 


Abram dum natus mox Treveris incipit ortus 
Hine annis Barduic mille ſex X quoq; quinque 
Poft Barduic Roma duo C cum quinque triginta 
MC poſt Nat. units oflaginta novemque 

Dum Brunſvicenfis Henricus Leo diftus 
SImonis in feſto Barduic ſubvertit ab alto. 


Meibomius ( a learned Antiquary , whom wc 
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have already had occaſion often to mention ) 
has taken great pains to pick up, out of theſe 
Richms and all other Monuments of note about 
this Town, a large account of the Antiquity of 
the place. The name he imagines, ( contrary 
to the humour of ſome other Hiſtorians, who 
ſpeak of Bardo a Knight Errant of old, and Foun: 
der of Bardewic ) derived from the Bardi, a Nor- 
thern people, who wandring a great many years 
up and down Saxony and the neighbouring Coun- 
tries, at laſt fix'd themſelves in this place. Whe- 
ther theſe Bardi may not have beena Tribe of ſuch 
Poets as Mr. Cambden, and ſome other of our 
Antiquaries, ſays gave name to Bardſey, one of 
our Britiſh Iſlands, I ſhall leave to the Reader's 
judgment; fince every Hiſtorian that mentions 
the Bards, will tell us, that they were the Genea- 
logiſts amongſt the Gauls (an undoubtcd branch 
of the German Nation) as well as the Britains. 

The Vetſes before-mention'd will inform us, 
that this great City was deſtroy'd by Duke Henry 
( ſurnam'd the Lion) on St. Simon and Fude's day 
in the year 118g. Since that time it has never been 
able to recover 1ts glory; and 1s now remarka- 
ble for nothing but a College ct Eight Refiden- 
tiary Canons and ſome tcw Vicars. 


IL ULTZEN. A ncat uniform little Town, Vltrex, 


about the middle way betwixt Lunenburg and Zell. 
"Twas ancicently call'd Lawenwald, i. e. Lion- 
Forcit ; as appcars from ſeveral of its old Re- 
cords,and an iuſcription to this day Icgible on the 
North-fide of the Townhall. And from this 
its old name the Arms ( or Rebzs rather ) of thc 
Town are ({Ull, a Lion Paflant Azzre, in a Field 
Verd, berwixt Thrce Trees of the Second. The 
modern name U/:zen it had trom the neigh- 
bouring Monaſtery of Olden-Stadt ; which, as 1s 
evident: from ſcycral ancient Writings, bearing 
date A. D. 1255 and 1338, was formerly call'd 
Old-Ulſen. On the rwenticth of Seprember in the 
year 1646, this City was miſerably deſtroy'd by 
a fire which in a very ſhort time burnt down the 
faireſt and richeſt part of 1t. This blow it has 
hardly yet fo well recover'd as to be cnnrely rc- 
built; but however the moſt conliderable {trects 
and places of conſequence are very much ad- 
vanc'd by it, and the new buildings are every- 
where more rcgular and ſplendid then the tor- 
mer. 

The Citizens have a Tradition among them, 
that the firſt Engliſh Saxons that came over 1n- 
to Britain were {cnt from hence ; and they tell 
us farther, that in remembrance of the good 
ſucceſs they had met with m our Iſland, fome 
of them returning, hung up a gile Ship of Tin 
in the Marker-placc; which was to be ſcen here 
before the fire above mention d. 


IV. ZELL. This City ( famous for the u- zpj; 


ſual Reſidence of the Dukes of Luneburg ) on 
a ſandy leycl, at the conflucace of two ſmall 
Rivers, the Aller and Fubſe ; about ten German 
nules diſtant trom Lunebare, fix trom Brun(wic, 
ten from Bremen, and thirteen from Hamburg. 
The word Zell in thc language of ſome of the 
Lower Saxons, ſignifics the fame with the High 
Dutch Kellar, or our Engliſh word Cellar ; but 
for what rcaſon the Town ſhould have this name 
given 1t, I cannot determine. In an old Parch- 
ment Deed ( bearing date A. D. 1236, wich 
to this day may be ſcen in the Duke of Zell's 
Archives ) whereby Sigefride Count of Ofterburg, 
makes over a great part of this Country to tho 
Duke of Brunſwic and Luneburg, we read mini- 
fteriales ſuos Ticlle uſque Breman. And another 
Indenture made berween Henry's (ſurnam'd the 
Lion) Sons ( dated A. D. 1203, and {till ro be 
ſecn in the fame place ) mcntions this Town 
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by the aforeſaid name. Higher then theſe times 
its Antiquity cannot bc traced;and whether 'twas 
in thoſe days a City, wall'd Town, or only a 
bare Caſtle, we know not. | 
The Duke's Palace ( as it now ſtands, being 
a ſquare picce of building, moted round, and 
beautified with a great many pleaſant Gardens, 
Orcliards, Grotto's, &c. ) was firſt built by 
Henry Duke of Brunſwic and Lunenburg and 
Ann ( born Counteſs of Naſfaw ) his mother 
in the year 1486. In this Palace are held the 
chief Courts of Judicature for the Dukedom of 
Luneburg, Es 
V. WALSTRODE, orWalo's-Croſs. At firſt 
only a Monaſtery built by one Wale, a Prince of 
Anhalt, in the year 986, but afterwards advanc'd 
into a conſiderable Town. Walo's Statue 1s til 
to be ſecn in the Church with this inſcription 
on its pedeſtal, I/luftris Princeps Walo de Anholt 
Comes in Aſchania, & Dominzs in Berncborch eſt 
fundator hujus Monafterii.lt is ſituate 1n a very plea- 
ſant Valley, encompaſs'd on every fide with 
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Mountains and Woods. The chief trade of 
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of the inhabitants conſiſts in Honey, Wax, Wog] 
and Beer. 

Harborch, Winſen, Gifhorn, notable for a ſtrong 
Palace belonging to the Duke of Lunenburg, with 
ſome other places of the like value, are only juſt 
conliderable enough to merit a diſtin& chara. 
&er in the Map from poor Villages; but haye 
nothing in them ſo remarkable as to deſerye a 
a particular deſcription. The truth1s, the greateſt 
part of the Dukedom of Lanebarg is a poor and 
barren Country ; and its inhabitants are ſcarce 
any where ſo rich as that they need to wall in 
their Towns, or be afraid of the invaſion of an 
Enemy.

us, that the ſmall Vil- 

lage ( not far from Wiſ- 

mar) which till bears that name, was anciencly 

a large and populous City. And ſome of their 

Antiquaries pretend to be able to ſhew us its 

Rudera near this place, for ſome miles in com- 

paſs. F. Peters (in his Chronicle of the Dukes 

of Holſtein) tells us, that this Village 1s the ruins 

of a very ancient City ; which, fays he, was built 

above three hundred years before Chrift by An- 

thyrius the firſt Duke of the Heruli, or Mecklen- 

burgers. But we know, what kind of credit to 

give to ſuch Romantic Chronologers as this; 

who impertinently pretends to trace the Annals 

of his Country thro thoſe dark days of41gno- 

rance wherein he muſt neceſſarily loſe himſelt 
and truth, 

Cluverius and Bertius are exceedingly diſpleas'd 
with that univerſal humour of Latin ( who men- 
tion this Country ) of rendring Mecklenburg by 
Megalopolis or Megapolis, and the Mecklenburgers 
by Megapolitani. Such Etymologiſts as theſe, 
ſays Cluver, are but Novices in the German tongue. 
For the word Mecklenburg 1s not ( as they ima- 
211) deriv'd from the old Saxon word Micle or 
Mickel ( ordinarily met with in our ancient Eng- 
| liſh-Saxon Monuments, and till uſed in ſome 
parts of England); but from the Dutch Verb 
Mecklen, whence Meckler, which ( in the lan- 
guage of all the Northern Germans that inhabic 
the Sca-Coaſts ) ſignifies as much as Proxinete, 
Pararius, a Broker ; ſo that Meck/enburg had not 
ts name, as Megalopolis 1n Arcadia, from the vaſt- 
neſs of its extent ( altho Lindebergius reports it 
to have been above cight Engliſh miles in length 
and twenty in circumference); bur from the great 
reſort of Merchants to this place. For being che 
Metropolis of theſe parts, and the Seat ( as 'tis 
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ſuppos'd ) of Bilunaus, Miſilaus, Miſtevus, Pri- 
biſlaus, and ſeveral other Kings and Princes of 
the Vandals ; we may reaſonably conclude, that 
all foreign Merchants ( who probably were not 
very numerous ) that traded in this part of Ger- 
many, kept their Factors and Brokers at this 
City. 

The whole Dukedom of Meck/enburs (ſub- 
ject to the two Dukes of Guſtrow and S:erin ) 
1s bounded on the Eaſt with the Dukedom of 
Pomeren ; on the North with the Baltic Sea ; 
on the Weſt with ſome part of the Dukedoms 
of Holſtein and Saxon-Lauwenburg ; and on the 
South with the Marquiſate of Brandenburg. 

The Country has more 1n it of prot then 
pleaſure ; being plencifully Rock'd with all ſorts 
of Corn and Fruits ( cfpecially Apples ), and well 
tor'd with Fowl and Fiſh ; but ficuate in an air 
very unwholſom in the Summer, and intolera- 
bly ſharp and cold in the Winter. Beſides the 
adyantage of the Baltic Sea, and a great num- 
ber of Rivers cvery-where to be met with in this 
Dukedom, their Lakes ( many of which are very 
large ) afford them good ſtore of all manner 
of freſh Fiſh. Infomuch, that ac the Marriage- 
fealt of Henry Duke of Mecklenburg-Swerin with 
Helen Daughter to the Elector Palatine, were 
ſcry'd up to the Table five thouſand Breams 
all of which were treſh, and newly takea our of 
the great Lake near Swerin. 

Some Romantic Genealogiſts have endeavour'd 
to bring down the Line of the Dukes of Meck- 
lenburg trom ſome of Alexander the Great's Ge- 
nerals. The firlt original of which tancy ſprung 
from the Duke of Meck/enburg's bearing an Horle's 
Head ( which thcſe Herals are pleas'd to call 
the Head of Bucephalus ) 1n their Efchurtceons, 
And indecd the genceralicy of German Antiqua- 
rics ferth their pedigree trom Anthyrizs ( the tore- 
mention'd Founder of the City of Mecklenburg); 
whom they unanimoutly report to have liv'd in 
the days of that great Conqueror. From his 
Loins ( after ſevcral generations) deſce 1ded Bil- 
liengus, a potent King of the Vandals; whoſe 
Mother, ſay ſorne, was Charles the Grear's Siltee, 
He was the firſt chat ( after his own coaverſion) 
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ok in the profeſſion of Chriſtianity ito 
IE. the afterwards, at the inſtigation 
of his Son Mici//aus, both himſelf and all his 
Subjects turn'd Apoſtates. The next famous 
Prince of Mecklenburg was Gottſchalck ( ſurnam d 
the Godly), who would often himſclt take the 
ains to preach Chriſtianity to his Subjects ; 
b whom he was at laſt, for his Religion, mur- 
der'd in the year 1066. From him deſcended 
(among(t many others) Hemry II. who dying 
in the year 1228, left behind him two Sons Ni- 
colot and John. From the former of thele ſprang 
all the fucceeding Princes of the Vandals until 
William the laſt Prince of that Line, who died 
in the year 1430. From the later ( ſurnam'd 
Kineſe Janko, or Jobn the Divine z becauſe he had 
taken a Doctor of Divinity's degree in the Uni- 
verſity at Paris) are deſcended the preſent Dukes 
of Mecklenburg. This Fobn left behind him Henry 
( who was ſix and twenty years kept prifoner 
by the Turks ) Father to Henry ſfurnam'd the Lion; 
whoſe two Sons, Albert and Fobn, Dukes of Meck- 
lenburg, were by the Emperor Charles IV. created 
Princes of the Empire in the year 1349. Which 
is not to be underſtood ( tho I find this con- 
ſtruction put upon it by ſeveral of the modern 
German Hiſtorians) as if theſe two Princes, be- 
fore Charles's creation, had been only ordinary 
Lords or Barons of Mecklenburg, and by the 
Emperor advanc'd to the dignity of Princes or 
Dukes. For from him they receiv'd no more 
chan an admiſſion into the number of the Eſtates 
of the Empire ; under whoſe protection they 
were brought by making themſelves members 
thereof, upon condition they ſhould be ſubject 
to its Laws, and contribute to its neceſſitics. 
Albert's eldeſt Son ( Albert II. ) was choſcn King 
of Sweden, and not long after taken priſoner by 
Margaret Queen of Denmark; by whom, after 
ſeveral years impriſonment, he was at laſt re- 
leas'd upon the payment of a vaſt ranſom. So 
that the management of the Dukedom of Meck- 
lenburg was committed to his Brother Magnus ; 
a Prince that (if we believe Chytreus, who 1n 
his firſt Book of the Saxon Chronicle has given 
him a noble character) was nomine & re Mag- 
ns, endow'd with all the excellent qualities that 
are requilite to make a brave Prince. His Son 
Fobn, who ſucceeded his Father in the Dukedom, 
founded the Univerſity at Roſtock inthe year 1419. 
This Duke's Succeſſors Henry the Fat, and Mag- 
us II. (Founder of the Cathedral Church at 
Roſlock) upon the death of William the laſt Prince 
of the Vandals, made themſelves Maſters of the 
whole Land of Mecklenburg. After the death of 
this Magnzs, and his Son Albert II. the Duke- 
dom came to his Grandchild Fohn Albert in the 
year 1547, who firſt brought in the Lutheran 
Confeſlion into his Dominions, by demoliſhing 
Popiſh Abbeys, and converting their Revcnues 
to the uſe of the Univerſity at Roſtock. His Son 
Fohn II. ( who died in the year 1592 ) left two 
Sons; the eldeſt was Adolph Frideric, who married 
Ann-Mary Counteſs of Eaſt Friſland ; by whom, 
amongſt other children, he had Chriſtian-Ludowic 
the preſent Duke of Mecklenburg-Swerin. His 
Youngeſt Son was Guſtavus Adolphus ; who ſeated 
hinaſelf at Gzftrow. In the late Civil Wars in 
Germany, the whole Land of Mecklenburg was 
overrun by the Imperial Army ; and the Duke- 
dom conterr'd upon their ambitious (and at 
laſt unfortunate) General Albrecht, Duke of Fried- 
land. However, within a little while after, the 
two Dukes ( Adolph Frideric and Fohn Albrecht ) 
were reinſtated in their Dominions by Guſtavus 
Adolphus, the victorious King of Sweden, their 


Kinſman, For a character of the preſent Dukes 
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of MeckJenburg the Reader may have recourſe 
to the following deſcriptions of Swerin and Gy. 


ſtrow, the places of their relidence. 


The ſtrength of theſe Princes would be con. yy 
ſiderable enough, ſufficient to ſecure their own frew 
Territories, and keep their neighbours in awe © ® 
if firmly united. Their equal pretenſions to the 
ſole government of the City and Univerſity at 
Roſtock, did formerly occaſion fome animotities 
berween the two Houſes ; but this quarrel has 
for ſome years laſt paſt been quite laid alide , 
and now a difference in Religion ( the Duke 
of Swerin being a Romaniſt, and he of Guſtrow 
a Lutheran ) 1s the greateſt cauſe of their my. 
tual fearsand jealouſies. Heretofore they thought 
it their chict intereſt to adhere to the Swedes, and 
ſecure themſclves under the wings of the potent 
Kings of that Nations ; but when after the 
many conqueſts of the brave Gu/taves Adolphus 
the power of thoſe Princes grew fo formidable 
as to threaten an univerſal ſlavery to their neigh- 
bours round about them, rather then the de- 
fence of any of their Liberties, the Dukes of 
Mecklenburg thought 1t high time to relinquiſh 
that party, and join with the Dane and Bran- 
burger in oppoſing their common enemy, the 
King of Sweden. They ſaw Wiſmar rent out of 
their hands, without any probability of being 
ever recover'd; and they had reaſon to fear, that 
a great part of the adjoining Country would 
tollow it, if their ruin were not timely prevented 
by the ſtrength of their new Allies. 


The whole Land of Mecklenburg (fo much I Tenis 


mean as 1s now ſubject ro the two Dukes ni: 
which bear that Title) is uſually divided in- 
to theſe {ix parts: The Dukedomes of Meck- 
lenburg ( ſtrictly fo call'd ) and Vandalia ; the 
Earldom of Swerin ; the Baronics of Roftock and 
Stargard; and the Biſhopric of Butzow. In the 
Dukedom of Mecklenburg arc reckon'd the Citics 
of WViſmar { to which 1s the neighbouring Iſland 
Poel ) 1 empfin, Gades, Rhena, and Bucow. Inthe 
Dukedom of Vandalia, Guftrow, Sterneberg, Mal- 
chin, Stavenhagen, Ivenack,, Neu-Calven, Warin, 
Pentzlin, Rebell, Wredenhagen, Malchau, Tetrou, 
Goltberg, Parchum, Plage, Lupſian, Grabou, Domitz, 
New-Statt, Eldenau, and Gorloſen. In the Barony 
of Roftock, the City of Roftock, Ribnitz,, Gnoien, 


Teſſin, Laga, Schwan, Salines, and Morlou. Inthe 


Barony of Stargard, Brandeburg, Stargard, Furſten- 
burg, Strelitz,, Mirow, Fredland, and IWeſenberg. And 
laſtly in the Biſhopric of Butzow, the City of But- 
zow and the Peninſula of Swerir.

This City is indeed [it 


ſituate in Wagerlard, and (for 

? that reaſon) we have alrcady 

given the Reader ſome ſhort 

account of it in the Deſcrip- 

qr = tion of Denmark; but becauſc 
It 15 of it ſelf an Imperial City, wholly indepen- 
dant upon the Crown of Denmark, and inme- 
diately ſubje& to the Emperor of Germany, we 
have refery'd a more particular ſurvey of it for 
this place. And it cannot ſo properly be referr'd 
to any particular Province of the Empire as the 
Dukedom of Mecklenburg. For (alcho the Citi- 
zens of Lybec do not pay any manner of tribute 
or homage to the Princes of Mecklenburg, yet ) 
it may perhaps as juſtly be reckond part of that 
We | Dukedom, 
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Dukedom, as Bremen ( which never yet acknow- 
Icdg'd any ſubjection to the Kings of Sweden ) 
may be eſteem'd part of that Principality which 
now bcars the name of the Dukedom of Bre- 
"Thc name of this City 1s fetcht by ſome from 
one Luba, a famous Fiſherman that heretofore 
pitcht his Tents upon the Sea-ſhore 1n the ſame 
place where afterwards the great City of Lybec 
was built. But this fiction 15 of the ſame ſtamp 
with the frivolous ms with which ſome 
of our Engliſh Hiſtorians have furniſh'd us, of 
Britain from Brutus, and London from King Lzd. 
Ochers tell us, that Lxbec, in the old Wendiſh 
tongue, ſignifies a Crown and therefore would 
perſwade Us, that this Town had its name from 
the precminence which (immediately after its 
frſt foundation) it might juſtly challenge a- 
mong(t the other Cities of Germany. Whence 
Lindebergius ( alluding to this Etymology ) con- 
cludes his Elogiym in the praiſe of Lubec with 
this Diſtich, 


Et decus Europe, O& lumen fit totius Anſe, 
Et ſit Vandalici pulchra Corona ſol. 


But the molt probable opinionis (what we have 
before mention'd ) that the name 15s truly High- 
Dutch; and ſignifies no more than ( Lob-eck or 
ein eck, des lobes) a corner of Land, for upon ſuch 
a plot of ground 'tis ſituate, commendable tor 
ſomething or other in it extraordinary and no- 
table. 

The Poliſh Hiſtorians ( particularly F. Ludo- 
wic Decius in his Hiſtory of Sigiſmund 1. King 
of Poland) are very zealous in aſlerting, that 
this great City owes its birth to the Princes of 
their Country ; who having made themſelves 
Maſters of all this part of Germany, built a Fort 
and ( in ſome ſhort time after ) a wall'd Town 
in that neck of land upon which Labec ſtands. 
But the Germans as vigorouſly oppoſe this allcr- 
tion ; afhrming, that Godſchalck, ( a certam Kg 
of the Vandals) laid the firſt foundation of the 
Town A. D. 1040, which ſmall beginnings were 
enlarg'd into the bulk of a conſiderable City by 
Crito, a Prince of Regen, in the year 1104, or ( as 
others) 1087, But however this 1s certain, 
that it was never a City, nor had any Charter 
confirm'd to it, before it had been once utterly 
run'd and laid deſolate by Ratzo Prince of Rugen, 
in the year 1134, and rebuilt by Adolph II. Earl 
of Holſtein A. D. 1140; who, being unable to 
dctend any part of his Territories againſt the 
victorious Duke of Saxony and Bavaria ( Hen- 
7y II. furnam'd the Lion) was forc'd to yeild up 
to him Lybec amongſt the other conquer'd parts 
of his Dominions. Afterwards, when ſucceſs 
and pride had ſwell'd Henry to that height 
as to make him neglect his duty and allegiance 
to the Emperor Prideric Barbarofſa, and to ſide 
with the Pope in a quarrel againit him ; he was 
by the ſaid Emperor publicly proſcrib'd, and 
deyour'd by the joint forces of his neighbour 
Princes, every one laying hold of that part of 
his Eſtates which lay next him. In this confu- 
lion Lybec was belicg'd and taken by the Em- 
peror himſclt; but after his death reſtor'd to the 
foremention'd Duke Henry. Afterwards it was 


conquer'd by Waldemar Duke of Sleſwic , and 


Brother to Canutus King of Denmark. Burt not 
long after the Citizens ( finding themſelves too 
ſeverely treated by their Daniſh Lords) put cheir 
City under the protection of the Emperor Fi- 
deric Il. who granted them ſeveral priviledges 
and immunities, and reſtor'd them to the anci- 
ent Liberties which they had enjoy'd under their 
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firſt Maſters. Since that time Labec has conti- 
nued an Imperial City, being always reckon'd 
one of the chief in the Empire, and the Metro- 
polis of the Hzrs-Towns. 

The Biſhopric of Z.xbec ( which ſince Jobn Adolph 
Duke of Holſtein was elcCtcd Biſhop of that Sec 
n the year 1596, has always been in the poſſc{li- 
on of ſome of the younger Brothers of that 
Houſe ) was firſt founded by the Emperor 0tho 1. 
at Oldenburg mn Wagerland, and afterwards re- 
moved hither ( with the permiſſion of the Em- 
peror Frideric I. ) by Henry the Lion; Duke of 
Saxony, in the year 1163. 

There 1s not any City in the Northern parts 
of the German Empire which at this day excels 
(or perhaps can equalize ) Labec cither in beauty 
or uniformity of its Buildings, or plcafantne 
of its Gardens and Groves. The Streets are 2ec- 
nerally ſtrait and even 5 the Houſcs being all 
built with Brick, and cover'd with Tvles. In 
the year 1238, a great fire hap'ning in the City 
burnt down many of their Streets, which at thar 
time conſiſted of Houſes made of Timber, and 
ccver'd with Thatch ; whereupon the Senators 
of the City made an Order, that thenceforward 
no ſuch Houſes ſhould be built within the walls 
ot the Town. From the public Conduit they 
have watcr convey'd by pipes into every Citi- 
zen's private Houſe; according to which pattern 
the Conduits in London, and other great Citics 
in Exrope, were fir{t contrived. The Streets are 1n 
ſeveral places graced with rows of Linden Trees 
planted on cach fide. The Church:.5 ( about 
rwenty In number ) are generally well buile and 
adorn'd with high Stceples or Spires ; eſpecially 
the Cathedral, dedicate to St. Mary, which 1s a 
piece of as curious Architecture as moſt in Ger- 
manys 

The River 7rave ( on which Labec js ſeated, 
about cight or ten Engliſh mules from the Sca ) 
s large and deep enough to carry the largeſt 
Veſflels that fail upon the Baltic. So that caily 
Merchant-men of the greatcſt bulk, as well as 
flat bottom'd Barges, are brought up to the 
Walls of the City ; which, with its ncighbour 
Hamburg, 1s thought to maintamn ncar tix hun- 
dred Vetlels m continual traffick. 

The City 1s govern'd by rwelyc Burgo-maſters; 
who are all of them enher Doctors of Civil Law, 
or ſome of the grave and experienc'd Nobility 
of the City. The Common Council 1s made 
up of halt Lawyers and Nobles, and the other 
halt Merchants. Their Laws will not permit 
any Handicraſts-man, two Brothers, nor Father 
and Son, to be ot thus great Council of the City; 
ſuppoſing that illiterate Mechamucs can hardly 
have fo much kill in State-aftairs as wall render 
them fit for Government, and that ncar Rela- 
tions will be apt to fide with one another, and 
not act with ſuch unbyaſs'd judgments as oghers 
that are nothing akin. 


IL WisMAR. Scated mn the way betwixt 
Lytbec and Roftoc, at an cqual diſtance ( namely 
ſeven German, or one and twenty Engliſh miles ) 
from both thoſe Cities. 

Cromer and Vapovins, zealous aflertors of the 
honour of their Country, derive the name of 
this City from one Wifimir 1ts founder ; who, 
they tell us, was a Poliſh Prince deſcended from 
thew Great Duke Lechas. The grounds of their 
ſtory they borrow trom Saxo Grammaticus and 
c rantzius ; Who report, that Wifimirus, a Prince 
of the Vandals, march'd with a good Army 1nto 
Denmark, and there flew Siward King of the 
Dares, and at his return buile Wiſmar. Now, 
theſe men imagining, that Princeps Vandal cis and 
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Wiſmar. 
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Pendicis fignifie the fame thing, conclude pre- 
ſendy , that this Wiſimir muſt certainly have 
been a Pole; and then the greateſt honour they 
can do him 1s to bring him trom the Loins of 
Lechus. Whereas, granting che main part of 
Crantzius's ſtory ( which neverthelcls 1s undoubt- 
odly falſe) that Wiſmar was indeed builc by ſuch 
a Prince as he mentions ; yet upon examination 
we ſhall find, that this Wiſimir, 1f cver there was 
any ſuch man, muſt have ſlain Siward about the 
year of Chriſt 240, and we never hear of Duke 
Lechas in Poland before the year 559, nay ſome 
ſay he began his Government 1n the year 644. 
Wherefore, omitting theſe impertinent contra- 
ditions and anticroniſms, it is certain, tat IWiſ- 
mar had its name from the conycnience of 1ts 
ſituation ; Wiſ-meer ſignifying no more then a 
ſafe and ſecure part of the Ocean, ſuch an one 
as that is upon which this City is now ſeated. 
Nor is the Town fo ancient as they would make 
it; bur firſt buile ( or at leaſt made a City ) 
out of the ruins of Merklenburg which (as hath 
been already ſaid ) was once the Metropolis of 
this whole Dukedom, about the year 1250, or 
as ſome will have it 1238, by Gunceline Il. Earl 
of Swerin. 

Afecrwards Henry Duke.of Mecklenburg ( for 
his great performances in the Holy Land ſur- 
nam'd Hieroſolymitanus ) brought hither. the Sta- 
tutes and Ordinances obſcrved in the Govern- 
ment of the City of Lxbec, and new modell'd 
Wiſmar about the year 1266. From which 
time 1t grew fo extrayagantly great and po- 
pulous, that within a very ſhort time 1t was 
reckon'd one of the chief Hans-Towns; and was 
made the Harbour for all the Men of War be- 
longing to that Society. This engaged the whole 
Community to contribute towards 1ts fortifica- 
tion ; infomuch, that within the compaſs of a 
very few years, 1t became almoſt impregnable. 
By the Treaty of Munſter the City and Haven of 
Wiſmar, with the Caſtle of Wallfriſch , and the 
Peninſula of Pole ( excepting the Villages of 
Schedorſf, Weitendorff, Brandenhuſen, and Wangeren, 
whuch belong to the Hoſpital of the Holy Ghoſt 
in Lubec ), as alſo Newen-Clofter, were given up 
to the Swedes ; ſince which time the King of Swe- 
den has always ſtiled himſelf Lord of Wiſmar. But 
in theſe late Wars between the two Northern 
Crowns, the City of Wiſmar ( amongſt many 
others) was taken by the preſent victorious King 
of Denmark, Chriſtian V. 

Altho it was agrecd by the Eighth Article of 
the Treaty of Peace ſigned at Fountainblaeu on 
the ſecond day of September in the year 16 79, 
by the French and Daniſh Miniſters, that Wiſmar 
and Rugen ſhould be rcſtor'd to the Swedes 
within three weeks after the ratification of the 
ſud Treaty ; yet in a ſecond Treaty ſfign'd on 
the twenty-ſixth day of the ſame month at Lun- 
den 1n Schonen, 1t was agreed, that Wiſmar ſhould 
remain 1n the hands of the King of Denmark, as 
a {urcty for the arrcars of certam Contributions 
due from that King to the Crown of Sweden. 

This obligation it ſeems is not yet cancell'd ; 
for the Danes to this day keep poſſeflion of this 
great Town, and arc not like to be forc'd in any 
thort tume to yeild it up. 


_ IL RosTock. A City of great antiquity ; 
it we bclice the ſtories which ſome of the Ger- 
man Antiquaries report of it. For they tell us, 
that this 1s the very place which ſeveral of the 
ancient Roman Writers point at when they re- 
port great things of Lacinium, Rhgdopolis, and 
Lacibwrgium; all which names the modern Hiſto- 
114ns appropriate to Roſtock. But how its name

came at laſt to be chang'd ( for there ſeems to 
be but little affinity betwixt Lacinium or Lai. 
burgium and Roftock,, altho Rhodepolis come ſome. 
thing nearer to the modern name ) they cannor 
ſo cafily determine. Some think the word Rg. 
ſtock, or Roſtzogz, a compound of two old Wer. 
diſb Monoyllables, ſignifying as much. as a con. 
Auence of two Rivers. So that this City, accor- 
ding to this derivation, had its name at firſt for 
the ſme reaſon that ſeveral great Towns in 
France arc at this day nam'd Confluent. The Pg. 
liſh writers ſay, the name was hrit given it by 
ſome of thcir Country-men ; in whoſe language 
Roſtock, fignifics a moilt or boggy place. P. Lin- 
debergius ( 11 Is Chronocle oft Reſtoch)) proyes 
from inſcriptions upon the Seal of the City, and 
other ancient Monuments, that the true name 
of the Town 1s Rotzstock; and he gueſſes, that 
this name was firſt given it from a great Red 
Pillar ( won einem rothcn ſaul oder ſtock) which 
in the days of Pagamſm and Idotatry was wor- 
ſhipp'd by the Inhabitants of theſe parts. And 
thus conjecture ſeems molt agrecable tothe name 
of Rhodopolis betore-mention'd ; not to mention 
its being back'd with the authority of a learn'd 
man and great Antiquary. 

But whateyer grand conceit the Mecklenbur- 
gers may have of the antiquity ot this City ; *tis 
ccrtain, that in the year 329, 'twas only a ſmall 
incon(idcrable Village built by ſome poor Fiſher- 
men on the banks of the Warna, and conſiſting 
of a few ſlender Tents rather then Houſes. At- 
tcrwards 1t was advanc'd into a ſmall City by 
Gotheſchalk King of the Heruli ; and by his ſuc- 
ceſlor Primiſlaus the Second, notably enlarged a- 
bout the ycar 1 160. At lalt Burevinus ( Primiſlaus's 
Son) made 1t a compleat City ; having been art 
the charges of walling it about, and new mode[- 
ling 1t according to the Laws and Conſtitutions 
of the City of Lubeck. Burevinus's Charter (which 
the Citizens of Roſtock ſhew to this day amongſt 
other records of ther Corporation) 15 ſ11gncd in the 
year 1218, 

At this Day it conſiſts of three parts; the Old, 
New, and Middle City ; in all which are reckoned 
140 Streets, and many thouſands of high and 
ſtately Citizens Houſes. The moſt memorable 
things 1n Roſtock, arc uſually by che Meck/enburgers 
(in their Saxon Dialect) reckoned up 1n the to]- 
lowing Rithms.

There are ſeven times ſeven remarkable things 
in Roflock. 1. Seven great doors to the Cathe- 
dral Church of St. Mary.

Seven Gates 
of the City, towards the Land. Seven Bridges 
over the Warna; (which runs through ſeveral pla- 
ccs of the Town.) 5. Seven Towers on the top of 
the Town Hall. 6. Seven great Bells which chime 
at ccrtain hours in the Town Clock. 7. Scven 
vaſt Linden trees in the Common Garden. Burt 
of late years one of their Bridges (being decayed 
with age) fell down, and becauſe of no greatule, 
has not ſince been repaired : forhat one of their 
Septenaries 1s fail 'd. | 
The moſt notable Commodity of the Town 1s 
Beer: which is here brewed and carryed into fc- 
vcral parts of Germany and other Nations. A

The Univerſity at Roſtock (winch is now one of 


he largeſt and beſt ſtock 1 the German Empire) 
was firſt founded by obn and Albert Dukes of 
Mecklenburg (ewo Couſin Germans) in the year 
1419. Thc Corporation of the City bore 1t ſcems 
alt the charges of the foundation : and therctore 
*y725 then ordered (by a Decree {till in force) that 
half of the Profeſiors ſhould be choſen by the 
Dukes of Meck/enburg, and the other halt by the 
Burgomaltcrs and Radtſhern of the Town. The 
Refor Magnificus (as they arc pleaſed to intitle the 
chicf Magiſtrate of their Umyerſity) 1s choſen c- 
very half year, as in moſt other German Uzuver- 
{itics, by turns, out of the two Companics of Pro- 
{ors. He has power to call Convocations, and 
appoint times for mccting of the other Protcilors 
on all extraordinary occaſions; as collecting or 
disburſing any part of their common-Treaſarc,or 
the like. In matters of greater weight and mo- 
ment then are uſually debated, he has an Aſliftant 
(whom they call Promotor) choſen out of ti1c Se- 
niors of che cightcen Profcſlors. The Univerſity 
was at firlt ſtocked with Protcfiors trom Leipfic 
and Erjurt ; who all of them received their Licen- 
cc5to teach and read 1 publick, together wich a 
Charter of priviledges and body of Statutes, from 
Pope Martin VD. The Biſhop of Swerin 1s their 
perpetual Chancellor ; who commonly dcputcs 
one of the Senior Protcflors his Vice-Chancellor 
at any public Promotion or taking of Degrees, 
when he himfclt is not at leiſure to give a perſonal 
attendance. Amongſt many other learned men 
that have been bred in this Univerſity Albert 
Crantzius, John Poſſelius and Nathan Chytrezs 
(three famous Hiſtorians ) have got themſelves 
and the place of their education great credit by 
their elaborate writings. 

The Citizens arc ſubjcX to a kind of muxt go- 
vernment ; made up of Ariltocracy and Dcmo- 
cracy. The Democratical part confifts of twenty 
tour Aldermen, choſen out of the Nobility, Scho- 
lars and rich Merchants of the Town; whereof 
tour arc Burgomaſters, two Chambcrlains, two 
Stewards tor the River, and twoJudges. The Cham- 
berlains collect and diſtribute all manner of Af- 
ſcſments for the reparations of public buildings 
1n and about the City. The two Stewardsare 0- 
verſcers of the Haven atWarnemund; and look to 
the cleanſing of the Channel from that Port up to 
the City. The Judges derermine and paſs ſentence 
In all cauſes Civil and Criminal. Theſe twenty 
tour Magiſtrates of the upper Houſe decide all or- 
dinary Controycrſies,and have the ſole power of 
coining money, chuſing Officers, @c. Bur be- 
ſides them there are in the Town a hundred more 
Common-Councilmen elected our of the interior 
Tradeſmen of the Town ; who are ſummon'd to 
appear and give their opinions upon debate of any 
matter of more then ordinary conccrnment tothe 
common weltare. | | 

Though the River Warna be navigable up to 
the Walls of the City of Roſtock; yet it is not deep 
cnough tocarry Ships of the largeſt bulk, bur ſuch 
Veſlels are forced to take harbour at Warnemund 
(fo called, becauſeſituate on the mouth of the Ri- 
ver) a ſmall Town, about ſeven Engliſh miles di- 
ſtant from Roſtock, Since the Treaty of Munſter 
the Swedes built a Fort on the mouth of this Ri- 
ver; by the ſtrength of which, and a good Ga- 
non always kepr in it, they cexacted a toll or 
cuſtom of all Merchanmcn that paſs'd this way 
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will icll us, that yearly by the 250 privi- 
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fromor towards Roſtock, tothe greatdecay of tride 
11 this City, and 1mpovertſhhing of 1ts inhabitants. 
Tins Caſtle was jn the late wars berween the Nor- 
thern Crowns demolithed ; and thereby a ſtop pur 
© the Swediſh encroachments. Whercupon the 
Munuſtcrs tor the Dukes of Mecklenburg in the laſt 
gcneral Treaty at Nimeguen were very diligent 
in ſohcating the Mcdiators for a redreſs of this 
gricvance : which they repreſented as a violation 
ot an cxpreſs Article in the Weſtphalian Treaty. 
With Memorials and Petitions to this purpoſe 
our Engliſh Mcdiatours by the Duke of Guſtrow's 
Miniftcr, and the Popes. Nuncio on the other 
hand by the Duke of Swerin's, were continually 
wearicd 1n the latter end of the ycar 1678; and 
beginning of 1679. Their importunity prevail- 
cd fo far ar laſt as to have the following clauſe 
inſerted into the firſt Propoſal of a Treaty be- 
rwixt the Emperor and King of Sweden. Omni 
caſu ſalva ſint Dominis Ducibus Mecklenburgicis 
fine turbatione competentia jura, @ ſublatum maneat 
wecligal ſex telonium Warnemundenſe, cum omni- 
moda aliarum que ibi mote ſunt, pretenſionum abo- 
litione, © portus Warnmundentis relinquatur in 
priſlina, & qua nunc paudet, commerciorum liber- 
tate. But the Swediſh Plenipotentaries 1n all their 
conferences with the Imperial Ambaſladours up- 
on t]us Subjc& conftantly denicd that they had 
inſtructions to meddle with it; and the Impcria- 
lifts were willing to omit the mſcrtion of this 
point rather then delay the ſigning of the other 
Articles till new Inſtructions could be procured 
trom the Swediſh Court. So that all the ſatisfac- 
tion the Princes of Mecklenburg had, was a com- 
plumecnt from the Empcrour's Plemporcnrarics , 
ſhewing the great care their Maſter would be al- 
ways ready to take jn afſcrting their Rights and 
Priviledges, as well as thoſe of any other mem- 
ber of the German Empire, againſt the encroach- 
ments ot any Forcign Enemy whatever, and a 
Certificate under thuar hands that their Minitters 
had uſcd a!l imaginable diligence un the diſcharge 
of their duty. Neque defuerunt, ſay they, durante 
hoc congreſſu officio ſuo pradiforum Dominorum Du- 
cum (1.e, Mecklenburgicorum) Ablegati, Dominus 
Antonius Beflel & Dominus Joannes Reuter, Jed 
omnes partes impleverunt, que a Miniſtrorum fide, 
dexteritate, © vigilantia expefari poſſunt In quo- 
rum omnium fildem, Legatio C eſarea praſentes haſce 
a ſe ſubſcriptas eillis fi munivit. Dabantur Neo0- 
magl duodecima Februarii Anno 1679. 

IV. SWERIN. Situatc (at about fifty Er- 
gliſb mules diſtance trom Roſtock) upon a great 
Lake; which from thename of this City, 1suſually 
by the Neighbourhood called Der Swerinſche See. 
Ic was built and fortfied by Henry, furnamcd the 
Lion, Duke of Saxony; who ( ſoon atter 1ts firſt 
foundation which 1s ſaid to have been 1n the ycar 
1163.) beſtowed this City with all the Terricories 
and Lordhips thereunto bclonging upon Guntzel 
or Gunceline, one of the Generals in his Army , 
whom he made Earl of Swerin. His ſon Henry 
who ſucceeded his father in the Earldom, was a 
great favourite of the Emperour 0:ho IV , and 
well deſerved all the honour his maſter coukl con- 
fer on him. Hetook Woldemar King of Denmark, 
priſoner in his own Kingdom; brought hum bound 
to Saxony in triumph; and kept Im 1n cloſe 
cuſtody in the Caſtle at Danneberg, till his Sub- 
jects had almoſt reduced themſelves to beggary 
by paying ranſome. The alt Earl of cus Fanuly 
was Otho; whodicd in the ycar 1355. His only 


daughter (and child) Richardis was marricd to Al-\ 


brecht Duke of Mecklenburg : tor which reaſon the 
Earldom of Swerin, atter Otho's death was annexed 

co the Dukedom of Mecklenburg. 
The Biſhoprick of Swerin was removed from 
Mecklen- 


Sperm. 
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Mecklenhurg to this City. The firſt Biſhop of this 
Dioceſs was one Johannes Scots; who (in the 
fourth ycarof his Prelacy, A. D. 1066) was mar- 
tyred by the Iendiſh Apoſtates in theſe parts. At- 
ter his cruel and inhumane death ( for his mur- 
derers are reported to have cut of his hands and 


feet, and in that muſerable condition to have | 


Icft him alive for ſome days) the Seat was vacant 
for 83 or 84 years: until Eberhard was ſent hither 
by the Emperour Conrad III, in the year 1260. 
This mans ſucceſſour (Bruno, Berno or Benno, was 
removed from Mecklenburg to Swerin; when Henry 
the Lion, by the permiſſion of the Emperor Fre- 
derick the Firſt, had built a new Cathedral and 
endowed it with conſiderable revenues. Someof 
the Meck/enburoiſh Hiſtorians report that much a- 
bout the time of the foundation of thisnew Ca- 
thedral, the ſaid Duke Henry cauſed the Infidel 
Mecklenburgers to be driven by thouſands into the 
Swerin-Sca at a place not far from Fichel (which 
from ſo remarkable a paſſage to this day retains 
the name of Die Dope or the Fort ) where they 
were all baptized by Biſhop Berno. From this 
Benno there continued an uninterrupted ſuccel- 
ſion of Biſhops of Swerin (who nevertheleſs kept 
their uſual reſidence at Butzow, a Fort and con- 
ſiderable Town not far from Gzftrow) until, in 
the Treaty of Munſter, the Biſhoprick was conver- 
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ted into a Temporal Principality ; and given y e 
Adolph Frideric Duke of Meck/enburg; as bes - 
hah been ſaid. " 
In this City 1s kept the Reſidence of Chriſti 
Lewis Duke of Mecklenburg Swerin;whowas = ' 
the firſt of December 1623,and by being educated 
in France and under the protection of Romani, 
was brought up1n the faith of the Churchof Rye 
which he {till profeſies. He marricd at fir hi | 
Couſin German Chriſtina-Margaret, daughter of 
John Albert Duke ot Mecklenburg and widow of 
Francis Albert Duke ofSaxen- Lawenburg.But havin 
upon ſome diſcontent gor himſelt divorced "in. 
her, he was the ſecond time married in France 4, 
1653,) to Elizabeth de Montmorency, widow of Gal. 
pard de Coligny.Duke of Chaſtillon and Siſter to Frap- 
cis-Henry de Montmorency Duke of Luxembure Pine 
'V. GusTROW. Awcll fortihed Town,abour © 
eighteen or twenty Engliſh miles diſtant from Ry- * 
ſtock; but remarkable tor little or nothing ſavethe 
reſidence of Gzſtave-Adolph Duke of Mechlenhure- 
Guſtrow, only ſon of Fohn Albert Duke of Meckles. 
burgand Eleonor-Mary Princeſsot Anhalt. He wa 
born the {1x and twentiethot February A. D. 1632 
and bred upa Lutheran;of which perſwation he (til 
continues a zealous aflertor ; being a Prince of as 
great Learning as Gallantry, and equally able to 
maintain his Religion in the Schools and Field.

ACountry ſituate upon the 

Sea-ſhore ; ſuch as the 
Dukedom of Pomeren is known to be. That the 
$lavonian tongue was once commonly ſpoken 1n 
this Country, appears from the termination of ſe- 
veralnamcs of great Towns in this Dukedom: as 
Bug ſlaw, Wratiſlaw, Witſlaw, &c. And Hiſtorians 
will intorm us that the whole land was many years 
ſubject tothe Princes of Poland, and firſt annexed 
to the Empire of Germany by the Emperor Fri- 
deric Barbaroſſa. 

The whole Tract of Land which was anticntly 
compriſed under the general name of Pomeren or 
Pomerland was of a much larger extent then the 
preſent Dukedom ; taking in (Eaſtward) all Ca- 
ſubiaand Pomerellia.But afterwards this vaſt Coun- 
trey was by the Princes of Back-Pomerland (tor by 
this name was anticntly diſtinguiſhed from the 
preſent Dukedom of Pomeren; which in thoſe days 
was called Fore-Pomerland) was given up into the 
hands of the Princes of Poland; in whoſe poſlcilion 
It has ever ſince continued. Towards the South, 
a great part of the Marquiſate of Brandenburg was 
tormerly ſubjc&t to the Dukes of Pomeren. For 
firſt (in the Ucker Marck) not only Prentzlow, An- 
germund, Aderberg, Schweet and Vierraden ; butalſo 
Stargard and Friedland were both ſubject to that 
Dake; until the whole Ucker-Marck, was givento 
7obn 1, Elector of Brandenburg by Barminus I, Duke 
of Pomeren for a portion with his Daughter. And 
tho Prentzlow with the ad joyning Territories was 
afterwards wreſted out of the hands of the Bran- 
denburgers, yet they could notlong keeptheir hold 
but were forced to reſign back their Conquetts. The 
Mecklenburgers made themſelves maſters of Fried- 
land; and having once taken pollefſion could ne- 
ver be beaten out. Again (on the other fide of 
the Oder) the greatelt ſhare of the New-Marck was 


under the Duke of Pomerer's Dominion , as part 
of the Dukedomof Stetin. Weſtward, Pomeren 
reaciicd as far as the Warna ; and Roſtock was al- 
molt tze ourmoſt bounds of chcDukedom ofMeck- 
lenburg. Laſtly, the Territorics of the Dukes of 
Pomeren rcached much farther Northwards into 
the Baltic Sea: which by degrees ſwallowed up a 
good partof their Dominions. Thelile of Ryze 
( as we ſhall haycoccaſionto ſhew anon) is thought 
to be ſcarce halt ſo large as it was formerly ; and 
ſome wholc Iflands in the Baltic arc at this day co- 
vercd with the Waves, which anticat Hiſtorians 
menton as habitable Countreys. So that Pomerer 
(though ar this day only a ſmall Dukedom; nay, 
indeed no more then an inconfiderable part of the 
Marquiſatc of Brandenburg, yet) might antiently 
have paſled for a Kingdom; and its Dukes have 
vyed Territories with moſt of the great Monarchs 
of Europe. 

Ar preſent the Countrey which bcars the name 
of the Dukedom of Pomeren 1s a long and narrow 
tract of Land, extending it ſelt from Eaft co Welc 
along the Baltic Shore : which is uſually divided 
into the Provinces of Stetin and IWolgaſt and the Bi- 
ſhopric ot Cofs/in. In the Province of Stetin arc 
reckoned the Cues of Old Stetin, Stargard, Sto!pe, 
Greiſfenberg, 1 reptow unon the Rega, Rugenwald,Py- 
ritz, Schlawe, Golnow. Gartz.Wollin,Camin,Belgarter, 
New Stetin, Sam, Zancw and Pohlitz ; together with 
the torts of Sazivh, Zachan, Facobs-bagen, Fridrich- 
wald, &c. To which were tomerly added the Lord- 
ſhips of Lazenhurg and Butou: both which, upon 
the death of Bugi/laus the Ialt Duxe ot Pomeren, 
were annexcd to the Crown of Poland. The Pro- 
vince of Wolgaſt contains in it the Citiesof Stralſund, 
Gripſwald, Anklam, Demin, Paſewalk, Greiſſenhagen, 
Wolgaſt, Barth,I rubſees, Grimmon, Damgarten, Ucher- 
mound, Loytz,Gutzkow, Franckenburg, Richtenberg, Laſ- 
ſerand New Warp; with the torts of Weiſſer, Klen:- 
penau, Lindenberg and Torgelouw. Withunthe com- 
paſs of the ſame Province are uſually compriſed 
che Iſles of Ruger, Uſedom and ſome others upon 
theſe Coalts: 

There are evcry where almoſt large and nav1- 
gable Rivers in Pomeren: by the advantage of wiuch 
the Inhabitants are not only cnabled ro export the 
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\moditics of their own Countrey and furniſh 
CG with the fruits and good things of _ 
Neighbours, but alſo have a great CONVENIENCE © 
fortitying their Cities and ſecuring them againſt 
the Incurſions of any foreign Enemy. Suchas theſe 
are, 1. The Rekentt2, which ſeparates this Coun- 
trey from the Dukedom of Mecklenburg, making

a kind of Occanncar Damgarten, and emptying It | 


f into the Baltic at Dars. 2. The Barte, whuch 
bo near Stralſund, ſpreads into the ſea at Bard? 
(a City borrowing its name from thus River) and 
ſoon after is loſt in the Baltic. 3. Thc famous 0- 
der which (asfoon as it hath paſs'd Gartz, and Grief- 
fenhagen, and 1s come into Pomeren) divides it ſelf 
into ſeveral branches or Arms, embracing there- 
in many large and fair Meadows; whereot ſome 
are above two Engliſh miles in breadth. After it 
has paſs'd by Sterin it dilates 1t ſelf firſt into the 
Dammiſh Sea or Lake, then into the Damantzke and 
Pfaffenwaſſer (as theNatives callit) and at Jaſt,ha- 
ving paſled betwixt Zegenorth and Schwantevitz, 
ſpreads itſelf intoavaſt treſh-water Occan (known 
to the Neighbourhood by the name of Das groſſe 
Friſche Haff ) extending it felt above ſixteen En- 
gliſþ miles 1n breadth and as many 1n length. This 
huge Lake afterwards diſcmbogucs it ſelf into the 
Baltic Sca in three Currents; which make as many 
ſafe harbours (the Divenow, Swyne and Penemunde) 
for Ships that paſs this way to Stetin. Betwixtthe 
Peene and Swyne ly the Iſland of Uſedom; and the 
Liberticsof the City of Weollin lye encloſed by the 
Swyne and Divenow. Beſides theſe, and an innume- 
rable Company of other Rivers which are loſt n 
the Baltic Sea on the Coaſts of Pomeren, this Duke- 
dom affords a vaſt number of ſtanding Lakes,as at 
New Stetin, Luhow, SukewVerſchem,Derſenten,Penc- 
hun, with many others. 

From what has been ſaid the Reader will eafily 
conclude,that the Dukedom of Pomerenisinall pro- 
bability a Countrey as rich in all ſorts of fiſh as 
any Principality of an equalextent in Ewrope; but 
yet the ſtrange Stories which ſome of their Hiſto- 
r1ans relate of the extravagant plenty in this kind 
will a little ſtagger his faith. They tell us, That 
within the compaſs of one year above five thou- 
ſand Rixdollars, (whichallowing four Shillings and 
ſix Pence Engliſh for each Rixdollar, will I am 
afraid amount to a greater ſum then the whole 
yearly revenue which the Elector of Brandenburg 
has out of Pomeren ) was brought into the Duke 
of Pomeren's Treaſury out of a ſix penny Cuſtom 
demanded upon all fiſh caught in the Great Haff 
below Stetin, and a three penny one upon thole 
takenin the Lake at Laſan. They add, That al- 
though yearly out of the Lakes laſt mentioned , 
above thirty thouſand Rixdollars worth of fiſh 
be taken and vended, yet there is never found 
any ſenſible decay of their ſtock. The moſt u- 
ſual ſorts of Fiſh taken in the Haff are Salmon and 
Lampreys; of both which kinds are ſometimes 
caught Fiſhes of an incredible bulk and weight. In 
the ſpring the Inhabitants of Gripſmald , Bardt, 
Rugen and Wellin drive a good Herring-Trade : 
bur in other parts of Pomeren this ſort of fiſh 
15 never, or rarely caught. In the Lake Mad- 
duje near Colbatz the fiſhermen catch a large and 
broad Fiſh ( call'd in their language Muſenen ), 

which, like Charrs in ſome Lakes in the North of 

England, 1s peculiar to this water, and not to be 

met with in any other Province of the German 

Empire. 

Nature of The Soil of the Country is in moſt places 

the Soil, Excccding ſandy and barren; infomuch that ſome- 
times the little crops which the inhabitants have 
ſown 1n the ficlds near Damme, Golnow, Ucher- 
mund, and ſeyeral other parts of the Dukedom 
arc ſuddenly oyerwhelm'd and ified by hu ge 


Fiſh. 
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drifts of Sand from the ſhore. Howbeit yoy 
may here and there meet with a fruitful felq 
( eſpecially near the City Pyritz,, which is ſeateg 
in a rich Valley ), which ſupplics the wants of the 
neighbourhood fo plentifully, that ſeldom any 
Corn is brought into Pomeren out of foreign Na. 
tions ; but on the contrary, great quantitics jn 
ſome fruitful years are exported thence. They 
have very few Mountains of any conſiderab[e 
height ; but a vaſt number of large Woods and 
Foreſts, well ſtock'd with all manner of Ganie 
as Dcer, wild Boars, Hares, Foxes, Wolves, wild 
Horſes, Bulls, and Bevers. Belides, the Lakes 
and Foreſts furniſh the inhabitants with all forts 
of Water and Land-Fowl ; the former of which 
are ſo numerous, that they pretend to reckon up 
no leſs then twenty-two difterent kinds of wild 
Ducks. 

Beſides the conveniencies and pleaſures alrea. Comms 
dy mention'd, the inhabitants are provided for (jyjr 
almoſt with all other neccflarics ( within the © 
compaſs of their own Territorics ) that Nature 
requires ; and the Ships of Sretin, Stralſund, and 
other Towns of. Trade, bring in the dclicacics 
of forcign Nations to ſatisftic the demands of 
Luxury. No Province in Germany affords grea- 
ter quanties, nor more different ſorts of Fruit 
then Pomeren. 

The inhabitants of Pomeren do not at all ap- Be, 
ply themſelves to the planting of Vineyards ; and 
if they ſhould, their Wine would prove bur very 
mean and contemptible, ſuch as the Marquifate 
of Brandenburg affords, of which hereafter. How- 
ever, this want 1s ſufficiently ſupplicd by thoſe 
vait numbers oft Mcrchant-Ships which come 
hither laden with the Wines of other Countrics. 
Beſides, ſhould the inhabitants ( which can now 
hardly be hoped tor) grow ſo temperate as to 
put a ſtop to the importing the luxurious Li- 
quors of foreign Countries, and content them- 
{clves with the drinks of their own Land, they 
would quickly experience ( as many of their 
neighbours have done ) the delicacies of the 
many forts of Beer in Pomeren. Such are the 
bitter Beer of Stetin, the Mum of Gripſwald, the 
Buckbenger, as they term it, ( we may Engliſh it 
Knock-down ) of Wollin, with many others; which 
are by the Mariners tranſported into other Na- 
tions, and therefore look'd upon ( as queſtion- 
leſs they are ) preferable ro moſt Wines. 

They have no kind of Mettals in any of their Mins 
Mountains; except only ſome few Mines of Iron 
in the Upper Pomeren. In ſome places the Sea 
caſts up Amber, but not in ſuch quantitics as 
in Pruſſia. So that here any man has the privi- 
lege of picking up and ſelling as much Amber 
as he can find, which the Nobility and Magt- 
[tracy 1n Prevſſen will by no means permit. 

The inhabitants are generally commended for Mani 
men of quick and brisk parts, and pcople of as of the 
ſtout and hardy conſtitutions as any in the whole hai 
Empire of Germany. But on the contrary, they 
arc charg'd with ſome vices and imperfections 
which ſeem ſcarce conſiſtent with the former 
accompliſhments. For moſt of them are brand- 
ed with a fooliſh credulity and laviſh prodiga- 
lity; and uſually upbraided as men more then 
ordinarily given up to intemperance in drinking, 
the Epidemical vice of the Durch Nation. Cro- 
mer, n his Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory of Pomeren, givcs 
us a large account of the ſuperſtitious Ceremo- 
nies of the inhabitants of this Country in the 
times of Paganiſm ; and the like pains has been 
taken by Friedborn in his Chronicle of Stetin. But 
becauſe moſt of the Idolatrous practices there 
mention'd are agrecable to the relation we have 
before given the Reader of the Religion of thc 
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ancient Germans, We ſhall only in this place fay, 
hat at preſent theſe Pomeraners ( almoſt unani- 
mouſly) adhere to the Augsburg Confeſſion. As 
© the manners and humours of the ancient Po- 
meraners, how much they varicd from thoſe of 
he modern inhabitants, Cromer ( in the Work 
but now cited ) will acquaint us. They were, 
Cys he, utter ſtrangers to all manner of deceit, 
theft, and robbery ; and therefore knew not ſo 
much as the uſe of a Lock or Bolt, but conti- 
aually kept open their Houſes and Cofters. Hoſ- 
pitality and good Houſe-kceping was natural to 
them ; every man having his Table conſtantly 
firniſh'd with ſuch proviſions as his Eftate would 
afford, for all gueſts. So that a beggar in Pome- 
yen was a ſolocciſm ; {ince 'twas impollible (where 
victuals, clothes, and all other neceſlaries lay thus 
in common ) to ſtarve for want of proviſion 
either for the back or belly. Bur one black piece 
of cruclty ' they were guilty of, which ſtain'd 
and defac'd their other good qualities ; they al- 
low'd any Father to murder his own Daugh- 
ters, if at any time he fancied he had begot more 
children then he was able convemently to pro- 
vide for. Over the male children they were 
more tender ; and would not permit the flay- 
ing of a Son upon any pretence whatever. 
Tho the ancient inhabitants of Pomerer ( the 
Rugii, Reudigni, Longididuni, &c. ) were tor many 
Centuries govern'd by Princes of their own ; 
yct the ignorance of the times wherein they liv'd 
has left us 1n the dark as to any ſatisfactory re- 
giſter of ther names and actions. The firſt 
Prince of Pomeren whom we mcet with upon 
good record 1s Barnimus ( one of the ancient 
and noble Family of the Gryphones ; often men- 
tion'd in their Annals, and fo call'd probably 
from the Gryphin their Arms to this day ) who 
is faid to have govern'd 1n the vear 933. His 
Grandſon Szantiberus divided his principality be- 
twixt his two Sons Bugi/laus and Wartiſlaus. The 
former ſeated himfclt in Pomerellia, and retain'd 
the language and manners of his Countrymen 
the Slavonians ; the later was madc Lord of the 
Lower Pomeren ( bordering upon the Dukedom 
of Mecklenburg ) and ſhortly aftcr contorm'd 
himſelf to the Laws and Language of the Saxons 
his neighbours. Whereupon this part of his 
Father's Territories began to be reckon'd a part 
of the German Empire ; and Bugiſlaus and Ca- 
femir, Wartiſlaus's Sons, recay'd the Title of Dukes 
of Pomeren, and Princes of the Roman Empire 
from the Emperor Frideric Barbaroſſa. This 
Dukedom was attcrwards ( in the year 1217 ) 
parted betwixt Bugiſlaus and Otho, two Brothers ; 
trom whom ſprang the two Houſes of Wolgaſ/t 
and Stetin, which continued ncar two hundred 
years. But the Houſe of Stetin tailing ( A. D. 
1464) upon the death of Ortho the third, thar 
part of the Eſtate was conterr'd upon Frideric 
the ſecond, Marquiſe and Elc&tor of Branden- 
burg, by the Emperor Frideric thc third. This 
the Dukes of Pomeren-Welgaſt look'd upon as a 
notorious picce of injuſtice to their Famnuly ; and 
therefore were rcſoly'd to oppoſe with all ima- 
ginable vigor the Elector's pretenſions. At laſt 
the Quarrel was compoſed between the two 
Houſes of Pomeren and ' Brandenburg upon thcſc 
conditions; That both of them ſhould retain the 
Arms and Title of Dukes of Pomeren: Burt thc 
Poſleſſlion and Revenucs of all Territorics com- 
priſed under that name, ſhould be yealded up 
to the Dukes of Wolgaft : And that upon the 
failing of cheir Iſſue malc, it ſhould deſcend upon 
the Heirs of the Houſe of Brandenburg. Accor- 
dingly, upon the death of Bugi/laus the tourtecnth 
(who dycd without ifſuc in the ycar 1637 ) the 
l GERMANY.

late Elector of Brandenburg George-Williant put 
in his claim to the Eſtate. But the Swedes ha- 
ving ( under pretence of aſtiſting Duke Bugi/laus 
againit the Imperialiſts, in the Civil Wars of 
Germany ) made themſclves Maſters of all the 
ſtrong places in the Country, could not be per- 
{waded to part with a Maritime Province which 
lay ſo convenient for them. And therefore (as 
Conquerors uſe to preſcribe Laws with far leſs 
regard to juſtice then their own intereſts) they 
would not ycild to the concluſion of any Peace 
at the Treaty of Munſter, -beforc it was agreed, 
Thar all the Lower Pomeren, with the Ifles of 
Rugen and IWillin, and the Town of Stetin, ſhould 
trom thenceforward be annex'd to the Crown 
of Sweden ; and the Upper Pomeren only be en- 
joy d by the Houſe of Brandenburg, and that no 
longer then the male iſſue of that Family laſt- 
cd ; upon the failure whereof it alſo was to be 
added to the King of Sweden's Dominions, and 
in the mean time both Princes were to enjov 
the Titles, and bear the Arms of the Dukes of 
Pomeren. But becauſe ( tor the common peace 
ot the Empire, and in compliance to the peremp- 
tory demands of the Queen of Sweden's Mini- 
ſters) the Elector had in this Agreement quit- 
ted the Title to a good part of his Inheritance, 
'ewas further concluded, That his lofles ſhould 
be recompenc'd by the addition of the Biſhop- 
ricks of Halberſtadt and Minden ( converted into 
Temporal Principalitics ) to the Marquiſate of 
Brandenburg ; to which was alfo added the Re- 
verſion of the Archbiſhopric of Magdeburg, which 
(after the death of the then Incumbent Adnu- 
niſtrator Azguſtus Duke of Saxcny ) was to de- 
ſcend upon him and is Heirs. Now, altho the 
Ele&or may fecm to have gain'd by this bar- 
gain (ſince the Lower Pomeren, which he has 
quitted to the Swedes, will not doubticfs yeild - 
ſo good a Revenue as the Principalities of Mag- 
deburg, Halberſtadr, and Minden, yct) there 1s no 
qucition but upon examination we ſhall tind rea- 
ſon to bclieve, that he had rather have the en- 
tire Dukedom of Pemeren reſtored, then three 
more ſuch inland Provinces beſtow'd on him. 
Since by this means he would have the oppor- 
tunity of making himſeclt confiderable at Sea ; 
and be frced from the inconveniences of having 
a potent neighbour, who keeps him 1n perpe- 
tual Jcalouſies. Upon thcſc conſiderations the 
States of the Empire have thought fit to make 
a further reparation of his damages, bv allow- 
ing him Voices in their Aflemblics as Duke of 
Pomeren and Magdeburg, and as Prince ot Hal- 
berſladt and Minden. And becauſc tormerly the 
Archbiſhops of Magdeburg and Bremen took thar 
turns in the Direction of the Circle ot the Love 
Saxony, they have agreed, that the Elector 

Brandenburg ſhould alternate with the King of 
Sweden ( who enjovs the ancient Archbiſhoprick 
of Bremen under the ſame Title as the ſaid Duke 
docs that of Magdeburg ) in the fame quality. 
Afr the Ratification ot this Treaty at Munſter, 
the Swedes quictly cnjoy'd the Lower Pomeren, 
according to the tenure of the Articles atorc- 
ſaid ; until in theſe Jare wars che united forces 
of the Danes and Brandenburgers , not without 
great difficulty and much bloodſhed, over-pow- 
red them, and ſiczed on all the Lower Pomeren 
together with the Ile of Ruger and the City of 
Stetin. But of this we ſhall have occaſion to 
ſay more in the following Deſcriptions of parti- 
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Chief Cities in the Upper POMEREN. 


wW TET1Nn. This has ever been 
a?) reckon'd the Metropolis of all 
SEN Pomeren; and Stralſund only 
1&2 the chick Town 1n the Princt- 
} pality of Ruger. | 

—_ " By whom, or when 1t was 
Grſt built, cannot eaſily be determin'd ; and 'tis 
to no purpoſe to trouble the Reader with the 
idle conjectures of illitcrate Hiſtorians, who pre- 
tend to fetch its genealogy from a warlike Na- 
tion ( whom they call Sidini) that betore the 
building of Towns or Houſes came in faſhion 1n 
theſe pars of the world, kept their uſual Ren- 
dezvous in the place where Stetin now ſtands. 

However, 'tis more commendable for the 
improvements it has receiv'd in the beauty of 
its buildings, and number of inhabuants, within 
the memory of its own Records, then any An- 
tiquity it can boaſt of; alcho, as we have ſaid, 
it 1s bevond the $kill of the ableſt Antiquary to 
find out its original. About four hundred years 
ago Stetin was built of a | diftcrent figure 
from what it has at this day ; the Church of 
St. Peter ( which now ſtands without the walls ) 
being plac'd in the very middle of the Town. 
The convenient and pleaſant fituation 1t now 
has ( on the riſing of a ſmall Jull) its regular 
fortifications, beauty, and \trength it owes to 
the Saxons; who, by permiſſion of ſome of the 
Dukes of Stetin, came hither to retorm the bar- 
barous manners and language of their then Wen- 
diſh Subjects. By this means trading was ad- 
vanc'd, and the number of the inhabitants mul- 
tiplied ſo exceedingly, that ſome Writers who 
g1Ve us a deſcription of this City 1n its modern 
condition, repreſent 1t as a place where more 
people inhabit under ground then above it; in- 
timating, that the Town 1s ſo populous, that a 
great number of its Cirizens are forc'd to live in 
Ccllars and Vaults. 

The Caſtle ( formerly the Palace of the Dukes 
of Stetin, and now the uſual Reſidence of the 
Swediſh Governor ) 1s a Pile of building which 
excels perhaps any piece of Architecture in theſe 
parts of Ewrope, and may vy with moſt of its 
kind in Italy it (elf. 

Beſides theſe ornaments, the City is eminent 
for the great Exchange 1n it of all manner of 
merchandiſe ; the plenty it has of all forts of 
freſh and falt Fiſh ; Wood, cither for fuel or tim- 
ber; Corn, and many other rich Commodi- 
ries. 

The Citizens have becn always commended 
for cheir great civility to ſtrangers ; and no leſs 
praiſed for their undoubted valour and reſolu- 
tion 1n oppoſing the violences of any forcign 
enemies. A more ſufficient demonſtration of 
their courage cannot be expected then they gave 
In defending their Town fo braycly as they did 
againſt the forces of the Eleftor of Brandenburg 
in the year 1677. Which famous ſiege having 
poſlibly been one of the moſt memorable pieces 
of Gallantry ( if we conſider the reſolution and 
courage of both partics) that theſe later Ages 
have produc'd, will in this place merit a more 
particular relation then ordinary. 

The Elector had the year before made an at- 
tempt upon this City ; but was in too weak 
a condition ( conſidering the poſture of the place 
and the ſtrength of the Garriſon that defended 
It ) to purſue his intentions any further. Where- 
upon he reſolved for that time to withdraw his 
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forces ; and to provide himſelf better before he 
would venture upon a ſecond onfet. According. 
ly that winter was ſpent in raifing new Regi- 
ments, and providing all manner of ammyy. 
tion requiſite for the carrying on of this def; 
the Summer following. All things thus in rez. 
dineſs, on the fifth of Zuly in the year 1677, Hjs 
Highncſs parted from Berlin at the Head of an 
Army conſiſting of Twenty-four Regiments 
( whercof Nine of Horſe, Ten of Foot, and Five 
of Dragoons ), belides -Foot Guards, and the 
afliſtance of Four Thouſand Lunenburgers un- 
der the command of Major General Enten. By 
theſe Forces the City was cloſcly beſieged from 
the ſeventh of July to the twenty-ſixth of De. 
cember following ; on which day the Town was 
ſurrendred upon the conditions following : 

1. That all the Swediſh Soldicrs ſhould march 
out with Drums beating and Colours flying, 
and have ſate conduct for themſclves with their 
bag and baggage as far as Liefland; bur all the 
Germans, whether Ofhcers or common Soldiers, 
quitting the ſervice of the King of Sweden, ſhould 
be liſted under the Elcctor. 

I. If any of the Swediſh goods could not at 
preſent be carried off, 1t ſhould be lawful for 
the owner to leave them behind him, to be 
rcitored upon demand, as ſoon as the Froſt was 
over and the River navigable. 

III. A general pardon ſhould be granted to 
all Partiſans and Forragers, excepting ſuch as 
arc known to have commutted ſome notorious 
murder, or other miſdemeanour contrary to 
the Law of Arms, in their Sally. 

IV. All the wounded and ſick Soldiers ſhould 
have leave to ly in the City till they were cured. 

V. All the prifoners on both ſides ſhould be 
{ct at liberty. 

VI. That at the requeſt of the Swediſh Licu- 
tenant General, all Fugitives ſhould be pardon'd, 
and recciv'd back to their reſpective Regiments. 

VII. His Electoral Highneſs ſhould grant to, 
the ſaid Licutenant General Wulfzen, the liber- 
ty to carry off any two picces of Cannon which 
he ſhould chuſe. 

VII. The Wives, Widows, and Children of 
the Swediſh Officers ſhould be permitted to tarry 
in Stetin (af they thought fit ) cill Eaſter; and 
at their departure have paſs-ports granted them. 

IX. All Officers of the King of Sweden, whe- 
ther Civil or Military, ſhould remain full Pro- 
prictors of all their goods, movable and im- 
movable ; paving the ſame homage to the E- 
lector as they had formerly done to the afore- 
{aid King. 

X. Provided alwavs, that if any of the ſaid 
Officers were willing to part with any ſuch 
goods, he ſhould have a juſt price paid him, 
and licence to carry of the ſame whither him- 
ſclt ſhould pleaſe. 


- XI. The Elector ſhould not make any altera- 
tion 1n Religion. h 

XIL The Univerſity, and Church of St. Mary, 
ſhould enjoy their ancient Priviledges and Re- 
venues. 
 XIIE. His Eleftoral Highneſs ſhould take 
Into his own protection all = Prieſts and School- 
maſters in the Town ; defending them from all 
the inſolencies and injurics of his Soldiers. 

Theſe, with ſome few more lefs conſidera- 
ble Articles being ſigned by both. parties, the 
Elector enter'd the Town ; a great part whereof 
lay miſcrably buried in its ruins, the effects of 
the valour and proweſs of its inhabitants. Du- 
ring this fiege the Brandenburgers are ſaid 10 
have ſpent thirty thouſand Granadoes, 24000 
Hand-Granadocs, an hundred and fifty thou- 
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ſand Cannon-ſhot, and ninety-cight thouſand 
pound of powder. By the late Treaty of Ni- 
meguen, this Town was again reſtor'd to the 
King of Sweden. FOI: 

II. Ca MM 1N. Formerly a Biſhop's See, whoſe 
Prelates had the priviledge of being inveſted and 
confirm'd immediately by the Pope himfelt. In 
the Treaty of Munſter 'twas order'd , that at- 
rex the death of the then incumbent Canons, 
che Biſhopric of Cammin ſhould be turn'd into 
a (mall Principality, and deſcend upon the Ele- 
or of Brandenburg. 

IL. CoLBERG. A ſtrong Town on the 
mouth of the Perſant ; annex'd formerly to thc 
Biſhopric of Cammin by Barnimus |. Duke of Po- 
meren, and therefore given to the Elector of 
Brandenburg by the Weſtphalian Treaty. The 
convenience of the Haycn and plenty of good 
Salt made here and ſent into other Countrics 
has invited a conſiderable number of Mcrchants 
to traffick and enrich the Town. 

IV. WoLLiNn. At this day a poor Town, 
but the reliques of one of the greatelt Cities that 
theſe parts afforded. Adam Bremenſis aflcrts po- 
fitively, that Julinum ( which was the ancient 
name of this Town, turn'd afterwards into Wol- 
lin) was once the largeſt City in Europe. And 
no doubt 1t was a  _ extraordinary ſtrong 
and populous that was alone able ro maincain 
4 war againſt the whole Kingdom of Denmark, 
and to bring home its Monarch Szenotro three 
ſcyeral times priſoner. In thoſe days 'rwas by 
all Nations reſorted to as the greateſt Mart- 
Town (excepting perhaps Conſtantinople ) 1n Eu- 
rope ; and the Danes, Swedes, Ruſſians, Fews, and 
ſeveral other people had here their peculiar 
Streets and Houſes of Exchange. But within 
a while their Apoſtacy from the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion brought Gods heavy wrath and venge- 
ance upon them ; which deſtroy'd a great part 
of their City by Lightning and Fire trom Hea- 
ven, and the reſt by the hands of Wal/demar King 
of Denmark, who falling upon it unawares ( in 
the year 1170) with a great Army, deſtroy'd 
the very ruins of the Town, and burnt up (what 
was only left) its Aſhes. Never fincc has this 
place been any thing conſiderable, ſcarcely de- 
ſcrving the name of a City or great Town, be- 
Ing remarkable for nothing fave that it gives 
name to the whole Ifle where 'is ſituate, which 
from it is call'd Das Wellinſche Werder. 

V. Us Ebom. This was once ( after the de- 
ſtruction of its neighbour Julinum ) a Town of 
good traftick ; which was chiefly occaſion'd by 
the reſort of the Danes and Poles, who remov'd 
their trade hither. In the year 1473, the whole 
Town, with the Town-Hall, and all the Shops 


and Goods of the Merchants was burnt down ; 


ater which time it hardly recover'd any of its 
ancient riches and grandeur, and is now moul- 
der'd into a Sca-Port Town of lc note ( if 
poſſible ) then Wollin. 


PoOMEREN,. 


Irſt, STRALsunND. When this 
City ( now the largeſt and weal- 
thieſt in Pomeren ) was farſt built 
Is not certainly known. The 
moſt credible Hiſtorians tel] us, 
it owes 1ts firſt original to Sun- 


20 I. King of the Franks ; who laid the firſt 
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foundation of this Town in the year 14% or I46, 
calling it from his own name Sunnonia; which 
was afterwards corrupted into Sunda, and by 
the addition of Strala ( an Iſland fituate no man 
knows where) turn'dat laſt intoStrralfund.But Thad 
rather bclieve it had the name Sund ( as *tis ſtill 
ſometimes call'd) from the narrow Sca upon 
which it ſtands; fince this, as well as the Battic 
Straits betwixt Helſingore and Helſingborg, would 
be properly nam'd in the Daniſh or Gortiſh tongue 
de Sund. The other part of its modern name 
ſcems afterwards added ( won den Stralcn coder 
fiuſſen ) trom the interchangable portions of Sea 
and Land 1n this place. 

The hrit undoubted truth we find related of 
this City is that (after ſome great ſpoiling or 
utter deltruction ) 1t was maguuilicently rcbuile, 
cnlarged and pcopled with Germans, by Jaromar 
Prince of Ruger, about the year 1209. By this 
Prince's Son its fortilications were firſt begun 
in the year 1230, and the City removed a little 
out of the place where its firſt foundations had 
been laid by his Father. For betore Jaromar 
had quite encompals'd his ney built Town with 
a {lender Wall ( which he fancied would have 
been ſufficient to have defended it againſt the 
1acurſions of the Danes on the one hand, and 
the Pomeranians on the other), the Dukes of 
Pomeren broke in upon him, and overpowering 
his ſmall Garriſon, burnt up the greateſt part 
of the intended City. So that the Stralſunders 
have good reaſon to reckon the Age of their 
City no farther then trom the year 1230, as thev 
intimate from che following dittich, engraven 
1n ſeveral places of the Town in Golden Letters: 


Annis Ducentis, ter denis mille retentis, 
Fit Stralſundenfis Civitas, ui nomen ab undis. 


Since that time it has had almoſt as manv fair 
priviledges and immunities coaterr'd upon 1t as 
any City in the Empire of 1ts age. As 1. The 
Magiſtrates of the Town have powgr to deter- 
mine all controverſies as well in Crinunal as 
Civil cauſes within their own Courts ; from 
whence lies no appeal to any ſuperior Judge 
or Prince whatever. 2. They have power to 
coin money; and raiſe forces either tor Sca or 
Land. 3. In caſe of an engagement of the 
whole German Empire with ſome torcign Na- 
tion 1n a Sca-Fight, the Stralſunders are not ob- 
liged to venture any further abroad then 1s con- 
venient for the defence of their own City. 4. They 
have had power to make Leagues and Contc- 
deracics for. the advancement ot their own trade; 
and to chuſe their own Pacrons and Protcctors 
out of all che Princes oft the Empire. 

At this day the City 1s 1n a flouriſhing and 


ſplendid condition ; the Houſes generally ſtone, . 


and very uniform. Thus lait year ( 1680 ) ſome 
art of the Town was burnt down by an un- 
= accident ; but the plentul purſes of the 
inhabitants will be able quickly ro repair the 
damages of that fire. The Sea berwixt this 
Town and the Iſle of Ruger 15 about an Eng- 
lib mile in breadth ; down to which from the 
Walls there arc ſix great Gatcs, and as many 
Bridges leading thicther. To thele Bridges the 
Merchantſhhips ( of 150 or 200 Tun) which ride 
in the Harbour arc falten'd. Towards the Land 
it is fortified with regular Bulwarks, and Fiſh- 
ds of twice a Musker's ſhot in bredth; over 
which there are four Dams ang Bridges, lead- 

ing from the four Land Gates ohthe Town. 
The chicf Commodity of the Town is Corn , 
which the Merchants tranſport zn great quanti- 
ties into the Low-Corntries, Scotland, Norway, and 
V 2 many 
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many other parts of Europe. In ſome of the 
Northern Nations the Stralſund beer 1s reckoned 
a choiſe Commodity ; and for that reafon many 
tun of that Liquor is here yearly ſhip'd off: #9) 

Stralſund has always ſo bravely maintain d its 
priviledges and Libertics, that 1t would be a 
voluminous Hiſtory to give an account of the 
many ſeveral Proofs its Inhabitants have given 
of their valour in this kind. Hiſtorians will ac- 
quaint us that at once it withſtood the United 
Forces of two Kings (of Denmark and Sweden ) 
and ten Princes ; againſt the aſſaults of all which 
it bravely defended it ſelf, and in the engage- 
ment took Eric Duke of Saxony Priſoner. At- 
ter this exploit the City began to be as terrible 
as before it had been impregnable; and none of 
the Neighbouring Princes durſt offer either vio- 
lence or any affront to the Citizens of Stralſund. 
In the Civil Wars of Germany, Count Walſtein 
(truſting to Fortune that had always favour'd his 
former enterpriſes) lay cloſe ſicge to the Town; 
bur after a furious onſet and a long but vain ex- 
pectance of ſucceſs, was at laſt forced ſhamctuily 
© retire. Within a while after the Stralſunders 
put themſelves under the protection of Guſtavus 
Adolphus the triumphant King of Sweden; who 
though at fir{t deſigned only tor a titular Patron, 
prov'd in the end their real Lord and Maſter, 
However, the preſent Ele&or of Brandenburg 1s 
the only Prince that can jultly brag of having 
fairly conquered the City of Stralſund: which (at- 
ter he had taken Stetin and the greateſt part of 
the upper Pomeren) was by him belicged and ta- 
ken 11 the year 1678 ; though attcrwards (as he 
{tood obliged by the Fifth Article of the Treaty 
of peace f{igned by the Miniſters of the Kings of 
France and Sweden and the ſaid Elector at St. Ger- 
main s en Laye the 29th of July in the year 1679) 
he refign'd it back into the hands of the Swediſh 
King. 

This Town, not 
many ages agoc, was the Mctropolis of the up- 
per Pomerenz and gave name to all that part of the 
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ful, and abound with all manner of grain; when, 
(were the Haven here as decp and fit to harboy; 
Ships of a conſiderable burthen as that at St. 
ſund) Bardt would be capable of being as mu} 
advanced by Merchandiſe asany of its Neighbour. 
ing Citics. But that ſmall Arm of the Sea upgy 
which this City ſtands 1s ſo ſhallow, that ncither 
Merchantmen nor almoſt any other Veſſels ({ay, 
only ſuch asſcrve to convey Paſicngers from hence 
into Permark.or Sweden) can be brought upto the 
Walls of the Town. 

IL. GrirsWALD. Which was queſtionlek; Gy 
a large and populous Town bctore it was wall'4 W 
round in the year 1233; and turn'd into a firons 
City. Afecr wiuch timeit was daily enlarged 2nd 
enriched by the great reſort of Hollanders and 0. 
ther foreign Merchants;who had here the convenj. 
ence of lading their Ships with as good Salt as any 
that Lunenburg or the other famous Salt-Markets 
of Germany will at this day afford. But upon the 
decay of wood ( the ſmall Foreſts near Gripſ- 
wald bcing quickly burnt up 1n ſupplying ther 
furnaces with fewcl) this trade vamithed; and the 
Town has much ado to keep up to the riches and 
ſplendour it hath long fince attained. The only 
commendation of the Town at preſent is, that ir 
15 a regularly and well tortified place; and confi. 
dcrable tor an Univerſity, which has bred up, and 
continues ſo to do, many brave mcn ſingularly c- 
minent for their parts and Icarning. 

In the Ficlds and Meadows near Gripſwaldthere 
grows a kind of wild Garlick (which the Neigh- 
bourhood call Rameſs) in ſuch quantities,that cach 
year for near a month about Whutfontide, when 
the herb flowers, it ſmells ſo intolerable frong, 
that a ſtranger would hardly be able to ftrugglc 
with the offenſive ſtench of a walk for a quarter 
of a nule without the Gates of the City. All the 
Butter fold in the Town ſavoursſtrong of thisnau- 
ſcous herb; and the very fleſh of Cattel thar grazc 
in theſe paſtures, taſts as it it were ſtuff'd with 
Garlick. 


There are beſides theſe Cities mention'd, many (1 
other great Towns of note in Pomeren ; though it! 
not ſo conſiderable as to merit a particular De- Ii 


Countrey wherein are now ſituate Stralſund, Grim- 
men, Tribſees, with many other Citics and great 


Towns of good note. 

Some fancy it derived its name from the Lon- 
gobardi, whom they make the undoubtedly an- 
tient Inhabitants of theſe parts: and in confirma- 
tion of this their conjecture producethe old Arms 
of the Town, whercin it bcars a mans head with 
a long beard. But the more probable opinion 
1s, Thar 'cis fo called from the River Barte or 
Bartze ; on the mouth of which it 1s ſeated. 

The Fields about this City are cxcceding fruit- 


{cription 1n this place. Such arc, 1. Damgarter, 
and 2. Tribſees ; both ſituate on the Coaſts of the 
Dukedom of Mecklenburg ; and remarkable tor 
a Toll or Impoſt exacted upon Travellers by the 
Swediſh Officers. The Dukes of Mecklenburg lay 
claim to all Rights and Priviledges in theſe two 
Towns: but the Memorials exhibited to that 
purpoſe to the Mediators in the late Treaty at 
Nimegzen, did not mcct with the expected ſuccels 
3. Loytz. 4. Laſſen. 5. Treptow ; with ſcyeral othcrs 
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tic Sca 3 and tamous for 
the courage of 1ts an- 
cicnt inhabitants men- 
ton'd mn molt Hittori- 
ans of note by the name 
of Rupi or Rugtt. Sido- 
nius 21vcs them the con- 
{tant Epitice of pugna- 
ces; and none mcntion their names without ſome 
grand Elogtum or other. Their chict. Forts 
were Arcona and Camerentz; both wiuch they 
tancicd impregnable, ull Valdemar King of Den- 
mark (hew'd them the vaiuty ot that conceit by 
ftorming thoſe two Bulwarks of their Coun- 
try, and taking the whole Ifland in the year 
1368. And indeed Arcona ( 1t we believe the 
ſtorics which ſome German Hiitorians tell of 1t) 
Was a place ſufhcicntly tortihed by Nature a- 
gainſt all the batterics which the Afartial men 
of tormcr ages were able to invear. For 'twas 
ſcared on the top of a valt rock by the Sea- 
ſhore, which was ſo high that no arrow (ſhot from 
the ſtrongeſt Bow) could pollibly rcachthe Cattle; 
ſo that the Fort was certainly tenable fo long 
as the beſieged were provided with yictuals and 
ammunrion. 

The lile was formerly of a much largcr cx- 
tent then 'tis at this day ; reaching out ro the 
Soutlt-Eaſt as faras Ruden, which is now an Iſland 
ot 1t felt dittant about three Leagues from Ru- 
gen, whercot 'twas ancicntly a part. This ſepa- 
ration was occalion'd by a great tempeſt 1n 
the year 1303 (ſome ſay 1309 ), ar which time 
the Sea, breaking its banks, drown'd a great 
part of Rxgen, and made by this breach ſo deep 


a Channel (call'l by che Shipmci Das new Tic 


oder Schiffart, i. e. the new Channel ) that the 
greateſt Ships thar ſail on the Baltic can pals 
US way to Stralſund ; a great advancement to 
the trade of that City. Whercas, betore this 


accident, there was no paſſage this way ; Ccx- 


ccpting only a narrow Road for Hulks, or 

{mall Hoys ( call'd by the Mariners Dan Bellen) 

which the Daniſh Merchantmenc had almoti {lopt 
+ GERMANY, 


up with continual throwing into 1t the ballaſt 
of their Shups. At the preſent whole Iile 1s about 
thirty Engliſh miles in bredth, and as much in 
length; ſo that the whole circumicrence amounts 
to nincty miles (were it exactly round ), or there- 
abouts.But Rygen has ſo many Crecks, Promonto- 
rics, Peninſuls, windings and turnings,that he who 
gocs abuuttotake an exact ſurvey ot 1ts whole cir- 
cumfercnce will find it much larger. For 'ts 
obſervablc, that fo many branches of the Sca 
break into the Iſland, that no part of the land 
is above two or three Engliſh miles trom the 
ſhore. And yet cvery ſmall Province mn the 
Ifle ( as the Peninſuls Wittaw, and Jaſmunt, the 
Country of Bergen, the Iſle of Unmantz,, Vid- 
denſee, Zuder, Gc.) 1s ſo well ſecured by Nature 
trom the moſt tempecſtuous rage of the waters 
that the inhabitants need not tear a deluge. 
Ruger is ſo rich a Corn-Country, that it 15 u- 
ſually call'd the Barn of Stralſund ; as Sicily was 
of Rome. Bclides, 'tis well ftock'd with good 
breeds of Horſes, Kine, Sheep, Gc. and cfpcci- 
ally with Geeſe, whuch arc the largeli 1 Ea- 
rope. It was ancicently commended tor a Coun- 
try where neither Wolt nor Rat was to befcen; 
but now the Rrgians have as great ttore of rheſe 
Vermine as their neighbours. faſmunt turnihes 
the whole Iland with Wood tor Timber and 
Fewel our of a Forel(t call'd in their tongue 
de Stubbunitza , which exactly anſwers to our 
Engliſh word Copſes. The Sea and mututude 
of ſmall Lakes afford them plenty of Fith ; c- 
nough to ſupply the wants of chemſclves and 
their neighbours. Amongit other Lakes in the 
Ile, there is one (not far from Brrchwall, the 
ruins of an old Fort in Juſmunt ) which the 
neighbourhood, upon che authority of Trad 
tion, ſuperititiouſly bclicve ro be of that Na- 
cure, that it will not bear a Boar, nor ſutter a 
Net to catch a Fiſh of the many ſhoals they dat- 
ly ſee 11 1t. 
" Near this Lake is a Promontory of a wonder- 
ful height, which hangs over the Sea; and was 
ancicatly a notable ſhelcer tor Pirats, who uſed 
to cruiſe upon theſe Coatts. This Den 1s call'd 
by che Natives de Stubbenhamer or Bedchamber.

There are no Mart-Towns of any conſc- 
quence in the Iſland; nor have = CG 
the oppertunity of trading with any | 
hants ſave their Neighbours of Stralſund, who 
buy up all the Corn and other Commodities in 
thc Country. So that we cannot expect to mect 
with ſuch multitudes of people here as 1n the 0- 
cher Ifles of the Baltic. However Rugen 18 CVC- 
rywhere ſo populous that *tis able ( upon 4a 
Verv ſmall warning) to bring ſeven thouſand 
ſtout fighting men 1nto the field ; whict, 1t re- 
(olute and unanimous, are ſuthcicnt to Ac- 
tend the whole Iſland againſt a potent enc- 
my. | 

The Language anciently ſpoken in Rygen was 
1 Diale& ot the Slavonian or Wendiſh tongue. 
But after the Dukes of Pomeren ( aililted by the 
Citizens of Stralſund, as ſhall be ſhew'n hereat- 
icr ) had poſſeſſion of the Ifland ; the Wendi/h 
manners and language were uttcrly aboliſhed,n- 
ſomuch that 'tis recorded in the Annals of Ruger 
as a memorable thing, that (in the year 1404 ) 
there was one old woman Icft in che Ifle that 
underſtood perfectly, and could ſpcak the Sla- 
vonian tongue. Ar this day the greateſt part 
of the inhabitants ſpeak the language of the Lower 
Saxons; and ſome few , eſpecially where the 
King of Sweden's Officers keep their refidence, 
ſpcak Swedi/n. 

The ancient inhabitants of this Iſle were the 
[at of all the Northern Nations that were con- 
verted from their Idolatry and Paganiſm, and 
embrac'd the Chriſtian Religion. Helmondas 
{cems to pour more eſpecially at the Ryugians 
when he ſays, Inter omnes autem Borealium popu- 
los ſola Slavorum Provincia remanſit ceteris durior, 
atque ad credendum tardicor. However ( about 
the year 813 ) a company of hardy Monks ven- 
tur'd to preach up Chriſtianity to theſe ſtubborn 
pcople ; and ſucceeded fo well in the under- 
taking as 1n a very ſhort time to bring over a 
great many of them to the true taith. Bur they 
as quickly abandon'd Chriſtianity, and relaps'd 
mto their former Idolacry. For ( as upon the 
firit preaching of the Goſpel in Lycaonia the in- 
habitants of that Country were ready to do fa- 
crifice to St. Barnabas and St. Paul under the 
names of Jupiter and Mercury, ſo ) theſe poor 
people miſtaking God's Minilters for God him- 
{clt, 1doliz'd Sr.Vite ( a poor Monk that had un- 


dertaken their converſion) by the name of Swart : 


which name was afterwards given toa monſtrous 
tour headed Image, which they worſhipp'd in 
a ſumptuous Temple. .To this Idol all the Ru- 
gzans repair'd, as to an Oracle, for advice; and 
the foreign Merchants that had made a ſafe 
Voyage, were obliged to offer up ſome of their 
belt Merchandiſes as a tribute of thanksgiving 
to this grand tutelary God of the Iſland. Three 
hundred Horſes were kept conſtantly for the 
{crvice of Swant ; one whereof was white, and 
never rid but by the chict Prieſt. This Horſe 
vas now and then ſhew'n to the people in a 
morning all over beſmcar'd with dirt and ſwear 
the Pricſt in the mean time protciting to the 
mulutude, that Swart himſelf had brought the 
beaſt into that pickle by engaging with, and 
purſuing the Enemies of Ruger the night before. 
The manner of worſhipping this Idol (which 
ſtood in Arcona, the famous Citv in old Rugen 
before mention'd ) was thus: The chicf Pricit 
looking into a Horn which the Image held in 
Ss right hand (and which had bcen 6Il'd the 
year betore with a precious liquor ) prognoſti- 
ad from the good quantity or ſcarcity of the 
_ Bonn _—_ the plenty or dearch 
ollowing. That done ( with his 
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lips ſhur, for fear of harming the Idol with lis 
breath ) he very ſolemnly poured out the re. 
maining hquor at the teet of the Image, 44, 
having repleniſh'd 1t afreſh, plac'd it again 
a great deal of reverence m the God's riglir [111 
whence he had taken ic gown. Theſe Ceres, 
ni:s being ended, the reſt of that dav was (yu, 
in anniverſary fcalling and jollity. In this n. 
ſcravle condition the Regians continucd for forme 
ages; untl by a contmual converſation with 
their neighbours the Pomeranians, thev were gl. 
molt inſenſibly turn'd Chriſtians, and { abyyr 
five hungred ycars ago ) at lait wholly quires 
their Idolatrous practices; and at this diy the 
inhabitants of Rzger arc as zealous allertors and 
maintainers of the Argsbwrg Contellion as 
Germans Whatever. 

The lile was anciently 2overn'd by Princes of & 
its own, whoſe Domunons reach'd berond the ,. 
narrow boundaries the Sea had fer them, a grey 
way into Pomeren ; taking 1n all the Territg. 
ries near Stralſund, Gripſwal, and other Placcy 
now ſubject to the King of Sweden. Antiquity 
will afford us a Regilter of Eleven Princes 9f 
Ruger, and thoſe 1 the tollowing order : 
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x. Wiſlaus, who 1s ſaid to have becn Prince of 
Rugen 11 the davs of the Emperor 0thol. abour 
the vear of Chrilt 938. 

. Grimus. Remarkavle tor nothing but his {l. 
Iingupa ſpace in che Cataloguc of thicke Princes, 

. Cruco, or Crito. Ar the fame time Prince of 
Regen, and petty King of the Obatriti in the 
year 1100; who aticr he had tor ſome years 
cxcrcis'd Idolatry.and Tyranny in his Domi- 
nions, was depoſed and flain by Henry Son of 
Gothſcalc ) another inconſiderable King of the 
ſud 0birriti) at the cntreaty of his wite Schlz- 
vine, Daughter to Swantibor I. Prince of Pome- 
Yen. 

. Raze. A great Warriour, who belicged Lu 
bec, and took it. He dicd 1n the year 1141. 

5. Teflaus. A Prince who had continual wars 

with the Kings of Denmark; two whereof 
( Eric VI. and Szeno III. ) he as often over- 
came as he was beaten by them ; bur at laſt 
was uttcrlv vanquith'd and made tributary by 
King Waldemar. 


. Jarimar, Teſlaus's Brother. The firſt Prince of 
Rugen that embraced Chriſtianity. 
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7. Barmita, arimars Son. He dicd in the ycar 
1241. 1 | | 
8. Witzlaus 11, Barmita's Brother ; and Founder 


of the Monaſtery at Carmpen. He dicd in the 
vear 1247. | 

. Jarimar Il. Witzlaus the ſecond's Son ; who 

mnxaately after his admittance to the Go- 
vernment rebcll'd againſt the King of Der- 
mark, and art laſt ( atter many Engagements) 
got Imſelt and his ſucceſſors cas'd trom that 
yoke, 1n the year 1259. 

10, Witzlous IT. Farimar the ſccond's Son. A 
great promoter of the Chriſtian Religion n 
Liejland ; where himſclf ſometimes rook upon 
him the office of a Prieſt, preaching Chriſtianity 
to the poor Infidels of thoſe parts. | 

I 1, Witzlaus Iv. The laſt Prince of Rugen of this 
Family. Upon the unruly growth of rhe 
great City of Stralſund, the Merchants and 
Burgers finding themſelves able enough (0 
grapplc with this Prince, were reſolv'd to bc 
no longer ſubjcct to him or any of his Suc- 
ccfiors; it by violence or otherwiſe they could 
procure their liberty ; whereupon they openly 
proclaim'd themſclves a trec City ; declarins 
that ncither the Princes of Rugen, nor any 

of tacir neighbours could lawiully preten 
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ro cxact any Tribute or Homage from the 
Citizens of Stralſund. Upon the noiſe of this 
rcyolt, Prince Witzlazs ( aſſiſted by ſome of 
che neighbouring Kings and Princes) beſieged 
Stralſund 5 demanding ſubnuſſion, together 
with an humble acknowledgment of their 
unpardonable crime in daring to make fo 
cra1tcrous a revolt; but in vain. For the Stral- 
ſunders not only perſiſted in the reſolution of 
aſſerting cheir Liberty to the Jait ; but bravely 
withitood the aflaults of Witziaus and his A(- 
(ociaces, and (after many hot diſputes ) ſlew 
this Prince 1n a fally ; thereby putting an end 
to the controverſic and whole Lineage of the 
Princes of Rugen, 1n the year 1325. 


After this the Ifland of Ruger ( with other 
parts of that Principality upon the Continent ) 
came into the hands of the Dukes of Pomeren; 
with which Dukedom, atter the failure of that 
Line, it ſhould have been annex'd to the Mar- 
quifare of Brandenburg ; bur ( as hath been be- 
fore noted) 1n conſideration of the ſignal ta- 
vours the King of Sweden had done the Pro- 
teſtant party 11 the Civil Wars of Germany, 
the Princes concern'd 1n the Weſtphalian Treaty 
thought fic to annex the Lower Pomeren to thc 
Domu:no0ns of that King ; and as a part of this 
Dukedom the Iiic of Ruger was thrown into the 
bargain. Atcerwards the King of Denmark, ( Fri- 
deric 11. ) began to revive foie ancient preten- 
ſions of fomec ot his Anceſtors to the Principa- 
licy of Ruger; bur the enſuing wars betwixt him 
and the Crown of Sweden ( of winch we have 
given the Reader ſome account 1n the Deſcrip- 
tion of Denmark ) put an cnd, as twas thought, 
to theſe pretenlions. For the ſaid Frideric (mn 
the Treaty of Roſchild, made between the two 
Northern Crowns 1n the year 1658 ) difclain'd 
all right and title to the lfle of Rygen. How- 
cyvcr ( notwithttanding the promiſes and pro- 
tcſtations made in that Treaty ) the prefent King 
of Denmark (hewd, that Contracts made bce- 
tween great Princes and Commonvwealths are 
no longer obligatory then conſiitent with the 
ntrigucs of State. For hearing that the Elector 
of Brandenburg had beſieged Stetin, and that 
Count Koningsmarch (the valiant Swediſh Gover- 
nor of Rygen ) had thereupon drawn the great- 
elt part ot his forces into Pomeren, leaving the 
Iſland of Rxgen co be defended by a ſmall com- 
pany of about fifty Horſe ; he immediately ſhip'd 
lix thouſand Soldicrs, intending with them to 
ſurprize the deſerted Ifland, and regain it into 
his own poſleſſion. -But che weather not favou- 
ring this deſign, the Daniſh Forccs were kept off 
at Sea by contrary winds till that ſmall Garc- 
fon which kept the Ifle was alarm'd, and had 
time to give notice to the General; who never- 
theleſs could nor arrive with the reſt of his Ar- 
my before the encmy had made themſelves 
Maſters of Jaſmund. However, after one brisk 
engagement with the Count's Ictt Wing, the 
Danes were forc'd to fly in great diſorder; lea- 
Ving {1x hundred of their Companions dead in 
the field, and two thouſand five hundred more 
taken priſoners. The reſt retreated confuſed in- 
tO Wittow; where they were beſet with the Swedes 
who ſlew, took priſoners, and plunder'd as ma- 
ny of them as they pleaſed. In this Victory the 
Swedes arc ſaid ro have taken from the Dares 

elides an incredible number of priſoners ) 
ſix and twenty . Standards, {ixtecn Field-pieces, 
tive Mortar-picccs, and thirty thouſand Rixdol- 
as in money. Yet this unhappy overthrow 
Was not ſufficient to diſcourage the brave King 
Chriſtian from aſccond adventure and the draw- 


a 
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ng back his Arm after this defeat, ſeem'd only 
intended to fetch the greater blow. For havins 
doubled Is Forces in the year tollowing ( 1678) 
he fell upon the Rugians with that irrcſiltablc 
[trength and courage, which obliged them to 
rcligu up the whole Ind upon his own terms, 
And it might to this day have been at his de- 
votion, had not the French Kinz {truck in as 
Mediator berwixt the Northern Crowns, in the 
alte Treaty ſigned by the Danith and Swedi/h 
Mirſters at Lunden in Schonen, Sept. 26. A. D, 
1679; by the ſeventh Article of which Treacy 
twas agreed (becaule Lewis the Great was pleas'd 
to have it ſo), that Regen ſhould be deliver'd up 
to the Swede on or bctore the {ixth of Decem- 
ber tollowiag. Accordinely the King of Swe- 
den 18 now repollcſs'd of that Ifland; and [15 
ſent 1n new Garriſons to fortifie and defend it 
agailt a!] tuture aſſaults of irs formidable neigh- 
bours the Danes and Brandenbarcers. 

The only Town of note in tic whole Ie of 
Rugen 1s Bergen ; \tuate about the nudale of 
the Iſland. It had the name of a City given 
It1n the year 1190, but ſo liale deſerv'd tlar 
title, that it had not the advantage of b<i:1y 
forufied or wall'd round. All the account witicl 
modern Travellers g:ve of it 1s, that "tis 0:6 
of the better fort of Villages, contitling of a- 
bout four hundred Houſes. 

Stralſund weed ſeems the Metropolis of P::- 
gen; and (as it was formerly ) may {till be fo 
accounted, it we conſider the many and grcat 
priviledges which the Burgers of thar City (til 
pretend to 1n that IfJand. For 1. Tac High 
Court of Admiralty in Stralſund determines all 
cauſcs and contelts arilins mn anv of the Port- 
Towns in Ruger ; and ticrctore { becauſe the 
Stralſunders will 20t atlign over tius Juriſdiction 
to any Delcgarcs reliding 1 the Iiland) the Ru- 
gians are obliged, upon debate of all ſuch quar- 
rcis, tO repairto Stralſund tor juagrmacnt. 2. With- 
out the conſent of the Senate and Citzens of 
Stralſund , no deitnnave ſentence can be given 
(nor no Court of Equity or Judicature Wiiat- 
ever erected ) in any part of the lile. 3. The Ra- 
gians may not, without leave firit obtain'd from 
the Common Council of Stralſund, export any 
manner of Grain, or other Commodiucs; or 
brew Beer for ſale. In ſort, this Citv 1s the 
Key of the liland, and the only Fortreſs upon 
which depends its ſecurity or ruine. So that 
had Rzgen becn kept by the King of Denmark, 
and Stralſund by the Elcctor of Brandenourg 
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( according to the Rights of Conquelt in the 


lace Wars ) 'tis probable, that thoſe new ac- 
cc{lions would in a ſhort time have occalton'd 
quarrels and animolitics between the two 
Princes. The Elector would queiitonlefs have 
been loth ro have diſclaim'd all Right and Ti- 
tle to the Priviledges whica the City of Strat- 
ſundrow challenges in Ragen; and on the other 
hand, His Majeity of Penmark would (11 all 
probability) have bcen as unwilling to have 
ſuffered any Prince of the Empire to Lord itin his 
Dominions. 'Tis almolt necellary ({ conftaering 
che preſent State of Stralſundand the Iile of Re- 
en) that both theſe places ſhould be ſubject ro 

che ſame Matter; though not impollible ro make 
che Iſland (ar lealt independant upon, 1t not) a 
Terror to that City. For (fince all the Merchant 
Ships, which come from the DarÞ Sznd to the 
City of Stralſund, are obliged to {ail round the 
Ile of Regen) 'twould not poſhibly be fo cxpen- 
five as proticable to build three or tour good Port: 
Towns in Wittow, Jaſmumd and other parts of the 
INand ; and thereby (not only command all Ships 
hat ſailed this road, but alſo) divert tac grand 
X 2 CiEECAL 
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current of trade from Stralſund to Rugen,the Store- 
houſe of that Citv. But, as long as the City of 
Stralſund wants Proviſion for its Inhabitants and 
the Ile of Rugen vent for its great abun- 
dance of Corn and other Commodities , there 
ſcems to be ſuch a mutual dependance between 
the two places, that to ſubje& them to different 
Maſters manifeſtly threatens the deſtruction of 
their Common Intereſt. 

Tho never poor Ifland has been more nuſe- 
rably mangled and afflicted with war ( witneſs 


the Civil wars in Germany and the late Northern - 


Broils, in both which Rugen was ſeveral times 
taken and retaken.) yet you ſhall meer with a 
great many noble Families that pretend to derive 
their pedigree from the true antient Rygiz or Ryuni. 
Helmondus I think firſt taught them to call chem- 
ſelves by this latter name, fancying that the an- 
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tient Inſula Runorum (whom Adam Bremenſis calls 
fortiſſimam ſlavorum gentem) mult necds be Rugen 
Whereas 'tis more probable that the Runi (as the 
Learncd 01. Wormius conjectures ) liv'd further 
Eaſtward, near the Coaſts of Liefland; where to 
this day there 1s aſmall Iſland called by the Neigh- 
bourhood Die Rune. However (letthe Anceſtours 
of the modern Rugian Noblemen be what they 
will) they havethis good mark of Antiquity, that 
they pay Tithes ducher (of all manner of Grain 
Fruits, Wool, Q&c.) then any people in Germany: 
and give larger allowances and more reſpect 
ro their Clergy Men. The Ruſticks pay cafier 
Rents then 1s uſual in other places; and there- 
forc have reaſon to give ( as they commonly 
do ) that reſpect and oo, to their Landlords 


which all the antiquity they brag of can chal- 
lenge.

So that Markgraf ( inſtead of 

wiuch we uſe the French word Marquis ) 1s 

properly Judex or Comes Limitaneus ; which wc 

may Engliſh, Lord Licutcnant of the Marches. 

And this Title ſeems reaſonably enough appro- 

priated to the Marquiſes of Brandenburg ; who, 

being ſeated on the outmoſt bounds of the 

Empire, might poſſibly heretofore ſupply the 

places of the Emperor's Delegates in hearing 

and determining Cauſes as well as oppoſing all 

violent incurſions of foreigners. The City of 

Brandenburg ( which lends the Marqwis his Title, 

and was once the Metropolis of theſe parts ) 

s now decay'd into a deſpicable Village; of 

which the Reader may expect a larger account 

anon, when we come to the Deſcription of the 
Middle Marck. 

The whole Marquiſate ( which Dreſſer tells 
us 1sſcyen great days journey either in length or 
breadth ) is bounded on the North with the 
Dukedomes of Mecklenburg and Pomeren ; on the 
North-Weſt with Lanenburg ; on the Welt with 
Brunſwic ; on the South-Weſt with Magdeburg 
on the South with .Arhalt, the Upper Saxony, 
and Lufatia ; on the South-Eaſt with Sileſia ; 
on the Eaſt with Poland ; and laſtly, on the 
North-Eaſt wich Pruſſia. 
Dt. Country 1s generally Sandy, and full of 

oods and Forcits; affording good ſtore of 
Corn, bur ſmall quantities of any other provi- 
10s. In ſome parts of the Marquiſate you 
as mcet with good Flocks of Sheep, bur rarcly 
nd any conſiderable Herds of Kine. The Bores 
"I Francfurt, Brandenburg, and Berlin, brag of 
"ar Vineyards, and think che Vintage they have 
Yearly, worth the toil of planting and looking 
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after thar Vines; but their neighbours have not 
ſo good an opinion of the mean Liquor which 
theſe poor men boaſt of ; for in the Upper Saxo- 
ny 'tis uſual to frighten young children to School 
by threatning to make them drink Brandenburg 
you And this Proverb 1s ordinary among 
them : 


Vinum auſs den Alten Marck 
Calctacit ut Czarck. 


Now the word 2zarck, in their Dialect, pro- 
perly ſignifies a ſqueez'd handful of new Cheeſe ; 
but 1s commonly uſed in a metaphorical ſenſe, 
to denote any ſort of inſipid tuff whatever. Their 
Salr is brought co them up the Elb, Havel, and 
Spree, from other Countries ; to whom they 
return Corn and Fiſh, the two chief Commo- 
ditics of this Province. 

The Ele&or of Brandenburg's Territories do not 
afford ſuch Mines of Silver as ſeveral Countrics 
ſubject to the Duke of Saxony, and ſome ocher 
Princes of the Empire. Which 1s one main rea- 
ſon why the money comn'd in this Marquiſate 
is much baſer mettal chen what we find curranc 
in Saxony and the Dukedoms of Brunſwic and 
Lunenburg. In ſome places they make a ſhite 
co dig up fall parccls of Braſs, Iron, and Cop- 
pcr ; but ſcarce any-where enough to ſupply che 
neceſſary occaſions of the neighbourhood. 

The ancicnt inhabitants of tlus Country were 
the Varini and Naithones, twa. branches of the 
vaſt Nation of the Suevians; who were ſuc- 
cceded by the Helwoldi, Wilini, Beirani, and ſome 
other Tribes of the Slavonians. Bur the Empc- 
ror Henry 1. ( having in the year 620 conquer'd 
and thrown our the greatcit part of theſe peo- 
ple ) beltow'd theſe Territories upon Sigefride 
Earl of Rengelheim; who, with ſome of his ſuc- 
ccflors, new peopled the deſolate Country with 
Golomes our of Holland, Zealand, Weſtphalia, 
Saxony, and Franconid:: SO that the preſent Bran- 
denburgers arc a mixt mcdly of ſeveral differcnt 
German Nations ; as may cafily bc obſerv'd trom 
the confuſion of Dialects which make up the 
Language of this people.

"Soon after the Emperor Henry the Firſt's con- 
queſt of Brandenburg, the inhabitants were con- 
verted to Chriſtianity ; and under the govern- 
ment of the Ele&tor Joachim the Firſt, cmbrac'd 
the tenents of M. Luther. In this ſtate they 
continued undiſturbed until the breach betwixt 
George William ( Father of the preſent Elector ) 
and the Duke of Neuburg. For the latter, ha- 
ving married a Daughter of the Duke of Ba- 


varia ( at that time the moſt potent Prince of 


the Popiſh party ), embraced the tenents of the 
Church of Rome ; fancying ( as 'tis conjectur'd ) 
that this expedient might be a means to ſecure 
the aid and afliſtance of the King of Spain, if 
his occaſions ſhould require it ; on the other 
hand, the Ele&or ( marrying a Siſter of Fri- 
deric the Fifth, Prince Ele&or Palatine of the 
Rhine, and grand Protector of the Calvinifts ) 
adhercd to the opinions of Calvin; hoping therc- 
by to engage the Netherlands to befriend him 
upon occaſion. But when afterwards he was 
perfwaded by his Wife to put out an Edict for 
ſuppreſſing the Lutheran Diſcipline and Doctrine, 
and authorizing the Calvinian, throughout his 
Dominions ( which was done in the year 1615) 
all che inhabitants of the Marquifate unani- 
mouſly rebell'd againſt him ; and had proba- 
bly put an end to his Line and Government, 
if they had not met with a ſpeedy redreſs of 
their grievances. Hereupon the Elefor was 
forc'd to compoſe the buſineſs by revoking this 
Edict, and ſetting forth a new one in 1ts place; 


, whereby 'twas order'd, that the Forms of Di- 


vine Service ſhould be uſed in all public Churches 
within the Marquifat of Brandenburg according 
to the Inſtitution of Lather only, and that the 
Elector ( with his Marchioneſs, and thoſe few 
more that were of their opinion ) ſhould not 
be permitted to hear a Calvinift Preacher in any 
other place then a private Chappel, However, 
theſe means were found inſufficient to ſecure the 
people from all innovations in Church-Diſci- 
pline. For upon the increaſe of the Electors 
Famuly, and daily conflux of new Fayourites to 
the Court (who were eaſily won over to the 
ElcCtor's opinions ), they could not but obſerve 
a continual adyancement of Calviniſm , and as 
conſtant decay of the Lutheran party. Where- 
upon they reſolyed the foremention'd Decree for 
the cſtabliſhment of the Azgsburg Confeſſion 
ſhould be renew'd, and confirm'd (if polible) 
beyond all fear of a future violation. In purſu- 
ance of this reſolution, they procur'd the ſaid 
Decrce to be inferred ( as the ſeventh Article ) 
into the Weſtphalian Treaty ; which they look'd 
upon as an eternal and immutable Law to the 
whole German Empirc. Yet notwithſtanding 
theſe aſſurances, the preſent Eletor of Bran- 
denburg (azcalous aſſertor of his Fathers Tenents) 
has in many parts of his Dominions, eſpecially 
his two Univerſities of Francfurt upon the Oder, 
and Koningsberg, diſcouraged the Lutherans and 
countenanc'd Calviniſm. The hot-ſpur Profeſ- 
ſors at Wittemberg (Abraham Calovius and his Bre- 
thren) firſt provok'd him with daily Curſes and 
Anathema's yentcd againſt Calvin and his fol- 
lowers, to publiſh an Edit commanding all his 
ny to withdraw their Sons from that Uni- 

ty within the ſpace of three months after 
the publiſhing of the ſaid Edi&t. Upon the death 
of tus firſt Marchioneſs ( Louis-Henrietta, Daugh- 
ter to the Prince of Orange, and a zcalous Cal- 
vinift ) the Brandenhbwgers had ſome hopes their 


Elector would have been brought over to they 
party, or at leaſt ( upon his ſecond marriage 
with Dorothy, Daughter to Philip Duke of jj 
ftein and Relict of Chriſtian-Lewis Duke of 31, 
wic and Lanenbug, as reſolute an afſertor of 1, 
ther's Doctrine as the former of Calvin's) hays 
a little abated his rigorous perſecution, Bur 
hitherto their hopes have been blaſted, withou 
the Elector's care to redreſs their grievances a, 
further then to wink at the ordinary exercif- of 
the Lutheran Religion. And indeed 'tis almgj 
impoſſible for him to be truly reconciled, + 
long as Strazchizs (at preſent a noted Preacher 
in Dantzic, not long ſince committed to the Goyl 
for railery ) with ſome other hot-headcd 1. 
theran Pulpiters take upon them to repreſen; 
(not only Catvinifts in general, but) the Ele&yy 
himſelf as one of the Devil's chicf inſtrumens 
for perverting the truc Chriſtian Religion. 
Mutavit Dominos Marchia ſepe ſwos, is a ſay. , 
ing we often mect with in the Hiſtorians tha wy 
treat of this Marquiſfate. But the firſt time 
that we hear of any Marquiſe of Brandenbuy j; 
after the year 927. For Henry. Emperor of 
Germany, having overcome this part of the Coun. 
try, beſtow'd 1t on Sigefride Earl of Rengelheim, 
on condition that he ſhould defend theſe Marche; 
(or outmoſt limits of the Empire ) againſt the 
Sclaves; thereupon giving hum the Title of 
Marckgraf or Marquiſe. From this time we 
may reckon up three ſeycral Catalogues, or 
Claſſes, of the Marquiſes of Brandenburg; begin- 
ning firſt with ſuch as were not Hereditary Mar- 
uifes ; but had that Title conter'd on them by 
\ Emperor, and enjoy'd it during his pleaſure.

8. Conrad, obtain'd the Marquiſate after the death 
of his two eldeſt Brothers, and died ( very 
old and decrepit ) 1n the year 1303.

(dying in the year 1305 ) fr the Marquiſate 
to his Brother 

10. Valdemar z who annex'd a good part of Lu- 
fatia ( which he won from the Marquiſe of 
Miſnia ) to the Marquiſate of Brandenburg.

11. Valdemar II. died within four years of his 
Uncle (in the year 1323) having acted no- 
thing worth the relating.

a Maſter, of Eloquence: Founder of the Uni- 
verſity at Francfurt, and firſt authorizer of the 
Reform'd Religion in Brandenburg. 


6. Joachim II. ſucceeded his Father; and ( in the 


year 1534) got himſelf and his followers no 
ſmall credit in a brave Expedition againſt the 
Turks ; at that time the common Enemy of 
the German Empire. His Son and Succeſſor 


7. John George govern'd a long time 1n peace 


and proſperity, During his lite, his Son 


8. Joachim Frideric was Admuniſtrator of the Arch- 


biſhopric of Magdeburg ; and ( after his Father's. 
death ) govern'd the Marquiſate of Branden- 
burg with the ſame peaccable meekneſs and 
picty. He had ( the uſual bleſſing of good 
and religious men) the happineſs to be a Fa- 
ther of many Children; whereof the eldeſt 


9. John Sigiſmund ſucceeded him. He married 


Amn Daughter of Albert-Frideric Duke of Pruſſia 
and Mary Eleanor his Wife, Daughter of Wil- 
liam]. Duke of Cleve; who married his Daugh- 
ter to the ſaid Duke ( as he did all the relt to 
other Princes) with promiſe, that upon the 
deccaſe of her Brethren without iflue, ſhe and 
her Heirs ſhould ſucceed to all his Territories. 
Upon this Title the preſent Elector of Bran- 
denburg lays claim to the Dukedoms of Cleve, 
Zaliers, and Bergen ( or the Mountains ) with 
the County of Ravensburg. 
10. George-William, Son to Fobn 60x and 
the Lady Ann betforemention'd, claim'd ( 1n 
his Mother's right) the Dukedoms aforclaid, 
together with the Barony of Ravenſtein. All 
which were parted betwixt him and his Couſin- 
German Wolfgangas Palatine of Newburg, and 
Son of Magdalen younger Siſtcy to Mary-Eleanor. 
But falling out at laſt about the diviſion of 
their Territories, they engaged their Friends 
and Allies in the broil. The Palatine having 
call'd in to his aſliſtance the Forces of Spain, 
and the Elector John Sigiſmund ( in behalf of 
his Son ) the Confederate States of the Nether- 
lands. Afﬀeer the death of Bugiſlaus Duke of 
© Pomeren, *ewas hoped he might ſucceed into 
#that Dukedom alſo; but how the Swede balk'd 
-thoſe expectations, in the Treaty of Munſter, 
we have already inform'd the Reader.

perate, chaſt, and (in a word ) maſter of all 
the noble virtues ( without the leaſt mixture 
of vices ) of his Countryand Famuly. He 
was born in the year 1620, and upon tus 
Father's death declared Elector, in the year 
1656. He has ſeveral Children by both his 
Wives ( before mention'd) ; whereof the 
eldeſt Son, or Electoral Prince (Charles Emile) 
was born the ſixth of February in the year 


I655, 


Strength. Tho the Elector of Saxony was formerly look'd 


upon as. a much more potent Prince then the 
Marquiſe of Brandenburg ; and for that reaſon 
has always taken place of him at the Elections 
of the Emperors : yet certainly the caſe 1s much 
alter'd at preſent ; and the many acceſſions to 
the Elector of Brandenburg's Dominions, whereof 
the preſent Marquiſe and his predeceflors have 
made themſelves Maſters in theſe laſt ages, have 
render'd him the moſt powertul and formida- 
ble Prince ( next to the Auſtrian Fanuly ) in the 
German Empire. Beſides the Marquiſate of Bran- 
denburg, he challenges the Dukedoms of Magde- 
burg, Preuſſen, Fuliers, Cleves, Bergen, Stetin, Po- 
meren, Caſubia, Vandalia, Sileſia, Croſſen, and Ja- 
gerndorfſ. Again, he writes hunſelt Duke of Ru- 
gen, Prince of Halberſtadt and Minden, Earl of the 
Marck and Ravensberg, and laſtly Baron of Ra- 
venſlein. 

The Marquiſe of Brandenburg's chict intereſt 
ſeems to conſiſt in a firm adherence to the King 
of Denmark, who ( poſlibly ) 1s the only Prince 
can ſecure him from the encroachments of his 
ncighbour the Swede. Next to the Swedes he is 
moſt jcalous of the Dukes of Saxony; as having 
obſerved them more favoured by the Houſe of 
Auſtria, in the controverſic aboutthe Dukedoms 
of Fuliers and Cleves, then himſelf. This obliged 
him to compoſe the diftcrences betwixt himſelf 
and the Duke of Newburg upon cafier terms then 
otherwiſe he would have been willing to have 
done. The King of Poland 1s another terrible 
neighbour on the coaſts of Pruſſia; and there- 
fore the Ele&tor ( not daring to repoſe too great 
a confidence in a Prince who pretends a right 
to the Ducal as well as Regal Pruſſia ) is ob- 
liged to keep a conſtant and ftrong Army upon 
thoſe coaſts. In the year 1657, this queſtion 
was moved, Whether the Eleftor of Brandenburg 
might lawfully be deprived of all the Territo- 
ries which he held in Pruſſia as Dependances on 
the Crown of Poland, upon his having enter'd 
Into a League with the King of Sweden; at that 
time declared Enemy to Poland? The Poliſh Law- 
yers urged in the affirmative, that the Eletor 
was the King of Poland's Vaſlal, and therefore 
forfeited his Lands by entering into a Confede- 
racy with his Maſter's Enemies. Burt certainly 
( when we conſider in what a miſcrable condition 
poor King Caſimir was, and how unable to de- 
tend cther himſelf or his Subje*.s ; and again, 
how probable *twas, that in this con juncture 
the Swedyb Army would have fwallow'd up the 
whole Dukedom of Pruſſia, as it had already the 
greateſt part of the Kingdom of Poland, with- 
out being obliged to quit the field by ſuch a 
Treaty ) the Poles had greatcr reaſon to thank 
the Elector tor preſerving, by this expedient, ſome 
partof their King's Donunions fromthe common 
deſtruction ; then to condemn him for wiſely 


ſhunng cheruin which King Caſimir had brought 
upon this Kingdom.

15commonly ſubdivided into four petty Provinces, 
whereof that on the Eaſt ( called Das Balſamer- 
land or Oſftland ) contains Stendal, Arneburg, the 
City and County of Ofterburg, with ſome othcr 
Towns of note: On the South lies Die Langer, 
or Das Angerland ; taking its name from the 
River Anger: Towards the Weſt Das land 2% 
Zermund, 1n which 1s ſituate the ancient City 
Soltwedel : And laſtly, Das Senland on the North; 
ſuppoſed to have its name from the Senones, 
who are thought to have been the ancient inha- 
bitants of theſe parts. The moſt conſiderable 
Cites and great Towns 1n the 01d Marck are: 
t. Stendal, the Mctropolis of this Province, yy! 
ſeated upon the River Vchr, about five Engliſb 
miles diſtant from the Elb and Angermund, 1 a 
pleaſant plain, and at the ſide of a large Foreſt. 
It was buiſt by the Emperor Henry the Firſt n 
the year of Chriſt 920, and afterwards fortified 
with ſtrong Walls and Bulwarks by Marquſc 
Albert (furnami'd Urſus) in the year 1150. I 
this neat and well-built Hans-Town arc kept the 
ordinary Quarter-Seflions for deciſion of all Law- 
Suits in the 01d March. The chict trade of the 
Citizens is in Corn and Linnen Cloth; with which 
( and the daily opportunity of entertauung Paſ- 
ſ{cngers that travel this road from Hambarg and 
Lubec towards Magdeburg, Erfurt, &c.) they make 
a ſhift to hive handſomly. |

nodern Villa, as the Saxon Wic 1s uſually fetche 
Com Vicus. SO TNA Solwell, corrupted into Solt- 
redel, ignufics ( as theſe men will have it) an 
Morſe, of T emple, dedicate to the Sun ( Sol ) 
ne great God of the Romans. But how came 
che Pagan Germans tO borrow an Idol from Rome, 
nd to retain the Latin name? In anſwer to this 
(-ruple, che German Antiquarics tell us, that in 
he days of Auguſtus Ceſar, Claudius Druſus bc- 
ing ſent 1nto cheſe parts to fight againſt the 
[;nzobardi, built for hinafelt and his followers 
: kind of Village on the banks of Jerze, in the 
very place where the Natives had worſhipp'd 
an image of the Sun. Druſzs, bred up in the like 
\dolatrous practices, joyn'd in the ceremonies of 
Adoration with theſe Infidels, and raughtthem to 
callupon their mock Deity by the Latine name 
Fol. Hence the Town, fay they, got the name of 
m_— or yo 1 - = Houſe or Up op of 
the God Sol. Formerly this City, with the ad- 
jorning Countrey, was ſubject to its own Mar- 
quiſes; who are oftentimes mentioned by the 
German Hiſtorians ( as particularly in the ac- 
count they give us of the expedition againſt the 
Huns under the Emperor Henry I.) as Princes of 
extraordinary valour and gallantry. Afterwards 
the two Marquiſates of Brandenburg and Solt- 
wedel ( or Zermund ) were united and enjoy'd 
b the Princes of mr until (in the days of 
the Emperor Sigiſmund ) they deſcended upon 
the Anceſtors of the preſent Elector of 5 
bug.

well merits the precminence ; as having been 
formerly the Metropolis of the whole Land, and 
to this day giving nameto the Marquiſate. Some 
of the German Hiltorians endeavour to perſwade 
us, that 'twas built 416 years bctore the birth 
of our Saviour by one Brenno, a tamous Captain 
of the Semnones. Others, more modeſtly, terch 
its original and name from one Brando; who, 
as they tell the ſtory, firlt built chis City abour 
the year 230. At preſent the Town 1s conſidera- 
ble for little but its age ; and the inhabitants 
would be put to a hard (hift ro pick up a hve- 
lihood , it the neighbouring Lake ( about ten 
Engliſh miles in length ) did not ſupply chem 
with good ſtore of Fiſh. In the great Church 
there are a great many Monuments and Sepul- 
chers of Princes and Biſhops, and in the Market- 
place a Statua Rolandina; of which lait we have 
already given the Reader a ſhort account. 


Il BERLIN. Angelius a Werdenhagen ( an Berlin, 


Author of good credit, to whom the world 1s 
indebted for the moſt accurate deſcriptions of 
the Hans-Towns hitherro publiſhed ) tells us, 
this ſmall City had its name (as well as Bernaz, 
Beerwald, Bernflein, with ſome other places n 
che Marquiſarte of Brandenburg) trom 1ts firſt 
Founder Marquiſe Albert , ſurnamed Urſzes, or 
der Beer. It 1s ſeared On a | © 
ground upon the bank of che River Spree ; which 
Prichheimer, Dreſſer, Willich1us, Maginus, Bertius, 
with ſome other noted Geographers, have mi- 
taken for Prolomy's Svevus. Whereas that great 
man makes his Svevus to CMPLy 1t {clf into the 
Baltic Sea; and 'tis well known, that the Spree 
joins it felt with the Havel at Spandau, with 
hich it is fwallow'd up by the Eb near Werben, 
which carrics it into the German Occan,

On the other ſide of the River ſtands Cotn 
on the Spree ( as 'tis nam'd for diſtinction ſake ), 
famous for the Palace and uſual reſidence of the 
Marquiſes of Brandenburg. The Caſtle here was 
built by Marquiſe Foachim theſccond ; but much 
enlarged and beautified by his Sacceſſors. Things 
moſt worth the ſeeing here are the Armory, 
Chambers of Rarities, Galleries ( nn ſome of 
which, among multitudes of other rare Pictures, 
there are a great many pieces of the famous 
Luke Kranach's work), Gardens, Waterworks, Oc. 
In the year 1628, the Citizens of Berlin and Col: 
were ſtrangely alarm'd with the ſight of an Ap- 
parition or Spirit which many of them pretended 
to have ſeen in the ſhape of a woman, and to 
have heard it pronounce theſe words, Verl, 
IVDICA VIVos & MortVos. Now becauſe the 
curious men about the Court had obſerved the 
ſaid year 1628, myſtically pointed at in the 
numeral Letters of thoſe words, they preſently 
concluded that the Day of Judgment was not 
far off. | 

IL FRaAnCFuRT upon the Oder; which 
is ſaid to have been built, about the year of 
Chriſt 146, by Sznno a Prince of the Franks; 
who purſuing the Vandals to this place with an 
Army of eighteen (ſome ſay twenty-cight ) thou- 
ſand of his Countrymen, placed here a Colony 
of his Soldiers, calling the Town he had built 
for them Trajetym Francorum, or Francfurt. Aftcr- 
wards (in the year 1253) John I. Marquiſc of 
Brandenburg, with his Brother Otho rebuilt the 
decayed Town, and enlarged it above a third 
part. In the year 1379, Marquiſe Sigiſmund 
granted many and great priviledges to the Ci- 
tizens; upon their entring into the Society of 
the Hans-Towns. Laſtly, the Univerſity of Franc- 
furt was founded by Marquiſe Joachim I. and his 
Brother Albert ( afterwards Archbiſhop of Mentz 
and Magdeburg) inthe year 1506, at which time 


the Schools here were ſtock'd with Profeſſors 


from Leipfic. Profeflors of beſt note in this 
Univerlity of late years ( and probably ſome 
of them may be ſtill alive) were Retius, Strickius, 
Becman, and Schultz; who have pleaſed their 
Countrymen with the Edition of ſome few di- 
putations and ſmall pamphlets of good credit. 
The Streets are generally large and well builr, 
the Market-place ſpatious and ſtately ; in which 
are yearly kept three great Fairs. Without the 
Gates of the City arc to be ſeen the ruins of an 
ancient Carthuſian Monaſtery ; of which Johannes 
ab Indagine ( who, as Dreſſer reports, was Author 
of above three hundred Treatiſes upon different 
Subjects ) was ſometimes Prior. 

To theſe may be added ſome few more of 
lefs note, as 1. Spandau, a ſtrong Town on the 
mouth of the Spree ; but mean and inconſide- 
rable for its buildings. 2. Oranienburg ( called 
formerly Botzaw) about ſixtcen or twenty Fngliſh 
mules diſtant from Berlin ; a Village and Palace 
that affords the greateſt variety of pleaſures of 
any in the Marquiſe of Brandenburg's Dominions, 
encompalſs'd on every fide with moſt delicatc 
and pleaſant Parks, and Foreſts well tock'd with 
all manner of Game. Biſental, Angermund, Lie- 
benwald, Kremme, Nieuftadt, ©. have nothing re- 
markable in them. Prenſlow ( a Town well fur- 
niſh'd with Fiſh from the adjoining Vcker See ), 
Strasburg and Templin arc three well fortified 


Towns (and the only three worth the mention- 
ing in the UVcker-March.

Sigiſmund pawn'd it to the King of 
Poland ; but redeem'd 1t again as ſoon as he was 
adyanc'd to the Imperial Throne. 

The Country 1s every-where ſufficiently fruit. Si 
ful; and abounds with Corn-ficlds and Paſture. 
grounds more then any other parts of the Mar. 
quiſate. Upon the banks of the 0der the inha- 
bicants plant Vineyards ; which ſometimes (tho 
rarely) turn to good account. In ſome places 
the Bores find now and then conſiderable quan- 
tities of red Coral; and ſeveral forts of preci- 
ous Stones, which (as Mr.Cambden ſpeaks of 
the like Treaſures in Cumberland ) Gemmarii mi- 
nimo ab egenis emunt © maximo revendunt. 

The only Town in the New-Marck which Cai 
merits a particular Deſcription in this place is 
Cuſtrin, ſeated upon the Oder. And this too, 
not many ages ago, was only a poor deſpica- 
ble Village inhabited by a few beggarly Fiſher- 
men ; until Fob» Marquiſe of Brandenburg; re- 
turning from his following the wars under 
Charles V. tortified the place with Rampires and 
Bulwarks of Earth, about the year 1537. But 
finding that (whatever ſecurity he might pro- 
miſe himſelf from theſe Fortreſſes againſt the 
invaſion of a foreign enemy ) ſuch banks as he 
had caſt up were eaſily waſh'd away with a 
Flood, he ſoon after wall'd it round with ſtone; 
and 'tis now become the Key of the New-Marck, 
The invincible King of Sweden, Guſtavus Adolphus, 
was baffled at this Town in the year 1631, being 
forced to raiſe his deſigned fiege and withdraw 
his Army, which before that time knew not how 
to leave a Town unplunder'd. So that this 
City may poſlibly deferve that high character 
which Angelius a Werdenhagen ( or his Author ) 
has given of it in the three following Diſtichs:

The Burgers have generally neat and well fur- 
niſh'd Houſes; and the Market-place excells any

Sternberg 1s memorable for nothing but 1ts 
giving name to a ſmall Territory adjoining. 
Dam, Konigsberg, Morin, Banen, Soldin, Landsberg, 
with ſome others, may be reckon'd ( without 
any great injury done them) amongſt the Vi- 
lages rather then Citics of the Marquifate. 

The places ſubject to the Elector of Brandenbwy, 
in Croſen, and ſome other parts of Sileſia and 
Lyſatia ſhall be deſcribed hereafter ; when WC 
come to give an account of the Countrics 9 
which they more immediately belong.

They that fetch its 
original no higher then the Roman Captain 
Druſus's time, tell us, 1t had its name from 
an Image of Venus ( called in their language 
die Magde, i. e. the Maid ) which, ſay they, the 
old Records of Magdeburg report to have been 
worſhipp'd in the neighbouring banks of the E1b. 
ence we meet with the names of Parthenope, 
Parthenopolis, and ſomenmes Parthenopyrga ( the 
Greek, word wvpy@> , fignitying the ſame with 
the High Dutch Burg ) in Latin Hiſtorians 1n- 
ſtead of Magdeburgum. This Image, as the re- 
port goes, was deſtroyed, and 1ts Temple utterly 
demoliſhed by the Emperor Charles the Great's 
Officers ; who converted the great Treaſure they 
ad ſcizcd to better uſes, in building St. Stephens 
Church in the Town. An ancient Chronicle of 
the City of Brunſwic gives this deſcription of the 
foremention'd Image, That it repreſented a naked 
Yoman With bright ſhining eyes and long yellow 
ar; feated un a guilt Chariot, drawn by two 
Vlite Swans and as many white Turtles. Upon 
head was placed a Garland of Myrtle, and 
0n her breaſt a burning Torch flaming every 
Way. In her right hand ſhe held a Globe of 
the world; and 1n her left three Golden Apples. 
© Was attended by three Graces, who cover'd 
ac others eyes with a Veil. What credit may 
© 8ven to theſe ſtories I know not ; nor will

K. For Edgitha ( wife to the Emperor 0thol. 


and Daughter to our Engliſh-Saxon King Edmund) 
having the Land about Magdeburg ſetled on her 
for a Jointure, prevailed with her Husband to 
give her leave to build a City 1n this place and 
to wall it in. This Grant the Emperor ſeconded 
with large Contributions out of his own Trea- 
ſury ; and tranſlated the Biſhopric of Yallerſleben 
tO this NEW City. $0 that Magdeburg had (if 
not its name ) at leaſt its glory trom an Engliſh 
Princeſs. 

Soon after the ſaid Emperor 0tho preyailed 
with the Pope of Rome to make Magdeburg an 
Archbiſhopric ; and to order that ſeycral of the 
neighbouring Biſhops ( particularly the Biſhops 
of Mersburg, Zeitz, Havelberg, and Brandenburg) 
ſhould be ſubject to the Archbilhop of this Dio- 
ceſs as to thar lawtul Metropolitan, who ſhould 
acknowledg no man's ſupremacy ( 1n Spirituals) * 
but the Pope's. From thencetorward the Arch- 
biſhop of Magdeburg had the Title of Primate of 
Germany conterr'd on him ; tho ( as H/frantius 
ſhews ) the three Spiritual Electors and the Arch- 
bilhop of Saltzburg always refuſed to pay him 
that reſpect. In this State the Church of Magde- 
bzzrg continued till the ycar 1566, when the 
whole Chapter ( having abandoned the innoya- 
tions and fopperies of the Church of Rome, and 
cmbraced the tenents of M. Lzther ) clectcd 
Joachim Frideric, at that time thc only Son of 
7ohn George Elector of Brandenburg, to be the 
Adminiſtrator of their Archbiſhopric ; having 
before his admiſſion bound him by oath to the 
obſervation of certain Articles, approved on by 
himſelf and his Father. After whoſe death he was 
advanced tothe EleRorate of Brandenburg; and his 
Son Chriſtian-William choſen Admunultrator in his 
place. Who faithfully diſcharged his truſt ill 
che year 1631, in which the Town (afrera long 
ſicge ) was taken by the cruel Count Tilly, who 
deitroved the lives and fortunes of no leſs then 
thirty thouſand Citizens with Fire and Sword, 
and carried the Adminiſtrator priſoner to New- 
flatt in Auſtria, where he chang'd his Religion 
and turn'd Papiſt. Into his place the Chapter

Title of Coadjutor from the year 1625. In the 
Ieſtphalian Treaty 1t was order'd, that upon the 
death of the ſaid Augaſizs, the Archbiſhopric of 
Magdeburg ſhould again return to the Houſe of 
Brandenburg ; and be for cvcr annex'd to that 
Elector's Dominions under the name of a Duke- 
dom. In purſuance of this agreement the pre- 
ſ-nt Ele&tor of Brandenburg has ( upon the death 
of the ſaid Adminiſtrator, which hapncd thislaſt 
vcar, 1680) taken poſſeſſion of Magdeburg and 
che adjoining Territoriesz which ('tis thought ) 
will advance his ycarly Revenues the ſum of 
600000 Rixdollars. | 

The fiege of Magdeburg 1n the year 1631 
( which we have already mention'd) 1s ſo famous 


for the valour of the Defendants, and notorious 


for the unparallcl'd cruelty of the Beſicgers, that 
it well merits a more particular account then 
we have yet given of it. The tenth of May 
( old ſtile) was the bloody day whereon thus 
horrid and tragical Maflacre was commutted. 


The Burgers had long withſtood the threats and 


force of the Imperial General Count Tilly, en- 
deavouring to ſecure their Religion from the 
outrages of a Popilh Army. But after a long 
and vain reſiſtance, the bloody Count forced 
his way into the Town; and commanded {us men 
to ſpare neither man, woman, nor child, but put 
all to the Sword ; to fire all their Churches and 
private Houſes; and to extirpate, it poſſible, their 
very name. In obedience to his command wo- 
men in travail were ript up, and the ſucking chul- 
dren ſnatcht from their mothers breaſts and 
hew'n 1n pleccs betore their eyes. The young 
Virgins were farſt raviſh'd in the open ſtreet, and 
then murder'd ; two whereof are ſaid to have 
prevented their ſhame by halt'ning their death, 
the one throwing her ſelt (before Tilly's face ) 
intoa Well, and the other into the Fire. Six- 
teen Churches and Chappels (whercof many 
cover'd with Lead, and one with Copper ) were 
burnt down ; and not an Houſe in the Town 
Ictt ſtanding, fave a few Fiſhermen's Cottages, 
which the Imperialiſts would not vouchſafe to 
fire. Ot near forty thouſand Citizens ſcarce 
tour hundred were left alive ; and thoſe deſti- 
ture of Houſes and other conveniences requi- 
lite tor the preſervation of the miſerable hves 
they had ſpared them. This bloody exploit 
Count Tilly was uſcd to brag of afterwards in 
his jollity ; calling it merrily The Marriage-feaſt 
of Magdeburg. 

Since this deſolation the Town has not to 
this day been able to recover its former gran- 
dcur; bur is every-where checquer'd with new 
buildings and the ruins of the od, They have 
rcbuile one ſtately Church ; but moſt of the reſt 
ly (till buried in their aſhes. Tilly, in the hear 
of his rage, was perſwaded to ſpare the Cathic- 
dral; whuch is indecd a ſtatcly ſtructure, and 
enough to recommend the whole Town to a 
ſtranger's cyc. In one of the Chappcls in this 
Church is ſhew'n the Tomb of the Empcror 
Otho the Great with his Wife Edgitha ( before- 
mentioned ) holding in her hand nineteen (mall 
Globes within a Golden circle ; which denote 
ſo many Tun of Gold given by the Emperor, 
at her requeſt, towards the building of this Ca- 
thedral. There are in this Church forty-nine 
Altars; whereof the High Altar in the Qurre is 
of one piece of ſtone, curiouſly wrought, and 
of various colours. It is nine Hamburg Ells ( each 
of which makes one foor and ten inches) in 
length, four inbredth, and one in thickneſs: and 
valucd at aboye two Tun of Gold. © * 
Magdeburg had once the ſupreme Juriſdiction 
Civil Cates as well as Eccleliaſtical over all 
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the other Cities in Saxony z and the Archbiſhop 
of this Dioceſs was ( like our Biſhops of Dahay ) 
a Count Palatine, who had the fole power of 
determining all Cauſes brought before him. Bur 
that grand Authority was loſt by degrees; and 
now the Citizens of Magdeburg have no othes 
Courts of Judicature then ſuch as are kept by 
che Burgomaſters and Racdrtsherrn of other Cj. 
ties as well as this. 

That part of this Dukedom whuch lies on the 
Weſtern banks of rhe Elb, 1s exceedingly fruithy] 
in Corn, but wants Wood, and other fuel ; and 
on the contrary, that part of it which lies be. 
vond the River has plenty of Wood, but wants 
Corn. There are contain'd 1n the whole Circle 
rwenty-cight Towns, which anciently paid ho- 
mage to the Archbiſhops ot Magdeburg, and are 
now ſubject to the EleCtor of Brandenburg as their 
Duke.

The Princes of Anhalt pretend to as ancient Prin: 
an extraction as any Family in the German Em. 
pire, Or in Europe, ever did. Limneus, and 


ſome other Dutch Genealogiſts have a liſt of their 
Anceſtors ( whom they make a continual ſuc- 
ceſlion of Princes ) from Aſcenas Noah's Grand- 
child ; and 'tis ealie to run up their pedigree 
from thence to Adam. 1 ſuppoſe the Title of 
Principes Aſcanii gave the firſt occaſion to this 
conjecture ; winch has been always exploded 


and laugh'd at by men of ſenſe. "Twill do theſe 
generous Princes credit enongh to give the moſt 
certain account of their Famuly that Antiquity 
will furniſh us with; which if we mix with tabu- 
lous Legends of Aſcenas and Gomer, the whole 
ſtory will grow queſtionable, and our intended 
fattery be turned into a downright defamation. 
A Gencalogical Table of great Antiquity in the 
Prince's Palace at Pleskau affirms, that the Princes 
of this Family were Kings, Dukes, and Generals 
of the Saxons long betore the coming of Chriſt; 
but however ſets down for Head of the Family 
Berenthobald, who in the quality of King led 
the Saxons to the wars againſt Hermanford King 
of Thuringen in the year 524, and was rewarded 
with the Towns of Aſcandt, Ballenſtede, and thc 
Lands adjoining. Again, we are aſſurcd from 
the teſtimony of moſt credible Hiſtorians, that 
above a thouſand years ago Berenthobald Il. and 
HI. ( both Princes of the Houſe of Anhalt ) wetc 
Generals of the Saxons againſt Clovis IL. and Ds 
gobert Kings of France ; and that Clovis III. King 
of France, married Batildis a Princeſs of this 
Houſe. From the Loins of theſe Princes, by an 
uninterrupted ſucceſſion, was deſcended Albert 
Urſus, who ( by the favour of the Emperor Cor- 
rad III.) was made Marquiſe and ElcCtor 0! 
Brandenburg. Andnot long after Henry, ſurnam'd 
the Lion, Duke of Saxony and Brunſwic having 
diſobliged the Emperor Frideric Barbaroſſa Ws. 
degraded, and his Dignitics conferr'd on Bernard 
the ſaid Albert's Son, in the year 1169. So thal 
Otho and Bernard, Marquis Albert's Sons, divided 


the Aſcarian Fanuily into two branches z whence 
pro- 
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oceeded two of the greateſt Houles (Saxony 
Py Brandenburg ) in the German Empire. Bur 
ry Bernard's fon ( notwithſtanding the great 
-omotion Of his Father and Uncle) wasthe firſt 
Prince Of Anhalt ; having that Title conferr'd 
in him, cogether with ſcycral of Henry the Lion's 
Territories, by the foremention'd Emperour Frj- 
Jric, And in His race, both the Lands and Ti- 
1-are continued to this day ; tho the two Elec- 
qyates Arc tranſlated 1nto other Families. Nor Is 
« Henry's Famuly like to fail in haſt ; being ar this 
Nay the moſt numerous of any in the Empire. 
11 the laſt Century Joachim Erneft was the only 
perſon left of the Fanuly ; bur he (dying in the 
wear 1566 ) Icft behind him a numerous oft- 
ſpring of {1xteen children. Whereot the eldeſt 
Daughter, Ann Mary, was married to Joachim 
Frideric Duke of Lignitz ; Elizabeth to Joachim 
George Eleftor of Brandenburg, Sibil to Frideric 
nuke of Wirtenburg ; Agnes Hedwig, to Auguſtus 
Flector of Saxony, and after his death to Fohr: 
Duke of Holſtein ; Dorothy Mary to John Duke of 
$xon-Weimar 3 and Ann Sophia to Gunther Albert 
Count Of Schurtzeburg. His five Sons divided 
the Principality into tour equal ſhares at firſt , 
becauſe Auguſtus had told them he would be 
content with a penſion for hs life, not intend- 
ing to marry. But afterwards marrying Sibil 
Counteſs of Solms ; his Brethren choſe rather 
to align him a fitth ſhare in the Land then to 
allow him a penſion ſufficient for the mainte- 
nance of him and his Family. Whereupon, 
Jun George had Diſſav ; Chriſtian reſided at Bern- 
bug; Auguſtus at Pleskgu ; Rodolph at Zerbſt ; and

bcholden to the endeavours of theſe Virtuoſt, there 
1s no Intelligent man but what is abundantly C-1. 
ible. For beſides the opportunity which every 
man has of reading the writings of farcign Au- 
thors in his own Language, the Germans arc 
able to ſpell their own tongue aright ; which 
betore the Inſtitution of this Society, fo few of 
them could do, that Dueſius tells us, one main 
defign of his publiſhing a German Grammar, was 
to teach the Nobility of that Nation to put their 
words into Writing. 


The moſt conliderable Towns in this ſmall 
Principality are, 


1. Zerbſt. Scated on a ſmall River about an Zeba.) 


Engliſh mule diſtant from the banks of the F1. 
Dreſſerus tancics thisa Town of great Antiquity 
and had its name from the Serzetii ( or Cervetii 
as he reads jt) an old IWendiſh people. But IWer- 
denhagen ( a better Antiquary ) rejects this frivo- 
lous aflertion, and proves, that Zerbſt in the 
Wendiſh Dile& ſignifies a ſtrong Fort. *Tis, at 
this day, remarkable for nothing but a ſort of 
ſtrong heady Beer ; which the Citizens brew in 
Summer, and ſend abroad into all the neigh- 
bouring Towns and Provinces. 

2. Bernburg. Another Reſidence of the Princes 
of Anhalt ; ſeparated from the Palace by the 
River Sa/a. On the cleventh of March, in the 
year 1636, this Town was taken by the Eleor 
of Saxony's Forces ; who put the whole Garriſon 
that defended it, with all the inhabitants ( cx- 
cepting only thoſe few that belong'd to the 
Prince's Court ) to the Sword, and plunder'd 
the City.

Lewis at Cotheim. Now all of theſe having chil- 
dren, and being of equal authority, the Family 
would neceſſarily be much weak'ned, if they did 
not agree to ſubmit themſelves unanimouſly to 
the Eldeſt of their Family ; who has the ſupreme 
Government confcrr'd on hum, and the ſole power 
of calling together the other Princes, when there 
snced of their advice in matters of more then 
ordinary conſequence. All theſe Princes, thus 
united, have only one vote in the Dicts ; and 
therefore one 'of them 1s conſtantly deputed 
by the reſt to be their repreſentative un any ſuch 
Seſſion. 

Twill not 1n this place be amiſs to inform the 
the Reader, that Prince Lewis beforcwention'd 
( to the great credit of himfſclf and Family ) was 
tc firſt Founder of the Frucht-Barende Geſelſchaft, 
a5the Germans call it, or Fruflifying Society. The 


3. Deſſax. A well fortified Town an the El, Deſau. 
ſeared in a plcaſant and truutul part of the 
Country. It had its name given ( as molt of 
the German Erymologitts imagine ) by the Fews; 
who in their mungrel Dutch- Fewiſh Dialect, call 
a fat foil (ſuch as this Town ſtands on) Defe. 
The Prince's Palace in De/au was firſt buile ( as 
appears by an old Inſcription over one of the 
Gates) by Albert and Waldemar two Brothers, 
Princes of Anhalt, in the year 1341. In one of 
the Chappels of this Town isto be ſcenthe Tomb 
of Feckel Rehebock ( whom ſome German Hiſto- 
rians name Meniken von Belitz) an old Miller, 
who having for ſome time attended Waldemar, 
Marquiſe of Brandenburg, in the Wars, took 
upon him to counterfeit his ſlain Maſter; and 
carried on the dclign fo cunningly, that a great 
many believ'd him tro be the very Marquiſe, and 
ſtory of which is as follows: Thus Prince having follow'd him with as great reſpect as they had 
trayell'd over all Ezrope, and obſerved the great done his Maſter bctore. He dycd in the year 
advantages which the Nobility in France, Iraly, 1350. | 
and other Nations had, in being furniſh'd with 4. Aſcher/leben,or Aſcania; whence the Princes Aſcania, 
ſtore of excellent Books in their own Languages, of Anhalt got the name of Principes Aſcanii. Tis 
was reſolved to try whether he could pcrſwade an old Town on the confines of the Bulhopric of 
any of his own Countrymen to ſet upon the Halberſtadt ; and for that reaſon ſeized on by 
Tranſlation of the beſt Latin and Greek Authors Canons of that Church upon the death of Prince 
nto a more eaſie and intelligible ſtile then was Orho's Widow, in the year 1315; SIICC which 
ordinarily uſed among them. In purſuance of time the Princes of Anbalt have often complain'd 
this deſign he inſtituted the Society aforeſaid, of the injuſtice of this action ; and hoped for 
whereof himſelf was the firſt Preſident, and ſuc- a redres at the Treaty of Munſter ; but in vain:

1 
had rather think them the work of ſome Saxm 
Commanders, when engaged in the defence of 
their Country and Paganiſm again(t the Aflaults 
of Charles the Great ; or, perhaps, built by that 
mighty Emperor to ſecure his Conquelts. 
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However, thus much we may venture to con- fi 
clude from theſe venerable . Tents of Mars, (i 
that the Lower Saxons ( thoſe eſpecially that lit

are indeed uſually compriſed under the ſame 
name, becauſe ſubject to the Dukes of Zell and 
Wolfenbuttel ( who are both entituled Dukes of 
Brunſwic as well Luneburg ); but are however in 
themſelves diſtinct Domunions, and ſhall accor- 
dingly be ſeparately deſcribed. 

The Dukedoms of Brunſwic and Hannever arc 
excceding populous and fruitful. The Wheat 
and Ryc in this Country grows ſometimes to 
that prodigious height, that their ordinary Ears 
of Corn are higher then the talleſt man on 
Horſeback. | 

But yct we muſt not expe to mect with 
ſuch pleaſant and profitable Cornficlds as theſe 
In cycry part of the Country. A great ſhare of 
the Hercynean Foreſt ran thro this Land ; tho 
that be now parcell'd out into ſmaller Woods 
and Parks. In theſe the Inhabitants have ( be- 
11des the proviſion of Timber and Fucl) great 
ſtore of Decr, wild Swine, Hares, &c. with Fowl 
of all ſorts. Not to mention their rich Mines 
of Iron, Salt, and Coal-pits ; of which in their 
duc place.

Rudera of ſo many Roman Fortifications, and an 
evident argument, that the Scart of the war be- 


inhabited theſe parts ) were anciently a ſtout and 
warlike people ; men that were hardly conquer, 
and afterwards with more difficulty kept in ſuv- 
jection. And ſuch their progeny are full rcc- 
kon'd. They are men of a larger ſize then molt 
others of the German Nation ; and withall 1- 
ur'd to a coarſe fare and cold lodging. Thar 
ordinary diet is dry'd Swine's fleſh and Sawſedges; 
which they digeſt with as much caſe as any of 
their neighbour Nations do their choicelt dli- 
cacies. From their great grecdineſs 1n dcyoutr 
ing this ſort of dict, they arc uſually call'd (by 
the Hellanders and other Germans ) Spechmujet, 
or Bacon-guts, With theſe meats they cat 4 
black and harſh taſted bread made of the coar{el 
Wheat or Ryc-meal.

_— ve already ( in the deſcription of the 
Nukedom of Luneburg ) acquainted the Reader, 
hat the whole Dukedom ot the Lower Saxony, 
which was 1fcerwards ſubdivided into thoſe of 
Frunſwic and. Luneburg, was formerly ſubject to 
nc Prince 3 and WC have there alſo giyen him 
an account of the firlt original of this Dominion, 
wich the continuance of 1t under ſcycral Princes 
during the union of 1ts members. The firſt dj- 
- viſion of theſe Territories hapned in the year 
1264; at Which tmc Duke 0tho's rwo Sons, Al- 
bert and fohn, not liking to be COPATENCTS IN the 
Covernment of the Lower Saxony, divided the 
Land; aſſigning to the former the City and 
Dukedom of Brunſwic, and to the later the other 
of Lunebure- However, upon the death of Wil- 
liam Duke of Luneburg, Grandchuld to the fore- 
mention'd Dake John, without ifluc male, in the 
vear 1268, the two Dukedoms were again jointly 
ſubject ro Duke Magnus, furnam'd 7 orquatus. But 
in this they could not long continue ; for 7 or- 
1:tus's Sons, as ambitious of independant and 
abſolute Government as their predeceſſors, again 
ſeparated Courts ; Bernbard, the elder Brother, 
daiming this Dukedom to himſclt, and ath1gning 
Lunehura to Henry Iis younger Brother. After 
whoſe death, his Son William ( ſurnam'd Vifo- 
riofus for his valorous exploits ) fell upon his 
Uncle Bernhard ; whom he reduc'd to thoſe 
traits at laſt, chat he made Im and Ins two 
Sons change Dukedoms with. him. From that 
time the Dukedom of Brunſwic was enjoy'd by 
William and his Succeſlors,until the extirpation of 
that LineinFrideric Ulrich, who dicd without ifluc 
AD. 1634. In the year 1491, this Dukedom 
was divided ( by Henry the clder and his Bro- 
ther Eric ) into two equal ſhares ; whereof all 
the Country betwixt the Rivers Deiſter and Leina, 
together with the Territories of Gottingen, (and 
known by chename of the Dukedom of Brunſwic- 
Wolfenburtel ) remaincd in the poſleſſion of Henry. 
But ſoon after, Eric's Line ( upon the death of 
Ius Son Eric II. in Italy A. D. 1584.) was cxtinct 
and theſe two Dukedoms again united in the 
Houle of Wolfenbuttel. In which condition they 
remain'd till the death of Frideric Ulric bctorc- 
menuon'd. After which the Dukedoms of Wolfen- 
buttel and Calenberg deſcended upon ſome youn- 
gr Brothers of the Houſe of Luneburg. The 
lamousand learned Prince Auguſtus was advanc'd 
t0 Wolfenbuttel; where he is now ſucceeded by 
Ins Son Rodulphus Auguſtus. Of theſe two Dukes 
the Reader may expect a larger character in the 
following deſcription of the Palace at Wolfen- 
buttel, 

Twill not be impertinent in this place to re- 
ac for the Reader's diverſion, the Romantic 
Hiſtory of che firſt original of the ancicnt Guel- 
Phan Family ; which formerly afforded Dukes, 
at the ſame time, of Bavaria and Saxony ; and 
of which the Dukes of Brunſwic and Luneburg 
ac now the ſole Relicts: The ſtory gocs thus: 
*mntrudis , Counteſs of Altorf in Schwaben, 
yy acculed a poor woman of Adultery, and 

everal ſevere puniſhments to be intlict- 
on her for having had twelve children at 
{birth was within a while aftcr delivered of

the ſame number her ſelf, and all of them Gans. 
Her Husband, Count 1ſerberd, being abſent at 
the time of her delivery, ſhe: commanded tie 


Midwife to kill cleven of them; {caring poſlibly 


ſhe her ſelf might undergo the ſame puniſhment 
or ſcandal, at leaſt, which the poor beggar wo- 
man had done upon her inſtigation. The Mid- 
wite going to execute her Ladics barbarous com- 
mands, was met by the Count returnins home -: 
who enquiring what ſhe carricd in her Apron, 
was anſwer'd, IWeelpen, 1. e. Whelps. Bur ſul. 
pecting the truth of what ſhe ſaid, upon her re- 
tuſal to ſhew them, examining farther into the 
matrer, forc'd her to confeſs the whole tory. 
Upon whuch, cnjoining the old womans ſecreſie 

and concealing the knowledg of the fact from 
lus Counteſs, he put out allthe children to Nurſe, 
taking care their education ſhould be anſwera- 
ble to their quality. Ar the end of ſix vears the 
Count invited to a great iealt moſt of his own 
and his Lady's Relations, to whom, in the mid 
of their jollty, he preſented his eleven Sons ( all 
attired alike ) ro their Mother 5 who immedi- 
ately, ſuſpccting by their number the whole mar- 
ter, confe(s'd her deſizn, and was pardon'd by 
her Husband. From the cl\le{t of tticſe Ihelps 
or Gelps ( tor ſo the old Count order'd them 
to be nam'd, in remembrance of the Midwife's 
anſwer ) was deſcended that Henry Guelph, Earl 
ot Altorf, whom the Emperor Conrad 1I. made 
atterwards Duke of Bavaria. How this Family 
came afterwards to encreaſe their Dominions by 
the accetſiion of the Lower Saxony, 1s already 
(hew'n 1n the Catalogue of the Dukes of Lune- 


'barg, and necds not here be repeated. 
The Reform'd Religion, according to the Religion. 


Doctrine of Luther and the Avgsbwrg Conteilion, 
was firſt brought unto thus Country by Duke 
Julius ; who dicd in the year 1589. Since which 
time the greatctt part of the Duke of Brunſwic's 
Subjects have been rigid aflertors of Larheraniſm, 
and as vechement oppoſers of Popery and Calvi- 
niſm. Indeed of late years, the great authority 
and reſpect wich the Calixti, and other Lati- 
tudinarians have got at Helmſtad: has won over 
ſome multitudes ro their perſwaſjon ; but the 
gencrality are of their Prince's Religion, and 
zcaloufly purſue the tootiteps of their Megalan- 
der ( as they are pleas'd to call him ) Martin 
Luther. 


Each particular Dukedom has its diſtinct ſu- Church-

each Dukedom there 1s one Swperintendens Gene- 
raliſimus, who has ſupreme 1nfpcection over all 
che Church, and reſembles one of our Arch- 
biſhops.

Specia- 
les ; to wit, where the whole Province 15 ot ſo 
ſmall extent as not to require more then one 
ſingle Biſhop. ,So that we ſee how willing the 
Lutherans are to admit of the Office and Dig- 
nity of Archbihops and Biſhops in their Church;

Cities and Great Towns in the Dukedom of 
BRUNSWIC. 


Fay RuNswWIc In the Cathedral at 
$ ©) Brunſwic, among many other Monu- 
DL» Sz ments, there 1s an old Parchment wrt 
ten in Plat-Dutch containing a ſhort account of 
the moſt conſiderable perſons which ly buried 
in that Church, which begins thus, Alſe man 
Schreff na Goddes gebordt $61, hefft Hertogg Danck- 
guarth tho Saſſen erik duſſe Borch bemubret unde 
Danckquarderode geheten unde nomen laten, 1.e. In 
the year of Chriſt 861, Danckquarth, Duke of 
Saxony, firſt walled in this Caſtle, and called x 
Danckguarderode or T anquard's-Croſs. Which a- 
grees with the ſtory we find in molt German 
Chronologers of note, who treat of the Anti- 
quities of this place. For they tell us, that 
Bruno and Tanquard ( Sons of Ludolph Duke of 
Saxony ) were the firſt Founders of ulis Town, 
which from the former was called Brunſwic ; the 
lacter only giving name to the Caſtle. Since 
that time this City has been continually aug- 
mented by the ſucceeding Dukes of Saxony and 
Brunſwic ; and is now become one of the moſt 
conſiderable Hans-Towns in the Empire. Infſo- 
much, that the Citizens divide themſelves into 
five diſtin&t Corporations z who are govern'd by 
ſeveral Magiſtrates of their own, and have ſo 
many different Courts of Judicature. Theſe 
Companies never unite, but upon ſome extra- 
ordinary occaſion ; wherein the common inte- 
reſt of the whole Town ſeems concern'd. 
Whether Brunſwic be a free Imperial City, or 
ſubject to the Dukes of Brunſwic and Luneburg, 
has been a queſtion often controverted betwixt 
both parties concern'd z cach of whom have 
cndeavour'd to aflert their pretenſions by dint 
of Sword, and have come off with various ſuc- 
ceſs ; witneſs the Sicges in the years 1492, 1550, 
1553, 1605, 1606, 1614, 1616, G&c. "Twas laſt 
of all belieged by the preſent Duke Rudolphus 
Auguſtus ; who took 1t in the year 1671. Since 
which time he has taken care to be yery often 
relident in the Town, and always ( at his depar- 
ture ) to leave behind him a ſtrong Guard. 
The chict Trade of this City is in Hides and 
Mum. The Tanners have Skins out of Eng- 
land, Denmark, and other Nations; which they 
return drefs'd, Their Mum is of two forts; one 
whereof 1s of a thin and weak body, the ordinary 
drink of the Citizens and neighbouring Ruſtics; 
the other, which they call ShipaMum, 18a much 
clammuier and groſler liquor, brew'd on pur- 
poſe to be tranſported into foreign Nations. 
This kind of drink ( which is ſcarce potable be- 
fore 1t has been putrified by working at Sea ) 
1s made of Barley and Hops, with a ſmall mix- 
ture of Wheat. There are a ſet number of 
Brewers who have the ſole power of ma- 
king it ; and their appointed time of brew- 
ing, 8 from the beginning of 0fober to the lat- 
ter end of March, Here, by the way, I cannot

Il. WoLFEnBuUTTEL. This is the anci- 
ent Scat of the Dukes of Brunſwic. Famous 
for 1ts ſtrong and impregnable fortifications. It

der Duke Ekbert, who was of the Guelphian Fa. 
mily. The termination of the word 1n this, as mg. 
ny other names of Cities and great Towns jn 
Germany, denotes a moiſt and watery ſituation . 
ſuch as this Town has, and which contributes 
very much to its ſtrength and ſecurity. 2. The 
City, or Hemrich-Stadt: ſo called from Duke 
Henry the younger, its tounder. The only remax. 
kable thing in this part of the Town is the new 
Church : which ſome Italians, and many other 
Foreigners (if we believe the Citizens) havelook'd 
upon as a moſt admurable piece of Architecture, 
In a vault under the Quare he buried one and 
twenty Dukes and Durcheſles of Brunſwicz wrapr 
up in Coffins of Lead with Inſcriptions. In the 
Duke's Palace the moſt remarkable thing is 

The Library founded at the ſole coſt and char- 
ges of the late Famous Duke of Brunſwic-Wolſen- 
buttel, Auguſtus : who, under the Covert name 
of Guſtavus Selenus (ſoon after the edition of his 
learned Treatiſe, decipher'd into Auguſtus Lune- 
burgenſis) publiſh'd a moſt ingenious Commen- 
tary upon 7rithemizs's Cryptography, with ſome 
other works upon the like Subject. A Prince 
who infinitely ſurpaſs'd all his Predeceſſours in 
Learning and Knowledge; and came not bchind 
the braveſt of them in Acts of Chiyalry. This 
monument of his learning, which we are now 
ſpcaking of, is judged by all travellers the richeſt 
Collection of printed Books that Germany affords: 
and by many (who havenot at all, or with pre- 
judice, viewed Sir 7 homas Bodley's it Oxford, the 
Emperour's at Vienna, the Vatican at Rome, &c.) 
thought the beſt furniſh'd Library in Europe. The 
Duke's Library-keeper , Mr. Haniſizs , brags of 
124000 Volums: bur let the Reader judge how 
a couple of ſmall Chambers (which are nor both 
ſo largeas a third part of Bodley's Library) ſhould 
pollibly contain ſo great a multitude of books. 
Beſides there 1s extant a ſmall Pamphlet ( pub: 
liſhed in the year 1660, and ſuppoſcd to be 
written by the Learned Conringizs) cntituled, 
Bibliothece Auguſte Wc. Sciagraphia generals, 
wherein the Author gives a ſhort account of 
the firſt foundation of this Library, in the year, 
1604, together with its daily increaſe nil the 
ſaid year 1660, by the acceſlions of the Libra- 
ries of Marg. Freherzs, the two Curiones, ©c. and 
at laſt concludes with ſumma Voluminum 27666, 
traftatuum 115504, Autorum 56393. Now ( tho 
L am willing to believe that the encreaſe of books 
has been very conſiderable ſince this account was 
given, yet) I cannot imagine the Colle&tion with- 
in theſe laſt rwenty years ( whereof Duke Au- 
guſtus liv'd only ſix) has ſo monſtruouſly outltrpt 
that of the other fifty ſix, as to ſwell the number 
from 27666 to 124000. Among(t the Manu- 
ſcripts (which amount to about 2000) the books 
of greateſt rarity are 1. The French Embaſlycs 
in 4.38 Volums in Folio: tranſcribed in a very far 
hand out of the French King's Library, at the 
charges of the munificene Founder. 2. A Latin 
Plalter; in wotis Ciceronianis. 3. The four Evan- 
gcliſts in Syriack, given by A. Kircher A. D. 1666: 
4. An antient Copy of the Edda Iſlandorum ; with 
the Skjaldi annex'd. Much more complete then 
that publiſh'd þy the Learned Reſenizs A.D. 1665: 
Beſides theſe, and the like works of other men, 
there are one and forty Volums written by 
hand of the Founder: whereof twelve (in Folio) 
are Muſick-Books.

His Son and Succeſſor, Duke Rudolphus Au- 
guſtus, keeps NOW his reſidence at Wulfenbuttel ; 
a mild, learned, and religious Prince, following 
the ſteps of his Father rather in his Study chen 
in Acts of Chivalry. He has no malc iflue ; but 
is like to be ſucceeded by ſome of the Sons of 
his Brother Antony Ulric ; the cldeſt whereof 
was {Jain at the late ſiege of Maeſtricht. 

IL. HELMSTADT. Which City is reckon'd 
the oldeit in Saxony, next Bardewic. It was built 
by the Emperor Charles the Great, about A. D. 
182, and ſo nam'd trom the abundance of Elm- 
trees that encompaſs it. Here St. Ludger ( who 
was {cnt into theſe parts by the foremention'd 
Emperor to convert the Infidel Saxons ) preach'd; 
and the Ciuzens pretend to ſhow Travellers the 
very Church ( now almoſt nine hundred vears 
ok) wherein his firſt Sermons were deliver'd. 

Bur the great ornament of this Town 1s the 
Academia Fulia ; or Univerſity, tounded by 7u- 
lius Duke of Brenſwic-Wolfenbuttel , mn the year 
1576. Amonglt other grand priviledges granted 
to thus Univerſity by the Emperor Maximilian Il. 
'was order'd, that its Rectors ſhould for ever 
be honour'd with the Titleand Dignity of Counts 
Palatine. Whereupon, Henry Julius ( Duke Fu- 
lius's eldeſt Son, and Biſhop of Halberſtadt ) was 
by his Father made the firſt Rector ; and be- 
fore his ſucceſſion to the Dukedom of Brunſwic 
upon his Father's death, founded the fair Co]- 
lege which is {till call'd Juleum novam. Theſe 
two Dukes procured for the uſe of the Pro- 
teſlors and Students in this Univerſity, a conli- 
derable Library of Books ; which ſince has been 
well augmented, but comes far ſhort of that 
at Walfenbuttel. Amongit ſome hundreds of 
Hebrew, Greek, Latin, and Dutch Manuſcripts 
( of little value) they have two old Volumes 
containing the Pentateuch in Hebrew ; written 
on Vellam in a fair and legible character. For 
theſe two Books, they tell us, ſeveral Jewiſh 
Rabbics ( who pretend to more then ordinary 
Sill in diſcerning the true Antiquity of ſuch kind 
ot Monuments in their own language ) havc 
oftcr'd ſome hundred of Rix-dollars. 

Atter the death of Duke Prideric Ulric ( the 
Aft Prince of the ancient Houſe of Wolfenburtel) 
the Dukes of Lunenburg divided the Rectory of 
us Univerſity amongit them ; agrecing, that 
each of the Dukes Regent ſhould, in his courſe, 
upply that Office for one ycar, and no more.

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Brunſwic-C alenberg upon the deccaſe of the above- 
mention'd Frideric Ulric. The Town was an- 
ciently call'd Lawenroda, from the neighbour- 
Ing Caſtle which was ſubject to Counts of char 
name. About Heyry the Lion's time it got the 
name of Hanover, from a Ferry at this place 
over the River Leina (as ſome imagine); Har 
over, 1n the old Dialect of the Lower Saxons, 
ſignifying the ſame as the more modern High- 
Dutch haben aber, i.e. to have or carry over. 

There are yearly kept in this Town four Fairs; 
during which there is always a vaſt concourſe 
of Foreigners as well as Germans from all parts 
of the Empire. Theſe contribute exceedingly 
to the enriching of the Citizens; but however 
a more conſiderable ſhare of their wealth ariſes 
from their Breuhane (a ſweet and muddy fort 
of Bcer ), which is hence exported in great quan- 
ticies into the neighbouring Towns and Villages

outmoſt confines of the Dukedom of Brunſwic- 
Calenberg, ſeated on the mouth of the River 
Hamel ( whence it has its name) and the banks 
of the IWeſer. This place is look'd upon as the 
Key to the whole Dukedom, and is therefore 
better fortified and garriſon'd then almoſt any 
other City in the Duke of Brunſwic's Domini- 
ONS+ 

The Records of this City relate a notable ac- 
cident which hapned amongſt the Burgers on 
the 26th day of Fune in the year 1284. The 
ſtory 18 as follows : The Citizens being ſtrangely 
mfcited with Rats, and having tried all imagi- 
nable expedients ( but in vain ) to rid themſelyes 
of theſe troubleſom gueſts, at laſt met with a 
ſtranger who undertook, for a certain reward, 
to do the feat. The Burgers agrecd to his 
propoſals; and the ſtrange Gentleman imme- 
diatcly with his Tabret and Pipe draws after 
him all the Rats mm the Town ( like ſo many 
Maurice-dancers ) tothe River, and there drown- 
cd them. Returning for his reward, 1t was de- 
micd him as being judg'd to great a recompenſe 
for ſo ſmall a performance. However, leſs he 
could not be perſwaded to take, bur lete the 
Town 1n a rage, threatning in a ſhort time to 
be reveng'd. Accordingly, about a year after, 
he came again, and play'd the ſecond part of 
the ſame Tune; but with another Train after 
him : For now he went attended with a great 
number of Children, who follow'd him 1n at 
the mouth of a great Cave on the top of a 
neighbouring Hill, call'd by the Burgers Kop- 
pel-berg, and were never after heard of. In re- 
membrance of this ſad accident, the Citizens 
were wont for many ycars aftcr ( as appears by 
ſeveral old Deeds and other Records in that 
City ) to date all their Indentures and Con- 
tracts ſucha year von wnſer kinder auſsgang, i.e. 1ncc 
the departure of our Children- The ttreet thro 
which they paſs'd is to this day call d Bungloeſe 
Straſs, or Tabret-ſtreet ; and on the top of the 
Mountain, near the Cave's mouth, 1s {ti]] to be 
ſeen 2 monument of ſtone with this inſcription:

Julius Ceſar, 1n his Commen- 
carics, ſays, that this Wood 1s at leaſt nine days 
journey in bredth; and of an unaccountablc 
wr Several men, he tells us, have trav:II'd 
forty days together (trait forward in it ; but that 
no man durit eyer yet boaſt that he had ſeen 
both ends of it. The German word Hartz ( out 
of which, without all queſtion, the Latins torm'd 
their Hercynia) ſignifies properly Roſin or Pitch; 
which 1s nothing elſe but the liquor difti]'d our 
of the Pine and Fir-trees, the only Timber where- 
with this Foreſt abounds. Since the Empire 
began to be cultivated, and the inhabitants un- 
derſtood the adyantage of uniting themſelves 
into Cities and Corporations, the Hercynian Wood 
has in many places been conyerted into great 
Towns and Jarge Corn-fields; but yet, paſſing 
over theſe, *tis ſtill caſic to track it quite crols 
the Country. 

In this Principality are moſt of the Mines of 
Silver, Copper, Lead, &c. belonging to the Duke 
of Brunſwic and Lunenburg. The chicf of which 
are at Rammelsberg, Wildeman, and Zellerfelld 
Rammelsberg 1s an high Mountain not far from 
the City Goſlar ; on one ſide ſhaded with part 
of the Aercynian Foreſt, but on the other cover'd 
with nothing but moſs. The German Hiſtori- 
ans tell us, that the Mines on this Mountain were 
firſt difcover'd in the year 972, by a Hunter ;

his Horſe's hoof. This Hunter, they ſay, was 
ſurnamed Ramme and thence the Mountain got 
the name of Rammelsberg. Upon the bruit of

by the Chauci ; a branch of the Saxon Nation, 
who in thoſe davs inhabited theſe Countries. 
Adding further, that theſe ſame Chauct erected 
in this place a Temple to the Honour of Sa» 
twn; from whom the Caſtle was 1n thoſe days 
nam'd Saturburg. Thus Satur ( or C rcds, tor that 
name alſo 1s given him by the German Antiqua- 
rics) was repreſented by the Image of an old 
man ſtanding baretoot on the prickled back of 
a Ruff; to denote ( favs Pcmarius ) the ſecurity 
of his Adorers in the moſt difficult undertakings. 
In his right hand he held a Bucker of water, 
{trow'd over with all ſorts of flowers and fruits; 
tacreby promting to ſend rain on the Earth tor 
the production ot ſuch flowers and truits. In 
his letr hand he carried a wheel ; the emblem 
of that unity and concord which all his wor- 
ſhippers were thereby adyis'd toembrace. Mech- 
tilde ( Daughter to the Emperor Henry, furnam'd 
the Fowler ) writ the whole Hiſtory of this Idol 
in a rich Silken Coat of Needlework; which ( in 
the late Civil wars of Germany) was taken by 
the Szedi/b General Bannier out of the Cathedral 
Church at Geſlar, and carried into Sweden.

and sky-colours, and with which the old Bri- 
tains, as Ceſar informs us, were us'd to paint 
themſelves. Near Sangerhauſen and Salfeld 
has ſometimes been dug up conſiderable quan- 
tiries of Copper and Silver Orc; and at Franc- 
kenhauſen, Saltzungen, and Sultza, they have fill 
rich Salt-pits. 

The chict Rivers of the Country are the Sala, 
Werra, Unſtrut, Hiera, Ilm, Leina, Schwertze, Wip- 
per, Helbe, Rahna, Helme, Loſſa, and Gieſel. Be- 
{ides theſe there are ſeveral great Lakes at the 
bottom of ſome of their Mountains ; the moit 
conſiderable of which arc the Weiſenſee and 
Schwanſee. 

The Bores of Thuringen arc a rough and un- 
hew'n ſort of pcople; downright Clowns; and 
ſo far ſtrangers to Courtſhip and breeding, that 
they arc with much difficulty brought acquainted 
with the common principles of humanity. They 
hardly admit of any manner of government 
or order among them; and are (poſlibly ) the 
only Germans that are uncivil to Travellers. 

The Thuringers upon their firſt appearance 1n 


theſe parts, ſubjected themſelves to a King of 


their own chuſing; and continucd in this eltate 
till their whole land was overrun and conquer'd 
by the Francks in the year 1522. In the days 
of the Emperor Charles the Great and his Fa- 
ther King Pepin ( who firſt roored out Paganiſm 
and planted Chrittanity in this Province ) the 
greatelt part of it was ſubject to the Archbiſhop 
of Mentz ; who govern'd it by ſcycral Deputics 
and Lieuccnants. By this means the Kingdom 
of Thuringen came to be divided 1nto a great 
many Counties and Baronics, or Lordthips, ſuch 
were the Counties of Schwartzburg, firchberg, Ke- 
ernburg, Schoneberg, Gleichen, Sangerbauſen, Gc. 
the Lordihips of Franckenſtein, Saltza, Heldrungen, 
Drefſert, Apolda, Vargila, &c. Alter the death ot 
the Emperor Gtho, Ludowic Count of Schoneberg 
got the Title of Count of Thuringen conterr'd 
on him by the Emperor C onrad II. and his Grand- 
child prevail'd with Lotharizs II. to change the 
Ticle of Count into Landtgrave. In this Line 
che honour continued till the death of Herman,

Erfurt ( the Metropolis of Thuringen, and one 
of the largeſt Cities in Germany ) is thought, by 
Bertius, and other learned Geographers, to have 
111d its name from Erfa, an old ruinous Caſtle 
ncar thirty Engliſh miles diſtant from the Town. 
| had rather bclieve its ancient name to have 
been Jerafurt ; which ſignifies no more then a 
Ferry over the River Ira, on the banks of which 
this City now ſtands. There are three Baronies 
and ſ:ventv-two fair Villages ſubject to the Citi- 
Zens of Erfurt ; ſo that the Country Rultics have 
ſome reaſon for that proverbial ſaying in ordi- 
nary uſe amongſt them; Erfurt is not a City, but 
a Country, When this great City ( which 1s a- 
bout as large as Coln, and as beautiful ) was 
fr(t built, 1s not cafily determin'd. Tis ccr- 
tain, that in the days of Boniface Archbiſhop of 
Mentz it was reckon'd an ancient City. For 
there 3s ill extant an Epiſtle written by that 
Prclate ro Pope Zachary ; wherein we mect with 
theſe words, Unam eſſe ſedem Epiſcopatus decrevi- 
mis in Caſtello quod dicitur Wurtzburg, & alte- 
ram in oppido quod nominatur Buriburg ( perhaps 
Nuriburg ), tertiam in loco qui dicitur Erphesfurt, 
qui ſuit olim Paganorum. The Town 1s ſituate 
11 a pleaſant and truitful plain, abundantly ſtock'd 
with all manner of grain, and affording great 
plenty of good Wine. Vaſt multitudes of the 
Citizens arc maintain'd by gathering and dref- 
ſing the Herb Woad before mention'd ; which 
grows 1n great abundance in molt fields near 
Erfurt. This and the other Commoditics of the 
Town ( Corn, Wine, Oc. ) are carried off at 
two great Fairs in the year; whereof one 1s 
held the week aftex Trinity Sunday, and the 
other at Martinmaſs. 

Weimar ( a ncat and well built Ciry, in the 
middle way betwixt Erfurt and Iena ) is thought 
to have been anciently call'd Weinmarcht, from 
the great quantities of Wine ſold daily at this 
Town. Ir 1s queſtionleſs a place of great an- 
tiquity ; ſince, as the old Chronicle of Thurin- 
gen witneſles, the Emperor Otho II. held a gene- 
ral Diet of all the Eſtates of the Empire in this 
City in the year 975. The only remarkable 
thing in the Town 1s the Landgrave's Palace; 
a regular and ſtately piece of building. 

The Cuy of Iena ( ſeated on the banks of 
the Sala, and famous for an Univeſity and great 
concourſe of learned men ) may juſtly be rec- 
kon'd the third in Thuringen, Some German Ety- 
mologiſts would have this Town as well as the 
tormer tech its name from the Grapes or Vine- 
yards about it. They tell us Fain ſignifies Wine 
in the Hebrew tongue ; and therefore too 'tis pro- 
bable, ſay they, that the Jews werefirſt founders 
of thus City. But this conjc&ture has as little of

probability in itas that fancy of ſome 91! 
endeavour to derive the name of this T 
the old Roman God anus, lince it: does ng;

The Town is art preſent Is 
compact picce and tolerably well fortified wid 
Walls and Turrets. The foundation of the TR 
verſity was firſt begun by John Frideric Ela. 
of Saxony ; who procured for it many _ 
and large priviledges from the Emperor Cj, 
the Fifth. But this good Prince never liy'; ” 
finiſh the work he had begun , bur, upon \. 
deathbed, commutted that charge to hi ho 
who got the foremention'd priviledges confirm; 
by the Emperor Ferdinandin the year 1558. Sine: 
that time there has never wanted a conliderahl 
number of eminent Profeſſors and learned mer 
in all Faculties in this Univerſity ; amor 
whom the great f. Lipſuus was ONE ; a man 
ſufficient of himſelt ( not to mention any 
his learned Collcgues ) to cternize the credir of 
the place. They have hcre a Library given them 
by ſome of the Dukes of Saxony, and daily aye. 
mented; but not fo conſiderable as to meri.a 
particular Deſcription. 

Gotha ( the fifth great Town in Thuringey,s, 
ſcated on the Leina ) is thought to have ben 6 
built by ſome of the old Gothic Troops on their 
march through this Country towards Italy; and 
by them to have had the name of Getha gijca 
it. However, 'tis certain, 1t was only a mean 
Village ( ſuch as might juſt ſerye tor the Tent 
of a company of hardy Soldicrs ) betoreVWillian 
Archbiſhop of Mentz wall'd it in the year 964, 
The whole trade of the Citizens 1s in ſowing, 
gathering, and drefling Woad. They have three 
ſorts of this herb ; the firſt of which they ſoy 
about Chriſtmas ; the next ( cal'd Summer 
Woad ) 1s ſown in the Spring, Summer, or 
Harveſt, and of this they have uſually thre: 
crops ; the third is not ſow'n at all, but grovs 
wild. Beſides the good quality of this Herb, 
it is reckon'd a very Soveraign Balſamic; and 
cures wounds, if taken in time, almoſt witha 
couch. It ſomething reſembles Plantain; bu 
ſhoots our a longer leat. The roots of it & 
ccedingly fatten and improve barren ground; 
and for that reaſon it has been of late years 
brought over intro England, with Clover-grab 
Cinque-foil, and other herbs of the like nature; 
and in many parts of this Kingdom ( partici 
larly in Northampronſbire) is now ſown Vl 
good ſucceſs.

But others trace its Antiqui- 

us much higher, and derive the name of Mars- 

feld trom Mannus T uiſco's Son, and Father of the 

Germans. And this fancy 1s back'd with the name 

of Aſcania, a neighbouring Town in the Princi- 

palcy of Anbaltz which, fav they, mult nceds 

have been fo call'd trom Aſcenas the Father of 
l, wiſco and the German Nation. 

This is one of the four Hercynian Countics ;

Many of 
Hubenſak's Countrymen are torward enough to 
ſecond him 1n the aflertion ; and Perrys Albinus 
(in his Chronicle. of the Mincs of Miſnia ) not 
qucltioning the truth of the flory, endeavours 
to lay down the true and natural reaſons of theſe 
appearances. And potlibly Nature has wrought 
no greater miracles in theſe then 1n other ttones 
daily found in many parts of our own Ifland. 
We may here, in one County, . meet with lively 
ourtraictures of Plants, Inſccts, Fiſhes, Birds, 
Beaſts ( nay and ſeveral parts of man's body ) 
delincared by Nature her fclt in the bodics of 
hard and flinty_flones.

baroſſa beſtow'd this County, in requital of the 
many ſignal ſervices done by him, both in the 
wars againſt the foremention d Duke Henry, and 
in the Holy Land. His grandchild Burchard, 
by a Son of the ſame name, was the firſt that 
aſam'd the Title of Count of Mansfeld ; about 
the year 1250. Since which time that Honour 
has been continucd down to ſeveral Pr.nces of 
the ſame!Line; who have nevertheleſs always 
paid ſome ſmall acknowledgment of Homage to 
the Electors of Saxony. Amongſt theſe Counts, 
the moſt eminent have been: 1. Walerad, Privy- 
Counſellor ro the Emperor Sigiſmund ; a faith- 
ful Servant to the Empire, and a notable Im- 
proyer of his own Eſtate. 2. Fobn George ; for 
ſome time Deputy-Governor of Saxony, under 
Duke Auguſtus. 3. Peter Erneſt, Govcrnor of 
Luxemburg under the Emperors Charles che Fifth 
and Philip the Second ; by both of whom he 
was loy'd in their wars with France, and 
againſt the Rebels in the Netherlands. 4. Albert, 
2 conſtant Friend to Martin Luther, and a faith- 
ful follower of John Frideric the depoſed Elector,; 
in whoſe quarrcl he loſt his Eſtate, and was 
forc'd to retire to Magdeburg ; which City was 
aftcrwards by him bravely defended againſt the 
Emperor's forces. 5. Erneſt ( Grandchild to 
the foremention'd Albert, by lis Son Fohn ) fa- 
mous for his couragious and gallant behaviour 
in managing and carrying on the war againſt 
the Emperor Ferdinand the ſecond; in behalf of 
Frideric Prince Elector Palatine of the Rhine, and 
the States of Bohemia. At this day*the Fanuly 
of the Counts of Mansfe/d is branch'd out into 
four or five diſtin&t Houſes; which divifion has 
render'd them much more mconſiderable then 
formerly they have been. 

The Metropolis of this County, and chick 
place of reſidence of the Counts Regent is Eiſle- 
ben ; which has its name ( as well as Eyſenach, 
Eiſsfeld, Eyſenberg,and other neighbouring Towns)

John Forſter ( a Profcſſor of Divinity at iter 
berg, and Superintendant of the Church xt biſ 
ben ) tells us, that there hapned a gre fr: s 
this City 1n the year 1601, wherein the Coun 
Palace, and 250 Citizens-Houſes periſh'd; by 
yet 'twas obſerved, that the Church whercinthi 
bleſſed Saint Luther ( as he calls him ) was Chrif. 
ned, the houſe wherein he was born, and ans 
ther in which he dyed, were fav'd from th: 
flames ; tho all about them were laid in ke; 
But however, this great man's ſantity (thoable 
it ſeems, to protect whole Houſes from the rape 
and violence of the flames ) was not ſufficient 
to ſecure his monument from the fury of the 
Imperialiſts ; who, in the late Civil wars of Ge 
many, broke down his Image, and defaced the 
Inſcription above mention'd. 

The old and ruinous City of Mansfeld (which y, 
gives name to the County ) lies about five Em: 
liſh mules from Eiſleben. It is defended by 1 
ſtrong Caſtle on the top of an hugh hull; which 
for many years had laid deſolate, but was tr 
pair'd and fortified in the year 1547. 

Wippra, Arnſtein, Cuernfurt, with ſome others 
are remarkable tor nothing elſe but giving nams 
to ſo many petty Counties ; into whuch the 
the whole County of Mansfel/d ( to provide Ti 
tles for its many Earls ) 1s uſually diyided.

grown power. of Henry the Lion was grown ſo 
tormudable as to oblige the Emperor to depoſe 
him, and to divide his Territories amongſt the 
neighbouring Princes ( many of whom, by their 
good ſcryices, had deſerved large recompenſes 
at his hands) the Dukedoms of Brunſwic and 
Luneburg were the only Dominions continued 
to the poſterity of the depoſed Prince. The 
lower parts of Weſtphalia were ſeized on by the 
Archbiſhop of Cor; and another part of it 
(above the Weſer) tell into the hands of the 
Biſhop of Paderbourn ; and a third was given to 
Herman Landgrave of Thuringen. The Princes 
of Anhalt and Counts of Mansfeld were made 
Maſters of another portion of this large Duke- 
dom; and ſeveral of the Hans-Towns were made 
Imperial, and ſubjected to a Government of 
their own. By this means there was nothing 
left to be ſetled upon Bernhard Prince of Anhalt 
(whomthe Emperor FridericBarbarcſa had created 
Duke Ele&or in the room of Henry the Lion ) 
but the Territories betwixt the Sala and the 
Elb ; and ſome of that too ( as the City of Wit- 
t-nberg ) was bcforc aſlign'd him by the Em- 
peror Conrad the third. However, 'twas order'd 
that theſe narrow Dominions ſhould have the 
name of O0ber-Sax, or the Upper Saxony, given 
chem; and that Wittenberg ſhould trom thence 
forward be the Electoral City. | 

The Country is tolerably well provided tor 
with all manner of grain; but comes far ſhort 
of itsneighbouring Provinces, Miſnia and 7 hurin- 
gen. Tho the Hills here aftord forme Mines of 
Syer and other kind of Metals ; yet the Coun- 
try will ſcarce ycild ſo much Wood as 1s ſufh- 
cient to cleanſe, and purihie 1t- I 

The inhabitants of chis Country are ſtill ſtrict 
obſervers of the ancient Municipal Laws of ther 
Heathen Anceſtors; which were look'd upon by 
the Emperor Charles the Great as fo agreeable 
:o the dictates of right reaſon, that he ſaw no 


neceſſicy of abrogating theſe upon lis introdu- 


-1o of Chriſtianity, and the obſcrvation of Goſ- 
dl prevepts. The choicelt of theſe old Statutes 
*re collected into two Bodics or Digelts; where- 
of the one is call'd Der Sachſen-Spiegel, or Spe- 
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Witten- 
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rulum Saxonicum ; the other ( which is only an 
abſtract of the former ) das Sachſiſche Weichbild. 
The Sachſen-Spiegel was at firſt (like Zuſtinian's 
Inſtirutes) collected by a Germaz Nobleman, 
Eche von Repkau, out of a great many old Re- 
cords and Laws publiſh'd in the days of Super- 
{tition and Idolatry. It contains 1n it three Books, 
whereof the firſt conſiſts of 71 Articles , the fe- 
cond of 72, and the third of 91. This ( with 
a Gloſſary annex'd, explaining all the difficulr 
and antiguated Law-terms in it ) was firſt pub- 
lih'd-by one Burchard Lord of Mangelfeld ; but 
a more accurate Edition was afterwards {ct out 
in P.ciat by C. Zobelius, at Leipfick, in the year 
1569. Das Weichbild, or Wickbild, fgnifies pro- 
perly the Cities Image or Statute and how ap- 
plicable this name 15 to a draught or model of 
Stite-Government ( ſuch as 1s contain'd 1n this 
Book) let the Reader judg. There are feve- 
ral Editions of this Code ; which contains only 
137 choice Articles out of the Sachſen-Spiegel, 
with ſome notable obſervations thereupon, 

Wittenbers, as we have ſaid, was once an Elc- 
oral City ; and 1s ſtill reckond the Metropo- 
lis of the Upper Saxony. Some Etymologitts terch 
its name from King IWittekind, whom they make 
the firit Founder of this City ; others will have 
it fignifice no more then'a white Rock; ſuch as 
may be ordinarily met with 1n the Vicenage, 
and upon which they 1magine the Town to be 
built. And, from this later conceit, the Stu- 
dents in this City uſually write its name in Latin 
Leucoris. The Umverfity was tounded ( after 
a long deliberation of ſeveral Electors from the 
year-1399 ) by Duke Frideric , ſurnamed the 
White, 1n the year 1502. There are 1n 1t at preſent 
three Colleges; whereof the cldeſt is appointed 
for diſputations in Phyſicks and other Arts; the 
new one, for Divines; and the third for Law- 
yers. Wittenberg has no great reaſon to brag of 
any eminent Scholars, which of late it has pro- 
duced. Abraham Calovius has indeed ſcribled 
over a great deal of paper; but to little pur- 
poſe. Another of their Profeſſors ( 7 eutſchman- 
nus) has taken vaſt pains to run down the Cal- 
viniſts, and eſtabliſh the DoEtrines of Luther : 
but both his anſwers and arguments are ſo con- 
tempubly weak and filly, that the reading over 
his Book may probably confirm his Adycrfary, 
but 1s 1n. no danger of confuting him. The 
Town 1s only one long ſtreet, and has little or 
nothing in 1t obſervable; ſo that the account 
which one gave waggiſhly of it, may poflibly 
be perucnt enough, wiz.

-- Halle ( tho a dependant on the Archbiſhop- 
ric or Dukedom of Magdeburg ; and, for that 
reaſon, now ſubject to the Elector of Branden- 
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burg) may juſtly be referr'd to this place. 
berg Gage on the banks of the Sala vita 
the precincts of thoſe Territories which _ 
compriſed at firſt under the general nam« o 
the Upper Saxony. It 1s thoughe to borroy ; 
name from the Greek word A or "Ads, Fry 
from the abundance of Salt-pits in this place 
But this 1s only Goropius Becanzs's fancy and 
therefore I ſhall not preſs it too hard upon the 
Reader. Theſe Pits were firſt diſcover'd by th. 
Hermunduri, a branch of the Suevian Nation 
ſome years before the coming of our Saviour. 
and by them valued at as high a rate as if they 
had been ſo many Mines of Gold. Of whatyz. 
luc they are now a days may eaſily be compu. 
ted from the weekly toll paid out of themto the 
Adminiſtracor of Magdeburg ; which ordinarily 
amounts to five or {1x hundred Crowns. The 
Town is neatly built; on the fide of a pleaſar 
hill, cover'd with Vines. The inhabitants are 
4 gentile ſort of people ; and by ſome fancied 
to be greater maſters of the High Dutch tongue 
then the Citizens of Leipſick, This City js uſu. 
ally call'd Halla Saxonum, to diſtinguilh it from 
ſome others of the ſame name in Schwaben, Bra. 
bant, &c. and not ( as Bertizs and Mercator would 
have 1t) becauſe*tis the Metropolis of the Lower 
Saxony. For tho ( as Albinus rightly obſerve) 
che ancient Geographers have been accuſtom'd 
to reckon her among the Cities of the Lower 
Saxony ; yet her {ituation, together with thelan- 
guage and manners of her inhabitants, declare 
her rather Miſnian or High Saxon: 

To theſe we may add Czedlinburg, a ſmall Led 
City betwixt Halberftad and Ermeſleben. For, 
altho this Town be indeed ſituated within the 
Circle of the Lower Saxony ; yet of late years 
the German Geographers have becn pleaſed to 
reckon 1t a part of the Upper, as being ſubject 
to the Ele&tor. Twas formerly guarded by a 
Caſtle on the top of an adjoining hill; which 
Is now demoliſh'd. From this Caſtle the Town 
got the name of Lxedlinburg ; whuch 1s a word 
of the ſame importance as Scarborough 1n Engli. 
For 2zaddelen (in the Diale&t of the Lower 
Saxons ) (ignifies marks or ſcars got by blows 
or {laſhes on the face or other parts of the body. 
At this day 'tis remarkable for nothing but a 
Lutheran Nunnery ; the Abbeſs whereof ( who 
is always either a Princeſs of the blood of Saxony, 
or a Counteſs at leaſt ) is Lady Paramount of 
che whole City, and the Territories thereto bc- 
longing. It was once a Hans-Town ; but upon 
a rebellion of the Citizens againſt cheir Abves 
in the year 1475, that an 8 was loſt, and 
the City enſlaved ( rather then ſubjected ) to 
the Ele&or of Saxony. 

For a Catalogue of the Elefors of Saxm, 
we refer the Reader to the following Delcrp; 
tion of Dreſden in Miſnia ; where their uſu 
Reſidence is now kept.

Der Ertzgeber- 
giſche Creyſs, a Mountainous Countrey ; whercin 
arc comprechended the Mine-Towns of Friberg, 
Alteberg on the Moeelitz, Auguſtus-burg, Annenberg, 
Murjenberg, with ſome others. 
Leipfick 5; which ( bclides the depenances on 
that rich City ) compriſes the Countics of Roch- 
litz, Waldbeim, and Gerinpſwald; with ſome other 
PIACeS Of note. 4. Voitlandia ; which was for- 
merly reckon'd a diſtinct Principalicy of 1t fclt, 
a1s now accounted by all a part of Miſnia. 
belides rite Provinces, there arc 11 this Mar- 
quiate three Biſhopricks.

, INC Plains of Miſnia are wonderfully fruitful 
n all manncr of grain ; and the Hills as well 
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ſtored with the riche't Metals. In ſome places 
( eſpecially on the banks of the E/b, near Dreſ- 
den and Meiſſen ) you may meet with large Vine- 
vards; but their Wine 1s none of the beſt. Ar 
Libenau, Pcſſern, Teuditz,, and ſome other places 
in the Biſhoprick of Mersburg, there have been 
formerly Salt-pits ; but theſe were ſo infimutely out- 
done bv thoſe at Halle betore mention'd, that the 
Salrers were torc'd at laſt to relinquiſh the trade 
as an employment which would by no means 
quit labour and coſt. The whole Land is ſut- 
hcicntly furniſh'd with Wood ; and in molt places 
the Foreſts afford good ſtore of Veniſon ; tho 
only the Woods near 7ſchopau ſhelter Bears. 

The chiet Rivers in this Province are the El, 
Mulda, Pleiſs, white and black Elfter. The leſſer 
arc : Moglitz, Weiſeritz, Flobe, Meiſſe, &c. All 
which attord plenty ot all manner ot treſh water 
fiih ; eſpecially Carp, which are as numerous 
and large here as un any part of Europe. 

'Tis agreed by moſt Hiſtorians, that the Miſc 
nians had their original from the My/i, a people 
of aſia; of whom Cicero (1n his Oration pro 
Flacco )) gives this character, that they were a 
people ſo contcempubly mean, that to call a man 
Myſorum ultimus was the moſt opprodious lan- 
guage you could give hum. However, the mo- 
dern Myſt, or Myſnii, have no pare in this cha- 
racter, being a people of a ſingularly courte- 
ous and aftable behaviour. Nor arc they leſs 
commendable tor their delicate ſhape and neat- 
ncfs in clothes; whence the Germans have a pro- 
verb ( Meiſner Gleiſsner ), intimating, that a 
Miſnian makes the greatelt ſhew of any German, 
Albinus commends them highly tor chaſtity ; 
and probably che ſeverity of their Saxon Law 
( which puniſhes Adultery with death ) may be 
one grand inducement to the practiſe of this 
Vcrtue.

&RESDEN. The uſual Scat of 
$ the Elector ; a neat and well 
$ fortified City on the River Eb, 
I which rans thro the mid(t of it, 
dividing the old Town from the 
5 5 the new. A Town which ( as 
'tis probably guels'd ) had its name from the 
three Lakes ( on den dreyen Seen ) not far from 
it; which ctymology of the word ſeems the 
more rational, for that ( as its ancient Records 
reſtific ) the name of this City was formerly 
written Dreſen. The new City (in which ſtands 
the Elector's Palace ) is the much more beau- 
riful of the two, and better fortified ; a place 
perhaps as well worth a curious Traveller's view 
as any Town 1n Germany: : | | 
Not to mention the Stone-bridge,which umtes 
the two Towns, and for its largeneſs and length 
( conſiſting of ſcyenteen fair Arches) 1s reckon'd 
one of the wonders of Germany; nor other no- 
table pieces of Architecture in and about the 
Duke's Palace; that which moſt delights a ſtran- 
gers &yc is the Eletor's Kunſt-Kamer, or Cham- 
ber of rarities, in which arc to be ſcen a vaſt com- 
pany of the wonders of Art and Nature. I had 
preſented me by one ofthe late Elector's Courtiers 
a perfe&t Catalogue of all the rarities in this ad- 
murable Repoſitory : but that being too large 
to inſert in this place, I ſhall only at preſent 
give the Reader a ſhort view of the choiceſt of 
them, in the words of the ingenuous and learned 
Dr. Edw. Brown, in the account he has publiſh'd 
of his Travels in Germany A.D. 1668.

deſcriptions given of them by ſome of our Ro. 
mantic Ergliſb Hiſtorians. I ſhall not trowly1. 
the Reader with an hiſtorical account of the lit 
and death of cach particular Ele&tor. We hy: 
already given a Catalogue of the Dukesof Szx;, 
down as far as Henry the Lion, in the defcriprion 
of thoſe Territories which are now ſubject to 
the Dukes of Brunſwic and Luneburg, Upon the 
depoſing of that Prince by the Emperor Frider;, 
Barbaroſſa , Bernhard Prince of Anhalt ( Sqn of 
Albert Marquiſe of Brandenburg) was made Ele. 
ctor ; and was ſucceeded by, 2. Albert his $0. 
from whom the Dukes of Lawenburg dcrive their 
pedigree. After him came 3. Albert the {- 
cond, Son of his predeceſſor. 4. Rodolph I. Al. 
bert the ſecond's Son. 5. Rodolph II. Son of Rodolph 
the firſt. 6. Wince/laus, Son of Rodolph the 
cond. 7. Rodolph IT. Son of Winceſlaus. 8, Al. 
bert III. Son of Rodolph the third ; thelaſt Duke 
and Elector of Saxony of that Family, Upon 
the failure of this Line (and the neglect of the 
Princes of Lawenburg to lay chim to the Eletto- 
rate) Frideric, Landgrave of Thuringen and Mar- 
quiſe of Miſnia, was created Dulc of Saxony 
and Eleftor by the Emperor Sigiſmund. I; 
which means the Title return'd again to the 
Fanuly of Wittikind King of the ancient Saxons; 
from which it had been alienated for the ſpace 
of two hundred years. From this Frideric is 
derived the ſucceſſion of the preſent Elcctors, 
down to this day, in the following order:

«ciye him, whenſoever he ſhall attack this 
Country. 

Anſwerable to theſe vaſt revenues 15 the pomp 
and fplendour of his Court; his Attendants be- 
ing uſually more numerous then the Trains of 
2ny of bis neighbour-Princcs. 'T1s reported, that 
1n the Elector Chriſtian the ſecond's Court, at 
thefame time, three Dukes, as many Earls, and 
five Barons ( of foreign Nations, beſides a great 
number of the Nobility of Jis own Country ) 
were Penſioners to that Prince. Nor have the 
two late Electors abated much of this ſtate and 
randeur. Witneſs the Funcral of John George 
the firſt, in the year 1657, at which were twenty- 
four Horſes of State cover'd with black, and 
tie Electoral Eſchurcheon wrought thereon, 
each of them being led by two Gentlemen; 
ter which tollow'd three thouſand five hun- 
aired perfons in mourning. 

The Court of Saxony has been always more 
ronded with exccflive 1ntemperance in drinking 
kn any other Prince's Palace in Germany. Nor

| Near this place was the chief ſeat of the lite 
civil wars of Germany: 1{omuch that this Town 
was five ſeveral times beticged and taken in the 
ſpace of two ycars. Ar the Jall *twas taken by 
the Imperialitts on the 12h of Auguſt 1623. but 
reitored upon the ratification of the Treaty of 
peace betwixt the Emperour and Elector of 
Saxony, f1gn'd at Prague A. D. 1635. 

At thus day 'tis famous for ( b<{ides the purity 
of the high Dutch tongue; which is thought to 
flouriſh here in a more refin'd {train then in any 
other part of Miſnia, and conſequently of Ger- 
many) the three things following: 1. The 
great Trafhc and concourſe of Merchants from 
all places of note in Exrepe; efpccially dureing 
the three fairs which arc here kept yearly, at 
Chriſtmas, Eaſter and Michaclmas. 2. The 
high Court of Judicature: bclore which the Ele- 
ctor himſclt is bound to appear upon ſummons. 
The manner of proceding 11 this Court is at large 
deliver'd by Zobelizs in his book cntituled Diſſe- 
rentie Juris Saxonici @ Civilisz and by the Au- 
thor of the Chronicon Lipfienſe, written not ma- 
ny years fincc in High-Dutch. 3. The Univerſt- 
ty; which was founded hcre A. D. 1408 upon 
tic quarrel betwixt the Hufſires and Papiſts at 
Prague, whereby the former were forced to leave 
the town and to ſettle t)icmſclves at Leipigz to 
which City two thouſand of them are ſaid to 
have flock'd in one day. There are 1n1t ac this 
day four Colleges and twenrv tour public pro- 
tcllors: amongit whom the chuct protcflor of 
Divinity 1s Dr. Jchz Adam Schertzer, a perſon of 
wondertul humanity and as great learning. The 
ſeveral books he has publiſh'd ( eſpecially his Col- 
legium Anti-ſocinianurt 4 whercin he has bravely 
confutcd thoſe knotty arguments of the Craco- 
vian party, which tew ot his Countreymen be- 
fore him were able to underitand ) ſufficiently 
demonſtrate to the world the quickneſs of his 
parts and ſoundncls of his judgemen?. His Scho- 
lar f. Carpzovius (ſon to the tamous lawycr of 
that name, who was formcrlv protcſlor im this 
Univerſity) has got himfclt great credit by his 
Skill in the Eaſtern languagcs and this apprehen- 
five quickneſs in unfolding the mylteries of thc 
antient and modern Jewiſh Rabbies : the greateſt 
part of which accompliſhment he had ( as him- 
ſelf conteſles) trom the good Inſtructions of his 
Maſter Schertzer. Beſides theſe old Mr. / homa- 
frus ( Schoolwaſtcr near Sr. Nichelas's) 1s look'd 
upon as a man ſingularly well skill'd in all man- 
ncr of plulological writings 

Amongft the old Manuſcripts in their Library 
(which amount co ſome thouſands; but arc on” 
ly the deſpicable plunder of a few demolith'd 
Monaſterics) the oncly rarity 1s 7 zerzes s Greek 
Commentary upon Homer's Iliads : a book per- 
haps hardly to be mer with cl{where, and writ- 
ten in a fair and legible character. 

IL EREYBERG. A famous and pleaſant 
Minc-Town not far from the bank of the River 
Mulda. The Citizens have fo grand a conceit 
of the delicacy of this Town's fituarion, that this 
is an ordinary proverb amongit them, IWere I 
Lord of Leipfic, 1 would ſpend my Income at Frev- 
berg It derives 1ts name from the rich hulls 
upon whuch Us ſcaccd :

In St. Peter's Church at Freylcrs 1s the uſual bu- 
rring place of the Electors, many whercot Iy

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here entomb'd in fair Monuments ; eſpccially 
Fletor Maurice, whoſe Monument of black 
Marble is rais'd three piles high, and adorn'd 
with many rich ftatucs in Alabaſter and white 
Marble. This is reckoned one of the nobleſt, 
and perhaps may pals for the very beſt, of its 
kind in Germany. When this City was ſurren- 
{red into the hands of the Duke of Friedland's Sol- 
diers in the vear 1632, the ElcCtor of Saxony paid 
3000 Ricx-dollars to ſave theſe Sepulchers of 
his Fathers from being ranſack'd and detac'd. 
And this large ſum was the more willingly given 
becauſe 'tisthe faſhion to bury the German Princes 
in their Robes and Enfigns of Honour, Rings, 
Jewels, &c. which would have been rich plun- 
der for the Soldiers, if not compounded for. 

The Mines are ſaid to have bcen found out 
accidentally in the year 1180, by a fellow car- 
rying Salt ; who in a Cart-road firſt diſcover'd 
a picce of Ore, which was found to be as rich 
in Silver as the beſt in Germany. Since that time 
the multitudes of Miners who have ſwarm'd ht- 
ther, have made ſo great progreſs in their work 
as to undermine the whole Town ; which ſtands 
( at leaſt the greateſt part of it) upon Vaults 
and Caverns. Beſides theſe Mines within the 
walls, there are a great many more within a 
mile or two of the City ; the moſt remarkable 
of which is that on the top of the high hill ( Auff 
dem hobem berg ) ; which 1s above ſeventy ſeven 
of their fathoms in depth. Now each of theſe 
fathoms contains twelve of their Ells, three of 
which make an Engliſh fathom ſo that this Mine 
is ( in all probability ) the deepelt in Europe. 

The Miners have a peculiar habit of their 
own, which cannot ſo well be deſcrib'd as repre- 
ſented, in a figure, to the cyc. 

They dig ſeveral ſorts of Metals and Mine- 
rals out of theſe Mines; tho the only thing they 
labour for, is Silver. One of the Overſcers of 
theſe Mines gave me thirty-two ſeveral kinds of 
Ore; all of which would yeild ſome Silver, but 
iN a proportion different from the reſt. The 
molt ordinary ſorts of Ore contain cither Silver 
and Copper, Silver and Lead, or all three; but 
the Lead and Copper are not much regarded. 
They have here great quantity of Sulpher or 
Brimſtone Ore ; which 1s hard and ſtony, and 
uſually ſpeckled ( which the Miners look upon 
as a {1gn of the richeſt Ore ) with red ſpots. Some 
of this Ore contains Silver, ſome Copper, and 
ſome both ; but in a ſmall and inconſiderable 
proportioa. An hundred weight of Ore yeilds 
commonly three pounds and an half of Sulphur; 
which runs out of a Furnace ( made for that 
purpoſe ) into water, and 1s afterwards melted 
over again and purified. The rcl1ques of the 
Orc, out of which the Silver is already melted, 
ſcrycs for two uſcs : firſt, to melt down dlver ; 
which, when too hard, it makes fluid. Bur the 
more conlideral uſc of it, is in the making of 
Vitriol or Copperas, after this manner : They 
burn the Brimſtone-Orc again, and then, put- 
ung it mto a large Fat, pour water thereon; 
which having ſtood a competent while, is boil'd 
to a conliderable height, and then let out into 
Coolers. In theſe there are a great many ſticks 
{cr up (as in the making of Sugar Candy ), to 
which the pureſt Vitriol cleaves; as the worſe 
Ta does to the ſides and bottoms of the Veſ. 

They have ſcveral ways of diſcoverj Incs: 
the chick of which is wich the ena oj Aung 
uſe whereof ſome of them look Up9N as a Piccc 
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of Conjuration, rather then an experime;, 
from the principles of Natural Philoſop 
a forked picce of Hazel ; the two horns 
the diſcoverer holds in his hands, with 
upright.

Sometimes they meet with damps in the be 
Mines ; which are always dangerous, and 
prove mortal to the labourers. Bur the ond 
inconvenience, and which conſtantly attend 
their labour, 1s the duſt ; which grates upon 
and frets their Skins, Lungs, and Stomachs, any 
roo often ſhortens their days, by bringing then 
into 1rrecoverable Conſumptions. To fear 
chemſclves againſt theſe two evils, they ſome. 
times uſe large Vizards with glaſs-cyes ; unde 
which they have room enough to breath fo 
ſome conſiderable while. 

Ar Freyberg there 1s a yearly Coinage of Rict 
dollars, and other money ; which is moſt com. 
monly true ſterling, and look'd upon generaly 
as the beſt Caſh in Germany. For wheres the 
Emperor's Coin 1s uſually a baſe and mixt mer. 
tal ; the Elector's is pure and true Silyer, cur- 
rant 1n all parts of the Empire. 

IV. ME1SSEN. Once the Metropolis and 
chief City in this Marquiſate ; but at this time 
ſo inconſiderable, as that it hardly merits the 
fourth place in this Catalogue. Ic has its name 
from the River Meiſe; on the banks of which 
'is ſeated, Before the: Civil Wars of Gernay, 
'twas famous for a great wooden Bridge crok 
the Elb near this place; which Dreſer is pleasd 
to call the brayeſt ſight of its kind in German; 
and Bertius yentures to name it the wonder of 
Europe. But ſome of the unruly Soldiers robd 
the Town of this piece of credit; and it hus 
now nothing to brag of, but the Electors It 
lace, which would be fit enough to entertaina 
Prince if it ſtood at Dreſden, or any ſuch pic 
ſant part of Miſnia. 

V. MERSEBU RG. Formerly a Biſhop's St, 
but now uſually affign'd as a portion to ſom 
of the Elector's younger Brother's; and upon 
that account enjoy'd by Duke Chriſtian, youls: 
«lt Brother to the late Elector of Saxony. Some 
Antiquaries affirm, that in this place ſtood tot 
merly the famous Saxon Idol Irmenſewl ( of 
which the Reader has alrcady had an account) 
which they take rg be the ſame with Mars among 
the Romans z and thence conclude the true 
mology of the word to be Marsbarg, or the Ci 
of the God Mats.

The Chief Cities in LUSATIA. 


2A iuTZEN, Or Budiſſina, Seatcd on the 
224 River Spree ; and firſt built by a Bohe- 
/UEB mian Duke of this name , about the 
year 800. In the year 1634 this City 
was ſo warmly beſieged by the the Elector of 
Saxony's forces, that the Emperor's Soldicrs ( who 
kept the Town ) were forc'd to fire the Suburbs, 
for fear of ſheltering the Enemy. Thus fire was 
unhappily driven over, by a ſtrong wind, into 
che City; and in a few hours laid 1t 1n aſhes. In 
this miſerable condition ( having nothing (tand- 
ing but the walls and Caſtle) it was ſoon atter 
ſurrender'd by the Imperialiſts. But not long 
after, eyen the ſmall remainders of this large 
Town were demoliſh'd by ſome of the Swediſh 
Generals. Since which time it has not been able 
to recoyer its glory ; but is ſtill ſomething inte- 
rior tO 
IL. GoRLITzZ. Which City, ſeated on the 
Weltern banks of the River Neiſe, 1s ſaid to have 
been built and fortified by Boleſlaus III. Dukeof 
Poland ; who died in the year 1139. Others fay, 
'twas founded by Duke Sobie/laus about the year 
1131, However all agree in this, that after 1ts 
firlt foundation 'twas burnt down to the ground, 
and that thence it got the name of Gorlitz ; 
which in the Slawvonian language ( as well as 
Brandſtat in the High Dutch, a name given 1t by 
moſt Germans ) ſignifies a burnt City. For Gorlitz 
is a corruption of 7 zſchorlitz,, the ancient name 
of this Town; and that of Iſchorelik. There are at 
preſent ſeveral neat Churches in the Town; and 
a great many ſtately dwelling houſes. The chief 
trade of the Citizens is in Beer-brewing , and 
making, colouring, and dreſſing ſeveral ſorts of 
Linnen ( and ſome Woollen) Cloth. 
ZITTAU, or Sittau; which ſome will have 
to {1gnific as much as Syſe aw; and to have had 
Its name from the freſh and ſweet waters on 
which *tis ſeated. But we need enquire no fur- 
ther after the etymology of the word, if what 
Dreſſer reports be true, that on a Graye-ſtone in 
this City was to be ſcen in his time the follow- 
ing Inſcription : Anno Chriſti 1021, Idibus Fulii, 
obiit pia © illuſtris Femina Zittavia, Chriſtianiſſimo 
Principi Manfredo nupta, fundatrix & dotatrix hu- 
Jus oppidi, de ejuſdem nomine difi.

V. LuBEN on the Spree; the chic Town 
in the Lower Luſatia. In this place the EleQg; 
of Saxony has a Palace z in which ( ſometimes 
in a progreſs tor pleaſure) he keeps his reſidence 
for ſome ſhort while. What altcrations were 
here in the late Civil wars of Germany, may per. 
haps be remembred by ſome of the ancient Bur. 
gers of the Town ; bur 15 not, I think, recorded 
by any Hiſtorian of note. 

VI GuBEN. A well fortified little Town; 
in the Lower Laſatia ; ſeated on the River Neiſe, 
which contributes very much to its ſtrength and 
ſecurity. In the year 1631, immedaately after 
the great battel of Leipfick, the Imperialiſts fl 
in upon this City and took 1t ; but towards the 
laterend of 0fober were driven out again by Mar- 
quiſe Hamilton ( at that time a Commander in 
the Swediſh Army), who coming ſuddenly upon 
chem, put the greateſt part of them to the Sword, 
and routed the reſt. But the poor Citizens were 
harder put to it in the year 1642, when the 
Swediſh General Stallhanſs lay bctore it tor 
three weeks together, and the poor belicged 
Saxons lay block'd up, and deſtitute of all 
manner of proviſions and ammunition, being 
at laſt forc'd to ſurrender themſelves upon wiat 
terms their mercileſs enemics would propoſe to 
them.

Within the compaſs of that vaſt Tract of 
Land which now 1s comprehended under the 
common name of Srle/ta were contain'd anc1- 
entlya great number of "cople of dittercnt names 
and government. Pirckheimer tells us, that the 
Country about Breſslaw was inhabited by the 
Futiouri, the Principality of Sagan by the Batini; 
the Dukedom ot Yppeler: by the Sidones, and that 
ot [e/:hen by the C oani., To theic Simon Grisbe- 
as adds ſeveral others in the following diltich :

of this Pliny calls the Oder ( the cluct River 
War Riv ountry ) Guttalzs ; and others think 
Wraps 2 which has now the name of che Spree, 
7 UC ancicnts named Suevus.

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ſome Geographers ( not improbably) have con- 
cluded, that firſt the Goths, and atterwards the 
Suevi, or Swabes, were tormerly inhabitants of 
theſe parts. 

Thar Sileſta was a part of the Poliſh Domi- 
mons 1n the days of their tirit Prince Lechus ( or 
at leait a good large ſhare ot it, down as tar as 
the banks of the River 0der ) ſeems probable 
enough trom the rteftimomes of Adam Bremenſis 
and Helmoldas ; the tormer whercot begins the 
Pcliſh Nation trom the Eaſtern banks of that 
River. whuch the later makes the urmoit bounds 
( Eaitward) of his Slavz, However 'tis as ma- 
nitelt, that the ancient Princes of Germany often 
invaded tins Land ; and probable cnough, that 
'twasſomctimes tributary tothem. Betore Charles 
the Great's days we have but little ot Hiſtory 
( concerning theſe parts of the world ) which 
we may rely on. But Curexs proves to us, that 
this Emperor ( amongſt many other Jus noble 
exploits ) ſubjected Sileſia to himſelt. And Egin- 
hard means the ſame thing, when he tells us, that 
Charles the Great overran the whole Country 
betwixt the Rhine and the Viſtula; where by the 
Viſtula, *tis evident, he underitands the firlt ori- 
g1nal ſource or head ot that River. Atrer Charles 
the Grear's days we have yct clearer tettimonies 
of rhe Sileſtans paying homage to the Germans. 
Adam Bremen/is ( an Hittorian of unqueitionable 
authority ) ſpeaking of the Emperor Ludowic 
the. Godlr, ſays, 1pſe Boemanos, Sarabos, Suſos 
( where, by the way, weare tO rake notice, that 
inſtcad of Sile/ſii ſome of the ancient writers have 
Slefii, others Slizſu, many Sileuctt, and not a few 
Suſi ), & ceteros Slavorum populos ita perdomuit 
ut tributarics efſiceret. | Whence It appears, char 
they quickly threw of Charles the Great's yoke; 
4s they did, not long atterwards, his Son's too.

punctual 1n alledging theſe Authorities, becauſe 
| find the Poliſh writers obſtinately deny, that 
the Silefians had 1n theſe days any other Lords 
hen the Princes of Poland. Only Vincentius Kad- 
Jubbo, in the ſecond Book of his Poliſh Chroni- 
cle, ſeems to allow of the foremention'd German 
Relations, when he favs, that Boleſlaus I. annex'd 
Seleucia, Pruſſia, Ruſſia, Moravia, and Bohemia 
to the Territorics of his predeceſſors ; which 
intimates thus much, that formerly Seleucia, or 
Sileſia, was under the dominion of ſome other 
Prince. In the year 1042, the Emperor Henry III. 
gave a grant of Sileſia to Bretiflaus Duke of 
Bohemia ; who reſign'd it up to the Polanders, 
on condition they ſhould for cyer pay out of it 
a yearly tribute to the Princes of Bohemia. Afrter- 
terwards Henry IV. (at a Diet held at Mentz 
A. D. 1086) gave power to Uratiſlaus King of 
Bohemia to invade Sileſta, Luſatia, and the whole 
Kingdom of Poland, and to ſubject them to his 
own Government ; as 1s teſtified by Coſmas Pra- 
genſis, who was himſelt preſent at the Dict. This 
Cromer cannot deny ; but only, in the height of 
his paſſion, aſſerts, that*neither the Emperor 
Henry nor King Uratiſlaus had ever any thing 
to do with a foot of Land in any of theſe Ter- 
ritories. This Aſſignment of Sileſta occaſton'd 
wars betwixt the Bohemians and Polanders ; the 
later whereof we have reaſon to believe were 
Conquerors, fince we read, that the Seſrans 
remain'd til] ſubject to Boleſlaus III. King of Po- 
land. This King's Son ( Uladi/laus II. ) being ba- 
niſh'd by his Brothers, whom hs Father had left 
Coheirs with him of the Kingdom, out of Po- 
land, fled to the Emperor Conrad III. whoſe Suc- 
celor, Frideric I. forced King Boleſlaus IV. to 
relign all Silefta to this exil'd Brother and his 
Heirs for ever. Uladiſlaus left behind him 
three Sons, Boleſlaus, Mieczi/laus, and Conrad ; 
who were joint-Dukes of Sileſia, but paid ſome 
ſmall homage and acknowledgment to the Kings 
of Poland. The flocking in of the Germans into 
Sileſia with Uladiſlaus and his Sons, and their 
ſcthng themſelves 1n this Dukedom, bred a great 
deal of bad blood betwixt this Nation and the 
Polanders. Infomuch that the Kings of Poland 
would fſc|ldom call any of the Dukes of Sileſia 
to the General Aſſemblics or the Princes and 
Nobility of that Kingdom; nor were they ever 
admitted to ſuccecd to the Crown, tho ( before 
the Kingdom came to be Elective ) they had 
often the juſteſt Title to it. 

John King of Bohemia, and Son to the Empe- 
ror Henry VII. was a zealous promoter of theſe 
diſlentions; managing them fo well to his own 
advantage, that at laſt he became Lord of Sileſia, 
by an agreement made with Caſtmir the Great 
King of Poland. However, by this Treaty the 
whole Dukedom was not made over to him ; 
for Bernhard Duke of Sweidnitz (hill acknowledg'd 
the Supremacy of the Poliſh Kings, as Staniſlaus 
Eubienski proves out of ſeveral ancient Records 
of that Nation. Afterwards Caſimir the Great 
recover'd by force of Arms the Town and Ter- 
ritorics of Wſchovia, contrary ( ſays Cureus) to 
the Articles of the Treaty {ign'd by him and 
the toremention'd John King of Bohemia; and 
by vertue of this Conquelt, or rathcr outrage 
( commurted by the ſaid Caſimir's Soldiers in the 
year 1343) the Kings of Poland have kept actual 
polleſſIion of Wſchovia to this day. In the rcign 
of C aſumir FagellonidesIV. John Duke of Oſwiecieme 
ventur'd, upon an affront given him, toinvade 
Poland, and to lay waſte ſeveral Towns and Vil- 
lages 1a that Kingdom. The Polanders, to make 
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themſelves ſatisfaction for this injury, mar,

This Great Dukedom 1s commonly divide .. 
into the Upper and Lower Sileſia; in the for. 
mer whercot arc contain'd the Cities and Ter. 
ritorics of Fagerndorf, Troppau, Teſchen, Ratily 
and Oppelen; and in the later the Towns and 
Dukedoms of Grothau and Neiſſe, Brieg, Breſs- 
lau, Oelſs, Munſterberg, Schweidnitz, Javer, Lipnir; 
Glogau, Sagan, and Crofſen. Another diviſion 
of 1t1s1nto the Poliſh and German Sileſia; whereof 
the firſt contains all the Tract of Land beyond 
the Northern banks of the Oder ; and the later 
that on the Southern. 

All along the Coaſts of Bohemia there are Sui 
vaſtly high Mountains which ſeparate that King- 
dom from the Dukedom of Bohemia; the molt 
remarkable of which are the Montes Sudetes or 
Riſen-bergen, whereof the Reader may expctt a 
larger account in the deſcription of Bohemia, 
Within the limits of Sileſta the four chief Moun- 
tains arc : 1. Zottenberg or Zobtenberg, call'd by 
Latin Authors Mons Zotenſis, Zabothus, and ſome- 
times Silenſis or Silentius. *Tis uſually, by thc 
neighbourhood ( being about two German miles 
diſtant from Schweidnitz ) call'd the Sileſian We- 
thercock ; for by the top of this Mountain they | 
pretend to gueſs what weather they are to expect 
the next morning. On the top are ſtill co bc 
ſecn the ruins of an old Caſtle, ftorm'd and de- 
moliſh'd by the Citizens of Bre/law 1n the year 
1471, becauſe it had been for ſeveral years thc 
Harbour and Refuge of a great company of 
Robbers, who here kept their Rendezyous, and 
daily infeſted the Vicenage. Out of this hill che 
Sileſians dig a delicate dark-green Marble. 2.Grats- 
berg or Grodisberg, in the Dukedom of Lignitz; 
on the top whereof Duke Frideric the firlt bult 
a fair Caſtle, which is ſince turn'd into a Watcl 
Tower. 3. Spitsberg; another Bcacon-lull not 
far from the former. 4. Georgenberg, in the Duke- 
dom of Schweidnitz; famous for the Strigiſche 
Erde, or Terra Sigillata, which is a ſort of hatd 
Earth with ſeveral white, yellow, and red ſtrokes 
or yeins in it. *Twas firſt diſcover'd by an &- 
ccllent Chymiſt ( John Montanus , Phylitian a 
Strigaw ), and by him made uſe of as an ant 
dote againſt all manner of poiſon, and a ſoveralg? 
medicine for a great many diſcaſes, which Ic 
cured with a great deal of facility. The ſecret hc 
kept forſomeyears to himſelk; bur at laſt (for thc 
benefit of his Country and all mankind ) p! 
liſh'd a Tract in Latin, containing its defcripti 
and vertues. Ss 

The Oder is the chief of all che Rivers in Si” Rar 
ſia. Ir ſprings near the Town Oder, not 
trom Teſchen on the borders of Moravia ; 3 
pales by Ratiber, Cofel, Oppelen, Brieg, Br Ceo 
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n, Beuthen, and Croſen ( with ſome more 
of Ic note) before it leaves this Duke- 

\ Other remarkable Rivers are the Bober, 
wo Jbla, and Queiſs. Beſides theſe, 'ris the 
no of Sileſta, that the Viſtzla ( the belt River 
" Poland) andthe £16 ſpring our of 1ts mountains. 
E There are alſo 1n this Country good ſtore of 
Ponds and Lakes; which ycild plenty of all man- 
ncrof freſh Water fiſh; efpecially Lampreys, which 
ire caught in prodigious quantities in the Neiſs- 
ljþ Sea, and ſoric other waters. 
Other Commodities of the Land are Mad- 
Jr, Flax, ſweet Cane or Galengal, Wine ( cſpe- 
cally in the Dukedoms of Sagan and Croſſen ), 
6lyer, Copper, Lead, Iron, and Chalk. They 
have plenty of Salt-peter, and ſome good Salt; 
ho not ſo much as to be tufficient for their 
own uſe ; ſo that daily great quantities of this 
Commodity are brought in from Poland and 
other neighbouring Countries. They have all 
the forts of wild and tame Beaſts that any other 
parcof the German Empire affords. Butter, Cheeſe 
(particularly, a kind of pitiful ſtuff made of Ewe's 
milk), Bacon, Honey, @c. Bur the greateſt tra- 
ding Commodities they have, are Wool and 
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Sileſia has bred ſeveral good Scholars and brisk 
Wits; tho che ordinary Ruttics are Jook'd upon as 
a people of a ſhallow underſtanding and ſmall 
ſence. They are commonly, 1n way of derifion, 
i'd by their neighbour Natons Eſelsfreſſer, or 
Af-Eaters. The occaſion of which mick-name, 
ſome ſay, was this: A blunt Country Ruſtic 
travclling from near Breſlaw into the Dukedom 
of Croſen, "ſpy'd ina field an Aſs teeding ; which 
the poor fellow (having never before feen the 
like Creature ) nuſtook unhappily tor an ovcr- 
grown Hare, Whercupon, diſcharging his Blun- 
derbuſs, he ſhot the ſtrange beaſt, and brought 
it home to his friends and acquaintance, who 
(being a pack of Bumpkins, of no longer heads 
then himſelf) roaſted and cat up the outlandiſh 
Pufs. Thus 1s the relation which the common 
pcople of Sileſia give of their Title. Another 
[tory is, that the Miners at Reichenſtein ( not far 
irom Glatz) having diſcover a vein of Gold- 
Ore, which they nam'd der guldener Eſel, lay at 
tcontinually ; being reſolvd, that no ſtrangers 
or foreigners ſhould ſhare with them 1n the 
Treaſure. And hence they got the name of 
Aſs-caters ; from ſtuffing cher purſes and not

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Century. In the infancy of Religion in theſe 
parts, the Potanders and Silefians were wont to 
aſſemble themfelyes in Woods, and other de- 
ſert places of the Land ; for fear of laying them- 
ſc]ves too opento the cruelty of their Magiſtrates, 
who were men of another perſwaſion. Bur ar 
laſt Chriſtianity was admitted to Court; for 
Mieceſlaus, Duke of Poland, having marricd Dran- 
bronica Daughter of Bele/laus Duke of Bohemiz 
( a Chriſtian ) was himſelf baptized at Gneſna, 
in the year 965. Whereupon he cauſ:d nine 
Biſhopricks to be erected in his Dominions « a- 
mong(t which one was founded at Schmogra In 
Silefia ; which was afterwards removed to Bit- 
ſchen, anda length fix'd at Bre/law. Soon after the 
Reformation begun by Luther, the Augsburg Con- 
te(lion was brought hither ; aad at lait contirm'd 
by the Emperor Rudolph II. in the year 1609. 
But Ferdinand II. ( a bloody perſecutor of the 
Proteſtants ) repeal'd that Charter ; allowing the 
public profetlion of the Lutheran Religion to the 
Citizens of Breſlaw, and ſome few Towns more, 
and that too with ſeveral limitations and reſtricti- 
ons. However, that Emperor was ſenſible ( be- 
fore his death) how vain 'twas to endeavour the 
extirpation of Proteſtants; and the whole Em- 
pire, ſome years atter, groaned under the diſmal 
cftc&ts of his miſguided zeal for the Church of 
Rome. The Sileſians are at this day generally 
Lutherans ; only ſome tew of the Nobility, with 
their Dependants, adhere (till ro the Superſtitions 
and Fopperies of the Romaniſts. 

We have hitherto given the Reader a genc- 
ral account of the valt Dukedom of Sileſia; 
and procced 1n the next place to a more parti- 
cular ſurvey of the ſeveral perty Provinces which 
make up this large Territory, beginning with

were, by the ſubtilty of John 
King of Bohemza, ſet at variance 
and enmity amonglt themſelves 
( of which ſtratagem we have al- 
ready taken notice ), this Duke- 
dom was fir(t ſeparated from the other parts of 
the Great Duke of Sileſa's Donumions. For, 
in the year 1272, the City of Crofſen was pawn'd 
to the Archbiſhop of Magdeburg ; but redcem'd 
within two years after by Henry Duke of Bre/law. 
Four years after this, the Citizens of Bre/law 
pawn'd it a ſecond time to oh: Marquiſe of 
Brandenburg for four thouſand Crowns towards 
the ranſom of their Duke ; but with this pro- 
viſo, that the Marquiſe ſhould nor give aſſiſtance 
to Bole/laus Duke of Lignitz in Ius wars againſt 
cheir City. Not long atter, Croſſen was againre- 
deem'd out of the Marquile's hands. Bur Fohn the 
Great ( commonly known by che name ot Cicero 
Germanicus) got poſſeſſion of it a ſecond time, 1n 
licu of fifty thouſand ducats owing him for his 
witc's portion. Again, John Duke of Sagan dce- 
liver'd up this Dukedom into the hands of Fohr 
the-third, Elector of Brandenburg, with the con- 
ſent of Uladi/laus King of Hungary and Bohemia, 
in the year 1391. Laſtly, Joachim IT. and his 
Brother Jobn, Marguiſes of Brandenburg, had the 
ſole and entire polletlion of this Dukcedom granted 
them by the Emperor Ferdinand the firſt, King 
of Bohemia. Since which time the Electors have 
always enjoy'd it ; and (tiled chemfclyes Dukes 
of Croſſen in Suleſ1a. 
Gg 3 Crs/en, 
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n, in the language of ſome of the Na- 
ay fp Country, ſignifics the outmoſt m_ 
or ſelvidge of a picce of Cloth; an apt name " 
a City which ( being ſcared on the __ : 
che Marquiſatc of Brandenburg ) is the furthe 
Boundary and Bulwark of the Dukedom of Sile- 
ſia. Tis a comly old City ; ſeated in a pleaſant 
plain and 1n a good air. The Dukes Palace, 
Town-Hall, and ſome Citizens Houſes, are built 
wich a neat and well poliſh'd ſtone. The neigh- 
bouring Hills are cover'd with Apples, Pears, 
and other ſorts of Fruit. Some Wine they have 
growing z but exactly ſuch traſh as Altmarck, 
1d ſome other parts of the Elector's Donunt- 
ons are wont to produce.

Cureus fancics It to be 
the ſame place with Prolomy's Lugidunum ; whuch 
(as he probably enough conjectures ) had its 
name from the Lugii, the ancient inhabitants of 
rhis part of the Country. Its preſent name 1s 
of IWendiſh extraction, and ſigmfies properly a 
Thorn-buſh ; ſo call'd from its ſituation amongſt 
Thickets, or in a Copſe. Glogaw was made a 
true City by Conrad, Duke of the place, about 
the year 1260, at which time the City and Ca- 
thedral ( the only ſtrength and ornament of the 
Town ) were built, and the City ſftock'd with 
Germans ; who eſtabliſh'd here the Laws and 
Cuſtoms of their own Country. The Palſie is 
an epidenucal diſeaſe in this Town ; which 
is thought to procced from the extraordi- 
nary intemperance of the Burgers, in drinking 
a ſort of bitter and muddy ( but withal won- 
derful ſtrong and heady) Beer. They are alſo 
commonly tormented with the Stone and Grayel 
mn the Kidneys; a diſtemper partly aſcribed ( by 
their Phyſitians ) to the ſame cauſe with the 
former, and partly to their feeding chiefly on 
Pork, Cheeſe, Gc. 

To this Dukedom belong the petty Towns 
of Gubrau, Sprottau, Grunberg, Schwibuſſen, Beuthen, 
Pulkwitz, Koben, Newſtatt, Warjenberg, and Prim- 
nikaw. The people of this Province have this 
peculiar Anti-Salc Law amongſt them, that 
(upon failure of Ifſluc male) a Daughter inherits 
the Eitate of her Father before any of che neareſt 
of his male Relations.

man ; being near as big as cither of our Engliſh 
Counties of Huntingdon or Rutland ) they have 
ſubdivided it into fix larger Circles or Hundreds, 
which have their names from the cluet Towns 
in them, wiz, Wolau, Hernſtadt, Winzing, Ru- 
ten, Raude, and Steinaw; none of which are 
worth the deſcribing.

Breſlawers love to be eſteem'd immedi- 
ac members of the German Empire ; and can- 
not endure to be reckon'd a part of the King- 
om of Bohemia. Hence 'tis that they have ob- 

and leave of the Emperors to bear the ſpred 
gle in their Eſcutcheon ; and that they peti- 
toned Charles V. to confirm their priviledges. 
or this reaſon M. Boregius ( a Breſlawer, who 

Wrote a Chronicle of the Kings of Bobemia) 
tanks Breſlaw among the Imperial Cincs bur 
ncre mention it with the King of Bohemia's 
owns; altho it be certain, that 'twas formerly 

ct to that Prince. This Goldaſtus, in his

by ſome ignorant and (illy Hiſtorians ) that it 
was once one of the Hans-Towns. The 2enc- 
rality of. the buildings in this City are fair and 
ſtately ; only on the banks of rhe Gder Rand four 
old faſhion'd Fabricks, with Turrets on the top, 
which the Antiquarics of this place fancy to 
have beenthe ancient Palaces of fo manv Srhwa- 
biſh Princes, who in former days were Lot 4s of 
this City. Beſides the vaſt traffickof the C1, z52h 
the Town is famous for a Biſhop's See aid an 
Unverſity; wherein have been bred many learn'd 
men, and ſome great Writers. The Biſhops of 
this Dioceſe ( who had ancicntly the Epiptiet or 
Title of Golden given them, trom their vaſt re- 
venues) arc put in by the King of Bohemia ; 
whom they acknowledg their ſupreme Head, ar 
leaſt, in Temporals. *Tis a recciv'd Tradition 
in theſe parts, that the Kings of Bohemia have no 
power to promote a ſtranger to any Biſhopric 
in Sileſia ; ſo that a Bohemian is no more capa- 
ble of being advanced to one of their Dioccſcs 
then a Sileſian is of being preterr'd to the Arch- 
buhopric of Prague. But how tal{c this report 
1s, Hiſtorians will ſufficiently inform us. 
Boleſlaus, ſfurnam'd the Long ( a Poliſh /.1ce) 
was created the firſt Duke of Bre/law and Lis: 
nitz by the Emperor Frideric in the year 1163. 
But theſe kind of petty Princes not being able 
to ſecure their Territories ( and cſpecially this 
large and rich City, which was a bait ſufficient 
to tempt the moſt potent Prince of the ncigh- 
bourhood ) trom the incurſions of the Tartars, 
Polanders, and other foreign Enemies, the Citi- 
zens of Breſlawy were torced to put themſelves 
under the protection of the Kings of Bohemia 
(or, as they will have it, Emperors of Germany ) 
co whom they are now immcdiately ſubject.

Frideric the ſecond ſo far improv'd his predeceſſor 

Boleſlaus's undertakings, that in the year 1532 

it became one of the belt fortihed Cities, next 

to Breſlaw, in all Sileſia. Things beſt worth ſece- 

ing in the Town are, the Hoſpital, the Town- 
Hall and Caſtle. 

The Dukedom of Lignitz is reckon'd one of 
the beſt Corn-Countries in Sileſia ; and attords 
near as great plenty of the Terra Sigillata as the 
Dukedom of Schweidnitz; eſpecially the whitefſort, 
which is here more plentitul then in any other 
Province. The whole is commonly ſubdivided 
into ſeven Circles ; whercot four have names 
from the four Cities of Luben, Parchwitz, Hayn, 
and Goldberg; and the other three are the divi- 
fon of the barren or deſert part of the Duke-

There 1s 
liccle of notein the Town but the Church, burnt 
down in the late Civil Wars A.D. 1648. but rc- 
built more ſtately then before ; and the Caſtle, 
wherein reſides the Lieutenant of the two Duke- 
doms of Fawer and Schweidnitz, The Emperor 
Charles IV. King of Bohemia, married Arn Daugh- 


ter of Henry IT. Duke of Faver ; who, with his. 


Brother Bolco Duke of Schweidnitz,, died without 
iſſue ; whereupon theſe two Dukedoms were 
more immediately ſubje&ed to the Kings of 
Bohemia, in whoſe hands they ſill remain. To 
the Dukedom of Faver belong the Towns of 
Buntzlau, Lemberg, Schonau, Greiffenberg, Lahn, 
Fridberg, Lubenthal, Schmideberg, Naumburg upon 
the Czeiſs, Kupfferberg, and Hirſchberg. 

2. SCHWEIDNITZ, or Schweinnitz,, has its 
name from the great Herds of wild Swine which 
were harbour'd in this place, before the Foreſt 
was cut down 1n the year 1070. Whence the 
Arms of the Town area wild Boar. It was after- 
wards much enlarged by Boleſlaus I. who forti- 
fied it with Walls and Rampires, and beautified 
it with ſeveral fair buildings; ſo that 'tis now 
one of the fineſt Cities in Sileſfa. The moſt re- 
markableſtght in the Town (next tothe Churches 
and other publick buildings ) 1s the great Gun 
in the Armory, which carrics a Bullet of three 
hundred and twenty pound weight. Thus is by 
Schickſuſins (1n his Preface to Cureus's Chronicle 
of Sileſia ) very improperly reckon'd amongſt 
the great and extraordinary bleſſings which the 
Almighty has been pleaſed to beſtow on ſome 
of the Cities in Sileſia. In the Dukedom of 
Schweidnitz arc the Towns of Strigau ( memora- 
ble, as we have already acquainted the Reader, 
for the Terra Sigillata Sr, here in great quan- 
uitics ), Reichenbach, Polckenhabn, Lande(hut, Frey- 
berg, Friedberg, Fridland, Zobten, Waldberg, and 
Gottesberg, 

3. BRIEG, or Brig, has its name from the 
Poliſh word Berega ; which {ſignifies an excecd- 
ing ligh bank ot a River, ſuch as this City is 
ſcared on. The ſtreets here are uniform cnough ; 
and the houſes generally built of tone. St. Nj- 
cholas's Church 1s anhigh and Ratcly old Fabrick; 
beautified with two Towers, and builc after the 
ancient Franckiſh mode. This whole City ( Cx- 
cepting only ſome tew publick buildings) was 
lad in aſhes by the Hufſites; who overran a great 
part of Bohemia and Sileſia in the year 1428. In 
the Dukedom of Brieg are reckon'd the Towns 
ot Strelen, Olau, Nimptfch, Pitſchen, C reutzburg 
Loben, Michelar, andlittle Oele. The two Minc- 
Towns of Reichenſtein and Silberberg are jointly

The inhabitants of theſe and all other Towns 
and Villages n the Dukedom obſerve the ſame 
Laws with the Moravians. For which reaſon 
che greateſt part of them have often endea- 
wour'd to aflociate themſelves to the Mar- 
aiface of Moravia, and renounce all dependance 
upon the great Dukedom of Sileſia ; but have 
always been oppoſed by the Citizens of 7 roppar, 
who have ſtill been zealous to continue mem- 
bers of their ancient Body. 
'RAT1BOR Is ſeated in a pleaſant plam, 
tbout ſix German mules from Oppelen. We have 
10 account of it before the year of Chritt 1164; 
{© that molt Geographers venture to ſay, that 
tas buile about that time. The private dwel- 
lng Houſes of the Citizens are, as in molt parts 
of Sileſia, generally wooden buildings ; bur che 
Duke's Palace, Cathedral, and ſome other pub- 
lick buildings, are of ſtone.

Tefſm. It 1s ſeated on the confines of Sileſia, 
Moravia, Poland, and Hungary ; whence 1t comes 
to paſs, that its Citizens ſpeak a medly of lan- 
guages, hardly intelligible to any but themſelves.

fortot drink pleaſant enough, but mighty ſtrong 
and heady; which too oftcn, on their Market- 
days, makcs the poor Ruſticks commit ſeveral 
hr mag and diforders in the height of their 
Ity. 
Wi crDobtedorn there are ſeveral "_ mo 

ns; whereot two Rows are more eſpecially 
remarkable, and taken notice of by Geographers 
and Hiſtorians. The firſt of theſe arc thoſe 
on the Eaſt of the Dukcdom, dividing it trom 
tc Kingdoms of Hungary and Poland; mcntion'd 
ulually in Latin writers by the namc of Montes 
Carpatii, or Hungarici ; but by the Natives of 
this Country call'd commonly Fablunka. Amonglt 
theſe Hills the Silefians find the chict treaſure of 
a GreatDukedom: having here a great many 
lines of Silver and Lead. The Miners that in- 
abit theſe parts are call'd by their nc1ghbours

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Die Walachen, and are a ſort of people much 
more rough and ruſtical then the reſt of the $Si- 
tefians. A vaſt company of theſe Bores, in the 
year 1643, revolted trom the Imperaalitts, and 
fled to the Swediſh Army, but were not long 
after reclaim'd. The other row of mountains 
arc on the South, and divide the Dukedoni of 
Teſchen from the Marquiſate of Moravia. Theſe 
Hills the Natives call Geſercle; but Latin Authors 
make them a part of the Suderes, and name them 
Montes Moravici. Theſe latter do not afford that 
plenty of Ore which is found in the former ; 
but are tolerably well ftock'd with Minerals 
and ſome Metals, and ſupply what they fall 
ſhort of the other in this kind with huge flocks 
of Sheep, which arc here paſtur'd. 

Other Towns of note in the Dukedom of 
Teſchen are Bielitz, Freyſtattlein, Friedich , Jab- 
dunke ( which has its name from the Eaſtern row 
of mountains abovemention'd), Niſtkow, Strum- 
men, Skotſchau, and Schwartzwaſſer. Some add 
Laſsla,with whom agrees 7.Sculterus's Map of Si- 
lejia; but this Town ought rather to be referr'd 
to the Dukedom of 7roppar.

For which reaſon modern Geographers 
have been at a ſtand to determine which of the 
three Nations they ſhould refer it to ; ſome of 
them making it a part of the Kingdom of Bohe- 
hemia, others c{tecming it a petty Province of 
the Marquiſate of Moravia, and a third ſort (who 
ſeem to have moſt probability on their {ide ) call 
It a Sileſian County. Its ancient inhabitants are 
thought to have been the Marſigni ; im whoſe 
days the City of Glatz was call'd Luca. After 
them the Hungarians got poſleſlion of this and 
the neighbouring Provinces ; and kept it till the 
Emperor Henry I. routed them, and hang'd up 


their chief Commander in one of the Foreits of 


this County. From this great Hungarian War- 
riour ( whoſe.name 1s ſaid to have been Glozar ) 
the City of Glarz or Glotz was firſt named ; tho 
other Etymologiſts think its ancient name to be 
Klotz, which {ignifies properly the root and trunk 
of a Tree, but 15 ſometimes taken for a large Fo- 
reſt, or Copſe of Shrubs, ſuch as they tell us 
once grew 1n the place where Glatz now {tands. 
The Novility of this County have a tradition 
among(t them, that before their Land was con- 
uer'd by Henry the Firſt, and made Chrittian, 
x3 County was immediately ſubject to the Em- 
erors of Germany; by whom 'twas afterwards 
beſtow'd on the Kings of Bohemia. M. George 
Alurius(in his Chronicle of the City and County 
of Glatz, printed in the year 1625 ) fays, that 
'rwas, as his Countrymen affirm, ſubject ar firſt 
to the Emperors ; but afterwards won and en- 
joy'd for ſome time by the Princes of Poland, 
from whom the Bohemians took 1t, and ( as ap- 
pears from the Records of that Kingdom ) were 
Maſters of it in the vears 1074 and 1114. After 
this the Dukes of Sileſia made themſelves Lords 
of the County of Glatz; which within a whule 
return'd to the Kings of Bobemia, and then back 
again to the forefajid Dukes, In thus ſtare 1t 
Hh 2 COn-

continued till the days of the Emperor C harles 
the Fourth ; in whoſe rcign 1t was Once More 
ſubjected to the King of Bohemia. And thus 1t 
continued till King George ( about the year 1460 ) 
eſtow'd the Cities of Glatz, Munſterberg, and 


Franchenſtein upon h1s own Sons z who thereupon 


had the Tides of Dukes of Munſterberg and Earls 
of Glatz conferr'd on them by the Emperor 
Frideric IV. In the year 1500, the Dukes of 
Munſterberg fold this Country to Uhic Earl of 
 Hardegg; whoſe ſucceſſors, within leſs then forty 
years atter, ſold it again to the Emperor Ferdi- 
nand 1. who beitow'd it on the Lords of Bern- 
ſtein. From them it deſcended ( A. D. 1549 ) 
upon Erneſt Duke of Bavaria z after whoſe death 
it return'd again to the Kings of Bohemia, 1n 
whoſe poſleſiion it continues to this day. 

The Commodities of this Country are Iron, 
Coal, Silver-Ore, Timber, all forts of Veniſon 
and tame Cartel, Butter, Cheeſe, &c. How rich 
the Country is, may hence eaſily be gather'd, 
that not many years ago, the King of Bohemia's 
Stewards and Rent-gatherers have been known 
to briag into their Maſter's Coffers near forty 
thouſand Ricxdollars yearly out of this one 
County,

The Germans Call this Country Mabren, and 
ſome oi their writers would have it nam'd Mehr- 
berland, or Equarum Regio ; 1maguung the true 
Etrmology of the word to come from the mul- 
ttude of Horſes or Mares bred in this Marqui- 
fate, Bur certainly the word Moravia ( wluch 
» undoubredly of che ſame offspring with the 
German Mahren ) 1s derived from the great River 
Mabr, Marck,, or March, which paſlcs thro the 
mult of the Province, and is in ſome of the 
Manuſcript Copies of Pliny's Works naw'd Meres. 
Now the word March, or March, ſignifies ( as 
vehave acquainted the Reader in the deſcription 
of the Marquifatc of Brandenburg ) the urmolt 
bounds or limits of a Country ; tuch as, 1n all 
probability, this River was of the ancicnt Germar:

thung elſc but a continued Wilderneſs; confiſt- 
ing of nothing bur huge mountains and unin- 
habitable Woods and Forcits. But towards 
Auſtria and Hungary the caſe 1s much alter'd ; 
you may here mcct with as fair Ficlds, and as 
many Towns and Villages, as in moſt parts of 
the German Empire. 

The waters ( eſpecially ſuch as are found in 
ſeveral pits up and down the Country ) are in 
many places poyſonnous and peſtlential. Which 
is thought to proceed trom a ſort of Tartar (or 
nuxt Mineral, made up chictly of Lime and 
Nicer ) which infects not only the waters thar 
paſs thro it, but gives a tincture to the Corn, 
Vines, Fruit-trecs, and all other Vegetables thar 
grow near it. Hence come the Epidemiucal di- 
{tempers of this Marquiſate ; which are reckon'd 
up by one of its own Pocts 1n the following 
Verſes : 


His ſunt Moraviz Capitales Corporis hoſtes ; 
Calculus, Arthridis, Colicus dolor, atque Caducus 
His Hypochondriacum quintum annumerare licebit. 


But Nature may ſcem to have made recompenſe 
tor theſe inconveniences, 1n providing ( 1n other 
parts of the Marquiſate ) ſeveral rich Medict- 
nal Fountains, which bring preſent relict not 
only to all perſons gricv'd with the foremention'd 
diſcaſes, but readily cure almolt all other diltem- 
pers and maladics incident to man's body. Ot 
cheſe Fountains, and their incomparable vertues 
there has a very good account becn given by 
Thomas Jordan ( a Moravian Phylitian ) in his 
Commentarius de Aquis Medicatis Moravie , printed 
at Francfwt un the ycar 1586. Since which tume 
there has been ſome other Medicinal Waters and 
Bachs diſcover'd in Moravia, and learncdly treaced 
on by Johannes Ferdinand Herdot ( another tamous 
Phvſigtan of that Country ) in A Book ot his 
laccly publiſh'd, and cnituled 7 artaro- Maſtix Mo- 
avig. Other Fountains there are ( cfpecially 
near Nezdauicz, Zaborawit2, and Zucholacz, three 
Villages not far trom Hunnobrod ) wiuch have a 
Lind of ſale and acid taltc; the waters whercot 


are exceeding pleaſant and wholcſome.

The two chief Rivers of the Country arc: 
i. Moraw, which ( as wc havefaid ) gives name 
tothe whole Marquiſate. It ſprings1n the County 
of Giatz, not above a mcaſured Engliſh mule 
beyond the utmoſt bounds of Moravia; within 
the compaſs of which Comenizs, N his Map of 
this Country, has ventur'd to bring it. Upon 
the banks of this River, which runs thro the 
very midit of the Marquiſate, moſt of the chick 
Cities in Moravia arc ſeated. 2. Teya z which 
ſprings out of two Fountains, the one 1n Auſtria, 
the other upon the borders of Bohemia z 1t rc- 
ceives into its Channel Igla, Schwarta, and a great 
many other petty Rivulets, andisatlaſt ſwallow'd 
up it ſelf by the Moraw upon the borders of Au- 


ftria. Theſe Rivers afford great ſtore of Trouts, 


Creviſes, Barbels, Eels, Jack, Perch, and many 
other ſorts of freſh Fiſh. 5 
All the Nations round about Moravia will wit- 
neſs, that it affords plenty enough, and to ſpare, 
of Wheat, Rye, Barley, and all manner of grain. 
They have ſtore of red and white Wine ; which 
grows as plentifully in ſome places of this Mar- 
quiſate as in Auſtria, They have good breeds 
of Horſes, Oxen, Shcep, and Goats ; but the Land 
(which ſome attribute to the extraordinary ſharp- 
neſs of the air) breeds neither Aſs, Camel, nor 
Mule. The Woods abound with all ſorts of 
wild Beaſts that bear Furs, as Wolves,Hares, Foxes, 
Marts, Beavers, @&c. They have one kind of 
Beaſt almoſt peculiar to the Moravian Foreſt 
which they call Ryſowe, and we may Engliſh it 
a Panther or Leopard. 'Tis about the hcighth 
of an ordinary Cur-dog ; but much thicker 
in the body. Its belly and feet are ſpotted ; and 
It preys upon Deer and other Beaſts of the Fo- 
reſt, whom it catches by a ſudden pitching upon 
them from the top of ſome rock or tree. 
Daubravius, 1n the fourth Book of his Hiſtory 


of Bohemia, tclls us, there 1s a ſtrange kind of 


Frankincenſe and Myrrb in Moravia ; which 
grows not here ( as in Arabia) upon Trecs ; but 
1s dug out of the bowels of the Earth. For my 
own part I ſhould have been apt to have call'd 
this Myrrh Mummy, 1t it anſwer the deſcription 
he gives of it. Which, becauſe *tis ſomething 
extraordinary and uncouth, I ſhall give it the 
Reader in his own words; Hoc vero, ſays he, jam 
mirabitur aliquis, G eſt profefto admiratione dignum, 
inveniri in Moravia, Thus @ Myrrham, non ex arbore 
deſudante, ut alibi lefam, ſed e ſolo terre erutam, 
uno tantum diu in loco, cui Gradiſco nomen ; in quo 
ad hunc diem Thus, non ſolum id quod maſculum w0- 
cant a ſimilitudine teſtium, ſed quod alia preterea 
virorum mulierumque membra oftentat , effoditur. 
Nay, for tcar this ſhould be thought too itrange 
and incredible a ſtory to be bcliey'd, he tells us 


yet further upon his certain knowledg, Nuper. 


autem Wenccilaus wetere procerum familia eorum, 
qui a Cuercu cognominantur, clarus, dum in agro ſuv 
Sternbergen(i fundamenta apperi Piſcinario molire- 
tur, Corpus hominis integrum invenit, quod nibil niſi 
Myrrha erat ; quam ille per amicos aiſtributam, noſtri 
quoque etlam tum privati memor, nos plus media 
parte lacerti humani donavit, quo aliquoties pro ſufitu 
wſt ſumus. This latter account which he gives 
us of his Moravian Myrrh, agrees ſomething with 
the deſcription given by ſeveral Botaniſts of the 
Mandrake ; but the learned Hertod ( whom we 
mention'd before ) in the firſt part of his Tartaro- 
eſte Moravie, removes this ſcruple by telling 
Us, 9c infans ante annos quadraginta a foſſoribus, in 
fedinis Aluminis prope C zernam Horam , inventus 
totus Myrrbatus. Hunc foſſores Patribus C arthuſtanis 
prope Brunam, triginta aliquot taleris wendidiſſe, G 
1 poſtea eundum ad magnam ſuam C arthuſiam in

honoraſſe dicuntur. From all which je a4... 
that there 1s ſomething extraordinary Fear 
Myrrh ( or call it what elfe you pleaſe) wh 
well merits the view and ſtudy of a cure a 
ſologiſt. The Country Ruſticks belicye « We 
is this ſtrange vertue in this Miner] (fo X ” 
think I may venture to name it) thar jr aha, 
flight all manner of Serpents, and amor 1 . 
re(t ( that old Serpent) the Dey1l. St 
Eneas Sylvius ( who tor having 
many true ſtories was at laſt judg'd 
in St. Peter's Chair, and become an 
Pope ) calls the Moravians, Gentem ferocem & 14. 
pinarum avidams ut que tum iter non miſt armay 
potentiorique prabeat. And molt Trayellors brand 
cheir barbarous inhumanity, or ar leaſt incivil;y 
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to ſtrangers: The Hanaks eſpecially ( or Bor 
that live along the banks of the River Ha) 
arc ſaid to be notoriouſly guilty of this crime 
but theſe are, by the gentler fort of Meravigy 
themſelves, contemn'd and ſcouted as a pack of 
barbarous and 1ll bred Lowts. The true chars. 
Cer of the Moravians 1n general is, that they xs 
men of exemplary obedicnce and fidelity to ther 
Governors ; free and open 1n converſation, and 
therefore apter to be deceiv'd then to impoſe 
upon; they are not calily proyok'd to be angry 
bur, when once enraged, hardly appeas'd; ng: 
guilty of too much wit in diſcourſe, but rati- 
nal enough ; hardy in the Camp, and valiantin 
fight ; faichful obſervers of their promiſes ad 
compacts, and abhorrers of baſeneſs and mear- 
neſs of ſpirit. They arc indeed too apt to gire 
credit to old Prophelics (a folly obſerv'd in the 
inhabitants of our own Ifland ), and a little given 
to drinking and carouſing: but arc not ſo ſuper- 
{titious; nor ſo great drunkards, as they are rc- 
preſented to be, by the ſatyrical pens of ſome 
Geographers. 

Their language (T mean that which js ordr j,y 
narily ſpoken by- the Country-Ruſticks ; for the 
Nobility and Citizens ſpeak generally High: 
Dutch) 1s a Dialect of Slawvonian and little diffe- 
rent from the Bohemian ; of which more anon. 

The Moravians are ſaid to have been firſt con: p,jy 
verted to Chriſtanity by St. Cyril and Meludivs, * 
aſſiſted by ſome other pious Doctors and Fathers 
of the Church. Soon after the Reformation had 
been ſet on foot in Bohemia by John Huſs, a good 
part of Moravia began to throw off the Popes 
yoke ; and to protcſs the purer and undefiled 
Religion of the primitive Chriſtians and Apoſtks 
But ohn de Prage ( at that time Biſhop of 0: 
mitz, and afterwards Cardinal of the Church 
of Rome ) ſo vigorouſly oppos'd the endeavours 
of all that labour'd to carry on the Retormation 
in this Marquiſate, that during his time 1t neve 
got any deep rooting. Afterwards ( during tis 
Reigns of George, Vladiſlaus, and Ludowic King 
of Bohemia ) Popiſh Idolatry and Superſtition Ws 
wholly extirpated ; and the Reform'd Religion 
unanimouſly profcſs'd in all the Cities and gre# 
Towns of Moravia. But (to ſee the unhapP! 
conſequents of Tolcration and Liberty of Con 
ſcience! ) as ſoon as the Synod at S. Brinn (which 
met in the year 1608, to ſettle the affairs of ke 
ligion) had made this Edit, Ut Jiceret omnibus 
credere, prout cuique Deus dat cognoſcere, 1. put 
every man ſhould have power and licenſe to regulate 
his Faith according to the meaſure of knowledg wi 
God had given him ; cach Cobler ſet up fo! ? 
Preacher of the Word, and an Expoundct of 
Scriptures. Whercupon, the Church was 
mediately confounded, and broken into an7e 
concilable medly and hotchpotch of Sccts 
Schiſmaticks, Huſſites, Picards, Anabaptiſts, Ari 
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ifs, Dulcians, Lngentians, &c. So that no [cſs 
o wurteen ſeveral Conventicles had afſembled 
\hemſelves in one City; cach of them aſſerting 
«culiar DoCtrines and Tenets of their own, and 
_ all manner of Communion (1n Church- 
Ordinances) with che other thirteen. Now what 
Quld be expected from this Anarchy 1n the Re- 
{rmation, but the reeſtabliſhment of Popery ? 
hich accordingly hapned. For (ſoon atter Fii- 
\ric the King of Bohemia's Forces were oycr- 
thrown by the Emperor Ferdinand 1I. at Prague 
the year 1620) Francis, Cardinal of Diſtrich- 
in and Biſhop of Olmitz, found it a very calie 
"matter to root our the divided and mutznous 
members of the Reform'd Church, and to re- 
olant his own Doctrines and Church-Diſcpline. 
\fer which ſome (catter'd parcels of the Re- 
formed party lay skulking amongſt the Rocks 
ind Mountains on the borders of Sileſia, tor 
ſome years ; but durſt never appear 1n publick, 
and within a whule after dwindled 1nto nothing. 

The Kings of Moravia ( for 'twas anciently a 
kingdom) were once the greatelt Porentates 1n 
this part of Exrope ; having tor ſome time under 
their ſubje&tion the Kingdoms of Bohemia and 
Paland. Abour the year of Chritt 7500, Zuanta- 
> King of Moravia ( being at the ſame time 
Lord of the Dukedoms of Bohemia, Poland, and 
Sileſia ) rctuſed to pay Tribute or Homage to 
the Emperor of Rome ; who falling in upon his 
Country, to demand ſatisfaction for this inſo- 
ſence, was forced to make a diſhonourable re- 
creat. But, reſolving not to endure this diſgrace, 
he rallies up his ſcatter'd forces, and calls in to 
his aſſiſtance the Hungarians ; an infidel people, 
who bcfore that time were aw'd by the Mora- 
vians, and kept from committing any outrages 
upon the Chriſtian-Countries, By the help of 
theſe Heathens the Emperor routed Zuantacop's 
Army ; forcing him to fly for ſhelter into the 
neighbouring Woods ; where he aſſociated him- 
ſelf ro an Hermite, with whom he ſpent the 
reſidue of his days. By this means Bohemia, 
Moravia, and Sileſia, came to be diſunited and 
parcell'd into four difterent Dukedoms ; which 
were reckon'd ſo many Provinces of the Roman 
orerman Empire. Some ages after, the Duke- 


dom of Moravia degenerated into a Marquiſate; 


which name ir {till retains, altho a great part of 
beat thisday immediately fubject ro the Crown 
of Bohemia, and the reſt broken into a tew petty 
Baronics and Lordſhips. 


SLMIT Z, or Olomutium, ( which 
) Ortelius, with whom agree Ste- 
phanus and Bertius, fancies to be 
the ſame place with Prolomy'sEbu- 
rum ) 1s the Metropolis of Mo- 
ravia ; and the only Biſhop s See

ent place ( on the banks of the River Morawa ) 
pp Maintain a Trade with the Merchants of Bo- 
"ma, Hungary, Poland, Sileſia, and Auſtria. The 
, Yquarics of this Country arc of opinion, that 
eg Fo or Olmutz , 1s nothing but a corruption

cr the Tower at Loxdon or Caſtle at Leyden )

cally p eſar. But how then came 1t to be 


elprad (as Boregius proves 'twas ) when 
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King Szatopluck buile himſclf a Palace here 
St. Cyril (the great Apoſlle of this Country, who 
liv'd about the year 880) was the firſt Biſhop 
of this Dioceſs. He was the Author (as Aven- 
tinus affirms) of the old Wendiſb or Creation Al- 
phabct; made uſe of in writing out the Bible 
by him tranſlated into his own mother-rongue: 
What became of this Tran{lation I know nor: 
except ( as ſome late Antiquaries have ventur'd 
to ſay) the ancient Meſeovian Bible, printed in 
the year 1581, be a Tranſcript of it. In the 
year 1346, the Biſhopric of GInutz was remoy'd 
from under the juriidiction of the Flector of 
Mentz, and ſubjected to the new Archbiſhop 


of Prague ; tho tome of the late Biſhops of 01- 


mutz have denicd to pay homage to any Prelate 
under the Pope. 

2. BRINN, call d inthe Bohemian language 
Brno, and by Latin writers Bruna; is the ſecond 
City 1n Mcravia; and a Town of fo great repute, 
that it ſeems to ſhare with 0lmitz in the Title of 
Metropolis; ſince in theſe two Cities, by curns, 
the chict Courts of Judicature or Ailizes for the 
whole Marquiſace are held. *Tis ſeated at the 
contlucnce of two ſmall Rivers, Schwarta and 
Zwitta; and defended by the Spilbers, a ſtrong 
Caſtle on the top of the adjoining Hill. The 
Moravian Philoſophers make a great noiſe with 
the Unicornu Minerale, which ( among the other 
foſſulia of their Country ) 18 ſaid to be fourd near 
this City. Of which Of». Gro/lins ( in his book 
entituled de Signaturis ) gives this account; Uni- 
cornu Minerale nobis quoque Deus largitus eft , in 
Moravia tribes milliaribus Brana ( ubi eram ante 
Medicus ) non longe a territorio Abbatis Zabrdovi- 
cenlis, ſub altifſima rupe duorum inuſitate magni- 
tudinis animalium incognitorum ofſa, una cum duo- 
bus junioribus eſcſſa ſunt, que abſque dubio tempore 
Diluvii aquarum impetu perierunt in illa ſslitu- 
dine, &&c. Another Author ot the fame Tribe 
( Anſelm Boetius de Boodt, Phyſician to the Empe- 
ror Rudolf II.) gives a far ditterent account of 
It; Cornu foſſile, ſays he, prope Brunam Moraviz 
urbem inventum, ita exatle figuram trunci Juplan- 
dis intrinſecus &@ extrinſecus refert, ut nemo niſt C e- 
cus negare poſſit, truncum illius Arbors fuije, ac in 
[erra tranſmutationem accepiſſe. Hertod ( 1n his 
ingenious Book betoremenuoned ) ſays, there 
have been ſeveral fragments of this Mineral found 
in the Quarrics ncar Niclsbzrg; one whereot ex- 
actly reſcmbled a man's thigh. I know not what 
more to make of all theſe relations, then that 
there are now and then 1n the fhelds near Brinn 
found ſeveral rare petrifications ( for that I think 
iS as fit a name for them as Unicorn fofſile ) rc- 
preſenting the parts of certain Animals and 
Plants. Which 1s no greater nuracle then may 
be daily mct with in the ficlds here about Oxford; 
as may be ſecn at large in the learn'd account 
given of ſuch Rarities in the fifth Chapter of the 
Natural Hiſtory of this Countv. 

| I6 Law, call'd by the Bohemians Giblawa, 
ſeated on the borders of Bohemia, upon a River 
of the ſame name, is faid to have bcen buile in 
the vear 799, and to have had its name trom 
an Urchin or Hedghog ( which in the German 
language is call'd gle, bur by the Moravians 
Geblak ) ; becauſe that upon the laying the firlt 
foundation of this City , a great company of 
theſe kind of Creatures were tound amonglt the 
rubs and thickets which grew in this place. The 
Town is large, well bulr, and ſtrongly fortified. 
'Tis a great thorow-tair, frequented by multi- 
tudes of Travellers that paſs this way out of Bo- 
hemia towards Hungary. And tor this reaſon the

Our of theſe ſpring the 
great River Elb; ifluing out of two of them, 
amaus heretofore for t!:ze enchantments and 
apparitions of evil Spirits that uſed to haunt 
um.

waters at Oegran and Comorzan are accounted 
mighty ſoveraign againſt many diſeaſes; and 
there was, not many years ago, a Fountain of 
as great credit at Stechowicz near Prague. The 
like 1s ſtill to be mer with at Bere/ow near Cap- 
licze ; which, tor the cures ithas perform'd, has 
got the name of Dobra Weoda, or good water. 

There are no Lakes in the Kingdom ; except- 
ing only one or two near the Towns of Meta 
and Tepla, of little or no moment. But the 
Fiſh-ponds in many places ſeem ro cqual the 
Lakes 1n foreign Countries. Witneſs thoſe petty 
treſh water Seas at Pardubicz, Clumecz , Trzebon, 
Rozdialowicz , and Copydlan ; where the Ponds 
( abounding with Perch, Jack, Carp, and other 
fiſh ) bring their Maitzrs in as large Revenues 
as ſo many good Lordſhips. 

The Soul of the Country 1s generally fat and 
arable ; in few places barren or ſandy. You have 
here alſo fine Woods and Foreſts intermux'd ; 
but none fo large as to render anv conlidera- 
ble part of the Kingdom uninhabitable. The 
Orchards and Gardens are ſo well ftock'd with 
fruit, that yearly great quantities ot Apples, 
Pears, &c. are hence exported into Miſnia and 
other neighbouring Countries. The inhabitants 
have Wine enough ( if the luxury of the pre- 
ſent age did not want greater ſupplics then na- 
cure ) in their own Vineyards; which 1s reckon'd 
4 better bodicd liquor then Moravian Wine, and 
equals the Auſtrian in taſte, bur 1s not capable of 
being kept to ſo good an age. | 

The Eields and Mcadows are richly ſtock'd with 
all manner of Cattel; eſpecially Horſes of more 
then ordinary courage and bulk. Their Hop- 
gardens afford them a better and more plenti- 
ful crop then is uſual in other Countries. For 
which reaſon their Beer ( whercot chey have two 
ſorts, white and brown ) 15 highly valued, and 
exported into thc ncighbouring parts of Germany. 

There have becn ſome Salr-pits diſcover'd in 
Bohemia ; but ſo inconſiderable, that they tound 
the profit would not anſwer the colt of digging. 
And therefore the Bohemians have their Salt out 
of Miſnia, and other Provinces of Germany. But 
chis want is ſufficicutly recompens'd by their 
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ch Mines of Silver, Copper, Tin, Iron, -- 
6: ]phur, Niter, &c. as alſo by their Glaſs an 
Allum, made here in great Quantities. An 

They pretend to have Carbuncles, Amci "= X 
ind other precious ſtones in thar Land; whic . 
Mov{ayarc often foundinthe Minesand among! 
che Rocks of the Hill Countrics. Anſelm Boetius 
Roode (whom we had occaſion to mention 1N 
the deſcription of Moravia ) has written a partt 
<1lar Treatiſe entituled Hiſtoria Lapidum & Gem- 
marum Bobemiz ; to which we rcter the Reader 
or a further account of theſe Rarities. Jaſpers 
and Saphires, they tell us, arc found near the 
ſource of the £1; in the mountains before men- 
tion'd, call'd by the Bohemians Krakonoſſe. | 

Goldaſtus thinks the Hermiones were the anc1- 
entinhabicants of this Country; a branch whercot 
he makes the Hermunduri, who at firſt dwelt a- 
mong the Riphean mountains, but afterwards 
deſcended lower. Theſe people were driven out 
of the Land by the Boit, who made an inroad 
into this Country under the command of their 
General Sigoveſzs, Nephew to Ambigatus an an- 
cient King of the Celts. Micralius, a learned 
Pomeraniſh Hiſtoriographer, believes theſe men 
were not a branch of the Galli Senones ( as molt 
modern Antiquarics imagine); bur rather of the 
Semmoes, the old inhabitants of Pemeren. This 
people, whenſocver they came, having about 
the year 600, ſetled themſelves 1n theſe parts, 
extirpated the Nation of the Hermiones fo far as 
to call the Land ( after their own names ) Boten 
heimat, or the dwelling-place of the Bozi 5; which 
was 1n time corrupted into the modern German 
name Boheim or Boheimb. About the birth of 
our Saviour the Marcomanni, or ancient Moravi- 
ans, ruſh'd in upon the Boi ; and fo far over- 
power'd them as to make them quir their quar- 
ters, and ſeek out a new habitation ; which they 
nam'd boioaria, and is now call'd Bavaria. How- 
ever, they were not ſo totally routed but that 
a great many of them kept their old ſtation, and 
mix'd themſelves with their Conquerors ; as no 
queſtion vait numbersof the Hermiones and Her- 
munduri had done with them before. 

The modern Bohemians call their Country 
Czechowe, and themſclves Czechowshy ; and theſe 
words the Hungarians and new Greeks make uſe 
of, being utter itrangers to the German names of 
Boheimb and Bohmiſche. Thoſe amongſt chem 
that do allow of thus latter name, derive it from 
Boy, figritying in their language War ; or Buch, 
that 1s, God ; and Mzz, i.e. Man. Intimating 
that they arc a valiant and pious people. Scc 
the like fancy in the derivations of the words 
{ eutcſch and German, p.s, and 6. 

Anſwerable to this Etymology of their namc 
are thc manners of the preſent inhabitants of 
tius Kingdom, 1t we may givecredit to their own 
Hiſtorians, and ſome lace Travellers who have 
tor ſome time convers'd with them, and had 
thc opportunity of obſcrving their humours. 
Thcy arc repreſented to be men of great Hol- 
pitality and Courage ; faithful obſerversof their 
promiſes and contracts. They are exceedingly 
g1ven to apc the manners and faſhions of Fo-

controverſies by the known Cuſtoms of the 
Land. In cxtraordinary caſcs, which would not 
calily be decided by this ſort of Common Lay, 
there ſat on the Bench with the Judg ( for tearof 
arbitrary and illegal proceedings, it one man 
ſhould be invcitcd with the ſole power of pro 
nouncing fcntence) a certain number of Sen 
tors, or Aldermen, who had dcfinitive Votes a 
well as hinlſclt. 

With this kind of Pretorian Authority (1 
Swvgpyr ) Juſtice was admuniſtred by Crocus hs 
Son of the ſame name, and lus Grand-darght: 


Libuſa; until Primiſlaus, whom Libufſa had mat: 


ried, took upon him a more abſolute command, 
and got the Title of Duke, or Commander n 
chict. This man was ( as Florus ſays of Lu 
Cuinflius ) Diflator ab arato, a poor Count! 
Farmer, whom Libu//a advanced out of the dit 
to her own bed ; and therefore ( like the for- 
mention'd Roman General ) knew better how !0 
keep the headitrong Bohemians , like ſo many 
Oxen, under the yoke. | 
Thus was the Land govern'd by thc cluldren 
and ſucceſſorsof Primi/laus and Libuſſa about four 
hundred and fifty years ; until che Empcto! 
Henry IV. having call'd a General Diet of 
Eſtates of the Empire at Mentz, created Vat 
/laus Duke of Bohemia King of the fame Natio!; 
by ſettling ( with the Pope's permulſion ) a Crov" 
of Gold upon his head. This was done 11 Ur 
year 1082, tho ſome will have 1t 1072. 
From that time forward the Emperors 0 ber 
many always lay claim to the Right ot Inveſting 
the Kings of Bohemia, as their Vaſlals ; and Ma 
it their buſincſs-ro perſwade the poor pcoP n 
that Kingdom to rebel againſt any Monar 
(tho never ſo duly Elected into the Throne 
who had not recciv'd the Regalia, as they © ' 
them, or Badges of Majeſty at the Empert 
hands. So that Frideric V. ( Grandfather t0® 
preſent Elector Palatine of the Rhine, and Fac 
co our Prince Rupert ) was never like quictY 2.

" BY of the Catalogues of the Kings of Bohe- 
ia arc ſo contradictory one to another ; that 
will be a difficulttask topick out of them a true 
Regiſter of the names of theſe Princes. The beſt 
account, I know of, which has: been giycn of 
them, 1s the 1ngenous Paul Stransky's, 1n his Res- 
publica Bojema, printed at Leyden 1643. The 
reſent King 1s Leopold I. Emperor of Germany , 
whoſe character mult be rcſcry'd for another 
lace. |; ; 

The Heathen Slavonians, at their firſt coming 
no this Country, brought with chem a great 
many [dol Gods ; whom they worſhipp'd as the 
only Protectors and Savyiours of their Nation. 

The ciict of theſe they call Proz or Peron ; 
which, 12 thar language, ſigniics the ſame thing 
a5 Ye) Kepzun >, Or Fupiter Intonans. This was 
cher God of Gods, Divum Pater atque Hominum 
Rex; and worſhipp'd with the ſame reverence 
as 7h; amonglt the ancient S7xos. But this 
Cod was at Jait, tor fome miſdemeanour or 
other, thrown out of fayour; and the honour 
conferr'd on Swanto-IWit, an Idol whoſe Temple 
tood at Julinum ( Or IWollin ) in Pomeren, 1n thoſe 
davs the largeſt City in Europe. Some ſmall rc- 
membrances of this God they rctain to this day; 
ic being uſual for friends, ſhaking hands, to uſc 
11s mutual compellation Witeg, Witeg, or Witam 
te; in which they (till ſeem ro own the Idol 
Vit for their God. Chriſtamty began firſt to 
be profeſs'd in the Kingdom about the year 894, 
mn wich, 'us ſaid, Duke Borſivogizs was baptiz'd 
by Methodizs the Saint of Bohemia. This Metho- 
dius was a Prelare of the Greek Church ; fo that 
the Clerzy of Bohemia did not for ſome ages ac- 
knowidge the Bilhup of Rome's Supremacy. The 
Reformation was frit begun here upon this oc- 
caſion: A young Gentleman of this Country 
ravcilug inco Ergland, and vitting our Uni 
veruties, had ( here at Oxford ) the opportumty 
of tranicribing feveral Tracts written by our 
Britiſh Authors. Amongſt other things he chanc'd 
to light upon ſome of Fobn Wiclifſ's works ; Co- 
pics of which he carried home with lum, and 
ſhew'd to Jahn Huſs and Jerome of Prague, Upon 
the reading of theic Books, thoſe two great men 
began immediately ro reform Errors in the 
Church ; which good work thcy proſecuted 
vith great vigor and zcal, till they were ſum- 
mon'd to the Council of Conſtance, and there 
( contrary to the promiſes and protcitations of 
the Popiſh Prelates then aſſembled ) condern'd 

or Hereucks, and burnt in the year 1415. But 

lo firmly were their Doctrincs rooted in moſt of 
the hearts of their l;carcrs, 1/14 'ewas impoſlible 
lor the Church of Rome, by this expedient, to 
hinder the progreſs of the Reformation, which 
0011 aiter was more fhrmly eſtabliſh'd by the 
nduſtry of Luther, Melanithon, Calvin, Oc. It 

al been well it { after the fopperies of Rome 
Vere thus abohih'd ) the Bohemians had contented 
ucmſelyes wich the tree exerciſe of their Religi- 
mn, granted them by their Kinys- But grow- 
ng nfolcnt as their number encreas'd, they be- 
80n firſt to mutiny again!t the Emperors Mini- 
lers of State 1n that Kingdom ; and afterward, 
n the reign of the Emperor Matthias, tell into 
n open rebellion. This proy'd at latt the ruine 
a tne Retorm'd Religion £ which is now no- 
VIre profeſs'd but in ſome bv-corners and holes 
0 the Kingdom. So unproſperous a thing 1s

N : Bohemian Language ( as well as the * 
9% onan, Croatian, and Wendiſh ) 18 a (1a ect 

*& anclent S{avoriarn. A Tongue ſo copious 
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and ſweet, that the old Lawsgivers of this Com- 
try ( as appears from ſcyeral of their Municipal 
Laws) were zcalous in commanding the true and 
primitive pronunciation and orthograpliy of it 
to be kept up. But this unhappineſs attended 
the endeavours of the well-withers to their 
Country, that they had not the uſe of any Let- 
ters but the Ruthenian character ; an Alphaber 
exceedingly impertcet, and wholly unfit tor te 
poliſhing of a Language. Afterwards, when the 
Princes of Bohemia began to maintain a corre(- 
pondence with their neighbours in Germany, the 
Roman Leiters were brought in; and by this 
means thezr Tongue was refin'd with better ſuc- 
ceſs. However, the modern Bohemians are as 
negligent in this particular as their Anceltorswere 
carctul. Nay, moſt mcn of faſhion in the King- 
dom look upon't as ſcandalous to ſpcak their 
own mother-tongue in its purity ; and there- 
fore talk ordinarily cither the German Languaec 
entire, or elſe the Bohemian mixt and mangled 
with a great many outlandiſh words and bom- 


baſt. 
The Chief Cities in the Kingdom of Bone Mi as. 


de RAGuE is the Merropolis of this 
, Kingdom ; ſeated in a pleaſant 
place on the great River Mecldaz. 
What name it had before the 
Bohemians came into tlis Coun- 
try 15 not to be learnt out of any 
of their Records. But they, it ſeems, call'd jr 
Bowoheim, or the cluct Reſidence of the Bohemian 
Princes. Its modern name was given it long 
after, upon the coming in of the Slavonians with 
Zechus. Boregius gives thus blind account of 
the original of this name : Some of the Slawo- 
nians coming to this Town, and finding them 
bulic 1n building, enquircd of one of the work- 
men ( who as 1t chanc'd was making a threſhold, 
which in Is language was call'd Prab ) whar 
thcy were a making, recciy'd anſwer Prah ; as 
the Town was afterwards nam'd. 'Tis divided 
uto three parts, the Old, New, and Little City;

Prague. Bur then, he tells us, the paving ot the 
ſtreets at Florence, the Cathedral, St. Lazrence s 
Chappcl, and the Duke's Palace outttrip any thing 
that Prage can boalt of: Becauſe the three par- 
ritions of the Town, before mention'd, are d1- 
ſtinct Corporations, we ſhall deſcribe them ſepa-

They 
are very rich; trading in all manner of Com- 
modities; but eſpecially 1n Jewels, and ſeveral 
ſorts of precious {tones found in the Mines of 
mid. 
ys The New Town was formerly ſeparated 
fom the Old by a Wall or Ditch ; but now 
there is nothing that parts them but a Trench, 
into which they can letin the Moldaz at pleaſure. 
In this part are to be ſeen the ruins of the an- 
cient Palace of the Dukes and Kings of Bohemia. 
There is ill Ktanding a great part of the walls 
round this Palace ; the cement whereof 1s ſo 
zood, that hardly any Engine can be invented 
which will pull them down. The Jeſuits of 
late years have built here a new College for 
themſelves, which goes beyond the other they 
had before in the Old Town. 

3. The Little Town, or Kleine Seiten ( as they 
ſometimes call it ) lies on the Weſt fide of the 
Mauldau, over which you pals by a ſtately Stone- 
bridg of ſixteen Arches. In this place ſtands 
Winceſlaus's Palace ; wherein the Emperor, when 
he comes to Prague, keeps Iis Court. Some 
have ventur'd to affirm, that as good High- 
Dutch 1s ſpoken 1n thisPalace, and by the neigh- 
bouring Burgers, asin any City of Germany. But 
he that ſhall curiouſly and critically enquire into 
the truth of this aſſertion, will find, that the 
Language here ſpoken, falls as far ſhort of the 
pure Miſnian Diale&t, as this Palace docs of the 
Elector's Court at Dreſden. Not far from hence 
1s the Cathedral of this Archbiſhopric, dedicated 
to St. Vite; from the top of which you haye 
the beſt proſpect of the City of Prague. 

At IWeiſenberg, or the white Hill, near Prague, 
was fought the fatal batte] between the Duke of 
Bavaria and Count Bucquoy, Lieutenant of the 
Emperor Ferdinand the Second's Forces, and Fri- 
deric Count Palatine of the Rhine, and cle&ed 
King of Bohemia ; in which the new King was 
conquer'd, his Forces totally routed, his Ord- 
nance ſeized on, and himſelf and his Queen 
( our King Charles the Martyr's Siſter ) forced 
to fly into Sileſia. Prague was forced to relign 
it ſclt up immediately into the hands of the Em- 
peror; who ſoon after rooted out all maintainers 
of the Proteſtant Religion/throughour the King-

ſhow. Bertius and Ens ſpeak of ftrange cures 
perform'd by the waters ſuing out of a Four. 
tain in the Suburbs of this City. The Well 
they mention 1s not 1n the Suburbs; bur about 
two Engliſh miles from the Town. Its waters 
are ſomething falt and briniſh; but very cdl 
and clear. They are ſaid to cure all infirmities 
in the Eyes, Ears, or other parts of the head. 
and many other cures are wrought by thei 
purging and cleanſing the body. Jac. Therds 
rus Tabernemontanus g1ves us an account of ſome 
ſtrange feats wrought by them in his Book «&- 
tituled Waſſer-Schatz, printed at Frantfurt 4D), 
1584. And Paul Macaſius publiſh'd a whole 
Treatiſe about the nature and vertues of the 
Feriſh waters, in the year 1616. Some Anti 
quaries pretend to prove, that the old name 
of this City was Sourſtad ; from theſe bitter wa- 
ters. But we can cxpcct no great faithfulneſsin 
the account of its Antiquities ; ſince the City, with 
all its Records, periſh'd 1n the flames A. D. 1270. 
Other Citics of note are: 1. Budweiſs, a tai 
and large Town, not far from the borders of 
Auſtria, 2. Kuttenberg ; a Mine-Town on the 
Elb. Elnbogen ; a ſtrong Town on the borders 
of Miſnia, call'd uſually the Bohemian Key to 
the German Empire. 4. Thabor, in the way bec- 
twixt Prague and Budweiſs; whence the Picarts got 
the name of Thaborites. Leimiritz, Aug ſt, Bem, 
Bruck,, Gretz , Maut, Hoff, Jaromir, Pilſen, & 
arc no better then ordinary Market-Towns.

RANCONTIA 1s the 
chict of the Ten great 
Circles or Diltricts into 
which the German Em- 
pire 15 uſually divided. 
This Diltrict ſends to 
the Dicts the Biſhops of 
Wurtsburg, Eichſtadt, and 
Bamberg ; the Counts of 
Henneberg,Wertheim, Oc. 
with ſcyeral other Princes Spiritual and Tempo- 
nl; beſides the Deputics of the Imperial Cities 
of Noremberg, Rottenburg, Winſheim, and Schwin- 
fut. 'Tis bounded on the South with Schwa- 
ten and Bavaria; on the Welt with che Rhine 
and the Lower Palatinatc ; on the North with 
the Landgraviate of 7 huringen ; and on the Eait 
vih the Kingdom of Bohemia. 

The Country has undoubtedly its name from 
the Franks, its ancicnt mhabitants ; whom ſome 
Hiſtorians make a remnant of the old Trojans, 
vho at firſt ( being cxpell'd their own Country 
bythe Grecians ) ſeated themſelves upon the Sca- 
bore near the mourh of the Danubius. Thclc 
Membri ( tor fo they were then call'd ) buing 

xen from their hold by the Goths, were forc'd 
to ſeek out new habitations ; and at lalt ( abouc 
430 years before Chriſt ) fix'd themſelves, under 

command of their General Marcomtr, on the 
banks of the Rhize in Weſtphalia, Friſland, and 
bellerland; all which Countrics were afterwards 
Omprisd under the General name of Sicam- 

a. About four hundred ycars after, they 
uncd themſelves Franci, after the name of their 
xa Commander Fraxcus ; who led them be- 
= the Rhie, and ſubducd for them the great- 
_ of Gallia, which they nam'd Fraxckyic

only means to ſecure themſclves againſt the grow- 
ing power of the Roman Emperors. Having 
thus link'd themſelves togerhcr, they took ( as 
the almans had done betore them) one com- 
mon name ; calling themſelves Franchen, which 
in their language f1gnihed ( as Freyen in the mo- 
dern High Dutch ) a free people ; as we find in 
our ancient Law-books Franciſia for freedom, 
Franciſcare to ct at Jiberty, and Franchiſes 1s a 
word {till commonly uſed tor liberties. Abour 
three hundred and fixtcen years after Chriſt, 
chere was great contelt berween the 7huringians 
and Schwabes ; which the former thought to 
put an cnd to, by calling in the King of the 
Francks to ther aſliitance, and defiring him to 
plant a Colony of his Soldiers b2twixt them and 
their encmies. Theſe propoſals Clodomir, then 
King of France rcadily atlcnted to ; and imme- 
diately diſparch'd Is Brother Genebald with a 
great Army to take pollc{lion of their pronufed 
Dominions. Accordingly Gerebald and his men 
tix'd thcemſclves 1n Maingow ( the ancient name 
of the Terricories round Wartsbarg) ; and 1n a 
ſhort time made themſelves malters of all that 
Country, which from them retains co thus day 
the name of Franconia. 

The two chict Rivers of this Land are the 
Mayn and the Sela; whercot the former ſprings 
out of two Fountains among(t the Hills on the 
borders of Bohemia, and ( patling by Bamberg, 
Haſsfart, Schweinfurt, Butzingen, Wartzburg, Wer- 
theim, and Francfurt ) is ſwallow'd by the Rhine 
at Mentz. The German Geographers give this 
account of theſe Rivers; Menus Pater dicitur quia 
rubruj &@ album Manum generat & Maritus Sale; 
hec qutem Uxor dicitur Ment, © Mater quoniam octo 
liberos habet fluvios minores. | 

This Country is encompaſs'd with Woods and 
Mouncains ; bur has not 1n it any Hills of extra- 
ordinary height. There arc 1n ut ſeveral Foreſts 
and Parks well ftockt with Dcer, wild pecans 
other ſorts of Game. Molt of che Hills ( cf 
cially along the vanks of the Rivers Mayn and 
Tauber ) are cover'd with Vines ; which ycild as 
ddlicate and rich a Wine as the belt Vineyards 
upon the Rhine.

Language 
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wonderfully fruitful in all manner of grain ; be- 
ſides their 2 plenty of Grapes, Apples, and 
other fruit, Licoriſe grows 10 plentitully here- 
abours, that 'tis ordinarily carried off the field 
in Waggon-loads. The Bambergers have alfo 
orcat ſtore of Saffron and Melons ; and hardly 
want any thing that's pleaſant or neceſſary. 
The Circle of Franconia is uſually divided into 
(x leſſer Principalities; whereof four are ſubject 
co Spiritual and two to Temporal Princes, The 
four Spiritual Princes arc the Biſhops of Bamberg, 


Waurtzburg, and Feichſtad, and the Maſter of the 


Teutonic Order. The firſt of theſe hath the pre- 
eminence, and challenges a kind of Archucptf- 
copal Juriſdiction over the reſt. The Biſhop of 
IWurtzburg 1s a more potent Prince then any of the 
reſt; tho inferior in place to Bamberg. The Bi- 
ſhop of Eichſtad has no large Domunions 1n Fran- 
conia ; the moſt of his Territories lying within 
the bounds of Bavaria and Schwaben. The great 
Maſter of the Textonic Order, has now hltle Ictt 
but che bare Title to a few Bailiwicks; which 
ſeldom or never take notice of him for their Go- 
vernour. The two Temporal Princes are the 
Burggraves of Noremberg; who are two Princes 
of the Houſe of Brandenburg. Beſides theſc, there 
are ſorne more petty Counties and Lord(hips ſub- 
j:& to other Princes of the Empire. As, Hen- 
nenberg is under the Government of the Elector 
of Saxony and the Duke of Weimar ; and ſeveral 
others places ſwear tcalty to the Elector of 
Mentz. 

The old Francick, Dialect, or Lingua Theotiſca, 
is the true mother of the modern High Dutch , 
the word Theotiſca being nothing elſe then a cor- 
ruption of Die hogh Deutſch, in oppoſition to Die 
nieder Deutſch, ſpoken in Weſtphalia and the Lower 
Saxony. M. Goldaſtus has taken care to preſerve 
ſeveral tragments of Records, Diplomata, Ge. writ- 
ten many ages ago in this tongue ; and Martin 
Opitz ( the Virgil of Germany, as he is uſually 
{i'd ) publiſh'd the lite of Arno Archbiſhop of 
Coln, 1n the ſame Dialect, A.D. 1639. Otfrid's 
Hiſtoria Evangelica ( written 1n old Francic near 
900 years ago) was publiſhed at Baſil in the 
year 1571 ; and Willeramus the Abbot of Mers- 
burg's Paraphraſe upon the Canticles at Leydern 
A. D. 1598. Upon which the learn'd Fr. Junius 
F. F. publiſhed tus incomparable notes at Amſter- 
dam 1655. Since which time Mr.Lambecizs ( the 
Emperor's Library-keeper at Vienna ) has made 
public ſeveral ſcraps in his curious Hiſtory of 
ſome Raritics in the Imperial Library. And 
Mr. Junius ( before mention'd ) has lately be- 
queath'd a noble Collection of the like monu- 
ments of Antiquity to our public Library at 0x- 
ford. Amongit which the choiceſt is 7atiar's 
Harmonia Evangelica ; illuſtrated with Mr. Junius's 
Notes, and delign'd for the Preſs. 

WuRTZBuRG ( call'd by Bede, Wirceburg , 
by Sigebert, Wirtiburgum and Wirtziburgum ; by 
[rithemius, Pepolis, and Marcopolis ; but by moſt 
of the modern Latin Hiſtorians and Geographers 
Herbipolis ) 18 the Metropolis of Franconia; and 
has 1ts name, as molt imagine, from the varicty 
of all manner of Herbs ( Wurtzen ) growing in 
this place. Conradus Celtes ( the firſt Poct Lau- 
rcat 1n Germany ) calls this City Erebipolis ; which 
word ſome derive from a certain Pagan God 
named Erebzs, never heard of by any Francic 
Antiquary, I rather think that Poet's Works 
corru pred ; and Erebipolis carcleſly writtcn for 
Herbipolis. 1 cannot but here take notice of 
Champerius's miſtake, who (tho a learned man) 
tells us, inhis Treatiſe de Mirabilibus Mundi, that

County, as well as a Village. 

The Biſhop has ſupreme Juriſdiction over the 
whole Town, in Temporals as well as Spiritual; 
and fits, at his pleaſure, Judg in all CauſcsCiyi 
and Criminal. When heappears in publicthere 
15 aSword carried before him with this inſcription 


Herbipolis ſola judicat Enſe @ Stola. 
And when he ſays Maſs, there lies before him, 


on the Altar, a drawn Sword ; to put him in 
mind, that to him belongs the execution of 
Juſtice throughout the whole Principality of 
Francona. 

The moſt remarkable ſightsin the Town (next 
to the Biſhop's Palace, a ſtately ſtructure on the 
top of an high hill beyond the River) the Hoſ- 
pital and great College in the Gymnaſum; both 
of which are mighty regular and uniform bulld- 
ings, and equal moſt of our new built Colleges 
in Oxford. 

BAMBERG 1s ſaid to have been at fill} 
nam'd Babenberg, from Baba the Emperor Hem) 
the Firſt's Siſter ; tho others think 1t rather a 
corruptionof Papenberg, or Pfaffenberg ; ashiaving 
been anciently the Seat of the Pricits or Pſajen. 

We have already acquainted the Reader wit 
the delicate ſituation of this City, aboundiag with 
all ſorts of rich fruits and plants beyond any ot 
its neighbouring Provinces; and ſhall herc only 
rake notice of what is obſervable within tie 
Town. The old Earls of Bamberg kept chelr 
reſidence at Altenburg, about an Englij mik 
from the Town; bur the Biſhops have now 7 
days a Palace in the midſt of the City onalm 
INand in the River Regnitz. 'Tis a pilc of build 
ing ſufficiently magnificent and ſplendid; rarely 
beautificd with large and fair Orchards and Gu 
dens. The Jeſuits College and Church make a 
good ſhew ; and the four Spires at the Carhed! 
arc noble. | | 

SCHWEINFURT ( or Trajefus Svevr/, 
has its name from the Swabes paſling the MT 
Mayn in this place. Goltmeyer ſays, this Towl 
was built 217 ycars before Chriſt ; but bring 
lictle proof for what he reports.

«1 f\yarms upon the Francks ; whom ( when they 
und themſelves roo numerous for their ene- 
mics) they would be ſure to purſue to the very 
banks of the River Mayn ; where they had ſome- 
times the misfortune to be cut in pieces by the 
Francks, who { well acquainted with the Fords 
of that River) would ſuddenly ruſh in upon 
them, and put moſt of them cither to flight or 
the ſword. From theſe ſalhes 'tis thought the 
Town of Francfurt had its name ; 1t being ſcated 
upon one of theſe common Fords of the Franck. 
This is the opinion of the ingenious Gunther 1n 
his Ligurinzs ; Where he ſays,

But others ſay, tho without reaſon, that 'twas 
built by Francus the firſt Captain of theſe peo- 
pk; and that from him it got its name. And 
ſome, as ridiculouſly, have call'd it Helenopolis 
trom the Emperor Con{iantine's Mother. 

The Town 1s divided into two parts, ſeparated 
ſromeach other by the Mayn ; whereof the grea- 
ter 1s call'd Francfurt, and the Iefs Sachſen-huſs, or 
tne Houſe of the Saxons. Theſe two arc united 
by a Stone-bridg croſs the River, of thirteen 
or tourtcen Arches; and ſubject ro the ſame 
Magiſtrates. The City is ſtrong and well tort- 
icd; and, which gives it more ſtrength then 
Walls or Rampires can do, its inhabitants arc 
unammous protcflors of the Lutheran Religion. 
The Fews indeed have one {trect to themſelves, 
ad arc allow'd a Synagogue, with the public 
protetſion of their Religion. Burt theſe are ſo 
ncon{iderable an handtul ot men, that there 1s 
no fear of their ditturbing the Government. 

Its a place of great traffick, and well ſeated 
for that purpoſe. For the Mayn, patling by the 
great Cities of Bamberg, Schweinfurt, Wurtzburg, 
ad Guemund, S1VES It an opportunity of trading 
VIth the greatelt part of Franconia z and the ſawe 

er running into the Rhi7-2, carries oft, and

The 
acatelt concourſe of foreign Merchants is at the

On the North-{ide of the City they have a ſpa- 
tious Horſe-Fair ; whercin ycarly a valt numbxcr 
of good Horſes arc bought and fold. 

Among the many Priviledges conferr'd on 
this City by ſevcral of the German Emperors, the 
chief is its being appointed the certain place for 
the Election of every ncw Emperor. Thus was 
a cuſtomary thing cver ſince Arnulph the Firſt's 
days; but confirm'd only by Charles IV. Author 
of the Area Bulla; of which we have already 
treated at large in the General Deſcription of 
Germany. Afﬀer the EleQors have even their 
VOICES 1N St. Bartholomew's Church, if it docs nor 
appear (as, now there are Eight Electors, it 
may caſily happen ) which perſon has the moſt 
Votes ; 1t has been uſual for the two Candidates 
ro determine the quarrel by battel in the neigh- 


bouring Fields, whercin the Conqueror is carricd 


oft with great acclamations back to the City, 
and there proclaim'd King of the Romans. Thus 
the controverlic was decided betwixt Henry Land- 
grave of Thuringen and Conrad Son to the Em- 
peror Frideric II. as alſo between Ludowic Duke 
ot Bavaria and Frideric Arch Duke of Auſtria ; 
and laſtly, betwixt Gazther Count of Schwart- 
zenburg and Charles IV. Thicſe are the inſtances 
given by Mzrſter, and ſome other German writers ; 
all of whom Martin Zeiller (relying on the Au- 
chority of Chrſt. Lehman, in his Chronicle of 
Spire ) fancies to be miſtaken, and to report ſto- 
rics which none of the more ancient Hiſtorians 
( who flouriſh'd in the times when theſe things 
ſhould have been tranfacted ) ever mention. 

St. Bartholomew's Church in Francſurt 1s a ve- 
nerable and ſtately picce of Architecture; having 
been firſt built by King Pepin, Charles the Great's 
Father. Some other public buildings ( as the 
Town-Hall, ſeveral Monaiteries, &c.) are worth 
the feeing. Bur the Mineral Springs and Baths 
are molt remarkable ; which arc daily viſited 
by the Nobility and Gcntry of the Town and 
neishvourhood. Amongit the reſt, there 1s one 
Cold Bath : wherein, as Zeller reports, 'twas the 
cuitom 1n lis days to walh women before thev 
went to be married, or as foon 2s their month 
of childbed was over. 

But that which gave England thc greateſt cauſc 
to remember this City, was the entertainment 
of ſome of our Proteitant Minitters ; who, with 
their Congregations, fled hither mn the days of 
Queen Mary's bitter perſecution. Yet I am ſorry 
our I{Jand 15 forced to own ſuch a fctt of Eccle- 
ftaſtics ; who went hence a pack of Zuinglian 
Goſpcllers, and return'd promoters of Purita- 
niſm and rebellious Principles. They arriv'd at 
Francfurt in Fune A.D. 1554, where by the favour 
of John Glauberge ( an Alderman of the City ) 
they were permitted the tree exerciſe of their 
Religion in a Church formerly aſlign'd to the 
French Proteſtants. Their chief Ring-leaders 
were IWhittingham, Williams, Goodman, Wood, and 
Sutton ; who, before they began to nitruct their 
flocks, took upon them to retorm the Liturgy 
and Diſcipline of the Church of Erg/and. The 
Surplice and Litany were caſhier d as rags of the 
Whore of Babylon ; and the Refponfals laid afide, 
a5 formal picces of canting, whuch diſturb'd the 
due courſe of Divine Worthip. In ſhort, the whole 
Licurgy ( except the Letlons and Pſalms ) was 
rejected, as favouring too much of Rome and 
Antichriſt. , Inſtead of the Magnificat, Nunc di- 
mittis,&c. they ſung ſo many Stanza's of Stern- 
hold's Rithnas. After Sermon they had a prayer 
for all ſtates and conditions of men ( more par- 
ticularly for the Church of England, meaning 
cheir own Tribe ) in imitation of our prayer tor 
che Church Militant ; and then concluded with

VInCs ſubmitting themſelves to his Apoſtleſhip 


and Government. This was highly refented by 
the Divines of Strasburg and Zurick, who were 
well acquainted with Knox's principles, and knew 
of what dangerous conſequence the promotion 
of ſuch a Hotſpur was like to prove. Wherc- 
upon, Gryndal and Chambers were ſent to Franc- 
fart to endeavoura compoſure of differences, and 
1 reunion of all the Engliſh Proteſtants. Þut 
their endeavours prov'd ſuccelsleſs and vain ; 
tho they propoſed, that the ſubſtance of the 
Engliſh Liturgy being retain'd, there might be 
(by a general conſent ) an onuſſion of ſome cere- 
monics and offices in it allow'd of. For Knox 
and Whittingham were as zcaloufly bent againſt 
the ſubſtance as circumſtantials of the Book. In 
che midit of theſe confuſions Dr. Cox ( Deanof 
Weſtminſter, and a principal compoſer of the Li- 
turgy 1n King Edward the Sixth's days ) comes 
to Francfart, attended with a great many more 
Engliſh Exiles: Upon lus firſt arrival he cauſes 
one of his company to read the Litany in the 
Pulpit ; and not long after got Knox expell'd the 
Town for publiſhing ſome treaſonable expreſſi- 
ons againſt the Emperor. Having thus worſted 
his adverſary, he was reſolv'd to follow the blow; 
which he did fo effectually, as to procure an 
Order trom the Common Council of the City, 
requiring all the Engliſh Proteſtants to be con- 
formable to the Diſcipline of their Church as 
contain'd 1n the Book of Common Prayer. But 
Cox, tho at preſent Maſter of the Field, was not 
able to appeaſe the diſſatisfied Brethren ; who 
follow'd Knox to Geneva, and there ſet up the 
profeſſion of their former Schiſmatical Tenents. 
In ſhort, theſe ſcandalous ruptures ( firſt begun 
at Francfurt, and afterwards carricd on at Geneva) 
occalion'd the irrecoverable diſcredit of our 
Church beyond Seas ; and were the firſt ſeeds 
of thoſe lamentable animoſities which to this 
day threaten our deſtruction. 

The Territory of Francfurt ( which is under 
the ſubjection of the Citizens and Magiſtrates of 
the Town ) 1s bounded on the Faſt with the 
County of Hanaw; on the South with the Land- 
graviate of Darmſtat ; on the Weſt with the Arch- 
biſhopric of Mentz , and on the North with the 
County of Wetteray, The ſoil is generally co- 
verd with Woods or Vineyards; and there is 
little of arable or paſture ground in it. 

- The mhabiuants of this Country are a labo- 
rious ſort of people ; applying themſelves chiefly 
to the(planting of Vineyards and making Wine. 
The poor people ſell off their Wine, and drink 
water; having ſcldom the happineſs to talte a 


draught of Beer. It was indeed anciently a pro- 
verb in Germany :

tion or Dict of all the Eſtates of the Empire, 

in the ycar 1310. The firſt of theſe Princes wiz 

Berthold, furnam'd the Wiſe; who was ſucceeded 

by Henry. This Prince married his Danghter 

to Frideric Marquife of Miſnia ; beſtowing on 

her for a Dowry the County of Coburg. The 

laſt Prince of this Line was George Erneft ; after 

whoſe death, which hapned in the year 1583, 

the County of Coburg, with the whole Princips- 

lity of Henneberg, fell nto the hands of the Elector 
of Saxony. 

'Tisa populous and fruitful Country ; bounded 
on the Eaſt with the Foreſts and Mountains of 
Thuringen ; on the South, with the Biſhopric of 
Bamberg ; on the Weſt, with the Dioceſs of Wurtz: 
burg; and on the North, with the Territoris 
anncx'd to the Abbey of Fulda. The Caſtle or 
Palace of Henneberg ( whence the Principality has 
its name) 1s ſeated on the top of a Hill not far 
from the City Meiningen ; but has nottung 11 
remarkable.

This Province affords much more plenty of 
Corn then the Territorics about Fraxcfurt ; nor 
Is 1tany Way 1nfcrior to thoſe for the goodneſs 
of its Winc. The inhabitants have here good 
ſtore of Meadows and Paſturc-ground for Cat- 
eel; which bring in yearly as great reyenucs as 
their beſt Vineyards. They have no want of 
wild Fowl; and arc cloy'd with Veniſon. 

Among the ſeveral Villages that have depen- ... 
dance upon the City of Wertheim, the moſt re- {\i©145- 
markable is Niclashauſen ; famous for the birth P4#ſen.. 
and education of one Jobn Behaim, who was burnt 
for ari Heretick at Wurtzburg A. D. 1476. Thc 
occaſion whereof was this : The poor Bore be- 
ing melancholy and crack-brain'd, fancied daily 
that he ſaw, in Is melancholy and dumpilh firs, 
ſtrange and terrible apparitions. One time the 
Virgin Mary torfooth, amongſt his other fpiri- 


' tual gueſts, gave hima viſit; and grew fo fami- 


lar as to communicate to him ſeveral deep in- 
trigues and ſecrets. The choiceſt whereof was, 
that there lay no obligation at all upon the Bur- 
gers of Wertheim to ſhew any manner of reſpect 
to their Earls or inferior Magiſtrates; but that 
they were all as free and boundleſs as the Rivers 
that water'd their Country. This was a plau- 
ſ1ble Doctrine in the cars of the Commonalty, 
andneeded but little Divine Revclation to autho- 
rize 1t; ſo that Behaim had preſently more pro- 
ſclytes then all the Preachers in the Country ; 
and would in a ſhort time haye perverted the 
greateſt part of the County, had he not carly 
been overpower'd and prevented by the Biſhop's 
forces.

The ſtate of Religion, both in the Upper and 
' Lower Palatinate, has been exceedingly chang'd 
ind varicd fince the firſt introducing of the Augs- 
burg Confeflion by Count Frideric II. For Fride- 
"ic 111. ſctup the Doctrine and Diſcipline of Zohy 
Calvin; which, ſoon after Iys death, was thrown 
out by Ludowic V. a rcltorer of Lutheraniſm. His 
&n, Frideric IV. brought the Calviniſts once 
more in play, for the ſatisfaCtion ( chuefly ) of 
hi; beggarly Courtiers ; who knew no readier 
way of raiſing their Fortunes, then by invading 
the Tyrhes and Glebe, with the other poor rc- 
mainders of the Church's Patrimony. By which 
mens the Clergy being reduc'd ( fays Dr. Hey- 
li) to miſcrable ſhort ſtipends under the name 
of a Competency, became ſo contemprtible, and 
neglected by all ſorts of men, that ar Jaſt the 
Church of the Palatinate was in the ſame con- 
dition with the Church of Iſrael under the reign 
of Jeroboam, when Prieſts were made oxt of the 
weaneſt of the people. But a Church reduc'd to 
theſe traits was not like to be of any durable 
continuance, but to end cre long 1n miſery. Ac- 
cordingly, the Bavarians and Spaniards ſoon atter 
thishavock made of the Church, tell upon them, 
and took away their il|-gotten Eſtates and ſtarv'd 
Religion ; leaving 1n the place of the Jatter the 
[dolatry and Superſtition of the Church of 
Rome, which 1s to this day openly profcſs'd 
in moſt parts of the Ele@or Palaune's Domi- 
nions, notwithſtanding his own firm adherence 
to the DoCtrines of the Calviniſts.

The 
Eector's Palace ( on the aſcent of the hill Ko- 
wyſlul, which overlooks the whole Town ) 15a 
aely Fabrick ; beautitied with a great many 
clicate Gardens; Grottoes, &c. Not far diſtant 
om which ſtands a ſtrong Tower ; which, tor 
It fortifications and heigth, is hardly to be pa- 
. lel'd in the German Empire. *Twas formerly 
all d 7; rutzhayſer, or Defiance to the Emperor ; 
utfince the reſtauration of the late Elector, that 
lobliging name has been aboliſh'd ; and 'ns 
0 call'd ( from ſome new Works made round 
Unform of a Star) Stern-ſchantz,, or Star-fort. 
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But the moſt 
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, In Jt remarkable thing in this Palace 
( and indeed in Heydelberg ) is the great Wine- 
fat ; mention'd by all that travel this Country 
under the name of the 7: at Heydelberg. That 
which 1s now to be {cen, in an outer building 
near the Palace, was built by the order of the 
laſt Eleor C harles-Ludowic ; and far excecds any 
of the former. It contains aboye 204 Fudder 
of Wine; which amounts to about 200 Tun of 
our Engliſh meaſure. Inſtead of Hoops 1t 1s 
buile with large Trees of knee Timber, like the 
ribs of a Ship ; which have ſeveral Inſcriptions 
painted and carv'd upon them, and are ſupported 
by cary'd pedeſtals. Upon one fide of the Veſſel 
you have a handſom Srtair-caſe, leading to the 
top ; where you mcet with a Gallery ſet round 
with Balliſters, three and forty ſteps from the 
ground. Bcfore the year 1664 ( in which year 
this was built ) the old Tun, tho one of the won- 
ders of the German Nation, was not comparable 
to this. "Twas encircled with great Hoops of 
Iron, cach of which are ſaid to have weigh'd 

12200 pound. It contain'd only 132 Fudder of 
Wane ; and there were no more then ſeventeen 
ſteps to the ſtop. 

The Umverſity was founded by Count Rupert 
in the year 1387, tho ſome will needs have it 
ten years older, and others near forty. Ir is till 
much frequented ; and has given education to 
many eminent men 1n former days. Witneſs 
R. Agricola, Munſter, H. Buſchius, Xylander, Paul 
Ciſner, Pacius, Franciſcus Junius P& F. Smetius, 
Freberus, and Fanus Gruternus. 

In the great Church, dedicate to the Holy 
Ghoſt, was formerly kept the Elector's Library ; 
of whuch the Iearned Scaliger ( in one of his Epi- 
ſtles to Janzs Gruterus ) gives this account ; In- 
dicem Bibliothece weſtre ſedulo legi. Locupletior 
eſt, ® meliorum Librorum, quam Vaticana- One 
great part of this Collection was the Library of 
the Monaitery of Sponheizr z to which (favs 7ri- 
themius, ia Letter to Damius Curtenſis A.D. 1507 ) 
no Library in the German Empire 1s worthy to 
be compar'd, cither for the rarity or multtude 
of Books; eſpecially its Manuſcripts in the He- 
brew, Greek, Latin,Chaldean, Arabic, Indian, Ruſſian, 
T artarian, Italian, French, German, and Bohemian 
languages. But tlus Treaſure ot Learning was 
ſiezed on, and plunder'd by the Spaniſh torces; 
who took Heydelberg in the year 1620. At which 
time a conliderable number of choice Books 
were trodden to dirt; and the reſt carried over 
the Alps to the Vatican, where they may til} be 
ſcen in a long Gallery over againſt che Duke of 
Urbin's Library. | 

2. WoRMEs, tho more immedately {ub- 
ject to the Biſhop of that place, 1s reckon'd the 
{ccond Town in the Lower Palatinate. Freher, 
4 man admirably $killd in the Antiquities of this 
Country, ſays, that 'twas anciently the Metro- 
polis of the Vangiones, the old inhabitants of 
theſe parts ; and that within theſe few years was 
co be ſeen this Inſcription in Capral Letters, over 
the Peacock-Gate, SPECULA VANGIONUM. 
But Cluverius tells us, its old name was Bormt- 
tomagus, Ol Borbetomagus : corrupted afrerwards 
into Vorvetomagus, Vorvemagrs, Vormagia, Guarma- 
cia, and at lait Wormacta: 

The Imperial Chamber was formerly kept here 
and in thoſe days Worms was one of the moſt con- 
Gderable Towns in the Empire. Munſter ſays, 
that in his time 200 Cities, Great Towns and 
Villages lay ſo near this City, char their inhabt- 
rants could daily bring into Worms ſuch provi-

Tent is ſubject to the Elector Pala- 
tine at the ſame rate with Wormes. It 1s thought 
ro be the Nemetum Civitas, Or Noviomagum men= 
tion'd by Julius Ceſar ; altho Freherus proves, that 
he whole Country near this place was anciently 
concluded under that name. 'T1s ſeated 1n a 
plain on the Weſtern banks of the Rhine; a large 
and populous City ; which owes 1ts ſecurity 
more to the number of its inhabitants then the 
ſtrength of any fortificationsnear t. For Guſta- 
vus Adolphus, the victorious King of Sweden, de- 
moliſh'd its Bulwarks and Rampires; being un- 
willing to ſpare ſo many men out of his Army 
2s Were requiſite to Garriſon 1t, and make 1t 
goodagainlt any future aſſault of the Imperialiſts, 
The Citizens of Wormes and Spire, tho Lutherans, 
{wear fealty to their Biſhops ; who are under the 
Juriſdiction of the Archbiſhop of Mentz, There 
are in this Town many ſtately Houſes and fair 
Churches; the chief of which 1s the Cathedral, 
beautified with tour Towers. 

But the great Glory of the Town 1s the Im- 
perial Chamber; which was firſt placed at Worms 
by the Emperor Maximilian the Firſt, and not 
long after fix'd at Speyer ; from whence 1t can- 
not be removed but by a general conſent of the 
Eſtates of the Empire. Thus fills the City with 
a conſtant concourſe of people from all parts 
of Germany ; who repair huther for the final de- 
termination of ſuch Law-ſuits as they fancy have 
not been well decided by inferior Courts of Ju- 
dicature in their own Country. For hither there 
lies an Appeal from any Prince's Court in the 
Empire. And the Electors themſelves may, in 
ſome Trials at Law, be ſummon'd to appcar 
before this Court. 

4. ZWEYBRUCKEN ( call d by the French 
Deux-Ponts ) has its name from the Bridges 
over two Ruers ; at the confluence where- 
of 'tis ſeated. Thus City 1s ſignal for little more 
then 1ts giving name to a ſmall Principality in 
the neighbourhood; which is enjoy'd by a youn- 
ger Houſe of the Counts Palatine, who arc com- 
monly ſtiled Principes Bipontini, or Principes Ge- 
mini Pontis. Theſe poor Princes haye paid dear 
tor ſome of the French King's late victorics; eſpc- 
cally his Triumphs in the beginning of the 
year 1677, wherein their chick City Zweybrucken 
was almoſt quite demoliſh'd. So near was it to 
an utter overthrow, that at this time there is 
hardly any thing more to be ſeen then the Skele- 
ton of a City. 

5. UDENHEIM, a Town ſubject to the Bi- 
ſhop of Spire ; ſcated onthe mouth of the Saltza, 
and on the Eaſtern banks of the Rhine. *Twas 
anciently a Village; but was wall'd round by 
Gerhard Biſhop of Spire, who firſt made it a City 
and procured for it ſeverallarge Priviledges. 'Tis 
conveniently ſeated for the command of the moſt 
conſiderable parr of the adjacent Country ; and 
for that reaſon well fortified by the Biſhop of

And the Chaſcs and Parks 
arc ſo well ſtock'd with Veniſon and Fowl, that 
what the Nobility in other parts of the German 
Empire covet as a delicacy, the Ruttics of Ba- 
denhave for their ordinary food. The Merchants 
of Amfterdam, Antwerp, and other great trading 
Towns in the Netherlands , furnilh themſclves 
hence with thoſe vaſt quantities of Flax and Hemp 
which they tranſport into forcign Nations ; fo 
that what paſſes for Holland Flax here in Eng- 
land, grows for the molt part in the Marquiſate 
of Baden, and is brought thence down the Rhine. 
There are in this Country whole Woods of Chel- 
nutTrecs ; which feed their great Herds of Swine 
at a cheaper rate then the Hog-Merchants of 
Wheſtphalia, who buy their Cheſnurs at Lremen, 
can afford to do. | | 
The Quarries give the inhabitants an advan- 
tage of building fair Houſes with a ſmall coſt; 
providing them with a good Free-itone and Mar- 
ble of all colours.

They are genc- 
rally a ſtout and hardy people; inur'd to labour 
and to1], or the ſcyerities of a Camp, from their 
their Cradle. Hence they come to be reckon'd 
as good Soldicrs as any in the Emperor's Domi- 
mons. And 'us not a little Honour the Coun- 
ery has got this Jaſt year ( 1681 ) m having their 
Marquiſe Herman made choice of to ſuccecd the 
late famous Commander Montecucuti in the place 
of General of all the Imperial Forces. 

No queſtion, the Marquifes of this Country 
are deſcended of an ancicnt ſtock of Princes ; 
bur of what old Family they are to be reputed 
a branch, the German Heraulds can ſcarce de- 
termine. Some fetch them from the Ur/ins, and 
others trom the Houſe of Della Scala, or the Sra- 
ligers. Some again labour ro prove, that Bader 
and Heochberg are ditterent Familics; and otacrs, 
that they arc but one. Other Genealogilts tell 
us, that the Emperor Frideric Barbarc//a brought 
Herman Marquiſe ot Vercza out ot Iraly, and 
made him the firſt Marquiſe of Heochberg and 
Baden A.D. 1155. Which will yeryill agree with 
what the beſt H:gh Dutch Hiltorians report of a 
Monaſtery being founded by Herman Marquiſe 
of Baden in his Village of Backenau, A. D. 1116, 
which was confirm'd by Bruno Biſhop of Spire 1n 
the vear 1122.

Others 
ſay, that 'twas firlt divided into two Landgra- 
viates in the reign of the Emperor Oro III. In 
whoſe time the Upper A/ſace came firſt into the 
hands. of the Counts of Hapsburg ; who from 
thenccforward were Lords of that part of the 
Country.

Alſatia is uſually dividcd into the Upper and 
Lower Alſace; bclides the leſter Terntories of 
Ortenaw, Briſvow, Hagenaw, Sungaw, Oc.

This City ( tho at firſt deſign'd only for a 
ſtrong Fortification ) 1s now one of the molt 
populous and beſt trading Towns in Germany.

Houſes fit to entertain ſo many Princes of the 
Empire. 

The Cathedral is one of the Wonders of Ger- 
many; deſcribed at large by Of. Schadeus, in a 
particular Tract upon this ſubject by him pub- 
lh'd at Strasburg A. D. 1617.

Yet much more famous is this Cathedral for 
the great Clockin it; which (by the Honourable 
Mr. Boyle, and ſome others of our ingenious /ir- 
tuoſi ) has been mention'd as an inſtance of the 
late great improvements of Arts Mechanical, 
Iwas finiſhed in the year 1574, at the charge 
of the Magiſtracy of the Town, by ouc Hy- 
brecht, a famous Artificerz of whoſe work they 
have many more pieces in the fame kind. This 
workman has his Inſtructions from D. Wolchen- 
ſtein and Conr. Daſypodius, two learn'd Mathema- 
tictans; the latter whercof has publiſh'd a Tract 
about this Clock. The firſt thing preſented to 
your view 1s a Celeſtial Globe, with all the mc- 
tions of Planets, fix'd Stars, G&c. Bchind which 
there 1s a perpetual Almanack » wherein the day 
of the month 1s pointed at by a Statue ſanding 
by. The Hours are crow'd by a gilt Cock ; 
and afterwards ſtruck on a Belt by an Angel; 
not far from which ſtands another Angel wich 
an Hour-glaſs in its hand, which it turns round 
as ſoon as the Clock has done ſtriking. The firſt 
quarter 15 {truck by a Child with an Apple; the 
{xcond by a Youth with an Arrow; the third 
by a full aged man with a Tip-ſtaft; and the 
fourth by an old man with his Cane. On the 
outſide of the Church are ſhew'n the true in- 
creaſe and decreaſe of the Moon, with the mo- 
tion of the Sun through all the Signs of the 
Zodiack- For a larger Deſcription of this maſter- 
piece of Art, I rcter the Reader to the Treatiſes 
writ on this Subject by Daſypodius, Schadaas, 
Friſchlin, Gc. 

The Biſhopric of Strasbyrg was founded by 
King Dagobert ; who made St. Amandzs the firſt 
Biſhop of this Dioccſs. Ot late years there have 
been ſeveral quarrels berwixt the Biſhop and 
Citizens ; who to this day arc unwilling to allow 
their Prelate the Juriſdiction that he lays claim 
tO. 
The Armory of this Town is well worth the 
ſccing. But their Unverlity makes more noiſe 


in the world then it ought to do. 


The Reader may expect a more Accurate ac- 
count of the preſent ſtate of ſome parts of A/- 
ſace, when we come to treat of the French King's 
Conquelts, in the Volume of France.

| Mountains are full

"Tis of no great extent, but ſo populous that 
there is init ('ris aid) 63 Cities, 158 great Towns, 
645 Villages, and 14 Abbeys. Before the Civil 
Wars of Germany, the Duke of Wirtemberg was 
able to raiſe an Army of 24000 men 1n 24 hours ; 
but that calamutous War lefſen'd the number of 
Soldiers in this as well as other Proyinces of the 
Empire. 

The Princes of this Country were anciently 
no more then Counts; bur raiſed to the Dignity 
of Dukes by the general conſent of all the Eſtates 
of the Empire, in a Dict held at Worms A. D. 
1495. The rcaſon of which advancement was 
the great improvements they had made of their 
Eſtates ; whercin was contain'd only the Caſtle 
of Wirtemberg, with ſome few Villages depend- 
ing thereon. 

When Duke Ulric was driven out of all his 
Territories 1n the year 1519, his whole Dukc- 
dom was fold to the Emperor Charles V. After- 
wards, in the year 1534, the Duke was reſtored 
to his Dominions by the aſſiſtance of Francis 1. 
King of France, and Philip Landgrave of Heſſe; 
the former whereof aided him with Moneys, 
andthe latter with Men and Arms. Whereupon, 
he ſcent his Son Chriſtopher to Ferdinand King of 
the Romans ; who agreed, that the Houſe of 
Wirtemberg ſhould be again reſtor'd to their Dut- 

chy, paying homage to the Houſe of Auftria. 
Thisorder wasobſery'd till the year 1599, where- 
in (by a Covenant made betwixt the Empe- 
ror Rodolph II. and Frideric I. Duke of Wirtem- 
berg ) the Dukedom was reduc'd to its ancient 
ſtate; the Houſe of Auſtria only reſcrying to

it ſelf the Title and Arms (which the Emperor 
now bears ) of Wirtemberg, and the rightof Suc- 
ccſſion upon failure of Heirs male. 

The Metropolis of this Province ( and place 
of the Duke's relidence ) 1s Stutgard; ſeated not 
far from the banks of the Neccar, about themid- 
dle of the Country. Sturgard ſignifies properly 
a Yard to train young Horſes in ; and ſuch ſome 
Antiquaries tell us was formerly the place where 
this City now ſtands. Thus ſtory they confirm 
by the Arms of the Town ; which is a young | 
Colt let looſe. Bur I rather think this only a 
Rebus taken trom the name of the City ; which | 
may poſhbly have no more affinity with the 
true Etymology of the word then the 0x in the 
Arms of our City of Oxford has with the anci- 
cnt name of this Town. The Duke's Palace 1s 
a noble Fabrick ; adorn'd with moſt delicate 
Groves and Gardens of pleaſure. In theſe you 
have as fair rows of Orange-trecs, as well con- 
triv'd Grottoes and Waterworks, and as ſtatcly 
a Pleaſure-houſe as at any Prince's Palace in the 
Empire. But the Houſes of private Citizens fall 
ſhort of this pomp and grandeur. Moſt of chem

TuBINGEN 1s the ſecond City in the Dukc- 
dom; not many years ſince govern'd by its0W 
Counts, who kept their uſual reſidence at Leic 
teneck, 1n Alſace. This place is at preſent mon 
remarkable for its Unverſity ; of which Dt 
May ( Counſellor to the Duke of Wirtemberg 
and therefore probably as much a Courticr © 
an Hiſtorian upon this ſubject ) gives the fol

The firſt Rector of the Univerſity in this Town 
was foh. Nauclerus, whoſe Hiſtorical works Philip 
Melanithon took great carc to publiſh in the 
year 1500. A Book highly commended by the 
learned Camerarias in his life of Melanfbon. The 
only famous men, I think, whom they can brag 
of tor this lalt age, are Martin Crufius, and Will 
Schickard ; both ſingularly well $kill'd in the 
Oriental Languages. Beſides theſe, 1 fancy 'twill 
be as difficult to find a Scholar worth the men- 
tionung bred at 7abingen, as to meet with one 
City or great Town among the Hundreds of 
thatname in the Dukedom of Wirtembers, which 
merits a particular deſcription in this place.
